The  program  as  presented  by  Program  Committee  was 
adopted,  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary from  time  to  time.

Hare  and  T.  J.  Jones  as  Finance  Committee. 

Reports  on  Home,  State  and  Foreign  Missions  were 
sented;  that  of  State  Missions  by  Bro.  A.  T.  Hord,  Home 
Missions  by  Bro.  W.  A.   Segraves,  and  in  the  absent. 
Bro.  T.  Sloan  Guy,  the  chairman,  the  Clerk  read  the  rer^  t 
on  Foreign  Missions. 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

The  work  of  State  Missions  is  divided  into  a  number  of  different 
kinds,  though  all  centering  in  one  grand  purpose — that  of  evangel- 
izing and  edifying.  More  interest  has  been  taken  in  the  past  few- 
years  to  organize  and  teach  our  membership  for  efficient  service  in 
our  Master's  cause  than  was  formerly  done.  The  effort  is  now  to 
make  stronger  men  and  women  in  Christ,  as  well  as  large  numbers. 

The  leadership  of  this  great  work  in  our  State  is  committed  to 
twenty-one  members  appointed  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  each 
year  and  sixty-five  associational  members  appointed  by  the  Baptist 
associations  of  the  State.  The  office  of  this  board  is  in  the  Biblical 
Recorder  Building.  Dr.  Walter  N.  Johnson  is  the  hard-worked,  un- 
tiring, faithful  corresponding  secretary. 
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Two  hundred  and  sixty-one  churches  were  served  last  year  by  159 
missionaries.  Conversions,  1627 ;  baptisms,  1,004 ;  28  mission  study 
classes ;  four  houses  of  worship  built ;  eight  churches  organized ; 
Every-member  canvasses,  159. 

Herein  lies  the  secret  of  doing  greater  things  for  the  Master :  En- 
listing every  member.  In  the  past,  and  even  now,  there  are  too  many 
nominal  Christians.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  Samaria  for  Southern  Baptists  means  not  only  the  Southern 
States  but  all  that  territory  south  of  us  to  and  including  the  Panama 
Canal  Zone  and  the  islands  adjacent  thereto.  The  proximity  of  all 
this  territory  to  the  Southern  States  makes  it  necessary  for  it  to  be 
developed  in  keeping  with  the  development  that  is  going  on  within 
our  own  borders.  Unless  all  signs  fail,  and  unless  all  our  most  in- 
telligent statesmen  are  false  prophets,  this  good  Southland  of  ours  is 
destined  to  occupy  the  most  commanding  position  in  this  the  most 
influential  nation  of  the  world.  How  fortunate  it  is  for  us  that  in 
this  fertile  field  Baptists  are  already  so  strongly  entrenched,  and  also 
how  terrible  the  consequences  to  us  should  we  fail  to  develop  to  the 
fullest  extent  the  opportunity  that  is  ours. 

The  activities  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  cover  evangelism,  enlist- 
ment and  development  and  education.  Its  opportunity  for  evangelis- 
tic work  is  beyond  the  comprehension  of  we  people  situated  among 
good  churches.  Even  in  the  Southern  States  there  are  centers  of  in- 
dustry where  employees  are  flocking  in  untold  numbers,  and  it  is  our 
opportunity  to  supply  them  with  the  message  of  Christ.  Mexico  and 
the  Islands  are  far  from  being  evangelized.  Cuba  alone  needs  the 
expenditure  of  three-fourths  of  a  million  dollars  in  evangelism  and 
education. 

The  support  of  the  Mountain  Schools  by  the  Home  Board  has 
greatly  helped  to  enrich  our  denomination  by  giving  to  us  thousands 
of  educated  boys  and  girls.  From  them  have  come  not  a  few  of  our 
greatest  preachers. 

Not  only  are  we  deriving  rich  returns  from  our  investment  in  these 
schools,  but  we  are  beginning  to  realize  our  great  opportunity  in 
establishing  and  maintaining  the  most  efficient  churches  possible  in 
close  proximity  to  our  State  schools.  Here  is  a  great  opportunity  not 
only  to  serve  our  own  people  in  these  schools,  but  to  impress  upon 
others  our  dominant  position  in  the  South. 

The  Home  Board  has  aided  every  other  work  of  the  denomination 
by  its  excellent  program  of  publicity.     Through  its  own  publications 
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and  the  denominational  weeklies  it  has  kept  the  denomination  in- 
formed as  to  the  work  and  its  needs.  The  publication  of  books  and 
tracts  for  distribution  has  caused  many  to  catch  a  larger  view  of  the 
work. 

The  committee  is  glad  that  the  Home  Board  is  to  be  well  cared  for 
in  the  work  of  the  75  Million  distribution,  and  we  recommend  that 
the  work  of  this  board  be  kept  constantly  before  the  people  and  its 
needs  stressed.

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

Nearly  nineteen  hundred  years  ago,  what  is  commonly  regarded  as 
the  Great  Commission  was  given  to  a  small  but  faithful  band  of  men. 
The  conquest  of  a  lost  world  was  laid  upon  their  hearts,  and  under 
the  inspiration  of  that  stupendous  task,  and  through  the  leadership 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  they  inaugurated  a  missionary  program  that  has 
been  and  ever  will  be  the  wonder  of  the  world  and  the  admiration  of 
every  Christian  heart.  That  program  has  successfully  spanned  the 
great  expanse  of  the  centuries  and  remains  to  bless  and  brighten  and 
glorify  our  own  day. 

Surely  ours  is  a  goodly  heritage,  a  heritage  wrought  out  in  many  a 
hard  struggle  against  tremendous  odds,  made  possible  by  the  blood  of 
martys,  purchased  at  the  price  of  heroic  sacrifices,  and  freighted 
with  the  memory  of  heroic  deeds.  But  with  this  heritage  has  come  a 
full  measure  of  responsibility,  the  responsibility  of  continuing  and 

pushing  on  to  completion  what  was  so  well  begun — 
"Shall  we  whose  souls  are  lighted 
With  wisdom  from  on  high, 
Shall  we  to  men  benighted 
The  lamp  of  life  deny?" 

Under  the  providence  of  God,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  been 
given  the  great  task  of  giving  this  "lamp  of  life"  to  the  great  outside 
world.  The  opportunities  for  accomplishing  this  great  task  are  with- 
out a  precedent  in  the  history  of  the  world.  Circumstances  connected 
with  our  nation's  participation  in  the  great  world  war  have  not  only 
multiDlied  our  opportunities  in  the  fields  already  occupied,  but  opened 
every  door  in  Europe  as  an  inviting  field  for  missionary  enterprise. 
These  open  doors  must  be  entered  and  these  inviting  fields  occupied. 

Truly  the  Baptist  Day  has  dawned !  For  four  long  years  the  world 
stood  breathless,  watching  the  death  grapple  of  two  great  world  prin- 
ciples— Autocracy  on  the  one  hand  and  Democracy  on  the  other.  The 
mighty  forces  of  the  latter  have  finally  triumphed,  and  through  that 
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triumph  kings  and  emperors  have  been  dethroned,  kingdoms  and 
empires  have  crumbled  and  fallen,  and  the  rights  of  the  common 
man  have  come  to  be  recognized. 

To  these  common  men  of  all  lands  the  Baptists  of  the  South  have 
a  special  mission,  and  for  them  a  special  message.  To  fulfill  this 
mission  and  deliver  this  message  more  missionaries  and  more  money 
are  needed,  and  needed  on  a  scale  commensurate  with  our  great 
opportunity.  For  this  reason  we  welcome  this  glad  day — this  day 
when  we  have  set  ourselves  the  task  of  making  adequate  the  number 
of  missionaries  to  cover  the  field  and  raising  twenty  million  dollars 
for  their  support. 

To  accomplish  this  great  task  in  a  worthy  way,  a  way  that  shall  be 
honoring  and  glorifying  to  our  King,  we  shall  need  a  deeper  conse- 
cration, a  wider  scope  of  information,  a  more  loyal  spirit  of  sacrifice, 
and  a  stronger  faith  in  God.  We  shall  need  all  our  forces  marshaled, 
all  our  people  enlisted,  and  all  our  hearts  and  hands  trained  for 
Kingdom  service.  Then  let  us  set  our  hearts  and  hands  to  this  great 
task,  and  with  our  faces  resolutely  set  to  the  future,  let  us  march 
and  sing  as  we  go — 

"Oh  waft,  ye  winds,  His  story, 

And  you,  ye  waters,  roll, 
Till,  like  a  sea  of  glory, 

It  spreads  from  pole  to  pole ; 
Till  o'er  our  ransomed  nature 

The  Lamb  for  sinners  slain, 
Redeemer,  King,  Creator, 
In  bliss  returns  to  reign."

Before  proceeding  further,  the  Association  was  led  in 
prayer  by  Bro.  C.  H.  Norris  for  guidance  in  carrying  out 
successfully  the  supreme  task  lying  before  Southern  Bap- 
tists at  this  time. 

Dr.  G.  !N".  Cowan  read  the  report  on  "Why  the  75  Million 
Campaign/'  and  in  a  most  feeling  and  yet  forceful  manner 
outlined  the  causes  which  produced  the  need  for  the  75 
Million  Campaign;  "What  it  would  mean  for  Southern 
Baptists  to  measure  up  to  their  opportunity  now,  and  what 
if  they  fail?" 

On  motion,  report  adopted. 
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WHY  THE  75  MILLION  CAMPAIGN 
The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  meeting  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  in  May, 
with  twice  as  many  messengers  in  attendance  as  at  any  former  meet- 
ing, determined  with  unity  of  purpose  and  loyalty  of  spirit  to  raise 
75  million  dollars  in  the  next  five  years  for  the  enlargement  of  their 
work  in  missions,  education,  and  benevolence.  The  following  con- 
siderations evidently  led  them  to  propose  this  mammoth  movement 
for  Christ : 

1.  The  vasthess  of  the  world  war  and  the  greatness  of  America's 
part  in  reconstruction  put  on  Southern  Baptists  a  new  and  limitless 
responsibility  in  the  world's  spiritual  regeneration. 

2.  Baptist  conviction  and  policy  demanding  a  course  of  separation 
from  the  unionizing  and  confederating  movements  about  them  made 
Baptists  see  that  if  they  are  to  go  straight  on  in  the  New  Testament 
determined  course  and  carry  out  Christ's  demand  on  them  in  the 
world's  spiritual  regeneration  they  must  multiply  their  efforts  to 
enlarge  their  work. 

3.  Their  great  numbers,  with  increasing  wealth,  brought  to  them  a 
sense  of  great  responsibility,  and  conscious  of  the  depth  of  their  con- 
victions and  unity  and  the  power  of  a  Southwide  cooperation  they 
saw  afresh  the  vision  of  a  great  task. 

4.  They  realized  as  never  before  the  need  of  larger  equipment  for 
all  their  churches,  schools,  orphanages,  hospitals  and  other  agencies, 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  saw  the  vast  opportunity  this 
strengthened  program  would  give  them. 

5.  They  saw  anew  that  if  democracy  is  to  be  made  safe  for  the 
world  the  peoples  of  the  earth  must  be  enlightened,  and  that  this 
democracy  must  be  dominated  by  the  spirit  of  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

6.  They  saw  a  larger  duty  to  aged  ministers,  heroes  of  the  cross, 
who  have  fought  against  odds  with  a  sacrifice  greater  than  we  are 
asked  to  make,  and  included  in  this  campaign  a  Southwide  move- 
ment to  establish  an  adequate  fund  for  their  relief. 

7.  A  deeper  compassion  for  lost  souls  swayed  the  hearts  of  our 
people  throughout  the  South  and  compelled  them  to  redouble  their 
efforts  to  save  them. 

What  Will  Success  in  This  Campaign  Do  With  Baptists? 

1.  It  will  call  us  to  prayer  as  never  before.  If  we  are  to  win,  we 
must  do  it  by  the  way  of  the  Throne,  through  importunate  suppli- 
cation. 

2.  It  will  test  our  faith,  and  we  will  hear  Him  saying  unto  us,  "Be 
it  unto  you  according  to  your  faith."  We  will  thus  make  in  modern 
Baptist  history  another  Eleventh  Chapter  of  Hebrews. 

.3.  It  will  test  our  unity  and  the  efficiency  of  our  organization.  We 
will  never  impair  the  doctrine  of  the  rights  of  the  individual  con- 
science and  the  independence  of  the  local  churches,  but  we  will 
magnify  and  manifest  to  the  world  the  unifying  power  of  a  common 
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faith,  convictions  and  purpose,  in  our  effective  mobilization  of  all 
the  spiritual  forces  in  our  democracy  under  the  Lordship  of  our  only 
Master. 

4.  The  success  of  this  campaign  will  fathom  the  depths  of  our  sacri- 
ficial giving  and  tell  how  we  decide  between  Christ  and  money. 

What  Will  the  Campaign  and  the  Successful  Issue  of  it  Do 
Foe  Baptists? 

1.  It  will  enable  them  to  greatly  multiply  and  strengthen  their 
missionary  agencies  at  home  and  abroad. 

2.  It  will  almost  double  the  efficiency  of  our  Christian  schools. 

3.  It  will  enable  Baptists  to  increase  their  hospital  efficiency,  for 
the  cure  of  the  sick  and  the  suffering,  and  enlarge  our  facilities  for 
the  support  of  hundreds  of  orphans  who  cry  daily  for  our  care. 

4.  It  will  bring  to  us  a  spirit  of  revival  quickening.  It  will  call 
out  the  called.  It  will  deepen  our  passion  for  lost  souls,  enlist  the 
indifferent,  and  engage  us  all  for  larger  service. 

5.  It  will  provide  Baptists  a  better  opportunity  to  deliver  their 
message  and  set  forth  their  doctrines  of  the  rights  of  conscience, 
separation  of  church  and  State,  the  integrity  of  the  Scriptures,  the 
Lordship  of  Christ,  and  the  freedom  of  the  local  churches  under 
Him,  from  any  lordship  of  popes,  priests,  bishops,  and  all  other 
ecclesiastical  autocracies. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  apportioned  the  75  Million  to  the 
States.  Our  State  apportionment  is  $6,000,000.  Our  State  forces 
have  apportioned  to  our  Association  $200,000,  and  this  amount  has 
been  divided  among  our  churches.  As  loyal  servants  of  our  Lord  and 
faithful  messengers  of  His  gospel,  we  are  asked  to  join  this  move- 
ment with  the  most  cooperant  spirit  and  in  the  most  self-sacrificing 
way. 

We,  therefore,  heartily  recommend  that  this  Association  accept 
joyfully  its  apportionment,  and  that  we  pledge  ourselves  to  aid  in 
effecting  the  best  organization  possible  for  the  raising  of  our  quota 
until  success  crowns  our  cause  and  then  join  in  jubilant  praise  to 
God  for  victory.

The  Moderator  announced  the  Committee  on  Time,  Place 
and  Preacher  for  the  next  session  of  the  Association:  Rev. 
A.  P.  Stevens,  C.  H.  Collins  and  A.  S.  Sears. 

The  Moderator  at  this  time  formally  recognized  Rev. 
Q.  T.  Mills  of  the  Little  River  Association  and  extended  to 
him  the  courtesies  of  the  floor.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

To  the  Brethren  and  Sisters  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association: 

How  different  are  the  conditions  than  when  we  tried  to  write  a 
report  two  years  ago.  Then  our  country  was  in  war,  the  world  full 
of  suffering  and  sorrow.  Our  minds  and  hearts  were  going  out  in 
prayer  and  supplication  for  our  boys  and  young  men  who  were  ex- 
posed to  danger  and  death.  So  distressed  were  we  that  we  could 
hardly  think  intelligently  of  the  real  needs  that  existed  at  home. 
Since  then  the  war  clouds  have  cleared  away  and  we  are  at  peac 
with  all  mankind  in  word  if  not  in  deed. 

Now  let  us  remember  that  a  year  ago  we  were  denied  the  privilege 
of  meeting  in  our  Association  because  of  the  terrible  influenza  epi- 
demic that  caused  our  hearts  to  stand  still  with  fear.  Our  Heavenly 
Father  has  been  good  to  us  and  has  removed  this  cloud  also.  Let  us 
lift  our  hearts  to  Him  in  thanksgiving  and  praise  for  His  wonderful 
works  to  the  children  of  men  and  turn  our  minds,  hearts  and  means 
to  the  more  than  five  hundred  orphan  boys  and  girls  who  are  looking 
to  the  great  Baptist  host  of  North  Carolina  for  food,  clothing,  train- 
ing for  life's  work  and  shelter  from  the  storms  of  life  in  an  un- 
friendly world. 

We  do  not  know  just  how  good  the  year  has  been  for  the  institu- 
tion, but  we  feel  sure  that  it  has  been  good  for  those  who  are  there, 
but  there  are  those  who  are  still  on  the  outside  and  the  institution 
needs  to  be  enlarged  so  that  there  will  not  be  a  homeless  child  in 
North  Carolina. 

We  feel  that  the  good  Lord  blesses  us  with  this  world's  goods 
according  to  our  capacity  for  using  them  for  blessing  the  lives  of 
others.  So  let  it  not  be  our  aim  in  life  to  hoard  money  or  wealth, 
but  to  spend  it  for  the  relief  of  those  in  need. 

We  recommend  that  each  Sunday  school  in  the  Association  take  a 
collection  at  least  one  Sunday  in  each  month  for  the  support  of  the 
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Orphanage.  Also  that  a  liberal  number  of  copies  of  Charity  and 
Children  be  taken  by  each  school  so  that  they  may  keep  themselves 
posted  as  to  its  needs  and  the  work  it  is  doing.

Rev.  C.  H.  Morris  read  the  following  report  on  Minis- 
ters' Relief: 

REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF 

Our  ministers  who  are  retired  pastors  have  worn  themselves  out 
preaching  up  and  down  our  State  and  throughout  the  Southland  or- 
ganizing churches  and  developing  the  churches  organized.  Their 
poverty  is  here,  their  riches  are  in  heaven,  so  it  is  our  imperative 
duty  to  take  care  of  these  pioneer  soldiers  of  the  Cross.  They  took 
care  of  the  Lord's  work  in  other  years.  We  are  going  to  take  care  of 
them  now  by  setting  aside  five  million  dollars  of  the  seventy-five 
million  to  be  raised  within  the  next  five  years.  This  makes  provision 
for  other  pastors  who  will  be  laid  on  the  shelf  in  the  future,  and  also 
women  missionaries  who  wear  themselves  out  for  our  Lord  in  the 
employment  of  our  mission  boards. 

We  pay  to  those  who  need  help  now,  and  are  being  helped — thirty- 
seven  of  them  in  North  Carolina,  and  more  should  be  helped  in  our 
State — that  when  they  are  incapacitated  for  work  we  will  come  to 
their  rescue  and  not  let  them  suffer  in  their  declining  years.  These 
ministers  laid  the  foundation  broad  and  deep  in  other  days,  therefore 
it  is  as  much  our  duty  to  take  care  of  them  in  a  financial  way  as  it 
is  to  send  missionaries  to  the  foreign  field  or  to  employ  workers  in 
our  own  land.  No  less  is  it  our  duty  to  aid  those  who  need  our  as- 
sistance in  the  future.  This  fund — that  is,  the  five  million  dollars  to 
be  set  aside  to  rescue  aged  and  worn-out  ministers  from  suffering — 
will  go  to  help  the  widows — the  widows  who  stood  by  these  ministers 
as  they  preached  the  gospel — also  their  dependent  children. 

Most  pastors  get  a  small  salary — the  most  poorly  paid  of  any  class 
of  men  under  the  sun;  they  lead  their  churches  in  giving,  have  no 
other  way  to  make  money,  so  this  fund  set  aside  will  preserve  the 
dignity  of  the  ministry;  at  the  same  time  they  will  recognize  the 
condition  under  which  they  are  working  out  their  task  for  the  de- 
nomination, for  their  church  or  churches,  their  country  and  their 
God.  They  will  have  no  anxiety  for  the  future;  neither  will  they 
suffer  any  embarrassment  in  meeting  the  same  after  we  give  the 
Lord  a  chance  to  take  care  of  them  through  our  denomination.

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In  the  absence  of  Dr.  W.  E.  Cullom,  Dr.  Weston  Bruner 
outlined  the  organization  of  the  75  Million  Campaign,  the 
manner  in  which  the  need  of  the  campaign  must  be  placed 
before  the  churches,  the  aims  to  be  accomplished,  and  the 
results  hoped  to  be  achieved. 

On  motion,  the  Association  accepted  its  apportionment  of 
$200,000,  with  the  further  pledge  to  do  its  best  to  raise 
$50,000  additional. 

Bro.  R.  B.  Nichols  read  the  report  on  Sunday  schools, 
and  after  some  remarks  by  Dr.  Bruner  the  report  was 
adopted. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

From  a  glance  at  the  chart,  we  have  6,253  members  of  the  church, 
with  5,508  members  of  the  Sunday  school.  This  discrepancy  cer- 
tainly should  interest  us  as  an  Association.  The  teaching  service  of 
a  church  is  very,  very  important.  Under  the  superb  leadership  of 
Secretary  E.  L.  Middleton,  this  teaching  service  of  our  church  has 
made  wonderful  strides,  equipments  improved,  attendance  very 
greatly  stimulated,  organization  more  thorough,  missionary  spirit 
broadened  and  deepened.  Teacher  training,  enlistment,  evangeliza- 
tion are  making  it  count  for  the  Kingdom  interests  in  the  great  Sun- 
day school  movement.  R.  B.  Nichols. 

On  motion,  the  church  letters  were  then  read,  omitting 
all  details  of  letters  except  salient  facts. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  night  session  of  the  Asso- 
ciation was  called  off  and  the  address  of  Dr.  Bruner  was 
postponed  until  tomorrow's  session. 

Adjourned  to  meet  on  Thursday  morning  at  9  :30  o'clock.

We  Meet  the  Need?" 

Rev.  H.  W.  Norris  presented  the  report  on  Obituaries, 
which  was  adopted.

REPORT  ON   ORPHANAGE. 

The  interest  in  our  Orphanage  work  in  North  Carolina  con- 
tinues to  grow,  and  is  being  developed  to  a  wonderful  degree 
under  the  wise  management  of  Dr.  M.  L.  Kesler. 

The  Lord  has  been  good  to  us  in  giving  us  such  wonderful 
leaders  as  Jack  Mills  to  lay  the  plans  and  start  the  work  through 
such  great  opposition;  Rev.  J.  B.  Boone,  to  develop  the  educa- 
tional part  and  begin  a  better  plan  of  building,  and  the  tireless 
Dr.  M.  L.  Kesler,  of  ability  an^  fitness,  who  came  with  a  vision, 
and  has  strived  and  has  seen  the  vision  become  a  reality,  expand- 
ing and  developing  every  feature  of  the  work,  laying  upon  the 
hearts  of  men  and  women  the  desirability  of  erecting  buildings, 
developing  the  school  and  farms,  the  dairying  interests,  until  we 
now  have  one  of  the  greatest  plants  in  the  whole  country  for  the 
care  of  orphan  children.

I  desire  to  commend  to  you  the  beautiful  spirit  of  one  who 
desired  to  do  something  for  the  fatherless  while  living,  Rev. 
James  H.  Hutchinson,  of  this  county,  who  has  spent  more  than 
a  half-century  in  serving  churches  at  a  meager  salary,  "who  the 
Lord  blessed  in  basket  and  in  store,"  who  walked  hand-in-hand 
with  his  good  companion  for  sixty-five  years,  came  into  my  place 
recently  and  handed  me  $25,000  with  which  to  erect  a  building 
at  the  Orphanage  in  memory  of  his  wife. 

We  recommend  that  a  special  effort  be  made  this  year  in  the 
Sunday  schools  and  churches  to  have  all  give  "One  Day's  Work 
for  the  Orphanage"  at  Thanksgiving  time.  The  receipts  from 
this  source  and  from  the  regular  Thanksgiving  offerings  last  year 
were  far  in  excess  of  any  previous  year,  yet  the  increased  ex- 
penses for  maintenance  were  so  largely  increased  that  the  whole 
was  absorbed. 

There  have  been  some  splendid  gifts  during  the  past  year. 
Some  of  them  will  not  be  accessible  for  possibly  a  long  while,  but 
will  eventually. 

There  is  a  special  need  for  more  buildings  for  the  case  of  the 
real  worthy  who  are  now  being  turned  away  for  the  want  of  room. 
Think  of  it — more  than  600  applicants  were  turned  away  last 
year! 

The  Kennedy  Home,  a  branch  of  the  Thomasville  Baptist  Or- 
phanage, is  being  slowly  developed.  This  farm  is  composed  of 
more  than  1,000  acres  of  very  find  land,  on  which  has  been  built 
three  dormitories,  accommodating  about  100  children;  a  chapel, 
which  is  used  for  school,  and  a  laundry  building  (equipped). 

The  Kennedy  Home  is  a  fitting"  place  to  develop  a  great  school 
of  agriculture,  horticulture,  stock-raising,  dairying,  etc.,  etc. 

This  offers  an  opportunity  to  the  benevolently  inclined.  This 
place  should  be  speedily  developed.  It  is  up  to  individuals  to  put 
up  the  buildings  for  this  great  work,  such  as  school  buildings, 
barns,  etc.,  etc.  The  children  can  contribute  no  small  part  to 
their  own  maintenance  upon  this  great  farm  if  a  way  is  provided 
for  them,  but  it  cannot  go  far  until  houses  are  provided.

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REPORT   ON  MINISTERS'   RELIEF. 

The  great  success  of  our  Lord's  work  today,  with  great  possi- 
bilities of  larger  things  for  the  future,  is  due  largely  to  the  efforts 
put  forth  and  the  sacrifices  made  by  retired  ministers.  These 
men  of  God  stood  when  it  was  hard  to  stand.  In  former  days 
they  preached  the  simple  gospel  of  the  lowly  Nazarene  in  the  face 
of  opposition,  and  burned  their  way  into  the  hearts  of  their 
hearers  with  the  holy  fire  of  God's  truth.  They  were  so  busy  lay- 
ing up  treasures  in  heaven  they  failed  to  provide  for  the  rainy 
day.  Now,  while  they  are  waiting  for  God  to  call'  them  up  to  be 
with  Him,  it  is  our  duty  to  express  appreciation  of  their  sacrificial 
services  by  making  them  comfortable,  calling  them  to  their  re- 
ward. Their  widows,  who  stood  by  them  in  the  thick  of  the  fight, 
are  just  as  worthy  to  be  crowned  with  our  best  as  the  ministers. 
Their  children  should  receive  aid,  for  they  share  the  fathers' 
needs  and  the  mothers'  poverty. 

There  are  forty-five  ministers  and  widows  of  ministers  aided  by 
the  Board  this  year.  Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Relief 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the  aid  in  North  Caro- 
lina has  been  increased  20  per  cent. 

We  should  not  keep  ourselves  in  the  narrow  bounds  of  aiding 
them  just  enough  to  keep  them  from  suffering,  but  should  do  all 
required  to  make  them  comfortable  and  happy  during  their  latter 
years.  Under  God  it  is  a  privilege  that  brings  joy  to  aid  the  old 
soldiers  of  the  cross. 

Jesus  said:  "I  sent  you  to  reap  that  whereon  ye  bestowed  no 
labor;  other  men  labored  and  ye  are  entered  into  their  labors." 
John  4:38.  As  God  has  so  highly  honored  us  to  take  up  the 
work  they  laid  down,  let  us  honor  them  by  making  every  pro- 
vision for  their  comfort  during  their  declining  years. 

Theirs  was  a  sacrificial  work  and  a  monumental  leadership;  so 
let  them  live  comfortably  and  die  honorably  in  our  hearts.

Pending'  the  adoption  of  the  report,  remarks  were  made 
by  Bro.  C.  H.  Norris,  who  briefly  yet  feelingly  portrayed  the 
hardships  and  privations  endured  by  the  old  ministers  in 
blazing  the  untrodden  paths  of  pioneer  days,  the  work  they 
unselfishly  wrought,  and  the  duty  we  owe  in  properly  pro- 
viding for  them. 

Due  to  the  impossibility  of  Bro.  Walter  N.  Johnson  being 
present  with  the  Association  on  Thursday,  he  was  asked  to 
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speak,  which  he  did,  in  connection  with  the  report.  He 
spoke  upon  the  needs  of  Baptist  hospitals,  pointing  out  the 
need  of  three  things:  (a)  getting  a  broader  vision  of  the 
work  to  be  accomplished,  a  bigger  program;  (b)  the  neces- 
sity of  simplifying  the  manner  of  doing  it,  conserving  the 
unified  appeal;  (c)  finding  new  resources  for  accomplishing 
these  tasks. 

Report  adopted. 

REPORT  ON   TEMPERANCE. 

Temperance  has  come  to  mean  to  us  the  right  or  proper  use  of 
that  which  is  good  and  the  prohibition  of  that  which  is  bad. 
Education,  creation  of  sentiment,  legislation,  and  law  enforce- 
ment are  key-words  in  the  task  now  upon  us,  with  less  emphasis 
upon  the  legislation  than  any  of  the  others.  We  have  laws,  good 
laws,  but  in  many  ways  poor  execution  of  the  laws  we  now  have. 
For  more  than  eleven  years  North  Carolina  has  been  under  State 
statutory  prohibition,  the  State  law  having  been  adopted  on  May 
26,  1908. 

The  Legislature  of  1911  passed  a  prohibition  law,  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  near-beer,  beerine,  cocaine,  morphine  or  other  drugs. 
The  Legislature  also  passed  a  law  forbidding  clubs  to  maintain  a 
club-room  or,  other  place  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  received, 
kept  or  stored  for  barter,  sale,  exchange,  distribution  or  division 
among  the  members. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1913  passed  a  strong  search-and- 
seizure  law,  making  over  one  gallon  of  liquor  in  one's  posssesion 
prima  facie  evidence  of  guilt. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1913  passed  an  act  prohibiting  the 
delivery  and  receipt  of  more  than  one  quart  of  liquor  in  fifteen 
days,  whether  for  personal  use  or  otherwise. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1917  passed  a  bill  making  the  manu- 
facture of  intoxicating  liquors  a  felony,  and  placing  the  punish- 
ment at  a  minimum  of  twelve  months  imprisonment. 

After  July  1,  1917,  the  State  became  bone-dry  territory  and  no 
liquor  advertisements  were  allowed  to  circulate  through  the 
mails. 

The  Eighteenth  Amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution,  which 
became  effective  on  January  16  of  this  year,  was  unanimously 
upheld  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  on  June  7,  192  0,  as 
was  also  the  Volstead  Enforcement  Act. 

We  have  prohibition,  so  far  as  the  law  goes.  Now  the  field  of 
battle  shifts  to  the  enforcement  of  the  law.  The  success  in  this 
respect  depends  upon  efficient  officers  and  true  citizens.  The 
organized  liquor  forces  have  set  themselves  to  elect  men  who  will 
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vote  to  amend  at  least  the  Volstead  Act  so  as  to  admit  the  sale  of 
light  wines  and  beer.  They  know  if  this  can  be  done  it  will  be 
but  the  entering  wedge  towards  defeating  the  whole  prohibition 
program.  Their  hope  now  is  through  the  politicians.  They  will 
do  all  in  their  power  to  corrupt  the  ballot. 

What  can  we  as  men  of  God  and  citizens  do?  We  can  vote  for 
men  who  will  uphold  the  law;  we  can  arouse  public  sentiment. 
We  can  co-operate  with  officers  of  the  law — sometimes  failure  is 
not  always  the  officer's  fault.  We  can  demand  of  our  officers  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  sworn  duty;  we  can  stimulate  and  sup- 
port every  good  thing  that  tends  to  counteract  the  illicit  liquor 
business  and  every  associated  evil. 

Any  one  or  more  of  the  following  things  may  be  responsible  for 
lawlessness  in  any  community:  Faulty  laws,  corrupt  officials, 
dead  or  unorganized  public  sentiment.  The  only  hope  for  any 
community  where  lawlessness  abounds  is  to  agitate  and  educate 
and  tone  up  sentiment.  We  have  come  upon  a  time  when  we 
must  honor  our  Christian  citizenship  by  standing  against  all  law- 
lessness by  exalting  righteousness  in  every  place.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  great  essential  is  evangelism.  In  many  sections  of  our 
country  the  non-church  membership  reaches  higher  than  50  per 
cent  of  the  population.  We  are  only  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Home  Mission  task.  We  must  get  at  this  phase  of  the  work  in 
dead  earnest,  or  lose  much  of  the  ground  we  have  begun  to  re- 
claim. 

The  75  Million  Campaign  is  not  over — just  beginning.  We 
must  not  let  up.  More  than  6,000  received  instruction  in  our 
mountain  schools  last  year,  while  hundreds  of  applications  had  to 
be  declined.     The  cash  contributed  to  the  Church  Building  Fund 
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last  year   enabled   the   department   to  render   larger   aid   to   the 
churches. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  a  great  soul-winning  agency. 
When  we  omit  co-operating  agencies,  the  missionaries  have  to 
their  credit  more  than  20,000  baptisms  for  the  past  year.  This  is 
great,  but  we  must  not  forget  the  thousands  not  reached.  We 
have  the  great  commission;  the  opportunity  has  presented  itself; 
opportunity  imposes  responsibility.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

To  the  Raleigh  Association: 

We  need  to  give  earnest  consideration  to  the  Foreign  Mission 
situation  at  this  time.  When  the  war  came  on,  there  was  in  the 
hearts  of  many  a  feeling  that  Christianity  had  failed,  and  this 
feeling  manifested  itself  in  some  people  in  a  diminution  in  their 
interest  in  Foreign  Mission  work.  Then  there  was  a  reaction, 
which  steadily  grew  in  power,  and  all  fields  of  religious  work  felt 
it.  The  75'Million  Campaign  was  itself  a  large  expression  of  this 
rebound  of  feeling.  Those  vitally  interested  in  Christianity  real- 
ized that  we  must  bestir  ourselves  as  never  before  in  its  behalf. 
The  post-war  prosperity  gave  our  people  a  large  ability  to  respond 
to  the  needs  of  the  situation,  and  a  great  fund  of  over  ninety  mil- 
lion dollars  was  raised  in  subscriptions.  Following  this,  there 
was  a  feeling  on  the  part  of  many  that  the  work  was  all  done, 
that  the  projects  of  Foreign  Missions  and  Home  Missions,  Educa- 
tion and  the  other  causes  were  amply  financed,  and  that  interest 
might  be  withdrawn  from  them  and  centered  on  more  intimately 
domestic  affairs.  If  our  people  are  permitted  to  have  purchased 
an  apathy  by  their  liberal  pledges,  the  cause  has  been  pauperized. 
The  tendency  toward  this  attitude  has  been  augmented  by.  the 
fact  that  matters  far  less  distant  than  Foreign  Mission  fields  have 
assumed  such  status  as  to  almost  compel  the  feeling  that  we  must 
for  a  little  while  withdraw  our  eyes  from  the  foreign  fields  and 
settle  the  situation  at  home.    The  following  words  in  the  eloquent 
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report  of  the  Home  Mission  Secretary  to  the  last  session  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  are  startling: 

"Our  very  civilization  is  on  trial.  The  foundations  of  our  gov- 
ernment are  threatened.  Commercialism,  anarchism,  and  bol- 
shevism,  that  aided  German  militarism  in  bringing  ruin  and 
chaos  to  Europe,  have  been  and  are  still  the  greatest  menace  to 
our  civilization,  and  will  be  its  final  downfall  unless  they  are 
counteracted  by  the  constructive  forces  of  our  country,  among 
which  Christian  education  has  been  easily  first;  then  the  question 
of  better  facilities  and  equipment  for  our  schools,  for  our  churches 
and  schools  and  hospitals  is  so  serious  as  to  make  one  feel  that 
other  phases  i of  work  might  wait;  for  can  we  work  effectively 
without  equipment?" 

We  cannot  if  we  would,  and  we  would  not  if  we  could,  belittle 
the  seriousness  of  the  situation  with  which  we  need  to  deal  at 
home.  There  is  vast  need  for  the  most  intense  consideration,  the 
most  liberal  giving  toward  the  Home  Mission  cause,  and  Christian 
Education,  State  Missions,  and  the  development  of  our  own  indi- 
vidual churches.  It  is  astounding  to  read  that  we  were  recorded 
as  having  ini  America  in  1916  more  than  21,000,000  members  of 
Sunday  schools,  and  that  in  1920  we  have  only  something  over 
15,000,000,  a  loss  of  over  6,000,000 — a  staggering  fact. 

But  if  we  have  been  right  in  our  view  of  Foreign  Missions  all 
these  years,  the  best  way  to  better  the  condition  at  home  is  to 
yield  our  hearts  to  the  generous  impulse  to  give  to  the  foreign 
field. 

The  need  abroad  is  no  less  urgent  than  it  is  at  home.  There  is 
much  to  encourage  us  in  what  we  have  achieved,  but  nothing  to 
satisfy  us.  Your  committee  is  not  willing  to  bring  a  report  that 
will  tend  to  encourage  our  people  to  fold  their  hands  in  self- 
complacent  satisfaction.  It  is  true  that  the  latest  satistics  show 
that  we  have  542  churches  in  foreign  lands,  one-fourth  of  which 
are  self-supporting,  more  than  half  of  which  worship  in  houses 
owned  either  by  the  board  or  by  the  church;  that  6,834  were 
baptized  during  1919,  which  is  the  largest  number  ever  reported 
in  a  single  year,  and  that  the  total  membership  of  our  churches 
in  mission  fields  amounts  to  57,438,  and  that  these  native 
churches  contributed  last  year  $242,460.83,  which  represents  a 
gift  of  $4.22  per  member,  which  is  a  good  showing,  when  com- 
pared with  the  per  capita  gifts  of  Southern  Baptists,  amounting 
before  the  75  Million  Campaign  to  $6.19  per  member.  It  is  also 
true  that  our  Sunday  schools  on  the  mission  fields  now  number 
836,  with  an  enrollment  of  37,672  students,  and  that  our  day 
schools  in  the  mission  fields  have  grown  wonderfully.  We  have 
ten  theological  training  schools,  with  an  enrollment  of  345  stu- 
dents. Our  medical  missionaries  have  given  great  relief,  having 
administered  205,098  treatments  during  1919.  We  have  979 
native  mission  workers. 
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These  facts,  when  compared  with  the  smallness  of  our  work 
some  years  ago,  give  cause  for  good  encouragement,  but  on  the 
other  side  we  ought  to  have  a  feeling  of  great  discontent  at  the 
measure  of  success  we  have  achieved.  We  have  been  working  at 
this  business  of  Foreign  Missions  for  seventy-five  years,  having 
begun  our  work  in  China  in  1845.  Thel  tangible  results  are  that 
we  have  145  churches  in  China,  with  23,470  members,  181 
American  missionaries,  54  of  whom  are  unmarried  women. 

We  began  work  in  Africa  in  1850.  We  have  there  34  churches, 
5,473  members,  21  American  missionaries,  five  of  whom  are  un- 
married women. 

We  began  work  in  Italy  in  1870.  We  have  there  32  churches, 
1,4  54  members,  two  American  missionaries. 

We  began  work  in  Mexico  in  1880.  We  have  there  46  churches, 
2,334  members,  15  American  missionaries,  one  of  whom  is  an 
unmarried  woman. 

We  began  work  in  Brazil  in  1882.  We  have  there  212  churches, 
19,797  members,  75  American  missionaries,  three  of  whom  are 
unmarried  women. 

We  began  work  in  Japan  in  1890,  We  have  there  24  churches, 
1,084  members,  22  American  missionaries,  five  of  whom  are  un- 
married women. 

We  began  work  in  Argentina  in  1903.  We  have  there  27 
churches,  1,359  members,  18  American  missionaries. 

We  began  work  in  Czecho-Slovakia  in  1912.  We  have  there 
eight  churches  with  1,000  members,  but  no  American  missiona- 
ries. 

We  began  work  in  Chile  in  1917.  We  have  there  14  churches, 
1,467  members,  six  American  missionaries. 

The  total  of  these  figures  shows  542  churches,  57,438  mem- 
bers, 341, American  missionaries,  of  whom  140  are  men,  132  are 
married  women,  and  69  are  unmarried  women.  Is  it  not  pitiful 
that  in  all  the  wide,  wide  Foreign  Mission  fields,  after  seventy- 
five  years  of  endeavor,  we  have  only  140  American  men?  We 
have  over  700  pastors  in  North  Carolina — that  is  to  say,  we  have 
five  times  as  many  Baptist  preachers  in  North  Carolin  as  we  have 
in  all  of  the  mission  fields  of  the  earth,  and  we  have  twice  as 
many  Baptist  pastors  in  North  Carolina  as  we  have  American 
missionaries,  including  women,  in  all  our  mission  fields. 

We  lauded  ourselves  over  the  fact  that  we  were  sailing  a  Gos- 
pel ship  some  months  ago,  carrying  missionaries  to  the  foreign 
field  in  larger  numbers  than  had  ever  before  sailed  at  any  one 
time.  There  were,  however,  only  about  100  of  them,  and  many 
of  them  were  missionaries  returning  to  their  fields.  I  do  not 
know  exactly  how  many  were  new  missionaries.  In  a  picture  of 
the  group  published  in  "Home  and  Foreign  Fields"  I  was  able  to 
count  only  21  men,  and  included  in  that  number  are  the  return- 
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ing  missionaries.  Do  we  not  need  to  pray  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
that  He  shall  send  men  into  His  harvest  field?  God's  blessings 
be  upon  the  women  who  have  volunteered  their  services  to  stimu- 
late and  maintain  mission  interests  in  the  homeland,  and  who 
have  sent  from  their  midst  201  women,  while  we  have  only  been 
able  to  send  140  men.  But  the  world  is  not  going  to  be  saved  by 
women  missionaries.  This  is  the  day  of  woman's  larger  and 
largest  life  thus  far  in  the  world's  history,  but  we  make  bold  to 
believe  that  even  the  women  themselves  do  not  believe  that  this 
world  is  to  be  conquered  for  Jesus  Christ  by  women  missionaries. 
We  have  69  unmarried  women  on  the  foreign  fields.  Some  of  us 
seriously  doubt  the  wisdom  of  sending  unmarried  women  into  a 
Foreign  Mission  field.  God's  blessing  undoubtedly  will  abound 
upon  those  good  women  who  have  dared  the  perils  of  the  foreign 
fields,  but  His  eternal  condemnation  must  be  upon  the  hundreds 
and  thousands  of  men  who  have  shirked  the  high  obligation  of  a 
Foreign  Mission  call.  The  Gospel  was  carried  to  foreign  lands  in 
New  Testament  times  by  men.  We  need  the  same  sort  of  carriers 
today. 

The  world's  doors  stand  open  to  us  as  never  before  in  human 
history.  The  old  fields  in  which  we  have  labored  so  long  are  ripe 
for  the  harvest  and  are  sending  urgent  pleas  for  more  laborers  to 
be  sent.  The  records,  however,  seem  to  disclose  that  we  have 
gotten  the  richest,  returns  in  the  newest  fields.  We  have  been 
spending  nearly  half  of  our  Foreign  Mission  funds  in  China — to 
be  accurate,  $706,249.78  out  of  $1,576,895.42.  Last  year  there 
were  baptized  in  China  2,2  65  persons,  or  not  quite  one-third  of 
all  the  baptisms  on  the  foreign  fields,  which  aggregate  6,834. 

We  spent  last  year  in  South  American  fields  (Brazil,  Argentina, 
and  Chile)  $456,884.21.  The  converts  in  those  fields  last  year 
totaled  2,874. 

We  spent  last  year  in  Africa  $51,7.00.17,  and  we  had  887  bap- 
tisms there. 

We  spent  in  European  missions  $189,736.93,  and  we  had  149 
baptisms1  there. 

We  spent  in  Japan  $75,384.25,  and  we  had,  90  baptisms  there. 

We  spent  in  Mexico  $69,124.81,  and  we  had  569  baptisms  there. 

The  balance  of  our  expenditure  was  $27,815.27  on  reconstruc- 
tion and  war  work. 

It  will  be  observed  that  we  spent  about  one-fourth  as  much  on 
Europe  as  we  did  on  China. 

It  is  true  that  we  cannot  measure  the  worth  of  the  mission 
work  by  dollars  and  cents,  but  at  the  same  time  we  may  well  con- 
sider whether  we  should  not  put  a  larger  part  of  our  effort  into 
new  fields.  Perhaps  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  should 
send  workers  into  India.  Without  doubt,  we  should  send  many 
workers  into  Europe's  open  doors. 
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France  has  given  us  an  astonishing  welcome.  Many  of  us  re- 
call how,  when  Dr.  Truett  preached  there  during  the  war,  he  was 
besought  by  men  in  high  position  to  cause  other  preachers  to  be 
sent  to  Prance  who  would  preach  the  simple  Gospel  as  he 
preached  it,  according  to  the  Baptist  faith. 

All  Europe  seems  ready  for  our  belief.  State  churches  are  dis- 
counted as  never  before.  Our  opportunity  has  been  unequaled 
since  Paul  was  called  to  Macedonia.  New  Testament  Chris- 
tianity is  being  given  its  second  great  chance  in  Europe.  No 
denomination  finds  such  a  welcome  in  Europe  as  ours.  We  have 
the  message  that  they  need.  How  gratifying  it  was  that  recently 
100  delegates  gathered  in  the  Conference  of  European  Baptists, 
coming  from  all  parts  of  Europe,  from  England,  Ireland,  Scot- 
land, Wales,  Prance,  Spain,  Italy,  Switzerland,  Belgium,  Den- 
mark, Holland,  Norway,  Sweden,  Finland,  Esthonia,  Iitvia,  Po- 
land, Germany,  Austria-Hungary,  Czecho-Slovakia,  Jugo-Slavia, 
and  Roumania!  Most  of  these  came  from  practically  unculti- 
vated fields. 

We  opened  up  work  in  Czecho-Slovakia  only  two  years  before 
the  World  War  began.  It  is  marvelous  that  we  have  there  1,000 
Baptists  now,  without  an  American  missionary.  It  is  one  indica- 
tion of  the  unlimited  possibilities  before  our  Department  of  Pub- 
licity which  is  now  being  put  into  active  working  order  for  the 
purpose  of  sending  the  Gospel  in  printed  form  into  thousands  of 
places  where  we  cannot  send  human  lips  to  utter  it.  We  owe  a 
great  obligation  to  develop  the  work  in  Czecho-Slovakia.  Before 
Christopher  Columbus  discovered  our  land,  these  people  sent  a 
Christian  missionary  to  our  Anglo-Saxon  forefathers,  Paul 
Crawer,  and  after  three  years  hard  work  in  Scotland  our  fore- 
fathers in  1431  burned  him  as  a  heretic.  We  are  worse  than 
pagans  if 'we  harden  our  hearts  or,  stop  our  ears  against  the  call 
which  these  people  now  are  sending  us  for  missionaries  to  come 
from  us  to  them. 

Possibly  the  time  was  not  ripe  for  us  to  have  sent  missionaries 
in  large  numbers  to  Europe  before,  but  that  situation  no  longer 
exists.  Possibly  more  mission  work  in  that  field  might  have  pre- 
vented the  great  war.  Who  knows?  The  conviction  grows  in  the 
minds  of  thoughtful  people  that  the'  prevention  of  a  similar 
calamity  lies  in  the  power  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  that 
the  way  to  make  peace,  abiding  peace,  in  this  world,  is  to  send 
the  Gospel  to  its  uttermost  bounds.  A  new  period  in  the  world's 
history  is  in  the  making.  God  has  melted  the  old  world.  Why 
not  cast  it  now  in  the  Christian  mold?

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In  the  absence  of  Bro.  R.  N.  Simms,  the  report  was  read 
by  Bro.  J.  D.  Berry,  and,  pending  its  adoption,  the  following 
brethren  took  part  in  its  discussion :  J.  D.  Berry,  A.  H. 
Mooneyham,  C.  H.  Norris,  and  G.  J.  Dowell,  all  of  whom 
spoke  from  various  angles  of  the  subject.  Brother  Simms 
later  came  in,  and,  as  the  author  of  the  report,  was  asked  by 
the  Association  to  speak.  Being  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
our  Foreign  Mission  work,  and  a  close  student  of  the  work 
accomplished  in  our  various  fields  of  endeavor,  he  held  the 
closest  attention  of  all  present  while  he  poured  forth  his 
soul  in  advocacy  of  laying  hold  of  the  new  field  created  by 
world  events.    Report  adopted. 

Owing  to  the  great  amount  of  information  contained  in 
the  report,  and  as  a  means  of  its  reaching  as  many  as  pos- 
sible, the  Association  passed  a  motion,  made  by  the  Clerk, 
that  it  be  published  in  the  Recorder. 

REPORT  ON  75  MILLION  CAMPAIGN. 

The  aims  and  objects  of  the  Seventy-Five  Million  Dollar  Cam- 
paign, in  dollars,  has  not  been  fully  accomplished.  We  had  hoped 
to  raise  $45,000,  this  amount  being  apportioned  as  best  we  could 
to  the  various  churches  of  the  Association.  The  amount  we  have 
actually  raised  is  $32,023.31.  When  we  consider  the  conditions 
that  we  have  gone  through  with  this  year,  this  is  not  as  bad  as  it 
might  have  been;  then,  too,  it  was  our  first  year  in  undertaking 
something  that  was  becoming  to  Baptists.  We  must  admit  that 
we  have  failed  our  Lord  seriously  in  the  matter  of  giving  to  the 
various  Objects  included  in  the  Seventy-Five  Million  Campaign 
heretofore;  so  let  us  take  courage  and  look  unto  the  Lord,  and  do 
our  very  utmost  to  make  next  year  a  much  better  one.  The 
Raleigh  Association  is  well  able  to  give  $45,000  to  the"  objects  of 
the  Seventy-Five  Million  Campaign,  and  we  would  do  more  than 
this  if  we  would  individually  count  our  blessings  one  by  one,  and 
could  realize  how  good  the  Lord  is  to  us.  Remember  that  it  is 
more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.  When  we  realize  fully  the 
meaning  of  this  passage  of  Scripture,  we  will  have  found  out  the 
joy  in  giving,  and  there  will  be  no  trouble  in  raising  all  the 
money  needed  for  the  advancement  of  our  Lord's  cause  in  the 
world.

REPORT  ON   STATE  MISSIONS. 

Missions  is  not  a  part  of  our  Baptist  work;  it  is  all  of  it.  The 
heart  of  our  denomination  is  in  its  work  of  missions.  Its  very 
texture  is  centered  upon  the  Missions  that  are  set  as  its  great 
objectives.  There  is  fundamentally  no  distinction  between  State 
Missions  and  Home  Missions,  or  between  Home  Missions  and 
Foreign  Missions.  They  are  but  convenient  designations  for  the 
different  departments  of  our  great  work. 

If  we  lack  in  zeal  in  our  work  of  State  Missions,  then  Home 
Missions  will  languish;  if  Home  Missions  languigh,  Foreign  Mis- 
sions will  fail.  Our  mission  is  to  reach  and  to  save  the  world, 
and  the  place  to  begin  is  at  home.  "The  light  that  shines  far- 
thest shines  brightest  at  its  base." 

North  Carolina  is  now  the  fourteenth  State  in  the  Union  in 
population;  it  is  first  in  the  South  in  wealth;  fourth  in  the  nation 
in  agricultural  wealth.  In  death  rate  it  is  among  the  lowest;  its 
birth  rate  is  the  highest.  Truly,  ours  is  a  wonderful  State,  and 
the  opportunity  facing  our  State  Mission  Board  is  unlimited. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  demonstrated  to  Southern  Bap- 
tists and  to  the  world  that  they  can  and  will,  when  rightly  ap- 
pealed to,  give  unstintingly  of  their  material  resources.  They 
have  the  wealth,  and  are  ready,  able  and  willing  to  give  of  it  to 
our  denominational  causes.  The  problem  of  our  State  Mission 
Board  is  no  langer  how  to  get  the  money;  it  is  how  to  use  it  to 
the  best  advantage.  The  time  has  come  to  talk  less  about  money 
and  more  about  men.  We  have  material  strength,  but  have  we 
spiritual  power?  This  is  the  question  that  must  chiefly  concern 
us  at  this  time. 
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Manifestly,  the  work  of  building  new  churches  must  go  forward, 
and  money  for  that  purpose  must  be  raised.  In  this  connection 
it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  progress  is  being  made  in  the  plans 
of  our  own  sister  church,  Pullen  Memorial,  for  a  magnificent  new 
church  to  be  erected  in  the  western  part  of  Raleigh,  at  a  strategic 
point,  to  reach  the  student  body  of  the  State  Agricultural  and 
Engineering  College.  Elsewhere  in  the  State  our  brethren,  with 
the  advice  and  assistance  of  our  State  Board,  are  erecting  new 
churches  and  creating  new  fields.  Our  objective  is  to  occupy 
every  field  of  opportunity.  This  work  is  fundamental  and  must 
go  forward  without  cessation. 

Material  evidences  of  progress  are  tangible  and  gratifying,  but 
the  test  of  our  greatness  is  not  the  money  raised,  but  the  souls 
saved;  not  alone  the  number  of  new  and  splendid  edifices  erected, 
but  the  number  of  young  men  and  women  whose  lives  are  laid 
upon  the  altar  of  service  and  sacrifice.  With  these  higher  con- 
siderations before  us,  our  work  of  State  Missions  cannot  fail,  but 
will  ever  attain  better  and  higher  standards.  It  is  thus  that 
works  of  permanent  value  are  achieved.  Money,  building,  equip- 
ment and  paraphernalia  are  the  facilities  of  progress,  but  evan- 
gelism is  the  vital  spark  of  our  denominational  life.  "Not  by 
might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord."

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

There  is,  as  we  see  it,  a  need  of  a  great  revival  in  our  Sunday 
schools. 

1.  There  should  be  a  revival  in  attendance.    More  older  people 
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should  be  found  in  our  schools,  especially  fathers  and  mothers. 
This  would  encourage  those  who  are  trying  to  carry  on  the  work, 
and  would  cause  children  to  realize  more  the  importance  of  it. 

2.  There  should  he  a  revival  in  the  teaching  force  of  the  Sun- 
day school.  So  many  teachers  seem  to  attach  no  special  import- 
ance to  the  position.  If  there  was  some  way  to  get  them  to  see 
and  feel  that  they  were  occupying  a  high  and  responsible  place  in 
the  kingdom-building  of  our  Master,  we  feel,  they  would  more 
often  go  from  their  knees  to  their  classes  and  carry  a  burning 
message  of  the  love  of  Jesus  Christ.  May  the  Holy  Spirit  bring 
this  result. 

3.  There  should  be  a  revival  in  equipment  for  Sunday-school 
work.  Many  of  our  country  churches  have  given  very  little 
thought  to  this  very  important  matter.  Since  the  Sunday  school 
affords  the  only  opportunity  of  teaching  children  about  the  Lord 
and  His  Christ,  and  that  Jesus  is  the  world's  only  hope,  every 
church  should  make  the  very  best  arrangement  for  this  work. 

We  also  find  there  is  much  dissatisfaction  because  of  the  change 
that  has  been  made  in  our  Sunday-school  literature.  Very  many 
do  not  like  the  change  in  the  Scripture  that  is  used,  from  the 
King  James  to  American  versions.  We  would  be  glad  if  there 
could  be  found  some  way  to  furnish  schools  the  Bible  texts  in  the 
old  way,  to  those  who  desire  them;  that  we  might  have  complete 
harmony,  peace,  fellowship,  and  love  in  the  work  of  the  Sunday 
schools.  Respecafully  submitted,

for  consecrated  men  and  women — those  who  live  close  to 
God  in  their  daily  lives  and  had  a  vision  of  the  work  of 
Christian  character.    Report  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION. 

What  is  a  Christian  school?  In  a  sentence,  it  is  a  school  in 
which  Christian  leaders  are  to  be  trained  and  equipped  for  the 
most  efficient  leadership  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Not  all  the 
people  can  go  to  college.  How,  then,  can  the  college'  do  its  work 
in  the  interest  of  the  multitude — the  masses  of  the  people?  By 
training  the  leaders  in  all  the  walks  of  life.  The  Christian  col- 
lege was  started  to  train  the  ministers.  That  has  been  found 
insufficient.  The  minister  himself  must  be  surrounded  with  a 
large  group  of  trained  leaders  if  he  would  approximate  the  varied 
and  multiplied  needs  of  his  field,  and  if  he  would  establish  the 
spirit  of  Jesus  in  the  community  where  he  lives.     These  leaders 
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must  be  trained  in  Christian  schools.  Perhaps  the  largest  class 
of  leaders  is  that  of  teachers.  The  Christian  college  must  give 
special  heed  to  the  insistent  and  imperative  call  for  trained 
teachers — teachers  in  the  Sunday  school,  in  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  in  Mis- 
sion Study,  in  W.  M.  U.,  and  in  our  public  and  private  schools. 

No  Board  of  Education  has  a  moral  right  to  employ  a  Christ- 
less  and  Godless  teacher  for  the  youth  in  any  school.  The  college 
that  makes  the  largest  effort  to  train  students  for  teaching — 
teaching  according  to  the  Christian  ideals — will  make  the  largest 
contribution  to  the  Kingdom  of  God  in  this  new  day  of  unparal- 
leled opportunity. 

Then  the!  call  is  almost  as  urgent  for  trained  Christian  leader- 
ship in  the  other  walks  of  life.  This  is  a  day  of  anarchy,  of  law- 
lessness. The  spirit  of  bolshevism  has  inoculated  well-nigh  the 
whole  world.  This  spirit  is  fostered  by  the  law's  delays,  the  mis- 
carriage of  justice,  and  the  inequalities  of  life.  We  are  tempted 
to  envy  the  unparelleled  opportunity  that  the  lawyer  has  to  stem 
this  destructive  tide  that  threatens  even  civilization  itself.  Nearly 
all  great  statesmen  have  been  trained  in  the  law  and  are  thereby 
equipped  for  the  highest  type  of  leadership.  Who  but  the  Chris- 
tian lawyer  can  expose  the  fallacies  of  the  demagogue,  exalt  the 
standards  of  justice,  or  modify  court  procedude  so  as  to  insure 
speedy  and  certain  justice  to  the  criminal,  thereby  inspiring  a 
wholesome  fear  in  the  criminal  and  at  the  same  time  pacifying  in 
the  public  the  spirit  that  makes  the  maddening  mob?  Here  again 
we  must  turn  to  our  Christian  colleges  for  this  trained  leadership. 

The  Christian  physician  has  never  found  such  a  wide  field  of 
service  as  he  faces  today.  As  a  skilled  physician,  he  recognizes 
the  absolute  need  for  the  hospital,  and  as  a  Christian  physician  he 
recognizes  the  need  for  the  Christian  hospital.  Protestants  are 
just  beginning  to  learn  that  Jesus  is  the  Great  Physician.  He 
gavel  largely  of  His  brief  ministry  to  the  healing  of  the  bodily 
infirmities.  The  realization  of  this  glorious  truth  is  evidenced  by 
the  medical  missionaries  who  are  girding  the  globe  with  their 
healing  balms.  It  is  finding  further  evidence  in  the  Christian 
hospitals  that  are  springing  up  everywhere.  Texas  alone  has 
four  and  is  planning  for  more.  Georgia  has  one  great  hospital 
and  is  planning  for  two  others.  Every  State  in  the  Convention 
territory  either  has  a  hospital  or  is  planning  for  one.  North 
Carolina  lags  behind  in  this  particular,  but  in  her  meager  plans 
is  giving  evidence  that  she  is  waking  up.  The  Christian  school 
must  train  leaders  for  this  glorious  work. 

More  and  more  we  see  the  blighting  mildew  of  the  profiteer's 
touch,  both  in  business  and  in  labor  circles.  We  must  have  out- 
standing; Christian  leadership  in  commercial  life.  The  Ten  Com- 
mandments and  the  Golden  Rule  are  applicable  to  commercial 
life.     Where  but  to  our  Christian  colleges  can  we  go  for  a  leader- 
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ship  with  Christian  ideals  that  are  workable  in  the  business  rela- 
tionships of  life?  Such  men  will  mete  out  justice  to  the  laborer 
and  to  the  public,  and  by  the  application  of  Christian  principles 
will  eliminate  the  profiteer,  both  in  business  and  in  labor  circles. 

What  is  our  duty  to  our  Christian  schools?  First  of  all,  to  see 
that  they  are  Christian  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name.  We  must  have 
the  wisdom  and  the  courage  to  see  that  only  Christian  teachers — 
men  and  women  of  lofty  Christian  character,  who  believe  in  the 
Book  and  in  the  God  who  inspired  it,  and  who  square  their  lives 
and  their  teachings  according  to  this  Book — are  employed  in  our 
schools.  The  teachers  of  youth  must  be  like  Caesar's  wife — 
"above  suspicion."  Can  we  rightly  call  a  school  Christian  whose 
teachers,  either  directly  or  by  implication,  question  the  Bible 
record  of  creation,  of  the  origin  of  man,  of  the  fall  of  man,  of  the 
deity  of  Christ,  or  of  Christ's  atonement  for  human  sins?  I  don't 
want  my  boy  or  girl  or  the  boys  or  girls  in  my  church  to  attend 
such  a  school  or  to  sit  at  the  feet  of  any  such  teacher.  Ignorance 
is  preferable  to  the  culture  which  destroys  the  soul. 

Then  we  must  adequately  equip  our  schools  and  properly  sup- 
port them.  One  million  nine  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  North 
Carolina  for  Christian  education  is  a  long  step  beyond  anything 
we  have  heretofore  done,  but  it  is  only  a  beginning.  We  must 
have  sufficient  funds  to  make  our  schools  second  to  none,  both  as 
regards  equipment  and  the  adequate  pay  for  our  teachers.  Our 
Baptist  boys  and  girls  deserve  nothing  short  of  the  best.  It  is  up 
to  us  to  furnish  it. 

We  must  also  give  to  our  schools  our  sincerest  sympathy  and 
oiir  most  earnest  prayers.  The  teachers  in  these  schools,  as  well 
as  our  missionaries  and  our  pastors,  should  find  a  place  on  our 
prayer  list.  Let  us  pray  that  the  Spirit  of  God  may  rest  upon 
these  schools  as  His  Spirit  rested  upon  the  schools  of  the  prophets 
of  old.  We  must  co-operate  with  them  in  their  efforts  to  win  the 
students  to  Christ  and  to  lead  these  students  to  dedicate  their 
lives  to  God  for  service.  It  should  be  practically  impossible  for  a 
boy  or  girl  to  go  through  a  Christian  school  and  not  learn  to  trust 
Christ  as  Saviour,  and  surrender  to  Him  for  service. 

If  our  schools  can  measure  up  to  this  high  standard  of  service 
they  will  furnish  Christian  leaven  with  which  to  leaven  the  whole 
lump  of  education.  No  such  inviting  field  ever  opened  before  our 
schools  and  colleges  as  is  opening  now.  By  God's  grace  and  the 
united  effort  of  His  people,  let  us  enter  it.

Bro.  W.  A.  Cooper,  in  behalf  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
presented  the  following  report : 

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Brethken: — The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation desire  to  impress  upon  the  pastors  and  members  of  the 
churches  of  this  Association  the  importance  of  paying  up  in  full 
the  pledges  made  in  the  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign. 
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Unless  this  is  done  much  of  the  new  work  begun  by  the  denomina- 
tion must  be  abandoned,  and  the  enlarged  work  curtailed,  and  the 
work  will  suffer  greatly. 

The  obligation  entered  into  at  that  time  is  binding  and  should  not 
be  disregarded.  We  cannot  afford  to  do  less  than  we  have  pledged 
for  the  Lord's  work. 

We  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  Cannon  Grove  Church,  which  is 
having  quite  a  struggle  for  existence.  This  church  is  so  located 
that  a  great  work  can  be  done  under  proper  conditions  and  we,  as 
an  Association,  should  render  such  aid  and  encouragement  necessary 
to  do  the  most  effective  work.  This  point  should  not  be  abandoned, 
but  we  should  see  that  they  be  enabled  to  have  regular  preaching 
services  and  a  good  Sunday  school. 

We  recommend  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to 
take  such  steps  necessary  to  secure  such  aid. 

The  pastor  of  the  church  at  McCullers  reports  that  the  church  has 
been  so  greatly  weakened  by  the  death  and  removal  of  several  of 
the  most  active  members  that  it  is  a  difficult  matter  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  church  and  Sunday  school. 

We  recommend  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to 
render  assistance  to  the  work  that  will  insure  its  continuance. 

As  the  Sunday  schools  are  our  most  active  agencies  for  personal 
work  in  winning  souls,  in  teaching  God's  Word,  we  should  have  the 
best  Sunday  schools  possible  throughout  the  Association,  and  we 
suggest  that  we  secure  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  the  State 
Sunday  School  Secretary,  to  more  thoroughly  organize  our  Sunday 
schools  and  to  instruct  and  to  teach  the  officers  and  teachers  how  the 
work  can  best  be  done;  also  that  the  individual  Sunday  schools  secure 
the  help  of  trained  Sunday  school  workers  to  assist  them  in  doing 
this  work.

Rev.  G.  J.  Dowell,  the  pastor,  spoke  of  the 
situation  at  McCullers  Church  as  requiring  help ;  otherwise  it 
was  likely  to  disband ;  that  they  have  but  few  members,  most  of 
whom  are  scattered;  that  they  have  a  few  deserving  and  good 
members  that  were  doing  their  best  under  the  present  circum- 
stances.

REPORT   ON   ORPHANAGE 

Another  year  has  passed  and  we  have  many  reasons  for  returning 
thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  blessings  that  have  been  ours. 

In  the  first  place,  we  are  grateful  that  no  epidemic  has  occurred 
among  the  children,  and  not  a  single  death  during  the  year. 

We  are  fortunate  indeed  in  having  a  man  like  Brother  M.  L. 
Kesler,  with  his  untiring  zeal  for  the  orphanage  work,  wonderful 
ability  and  fitness  for  the  task.  He  has  developed  a  plant  that  has 
very  few  equals  in  our  country. 

The  report  of  the  general  manager  last  June  shows: 

Number  of  children  at  Thomasville 446 

Number  of  children  at  Kennedy  Home 85 

Total 531 

Aided  with  their  mothers 21 

Daily  cost  for  support  of  each  child 58% 

Monthly  cost  for  support  of  each  child $17.85 

Applications  received  during  the  year 724 

Children  received  during  the  year 62 

This  places  upon  us  the  great  responsibility  of  not  only  caring  for 
these,  but  further  to  provide  for  the  great  hosts  of  helpless  ones  who 
are  constantly  knocking  for  admission,  which  are  now  necessarily 
being  turned  away  for  lack  of  equipment  to  provide  for  their  care. 

There  has  been  admitted  into  the  Orphanage  2,033  children  since 
November  15,  1885.  This  is  a  great  work  that  has  been  done  in 
caring  for  them,  and  many  of  these  are  numbered  among  our  most 
useful  citizens  today,  and  we  rejoice  in  what  we  have  done  for  them; 
but  when  we  consider  the  multiplied  thousands  to  whom  admission 
has  been  denied  our  hearts  are  made  sad  and  we  should  use  every 
effort  in  our  power  to  supply  the  need,  so  that  no  child  in  our  great 
denomination  should  suffer  for  the  lack  of  a  place  to  go  to  receive 
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the  protection  and  training  that  is  absolutely  necessary  for  them  if 
they  are  to  develop  into  the  men  and  women  that  God  intended  them 
to  be. 

One  year  ago  the  Orphanage  adopted  (as  an  experiment)  a  plan 
whereby  the  mothers  should  receive  help  from  the  Orphanage  to  aid 
in  the  care  of  the  children  at  home.  The  first  of  June  this  year  five 
families  were  receiving  aid  under  this  plan — the  plan  is  to  do  the 
work  in  conjunction  with  the  local  church,  the  church  appointing 
a  committee  to  look  after  the  case,  receive  the  money  and  help  the 
mother  in  handling  her  affairs,  the  chairman  of  the  committee  mak- 
ing a  report  to  the  church  and  Orphanage  each  month,  and  at  the 
same  time  help  the  mother  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  become  self- 
supporting.  In  this  way  twenty-one  (21)  children  have  been  helped 
during  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  general  manager  states  that  the  Thanksgiving 
offering  fell  far  short  of  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  we  would 
earnestly  recommend  that  our  churches  lay  special  emphasis  on 
this  offering  this  year  and  urge  our  people  to  give  at  least  one  day's 
income  to  this  work.  Respectfully  submitted,

Brother  Mooneyham  spoke  feelingly  of  the  great  work  being 
done  at  the  Orphanage,  but  urged  tlie  importance  of  expanding 
the  scope  of  its  usefulness.  He  thought  that  a  greater  effort 
should  be  made  on  Thanksgiving  day  offerings.  Bro.  Archibald 
Johnson,  of'  the  Orphanage,  spoke  interestingly  of  what  the 
Orphanage  means  to  the  Baptists  of  ISTorth  Carolina,  its  present 
needs;  of  the  loss  by  fire  recently  of  one  of  the  buildings; 
of  the  closing  of  the  Thomasville  Bank,  in  which  were  deposited 
$25,000  of  the  Orphanage  funds,  but  that  ultimately  all  the 
funds  would  be  saved. 

Report  adopted. 

Motion  made  and  carried  that  the  Raleigh  Association  con- 
tribute $1,000  to  rebuilding  the  Simmons  Home.  The  follow- 
ing amounts  were  subscribed  by  the  various  churches :

"Then  opened  He  their  mind  that  they  might  understand  the  Scrip- 
tures; and  He  said  unto  them:  'Thus  it  is  written  that  Christ  should 
suffer  and  rise  again  from  the  dead  the  third  day  and  that  repentance 
and  remission  of  sins  should  be  preached  in  his  name  unto  all  na- 
tions, beginning  at  Jerusalem.'"     Luke  23:45-47. 

Jesus  here  proclaimed  the  oneness  or  unity  of  missions;  He,  like- 
wise, declared  its  beginning  and  its  goal.  It  begins  at  home  and  it 
extends  to  all  the  nations. 

All  missionary  endeavor  rests  upon  our  secure  foundation  at  home ; 
the  home  base  is  essential  to  "the  far-flung  battle  line."  State  mis- 
sions is  included,  so  far  as  our  giving  is  concerned,  in  the  75  Million 
Campaign.  The  application  of  the  funds  is  what  we  usually  think 
about  in  connection  with  State  Missions. 

At  the  head  of  our  State  Mission  work  is  Dr.  Charles  E.  Maddry, 
formerly  pastor  of  one  of  the  churches  in  our  Association.  To  him 
is  committed  the  task  of  securing  the  payment  of  our  pledges  to  the 
75  Million  Campaign,  and  also  the  task  of  directing  all  the  mission- 
ary and  enlistment  endeavor  in  our  State.  He  has  associated  with 
him  a  magnificent  corps  of  workers:  Rev.  A.  C.  Hamby,  Secretary 
of  Enlistment;  Perry  Morgan,  Secretary  of  B.  Y.  P.  U.;  Miss  Elma 
Farabow,  leader  of  Junior  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  Mr.  E.  L.  Middleton,  Secre- 
tary of  Sunday  School  Work. 

The  State  Board  of  Missions  has  made  an  endeavor  to  secure  both 
evangelists  and  evangelistic  singers  for  the  present  year,  but  so  far 
without  success,  but  the  hearty  and  enthusiastic  response  upon  the 
part  of  the  pastors  to  the  "Every  One  Win  One"  Campaign,  which 
was  projected  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Chattanooga 
last  May,  has  in  a  measure,  made  up  for  the  failure  to  secure  State 
evangelists. 

Under  the  wise  and  aggressive  leadership  of  Dr.  Maddry,  our  State 
Mission  work  is  developing  in  every  way;  and  the  three  hundred 
thousand  Baptists  of  the  Old  North  State  are  becoming  a  mighty 
army  organized,  drilled,  equipped,  aggressive,  and  thrilled  with  the 
hope  and  assurance  of  victory.

REPORT   ON   TEMPERANCE 

Historians  have  vied  with  each  other  through  the  ages  in  giving 
to  the  world  the  great  events  that  have  taken  place.  Many  and 
wonderful  have  been  the  achievements  of  nations  and  peoples.  We 
read  these  recorded  facts  With  deep  interest,  and  speak  words  of 
praise  for  those  who  have  wrought  in  the  world's  struggles  to  bring 
about  such  great  results  and  are  ready  to  place  the  cross  of  honor 
upon  them  for  the  part  they  have  played. 

Among  the  great  achievements  of  the  world  no  historian  has 
recorded  a  greater  victory  than  that  which  has  been  won  by  the 
moral  forces  that  have  waged  so  mightily  in  the  war  against 
humanity's  greatest  enemy:  intemperance.  Those  who  have  led  the 
forces  in  the  battle  deserve  the  greatest  honor.  They  are  battle- 
scarred  and  worn,  but  around  their  heads  cluster  the  halo  of  glory 
and  honor. 

But,  like  many  other  veterans  of  war,  while  they  have  witnessed 
many  victories  and  seen  the  enemy  routed  many  times,  there  stands 
before  us  the  lamentable  fact  that  the  enemy  is  still  in  the  land,  and 
is  using  every  means  possible  to  regain  the  ground  he  so  reluctantly 
gave  up,  and  is  at  this  moment  marshalling  every  force  and  agency 
possible  to  reinstate  himself  to  his  former  place  of  dominion  and 
power.  Will  he  succeed  in  his  efforts?  Will  the  black  flag  of  the 
tyrant  float  over  our  homes  and  country  again?  These  questions 
may  seem  out  of  place,  in  view  of  the  action  of  State  and  Nation, 
in  that  they  have  spoken  and  said  he  must  not  stalk  abroad  over 
our  land,  carrying  blight  and  ruin  upon  our  people.  But  when  we 
open  our  eyes  to  the  terrible  and  undeniable  fact  that  while  he  has 
been  pushed  into  the  dark,  that  he  is  waging  a  guerrilla  warfare 
that  is  defaming  the  name  of  our  dear  old  State  and  injecting  in 
the  veins  of  our  civilization  the  black  blood  of  anarchy  to  such 
a  degree  that  we  almost  question  our  ability  to  resist  his  efforts. 

Of  the  156  arrests  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  in  September  52  were  for 
drunkenness.  In  Wake  County  alone  more  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  distilleries  have  been  destroyed  within  the  last  ten  months. 

Is  the  battle  over?  No.  To  your  arms!  ye  men  of  Carolina,  rally 
to  the  fight  and  never  slacken  in  your  efforts  until  we  shall  be  free 
from  the  awful  curse  that  hangs  over  our  homes. 

We,  j^our  committee,  recommend  that  we  renew  our  efforts  to 
strengthen  the  hand  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  in  its  efforts  to  fight 
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the  accursed  enemy,  and  that  we,  as  a  Christian  body,  register  our 
condemnation  upon  any  man  or  set  of  men  that  show  the  spirit  of 
compromise  with  this  giant  evil.

After  a  song  service  and  prayer  by  Dr.  Livingston  Johnson, 
Rev.  G.  J.  Dowell  conducted  devotional  exercises,  reading  the 
20th  chapter  of  Acts,  selecting  the  17th  verse  as  his  theme, 
"I  commend  you  to  God." 

The  Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order. 

REPORT   ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

Mr.  J.  W.  Bailey  wrote  an  article  for  the  Biblical  Recorder  some 
time  ago  in  which  he  stated  that  the  next  forward  movement  for 
Southern  Baptists  is  to  strengthen  and  make  more  efficient  the 
Baptist  papers  of  the  South.  He  showed  that  the  Baptist  press  is 
behind  every  great  denominational  movement  which  we  undertake. 
The  success  of  the  75  Million  Campaign  was  due  more  largely,  per- 
haps, to  the  Baptist  papers  of  the  South  than  to  any  other  single 
agency.  All  of  our  boards  and  institutions  have  had  a  worthy  uplift 
and  have  been  put  forward  beyond  the  expectations  of  any  of  us,  and 
yet  the  agency  which  had  more  to  do  with  the  success  of  all  these 
departments  has  received  practically  no  benefit  from  the  campaign. 

If  the  Baptist  papers  were  such  efficient  agencies  in  this  special 
movement,  they  certainly  are  necessary  to  the  progress  of  our 
denomination  under  all  conditions. 
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In  a  review  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  which  was  written 
by  Dr.  Mullins  for  Home  and  Foreign  Fields,  he  says  in  the  discus- 
sion on  the  denominational  press,  "The  occasion  was  one  when  the 
attendance  was  by  no  means  at  high-water  mark.  There  was  about 
a  half-filled  auditorium.  It  was  large  enough  for  the  interests  to 
become  contagious,  but  not  too  large  for  the  speakers  to  be  heard. 
The  opportunity  afforded  brought  forth  a  great  many  valuable  sug- 
gestions. This  meeting  was  also  an  interesting  instance  of  how 
brethren  can  think  themselves  together.  ...  I  look  back  upon 
that  meeting  on  the  last  day  of  the  Convention  as  one  of  the  best 
of  the  entire  session,  because  it  dealt  with  one  of  the  most  vital  and 
far-reaching  of  all  matters  which  could  come  before  the  Convention. 
Some  day  our  brethren  are  going  to  take  our  denominational  papers 
as  seriously  as  they  deserve.  Every  time  we  can  impress  upon  the 
consciousness  of  our  Convention  the  vital  relation  of  the  denomina- 
tional papers  to  all  our  work,  the  speedier  will  be  the  coming  of  that 
day." 

The  Biblical  Recorder  has  for  87  years  been  the  organ  of  the  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  It  has  been  loyal  to  all  our 
denominational  interests  and  has  used  its  influence  to  the  utmost  for 
the  promotion  of  our  work  all  along  the  line.  No  one  can  be  an 
intelligent  Baptist  who  does  not  read  the  Biblical  Recorder.  He 
may  be  an  intelligent  man  but  the  Recorder  is  the  only  source  of 
information  in  regard  to  the  great  work  of  our  denomination  in  this 
State. 

The  paper,  however,  is  more  than  a  denominational  organ.  Its 
pages  contain  a  variety  of  valuable  matter  which  is  intended  to 
uplift  and  bless  the  home.  Contributions  have  been  secured  through 
the  year  from  some  of  our  strongest  men,  and  the  editor  has  the 
promise  of  articles  on  vital  subjects  from  some  of  the  leading  men 
in  the  South.  We  are  glad  to  know  the  paper  is  through  its  printing 
troubles  and  will  now  come  regularly  week  by  week  to  its  sub- 
scribers. The  material  on  which  it  is  printed  is  superior  to  that  of 
most  of  the  Southern  Baptist  papers,  and  the  mechanical  work  is 
unsurpassed.  Most  of  the  other  Baptist  papers  charge  $2.50  a  year, 
while  the  Recorder  is  sent  to  its  subscribers  at  the  old  price  of 
$2  a  year. 

We  earnestly  urge  that  all  our  pastors  press  the  claims  of  the 
Recorder  upon  their  people.  We  would  suggest  that  an  active  com- 
mittee be  appointed  in  each  church  to  secure  new  subscribers  and 
renewals.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  has  as  its  object  training  for  service.  If 
the  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  where  one  exists,  would  make  an  active  canvass  for 
the  Recorder,  it  would  give  fine  training  to  the  young  people  while 
rendering  an  important  service  to  the  Kingdom.

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In  the  absence  of  J.  S.  Farmer,  the  chairman,  the  report  was 
read  by  Rev.  G-.  "N.  Cowan.  Brother  Cowan,  after  making  a 
few  appropriate  remarks  upon  the  report,  turned  the  subject  over 
to  Brother  Johnson,  the  editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  who  in 
his  pleasant  and  forceful  way  spoke  of  (a)  the  cost  of  the  paper 
in  comparison  with  other  religious  periodicals,  (b)  what  the 
paper  stands  for. 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  that  Brother  Johnson's  paper 
on  "Fundamentals"  be  made  at  this  time  as  it  was  so  vitally 
connected  with  what  he  had  just  said. 

BAPTIST  FUNDAMENTALS 

There  are  some  great  fundamentals  upon  which  all  evangelical 
denominations  ought  to  agree,  such  as:  the  inspiration  of  the  Scrip- 
tures; the  deity  of  Jesus;  His  virgin  birth;  His  sacrificial  death, 
through  which  atonement  sufficient  for  the  whole  world  is  made,  and 
efficient  for  all  who  accept  Him  as  Lord  and  Saviour;  His  resurrec- 
tion from  the  dead;  His  ascension  to  the  right  hand  of  the  Father, 
where  He  makes  intercession  for  His  people;  and  His  second  coming. 

As  these  are  fundamentals  which  all  evangelical  Christians  should 
accept,  I  shall  not  discuss  them  here.  There  are  others  which  might 
be  placed  in  the  "twilight  zone/'  These  are  regenerated  church 
membership,  soul  liberty,  and  separation  of  Church  and  State.  I 
shall  try  to  show  that  Baptists  have  a  clearer  understanding  of  these 
important  principles  than  any  other  denomination,  and  have  con- 
sistently held  to  and  practiced  them  through  all  the  ages. 

There  are  other  principles  which  are  distinctly  Baptist,  which  no 
others  claim,  and  for  the  conscientious  advocacy  of  which  Baptists 
have  been  called  narrow  and  selfish. 

I.  Let  us  consider,  first,  some  things  that  relate  to  the  individual. 
We  shall  discuss  the  Church  a  little  later  on,  but  there  are  some 
things  prerequisite  to  church  membership. 

1.  The  first  of  these  is  regeneration.  Baptists  have  always  con- 
tended for  a  regenerated  church  membership.  The  Kingdom  of  God 
is  a  spiritual  kingdom,  and  as  only  those  who  belong  to  the  Kingdom 
are  eligible  for  church  membership,  it  follows  that  only  those  who 
have  been  born  of  the  Holy  Spirit  should  belong  to  a  church. 

In  their  unalterable  opposition  to  infant  baptism,  Baptists  have 
rendered  a  great  service  to  Christians  of  other  faiths.  Had  infant 
baptism  been  universally  adopted  and  practiced,  unregenerate  mem- 
bers would  have  filled  the  churches.  "Ye  must  be  born  again"  is 
a  good  text  for  Baptist  preachers,  and  it  is  one  that  is  too  sadly 
neglected  in  our  day. 
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2.  Another  thing  for  which  Baptists  have  always  contended  is 
soul  liberty.  Others  claim  to  believe  in  this  highly  cherished  prin- 
ciple, but  Baptists  understand  it  as  no  others  do.     It  involves — 

(a)  Voluntary  choice  as  to  church  membership.  God  Himself 
recognizes  the  freedom  of  the  human  will.  He  invites,  but  He  never 
coerces.     He  calls  for  volunteers,  but  He  never  conscripts  men. 

In  religious  matters,  above  all  things  else,  we  believe  that  a  man 
should  act  upon  his  individual  and  personal  convictions.  Some  one 
has  said  that,  "Coercion  in  anything  is  deplorable,  in  spiritual  mat- 
ters it  is  intolerable."  This  fundamental  principle  is  so  clear  and 
plain  that  it  is  hard  for  one  to  think  that  it  was  ever  denied.  And 
yet  in  this  country,  or  in  any  other  country,  a  hundred  and  fifty 
years  ago  there  was  not  a  Christian  denomination  except  the  Baptists 
that  accepted  this  doctrine  of  soul  liberty,  or  freedom  of  conscience. 
This  leads  to 

(b)  Freedom  of  conscience  in  all  religious  matters.  We  think  of 
State  interference  with  men's  consciences  as  belonging  to  a  past  age, 
but  the  last  coercive  law  was  repealed  in  this  country  in  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  in  1877,  just  44  years  ago.  A  fundamental  doctrine 
of  Baptists  is,  and  always  has  been,  that  no  ceremony,  or  worship, 
is  acceptable  to  God  that  is  not  voluntary. 

John  Locke,  a  profound  philosopher,  and  not  a  Baptist,  said,  "The 
Baptists  were  the  first  and  only  propounders  of  absolute  liberty, 
just  and  true  liberty,  equal  and  impartial  liberty." 

The  historian,  Bancroft,  not  a  Baptist,  says,  "Freedom  of  con- 
science, unlimited  freedom  of  mind,  was  from  the  first  the  trophy  of 
the  Baptists." 

II.  Let  us  'come  now  to  the  Church — 

1.  In  a  Baptist  church  there  are  but  two  officers: 

(a)  There  is  the  pastor,  or  bishop,  or  elder,  the  word  being  used 
interchangeably,  but  referring  to  the  same  person.  The  Holy  Spirit 
calls  men  to  preach,  and  the  churches,  presumably  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  call  preachers  to  be  their  pastors. 

(b)  The  other  office  is  that  of  deacon.  It  is  generally  agreed, 
though  some  dissent,  that  the  men  mentioned  in  the  sixth  chapter 
of  Acts  to  aid  the  preachers,  were  deacons.  From  the  account  given 
in  that  chapter  we  learn  that  the  pastor  is  to  care  for  the  spiritual 
interests  of  the  Church,  while  the  deacons  are  to  look  after  its  tem- 
poral affairs. 

2.  The  government  of  the  Church.  Each  church  is  a  little  republic 
within  itself,  managing  its  own  affairs  and  amenable  to  no  higher 
authority,  save  the  authority  of  Christ,  the  great  "Head  of  the 
Church."  There  is  no  such  thing  as  "The  Baptist  Church,"  when 
that  term  is  used  in  speaking  of  the  denomination. 
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3.  Separation  of  Church  and  State.  This  is  peculiarly  a  Baptist 
fundamental.  Others  say  they  believe  in  it,  but  none  understand  it 
so  well  as  Baptists.  Episcopalians  in  this  country  declare  their 
opposition  to  a  union  of  Church  and  State,  but  in  England  they  are 
the  State  Church,  and  Baptists,  as  well  as  other  nonconformists  in 
England,  are  taxed  to  support  the  State  Church. 

Unless  Church  and  State  are  kept  completely  separate,  liberty  of 
conscience  cannot  be  preserved. 

4.  The  ordinances  of  the  Church.  These  are  two,  Baptism  and 
the  Lord's  Supper.     Let  us  consider, 

(1)  Baptism.  This  is  the  initial  ordinance.  By  this  we  enter  the 
church — not  the  Kingdom,  mark  you,  but  the  Church. 

(a)  Who  are  fit  subjects  for  the  ordinance  of  baptism?  According 
to  the  Baptist  interpretation  of  the  New  Testament  believers,  and 
believers  only,  should  be  baptized.  In  the  cases  of  baptism  men- 
tioned in  the  New  Testament,  those  about  which  there  is  no  ques- 
tion, all  persons  baptized  were  believers. 

Christ  said,  "Go  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  baptizing  them." 
Note  the  order:  Make  disciples  of  them,  and  then  baptise  them. 
Again,  "He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved." 

(b)  What  is  baptism?  It  is  the  immersion  of  the  whole  body  of 
a  person  in  water.     Let  the  Bible  speak: 

What  did  Christ  submit  to  when  baptized?  Mark  1:10,  "And 
straightway  coming  up  out  of  the  water,  he  saw  the  heavens  rent 
asunder,  and  the  Spirit,  as  a  dove,  descending  upon  him."      (R.  V.) 

What  did  Christ  command  his  disciples  to  do?  Matt.  28:19: 
"To  make  disciples  of  all  nations,  baptizing  them  into  the  name  of 
the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit."     (R.  V.) 

What  did  the  disciples  understand  Christ  to  mean?  Acts  8:38,  39, 
"And  they  both  went  down  into  the  water,  both  Philip  and  the 
eunuch;  and  he  baptized  him.  And  when  they  came  up  out  of  the 
water  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  caught  away  Philip;  and  the  eunuch 
saw  him  no  more,  for  he  went  on  his  way  rejoicing."     (R.  V.) 

What  was  baptism  designed  to  symbolize?  Romans  6:4,  "We  were 
buried  unto  him  through  baptism  unto  death;  that  like  as  Christ  was 
raised  from  the  dead  through  the  glory  of  the  Father,  so  we  also 
might  walk  in  newness  of  Life."      (R.  V.) 

Baptism  is  a  picture  of  what  has  taken  place  when  one  believes  in 
Christ.  The  believer  dies  to  sin,  is  buried,  and  rises  a  new  man  to 
walk  with  Christ.  It  is  an  open  confession  on  the  part  of  the 
believer  of  his  faith  in  the  death,  burial  and  resurrection  -of  Jesus. 
It  is  also  prophetic  of  the  resurrection  of  our  bodies. 

(2)  The  second  ordinance  is  the  Lord's  Supper.  There  are  two 
prerequisites  for  partaking  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

(a)  The  first  of  these  is  baptism.  Very  few  denominations  will 
admit  one  to  the  Lord's  Table  who  has  not  been  baptized.     In  this 
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Baptists  are  in  accord  with  other  denominations.  The  difference 
comes  in  what  is  considered  baptism.  Baptists  believe  that  immer- 
sion alone  is  Scriptural  baptism,  and  they  are  perfectly  consistent 
in  making  infmersion  a  prerequisite  to  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Baptism  and  then  the  Supper.  All  through  the  New  Testament 
baptism  comes  before  the  Supper,  and  the  order  is  never  reversed. 

(b)  Another  prerequisite  is  an  orderly  walk.  Every  church  and 
denomination  professes  to  believe  in  the  exercise  of  discipline.  Dis- 
cipline is  not  necessarily  for  immorality,  or  ungodly  conduct.  It 
may  be  for  error  in  doctrine,  or  for  holding  doctrines  not  in  harmony 
with  the  church  of  which  one  is  a  member. 

2  Thess.  3:G,  "Now  we  comonand  you,  brethren,  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  withdraw  yourselves  from  a  brother  that 
walketh  disorderly,  and  not  after  the  tradition  they  received  of  us." 

Here  is  a  Scriptural  ground  for  discipline.  Evangelical  churches 
recognize  it.  If  a  man  is  excluded  from  a  church  because  of  the 
doctrine  he  holds,  that  excludes  him  from  the  privileges  of  the 
church,  one  of  which  is  the  Lord's  Supper.  Now  is  it  consistent  to 
invite  such  an  one  to  the  Lord's  Table  simply  because  he  joined 
another  church  whose  doctrines  were  in  harmony  with  his  views? 
And  yet  that  is  just  what  we  must  do,  unless  we  practice  restricted 
communion.  I  use  the  word  "communion"  here'  in  its  commonly 
accepted  sense. 

Some  one  says,  "Here  is  a  man  who  has  never  been  excluded  from 
a  Baptist  church.  He  is  a  member  of  another  church,  but  has  been 
immersed;  what  about  him?  Well,  such  an  one  stands  in  the  same 
relation  to  a  Baptist  church  as  one  who  has  been  excluded  because 
of  doctrinal  unsoundness.  Anything  that  would  bar  one  from  mem- 
bership in  a  Baptist  church  should  make  him  a  subject  of  discipline 
if  he  belonged  to  it.  No  one  who  is  under  discipline  in  a  Baptist 
church  should  be  invited  to  the  Lord's  Table.  It  was  always  the 
custom  in  olden  times,  and  is  still  the  custom  in  some  churches,  to 
invite  "members  of  other  churches  of  like  faith  and  order,  who  are 
in  good  and  regular  standing  in  their  own  churches,  to  participate 
with  us  in  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper."  The  plain  infer- 
ence is  that  the  members  of  the  local  church  must  be  in  good 
standing. 

We  must  remember  that  the  Lord's  Supper  is  not  a  love  feast  to 
express  our  affection  for  our  brethren  in  Christ,  but  a  memorial  of 
the  death  of  our  Lord.  "This  do  in  remembrance  of  me."  Not  to 
show  your  love  for  one  another,  but  "in  remembrance  of  me."  If 
there  is  one  place  in  all  the  earth  where  we  should  forget  every  one 
else  and  everything  else  except  our  Lord,  it  is  when  we  come  to 
celebrate  His  death  for  sinners.  This  is  the  only  thing  Christ  ever 
asked  His  followers  to  do  for  Him. 
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Motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  article  be  spread  upon 
our  minutes;  that  Brother  Johnson  be  requested  to  publish  it 
in  the  Recorder  and  that  our  pastors  urge  their  members  to 
read  it. 

J.  A.  Ellis  presented  the  Report  on  Foreign  Missions. 

REPORT   ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

In  this  report,  which  must  necessarily  be  short,  we  call  your 
attention  to  a  few  facts  with  reference  to  the  work  of  our  Foreign 
Mission  Board. 

Prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  work  in  Southern  Europe  we  were 
supporting  missionaries  and  fostering  mission  work  in  eight  coun- 
tries. They  were:  Africa,  Argentina,  Brazil,  Chile,  China,  Italy, 
Japan  and  Mexico.  In  these  countries  our  work  continues  and  to 
these  have  been  added  Spain,  Hungary,  Rumania,  Jugo-Slavia,  the 
Ukraine  and  the  territory  to  the  east.  A  glance  at  the  map  of  the 
world  will  show  us  that  we  are  now  practically  encircling  the  globe 
with  our  missionary  efforts. 

During  the  years  of  our  missionary  activity  what  has  been 
achieved?     What  of  the  results? 

In  the  last  report  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  you  will  find  the 
statement  that  we  now  have  on  the  fields  611  churches.  There  is 
a  total  membership  of  59,438.  This  report  also  shows  that  there  are 
41,727  pupils  attending  907  Sunday  schools.  It  is  gratifying  to  note 
that  last  year  was  the  greatest  in  our  missionary  history  in  number 
of  baptisms,  the  number  being  6,998. 

There  are  405  missionaries,  with  978  native  workers  helping  them. 
We  have  632  schools  in  which,  last  year,  there  were  22,866  students. 
Of  this  number  284  were  studying  for  the  ministry.  In  all  of  this 
territory,  with  its  dark  record  of  human  suffering,  Southern  Baptists 
has  last  year  only  21  physicians  and  8  nurses.  These  29  workers 
treated  154,070  patients  during  the  year. 

This  is  a  very  brief  statement  of  some  of  the  results  in  the  past. 
What  of  the  future? 

If  Southern  Baptists  are  to  meet  the  need,  even  in  a  small  measure, 
then  we  must  bestir  ourselves  that  the  405  who  are  now  laboring 
there  and  those  who  are  soon  to  go,  may  have  our  united  encourage- 
ment and  support.  Our  achievements  are  gratifying,  yet  they  are 
pitiably  small  when  we  think  of  our  number  and  strength,  potential 
strength  at  least.  The  opportunities  for  far-reaching  service  were 
never  greater  than  now.  The  calls  are  coming  for  help.  What  shall 
be  our  answer?  Prayer  is  fundamental.  Pray  for  the  missionaries 
and  their  work.  Along  with  this  emphasis  on  prayer  it  is  of  primary 
importance    that    liberal    giving    be    adequately    stressed.     Let    us 
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remember  that  these  people  to  whom  our  missionaries  go,  and  with 
whom  they  labor,  are  also  giving  liberally.  In  these  lands  the  per 
capita  gifts  in  the  75  Million  Campaign,  range  from  $1.38  in  Chile,  to 
$10.19  in  Argentina.  Let  us  get  the  world  and  the  world's  needs  on 
our  hearts,  pray,  work,  and  give,  then  God  will  be  glorified ;  the  work 
will  move  steadily  forward,  and  our  own  lives  be  greatly  enriched. 
Our  new  fields  in  Europe  have  given  to  us  a  challenging  oppor- 
tunity. These  countries  that  felt  very  keenly  the  burden  of  the 
war  and  are  now  passing  through  a  dangerous  period  of  readjustment 
need  the  help,  the  leavening  influence  of  Christianity.  It  now  lies 
within  the  power  of  Southern  Baptists  to  contribute  largely  both  to 
the  present  and  the  future  welfare  of  mankind  by  carrying  forward 
an  adequate  educational  and  evangelistic  campaign  in  these  southern 
European  countries.  These  peoples  are  looking  to  us  for  help.  What 
shall  be  our  response?  J.  A.  Ellis,

REPORT   ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

In  view  of  the  enormous  deficit  in  the  finances  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  to  say  nothing  of  the  great  falling  off  in  receipts  along  the 
whole  line  of  our  Convention  objects,  it  behooves  every  church  of  our 
Association,  and  every  member  of  every  church,  to  put  forth  every 
possible  effort  to  meet  the  pledges  to  the  75  Million  Campaign.  We 
are  too  prone,  when  financial  and  other  business  troubles  arise,  to 
retrench  in  our  church  obligations  first.  The  reverse  ought  to  be 
our  policy.  The  work  planned  and  put  into  operation  by  the  Home 
Board  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  suffer  during  this  temporary  paraly- 
sis of  our  business  interests.  This  dark  day  will  be  followed  by  a 
bright  one.  Indeed,  the  brighter  day  is  already  dawning.  The  work 
that  was  projected  upon  the  completion  of  the  75  Million  Campaign 
and,  which  has  met  with  such  marvelous  success,  cannot  be  sus- 
pended even  temporarily  without  great  impairment,  if  not  total  loss, 
of  much  that  has  been  gained  as  a  result  of  our  enlarged  program. 
For  instance,  the  work  of  building  hospitals  and  providing  training 
for  nurses  in  these  hospitals  in  strategic  places  in  our  Convention 
territory  has  such  far-reaching  possibilities  as  to  make  the  suspension 
of  this  work  almost  calamitous. 

The  work  of  the  evangelists  and  singers  is  hardly  second  in  impor- 
tance to  that  of  ministering  to  the  bodily  needs  of  the  people  through 
the  building  of  hospitals  and  the  training  of  nurses.  Other  important 
departments  of  the  Home  Board's  work,  which  have  taken  on  new 
life  as  a  result  of  the  enlarged  program  made  possible  by  the  75  Mil- 
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lion  Campaign,  are  the  mountain  schools,  work  among  the  foreigners, 
Indians  and  negroes,  the  maintenance  of  a  sanatorium  at  El  Paso  for 
the  treatment,  free  or  part  free,  of  indigent  tuberculars  and  for  the 
training  of  tuberculosis  workers,  and  the  church  extension  work 
carried  on  through  loans  and  gifts,  amounting  to  mjore  than  a  million 
dollars. 

The  whole  country  is  looking  to  the  Southland  to  keep  alive  the 
spirit  of  true  worship,  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  our  industrial 
life  and  to  preserve  the  purity  of  our  home  life.  To  bring  to  fruition 
these  laudable  aims  will  require  the  united  efforts  of  all  the  members 
of  all  our  churches  under  the  leadership  of  aggressive  and  wide- 
awake pastors.  Respectfully  submitted,

COMMITTEE   ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF 

Your  Committee  on  Ministerial  Relief  begs  to  submit  the  following: 

We  are  here  to  report  one  phase  of  the  greatest  business  being  car- 
ried on  in  the  world  today.  That  phase  of  this  business  is  Minis- 
terial Relief.  For  years  the  various  states  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  pretended  to  carry  on  the  work  of  Ministerial  Relief,  and 
some  of  the  anxiety  and  suffering  of  aged  or  incapacitated  ministers 
or  their  dependents  was  relieved. 

In  the  year  1918,  The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  was  formed  with  headquarters  at  Dallas,  Texas. 
It  has  taken  over  the  work  of  the  states,  with  one  exception,  and  is 
now  carrying  on  the  work  in  a  businesslike  manner.  The  aim  of  this 
board  is  to  give  aid  and  comfort  to  the  disabled  ministers,  as  well  as 
to  those  who  have  grown  old  in  the  service  and  have  come  to  their 
day  of  need  and  retirement,  and  to  their  widows  and  orphan  children. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at 
Chattanooga  in  May,  the  states  now  cooperating  with  this  board  paid 
out  in  the  year  1918  about  $40,000  for  relief.  From  June  1,  1920,  to 
January  1,  1921,  this  board  paid  out  in  the  same  group  of  states,  $76,- 
466.94.  It  may  be  seen  thus  that  during  this  Convention  year  $100,- 
000  will  be  paid  out.  The  amount  given  to  needy  ministers  has 
increased  from  40  per  cent  to  60  per  cent  and  many  cases  to  100  per 
cent.  The  board  now  has  an  endowment  of  700,000  and  no  debt. 
Gifts  of  $100,000  have  been  made  by  Mr.  John  D.  Rockefeller  on  three 
occasions,  making  in  all  $300,000  in  gilt-edge  securities. 

It  might  be  said  in  passing  that  only  one  gift  of  as  much  as 
$50,000  had  been  made  under  the  old  plan.  State  lines  have  been 
wiped  out  and  aid  is  now  being  given  to  ministers  who  have  worn 
themselves  out  as  missionaries.  We  have  beneficiaries  in  China, 
Japan,  and  South  America. 
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Surely,  brethren,  we  cannot  afford  to  fall  behind  worldly^  business 
enterprises  in  carrying  this  great  business.  Railroads  and  other  cor- 
porations guarantee  to  their  employees  a  pension  when  they  have 
become  disabled  or  grown  old  in  their  service.  The  Government  pays 
pensions  to  retired  soldiers.  Shall  we  not  guarantee  our  soldiers  of 
the  Cross  against  dependence  and  want  when  their  days  of  activity 
are  over? 

A  few  of  the  thousands  of  ministers  get  sufficient  salaries  to  save 
against  the  day  of  disability,  while  the  great  majority  look  with 
weary  faces  toward  that  future  day  when  they  can  no  longer  actively 
engage  in  the  ministry.  These  should  be  made  to  know  that  ample 
and  regular  payments  will  be  made  to  them  with  no  other  questions 
asked  than  that  concerning  their  worthiness.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION 

Education  is  as  old  as  the  world  we  know.  Prehistoric  man  taught 
his  offspring  what  he  knew.  This  was  rude  teaching,  but  so  was  the 
teacher  and  the  taught.  It  was  true  then  as  now  that  the  teacher 
could  teach  only  what  was  in  the  range  of  his  knowledge.  This  was 
confined  to' his  own  experience,  and  that  part  of  the  races  which  had 
been  handed  down  from  father  to  son.  Then  there  were  no  schools. 
Man  lived  the  plain,  simple  life.  Today,  when  one  speaks  of  educa- 
tion we  think  of  schools,  colleges,  and  universities.  The  demands 
made  upon  education  have  been  enlarged  until  it  is  as  broad  and 
comprehensive  as  life  itself.  In  the  words  of  J.  P.  Monroe,  "The 
question  to  ask  upon  the  completion  of  any  pedagogical  step  is  not, 
'what  has  the  child  learned?'  but  what  has  the  child  become?"  Edu- 
cation is  more  than  the  acquiring  of  knowledge,  for  as  Frederick 
Harrison  says,  "Man's  business  here  is  to  know  for  the  sake  of  living, 
not  live  for  the  sake  of  knowing."  Nor  does  practical  efficiency  mean 
education.  One  may  be  trained  to  perform  a  certain  task  efficiently, 
but  not  be  educated  at  all.  Man  must  apply  the  knowledge  gained, 
the  power  acquired,  to  the  right  use  in  the  onward  and  upward  march 
of  civilization.  Society  demands  that  our  schools  shall  develop  the 
immature  members  into  their  proper  relation  to  the  life  about  them. 
This  is  not  done  until  these  members  are  trained  in  body,  mind,  and 
soul. 
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Here  is  where  Christian  education  differs  from  public  education. 
Public  education  sets  up  certain  professional  standards,  more  or  less 
undemocratic  in  their  character.  Christian  education  aims  to  de- 
velop the  body  and  mind  in  no  way  unlike  to,  or  antagonistic  to 
public  education,  but  to  do  this  under  Christian  influence.  Public 
education  asks  what  does  its  teachers  know?  Have  they  met  certain 
prescribed  conditions?  Public  education  ever  holds  the  subject- 
matter  up  as  the  chief  thing.  Christian  education  asks  what  is  the 
teacher?  Is  his  life  such  as  to  exert  a  wholesome  influence  over  the 
ones  taught?  Christian  education  aims  to  develop  Christian  men 
and  women  out  of  boys  and  girls. 

"By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them."  This  is  as  true  in  the  life 
of  an  institution  as  of  an  individual.  Of  the  nine  justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  eight  are  college  men,  seven  of  the  eight  are  prod- 
ucts of  religious  institutions.  Of  the  twenty -seven  presidents  of  the 
United  States,  eighteen  are  college  men.  Sixteen  out  of  the  eighteen 
were  trained  under  religious  influence.  A  large  per  cent  of  the  politi- 
cal leaders  in  our  State  is  from  the  denominational  schools.  "Since 
human  life  realizes  its  full  possibilities  only  in  fellowship  with  God 
it  is  not  surprising  that  the  world  recognizes  men  trained  under 
these  influences." 

"Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth:  but  if  the  salt  have  lost  his  savour, 
wherewith  shall  it  be  salted?"  If  our  State  and  Nation  is  to  be 
saved  from  the  wave  of  immorality  it  must  be  through  our  religious 
institutions?  Our  homes,  churches,  and  schools,  must  be  filled  with 
men  and  women,  boys  and  girls,  imbued  with  the  teachings  of  Christ. 
Where  shall  we  go  for  these  Christian  trained  men  and  women  save 
to  our  religious  institutions?  Since  religion  can  be  best  advanced 
through  our  different  creeds,  then  we  must  have  our  denominational 
schools  and  colleges.  These  Christian  institutions  look  to  the  denom- 
ination that  supports  them.  They  in  turn  must  give  out  the  Chris- 
tian principles  of  the  denomination. 

Last  year  the  Baptist  high  schools  in  the  State  employed  fifty-one 
teachers  and  enrolled  one  thousand  seven  hundred  fourteen  students. 
The  three  colleges  employed  seventy-four  teachers  and  enrolled  one 
thousand  and  ninety-five  students.  Our  high  school  property  is 
valued  at  $381,100;  our  college  property,  including  plants,  equipment 
and  endowments  is  appraised  at  $1,202,362. 

The  Baptists  within  the  bounds  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion own  and  control  nine  colleges  for  men,  eleven  for  women,  seven 
for  both  men  and  women,  seventeen  junior  colleges  and  sixty-five 
academies  or  high  schools.  These  institutions  together  enrolled 
last  year students  and  own  property  valued  at  $21,336,000. 

Our  growing  appreciation  of  the  value  and  need  of  Christian  edu- 
cation is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  of  the  seventy-five  million  dollars 
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aimed  at  in  our  recent  campaign,  over  one-fourth  was  to  be  set  apart 
for  Christian  Education. 

In  spite  of  the  deep  financial  depression,  our  North  Carolina  col- 
leges and  schools  had  good  openings,  some  reporting  their  inability 
to  accommodate  a  number  of  applicants.  These  facts,  taken  with  the 
steady  multiplication  of  high  schools  by  the  State  and  the  rapidly 
increasing  number  of  high  school  graduates  from  both  State  and 
denominational  academies,  indicate  that  we  must  keep  enlarging  our 
accommodations  both  in  academies  and  colleges  or  else  turn  our  boys 
and  girls  over  to  be  educated  by  the  State  and  other  denominations. 

We  are  helping  to  educate  every  year  in  our  Baptist  schools  about 
one  hundred  and  twenty  young  men  and  women  who  are  preparing 
for  the  ministry,  either  at  home  or  on  foreign  fields.  Our  churches 
are  greatly  in  need  of  trained  leaders  both  in  the  pulpit  'and  the  pew. 
They  must  come  from  our  denominational  schools.  Let  us,  as 
churches,  pray  more  earnestly  for  God  to  call  more  of  our  strong  men 
and  women  to  the  ministry  of  Christ,  both  at  home  and  on  the 
foreign  fields.  Respectfully  submitted,

brought  to  give  an  account  of  their  fidelity  and  efficiency  during 
their  warfare  of  life.  Some  were  in  the  service  a  long  term,  others 
but  a  short  while.  We  would  weep  with  those  who  weep  and  mourn 
with  those  who  mourn  the  loss  of  loved  ones.  We  would  also  rejoice 
with  those  who  rejoice  in  the  hope  that  they  were  all  ready  to  render 
a  good  account  and  receive  the  welcome  plaudit,  "Well  done,  good 
and  faithful  servant,  enter  into  the  joys  of  thy  Lord."

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

We  have  now  about  2,000,000  in  our  Sunday  schools  in  the  South. 
We  have  about  3,200,000  church  members  in  the  same  territory.  It" 
can  be  seen  that  nothing  like  half  of  our  church  members  are  in 
Sunday  school.  Think  of  this!  Why  is  it?  The  fact  is  that  in  our 
Sunday  school  work  we  are  just  beginning.  We  congratulate  our- 
selves on  what  we  have  done,  and  talk  about  big  schools  scattered 
here  and  there,  and  great  classes  of  men  in  about  half  a  dozen 
churches  in  the  State.  But  when  we  come  to  think  of  it,  our  men 
largely  are  not  in  Sunday  school.  Reaching  boys  and  girls,  women 
and  children  is  one  thing,  but  reaching  men  is  quite  another. 
Reaching  our  men  is  our  greatest  problem.  Men  are  harder  to  hold 
when  you  get  them  than  any  other  class,  unless  it  is  those  just  about 
to  be  men — the  boy  in  his  "teens." 
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In  North  Carolina  we  have  2,250  schools  with  a  membership  of 
240,000.  Taking  the  number  in  our  schools  that  are  not  church 
members  we  see,  at  once,  that  our  church  people  are  not  attending 
Sunday  school.  Not  half  the  church  members  in  North  Carolina  are 
in  our  Sunday  schools.  Here  is  a  denomination  of  more  than  300,000 
church  members  with  a  Sunday  school  membership  of  less  than 
250,000.  We  need  to  look  at  the  field  as  a  whole  and  to  realize  that 
we  have  just  touched  the  outer  edge  of  our  task. 

The  churches  reporting  to  the  Raleigh  Association  have  enrolled 
in  Sunday  school  6,562.  A  year  ago  the  same  churches  reported 
5,790  pupils  enrolled.  This  shows  a  gain  in  our  membership  the 
past  year  of  772  scholars.  This  is  a  good  showing.  The  Raleigh 
Association  is  ahead  of  the  State,  it  would  seem,  in  the  number  of 
church  members  in  Sunday  school,  for  the  Sunday  school  member- 
ship and  the  church  is  about  the  same  in  the  Raleigh  Association. 
Hiowever,  we  need  a  great  campaign  in  city,  town  and  country. 
There  are  more  people  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  that  never  go  about 
Sunday  school  than  in  all  Wake  County  outside  of  Raleigh.  We 
talk  about  the  country  problem,  but  the  city  problem  is  greater. 
Then  we  have  our  colleges  with  hundreds  of  Baptist  students.  What 
is  being  done  for  these  students?  This  leads  me  to  say  one  word 
of  endorsement  for  the  work  done  among  our  schools  and  colleges 
by  our  Board  at  Nashville.  The  able  Sunday  school  expert,  Dr. 
B.  W.  Spillman,  is  the  Student  Secretary  of  the  Board.  The  time  is 
now  upon  us  when  we  should  do  more  for  our  young  men  and  women 
in  the  nondenominational  colleges.  There  are  more  Baptist  boys 
and  girls  in  our  State  schools  than  in  our  own  denominational 
schools.  We  need  a  Secretary  of  Baptist  students  in  our  nonde- 
nominational schools.  This  is  enough  for  one  man.  Here  is  a 
great  field  for  our  Sunday  School  Board. 

But  along  with  the  growth  of  our  schools  comes  the  imperative 
need  of  better  equipment.  This  is  pressing  in  the  country.  One  of 
the  country  churches  in  the  Raleigh  Association  is  now  erecting  a 
splendid  Sunday  school  plant.  This  other  country  churches  can  do 
and  must  do. 

But  after  all,  what  are  we  driving  at?  "Go  ye  therefore  and 
make  disciples  of  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Father  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you."  This  is  the 
authority  for  the  Sunday  school;  this  is  the  mission  of  the  Sunday 
school.  G.  N.  Cowan.

Mrs.  G.  N.  Cowan,  the  superintendent,  made  an  interesting 
report.  Her  report  showed  an  increase  of  six  new  societies. 
Eight  Mission  Study  classes  were  reported.  Societies  were 
urged  to  report  their  attainments  on  the  Standard  of  Excellence. 
The  total  amount  raised  during  the  year  was  $7,933.54,  which 
was  less  than  half  of  the  amount  we  should  have  raised  accord- 
ing to  our  pledges.

"Fundamental  Points  in  the  Missionary  Society"  were  dis- 
cussed by  Miss  Eva  Campbell.  Some  of  the  points  mentioned 
were  "dependence  upon  God,"  "prayer,"  soul-winning,  personal 
service,  Mission  study.  And  societies  were  urged  to  pray  for 
more  missionaries,  even  if  He  sends  our  own  loved  ones. 

"Our  System  of  Reports"  was  explained  by  Mrs.  W.  K. 
Jones. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Briggs  told  about  North  Carolina's  part  in 
our  Baptist  W.  M.  U.  Training  School. 

"Open  My  Eyes  that  I  May  See"  was  impressively  sung  by 
Mr.  Furman  Betts. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Ellis,  who  was  in  Europe  during  the  World  War, 
spoke  on  Foreign  Missions — "Our  New  Territory."  He  stressed 
the  responsibility  and  the  great  opportunity  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists for  giving  the  Gospel  in  "Our  New  Territory." 

Mrs.  C.  E.  Maddry  discussed  "State  Missions."  She  stressed 
the  importance  of  soul-winning  in  our  own  State.

An  application  for  membership  in  our  Association  was 
received  from  the  Southside  Baptist  Church  of  Raleigh,  and 
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on  motion  the  Moderator  appointed  Brethren  J.  D.  Berry, 
J.  S.  Farmer  and  H.  W.  ISTorris  to  ascertain  if  the  new 
church  was  organized  according  to  Baptist  usage  and  report 
its  findings  to  the  Association.  After  a  few  minutes,  Bro- 
ther Berry,  acting  for  the  committee,  recommended  that  the 
church  be  admitted  to  membership.  By  a  rising  vote  the 
request  was  gladly  granted.  The  Moderator  in  behalf  of 
the  Association  extended  to  Rev.  W.  D.  Hubbard  and  the 
delegates  of  the  church,  the  hand  of  fellowship  and  greeting. 

The  Moderator  recognized  Professor  F.  B.  Hobgood,  of 
Oxford,  Rev.  C.  A.  Upchurch,  of  Oxford,  and  Rev.  D.  W. 
Herring,  missionary  to  China,  and  extended  to  them  the 
courtesies  of  the  floor. 

Rev.  G.  T.  Mills  preached  the  introductory  sermon,  read- 
ing the  second  chapter  of  1st  Corinthians,  and  selecting 
the  second  verse  as  his  theme,  "I  determined  to  know  noth- 
ing among  you  save  the  cross  of  Jesus  Christ."  He 
feelingly,  yet  powerfully  protrayed  the  cross,  as,  (a)  the 
only  means  for  the  world's  redemption;  (b)  a  message  to 
go ;  (c)  a  message  world-wide;  (d)  the  solution  of  the  world's 
problems ;  and,  (e)  a  message  of  victory. 

The  sermon  set  the  pace  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

Prayer  by  Brother  B.  G.  Early. 

The  Moderator  appointed  Brethren  J.  J.  Bernard,  Theo, 
Jones  and  C.  H.  Collins  as  Finance  Committee. 

Brethren  J.  D.  Berry,  !N".  H.  Moore  and  K.  K.  Wood  were 
appointed  as  a  "Committee  on  Digest  of  Church  Letters." 

On  motion  of  Brother  G.  1ST.  Cowan,  the  Association  agreed 
to  meet  at  1 :30  o'clock  for  the  afternoon  session. 

Morning  session  closed  by  prayer  by  Brother  D.  W. 
Herring. 
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AFTERNOON    SESSION 

1 :30  O'clock. 

After  singing  "All  hail  the  power  of  Jesus'  name,"  Bro- 
ther D.  W.  Herring,  returned  missionary  from  China,  con- 
ducted devotional  exercises,  reading  twenty-two  verses  from 
the  fourth  chapter  of  Acts.

Brother  Hamrick  of  the  Thomasville  Orphanage,  in  his 
attractive  way,  outlined  to  the  Association  the  need  of  ad- 
ditional dormitories ;  that  the  Orphanage  was  seeking  to 
develop  in  the  child-life  there  the  highest  and  best  in  Chris- 
tian character ;  showing  the  many  problems  facing  them ;  the 
work  so  far  accomplished ;  and  finally  spoke  of  making  next 
Thanksgiving  Hay  as  a  red-letter  day  in  our  contributions 
to  the  Orphanage. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Maddry  offered  a  fervent  prayer  for  the  speedy 
recovery  of  Brother  Archibald  Johnson  of  the  Orphanage. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  E.  H.  Broughton,  the  clerk  was  in- 
structed, in  behalf  of  the  Association  to  write  to  Brother 
Johnson,  extending  to  him  our  sympathy  and  regret  at  his 
illness,  and  extending  to  him  our  earnest  desire  that  God 
may  speedly  restore  him  to  his  former  health. 

Brother  R.  N.  Simms  read  the  report  on  Ministers  Relief : 
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REPORT  ON   MINISTERIAL   RELIEF 

Some  Facts  of  Interest  : 

Two  methods  of  ministerial  relief  are  maintained  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

One  is  an  annuity  fund  so  operated  that  any  active  pastor  between 
21  and  58  years  of  age,  by  the  payment  of  small  annual  charges, 
may  secure  to  be  paid  to  himself  if  totally  and  permanently  dis- 
abled, or  to  his  widow  and  minor  children  in  case  of  his  death,  a 
sufficient  sum  to  prevent  actual  want.  The  minimum  annuity  is 
$400.00.  This  is  similar  to  insurance  but  is  much  cheaper  because 
the  denomination  pays  four-fifths  of  the  cost.  The  preacher  pays 
according  to  his  age.  Men  from  58  to  63  years  of  age  can  get  in, 
but  the  rate  for  them  is  very  much  higher.  Dr.  William  Lunsford, 
618  Slaughter  Building  Dallas,  Texas,  is  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
in  charge  of  this  work.  Every  preacher  should  write  him  for  full 
information  and  should  carry  as  much  protection  of  this  kind  as 
possible.  Missionaries  and  all  whole-time  religious  workers  are 
eligible  to  its  benefits.  It  is  planned  to  carry  endowment  to  $10,000,- 
000.00.  It  has  about  one  thousand  members  now.  North  Carolina 
contributed  $16,000.00  to  it  last  year. 

The  other  method  of  relief  is  afforded  by  what  is  called  the 
relief  fund,  which,  together  with  the  annuity  fund,  is  handled  by 
the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
located  at  Dallas,  Texas.  Rev.  J.  M.  Arnette,  of  Wagram,  North 
Carolina,  is  its  North  Carolina  representative.  This  relief  fund 
is  available  to  needy  ministers,  old  or  young,  and  their  widows  and 
minor  children,  and  to  missionaries  and  their  families.  It  is  freely 
given  in  cases  found  worthy.  Ninety-four  per  cent  of  its  benefi- 
ciaries, not  counting  widows,  are  country  preachers.  It  is  an  excep- 
tion when  an  application  is  received  from  a  preacher  who  has 
been  regularly  and  steadily  a  pastor  and  has  received  as  much 
as  $100.00  or  more  per  year  for  his  work.  An  effort  is  made  to 
distinguish  between  men  who  have  mainly  preached  but  have  farmed 
as  a  side  line  to  suppliment  their  income  and  men  who  have  mainly 
farmed  and  have  simply  preached  as  a  side  line  to  suppliment  their 
income.  Eventually  the  latter  class  will  probably  be  eliminated 
from  the  beneficiaries  of  the  fund.  Eight  hundred  and  four  cases 
were  aided  last  year — seventy-two  in  this  State.  North  Carolina 
contributed  $20,000.00  to  this  cause  last  year.  Practically  half  of 
this  amount  was  expended  in  our  State.  In  the  three  years  from 
May  1,  1919,  to  April  30,  1922,  we  have  used  in  North  Carolina 
only  twenty-eight  per  cent  of  our  relief  money  and  have  accumulated 
a  reserve  fund  of  $41,817.89,  available  for  the  times  of  need. 
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Some  Comments  : 

1.  As  to  the  Preachers.  There  is  a  regrettable  tendency  to  play 
the  old  preachers  down.  There  is  too  much  belittlement  of  the 
worth  of  the  aged  preacher.  This  is  partly  a  reflex  influence  from 
the  campaign  for  ministerial  relief  funds.  It  is  also  contributed  to 
by  discussions  of  the  so-called  "uselessness  of  old  preachers."  It 
is  also  argumented  by  everything  that  encourages  or  permits  the  idea 
that  the  young  people  in  the  churches  demand  or  justifiably  demand 
young  preachers.  It  has  even  been  suggested  that  the  growth  of 
the  young  people's  movements  and  activities  in  the  churches  has 
created  a  demand  for  younger  preachers.  If  it  has,  it  is  an  un- 
wholesome effect.  We  should  have  done  with  such  talk  as  tends 
to  belittle  the  usefullness  of  preachers  of  mature  years.  Youth 
has  through  the  ages  preferred  the  counsel  of  youth,  but  its  pre- 
ference has  not  been  wise.  Iiehoboam  was  not  the  first  nor  the 
last  young  man  who  failed  of  success  from  following  the  counsels 
of  youth  rather  than  age.  The  mind  matures  slowly.  Likewise 
the  soul.  No  young  preacher,  unless  he  was  a  prodigy,  has  ever 
been  able  to  declare  the  whole  counsel  of  God.  A  proof  of  the 
divinity  of  Jesus  Christ  is  that  he  was  able  when  no  more  than 
thirty-three  years  of  age  to  reveal  and  minister  to  the  human  soul 
in  a  way  suitable  for  the  needs  of  old  age  and  middle  age  as  well 
as  youth.  Mature  men  of  gigantic  intellect  and  spirit  have  found 
convincing  proof  for  themselves  that  the  sermon  on  the  mount  is 
a  divine  utterance  because  of  its  sufficiency  for  the  spiritual  demands 
of  all  ages. 

In  every  profession  where  mentality  is  required,  the  power  and 
proficiency  of  the  practitioner  enhances  with  age  until  the  time  of 
sheer  decrepitude.  The  same  should  be  true  of  the  ministry  and 
even  in  a  larger  degree ;  because  the  preacher  ministers  not  only 
in  the  realm  of  the  mind,  but  also  in  the  far  subtler  sanctities  of 
the  soul.  The  world  needs  a  mature  ministry.  This  is  often  re- 
ferred to  as  the  young  man's  age ;  but  if  there  ever  was  a  time 
in  the  world's  history  when  the  whole  gospel  of  God  needed  to  be 
declared  in  its  richness  and  sufficiency  to  all  the  world,  this  is  that 
age ;  and  men  matured  and  venerable  are  the  men  who  should 
best  know  and  most  capably  deliver  the  message.  Both  young  and 
old  ministers  are  needed. 

The  gospel  ought  not  to  be  preached  down  to  meet  the  desires 
of  the  people,  but  rather  their  desires  ought  to  be  preached  up  to 
its  requirements.  We  need  have  more  boldness,  as  men  who  love 
the  gospel  and  its  ultimate  success,  whether  in  the  pulpit  or  in 
the  pew.  No  preacher  has  ever  deserved  the  name  who  did  not 
dare  either  the  mighty  or  the  mob.  A  full  consciousness  of  his 
ambassadorship  must  make  him  fearless.  The  man  who  can  uni- 
formly whittle  down  his  sermon  to  fit  a  fifteen  minute  or  twenty 
minute  demand  must  needs  lack  the  confidence  and  therefore  must 
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beget  in  his  audience  the  lack  of  confidence  that  he  has  a  real  mes- 
sage from  the  Most  High.  There  is  hardly  a  man  who  really  feels 
that  he  serves  as  the  mouthpiece  of  the  Almighty  who  will  make 
bold  to  close  his  mouth  at  the  tick  of  a  watch  with  one-fourth 
or  any  fraction  of  his  "message"'  undelivered.  The  twenty  minute 
sermonette  is  a  playing  down  of  the  ministry  of  the  Most  High  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  least  worthy.  It  is  simply  one  of  the 
evidences  of  a  subserviency  on  the  part  of  the  pulpit  to  what  it 
considers  the  demands  of  at  least  a  portion  of  the  pew ;  and  sub- 
serviency does  not  go  with  leadership.  We  can  easily  grow  a 
numerous  bunch  of  nice,  young,  polished  pulpiteers  and  permit  to 
perish  the  grand  old  preachers  of  the  gospel,  glorious  and  alone 
sufficient  for  the  world's  salvation. 

Even  after  infirmity  has  taken  hold  of  the  minister  of  God, 
there  are  many  services  he  can  perform ;  and  even  when  he  cannot 
render  full-time  service,  he  can  still  be  a  benediction  in  many  a 
field  doing  pastoral  work  of  visitation  and  kindred  kinds  of  ministra- 
tion where  the  preacher  in  charge  is  unable  to  do  all  of  this  kind 
of  duty  that  his  congregation  requires. 

Incidently,  let  it  be  said  that  the  problem  of  the  aged  minister 
would  be  vastly  diminished  if  longer  pastorates  were  held.  A 
very  bane  of  our  denomination,  not  only  in  its  effect  upon  the 
ministers  themselves,  but  in  the  efficiency  of  our  denominational 
performance,  is  the  diminutiveness  of  terms  of  pastoral  service. 
No  man  with  a  real  personality  can  make  his  life's  contribution 
to  any  community  in  two  or  three  years.  We  have  run  to  seed 
on  this  idea.  No  church  can  grow  to  its  best  proportions  under 
ever-changing  leadership.  Likewise,  no  preacher  can  grow  to  his 
life's  proper  proportions  if  he  flits  from  field  to  field  like  a  butter- 
fly, seeking  ever  the  sweet  in  some  new  flower.  It  is  easy  to  take 
counsel  of  one's  discouragement  when  novelty  has  worn  off  and 
friction  arises.  No  man  makes  good  in  professional  or  business 
life  who  pursues  any  such  a  policy.  He  must  root  his  life  in  a 
community  and  live  there,  and  he  must  realize  that  when  hardness 
and  difficulty  come  they  must  be  endured,  and  that  the  lean  years 
as  well  as  the  fat  years  must  be  spent  in  that  portion  of  the  earth 
where  he  has  cast  his  lot.  As  a  result  comes  moral  fibre  and  finer 
success  and  deep  and  abiding  attachments  and  better  assurance 
for  old  age.  Does  any  one  know  of  a  minister  who  has  served  a 
long  term  in  the  active  pastorate  in  his  mature  years  who,  when 
his  old  age  has  come,  finds  himself  lacking  in  that  community  for 
the  necessities  of  life?  They  were  not  wanderers  in  the  land  where 
God's  servant  declared  "I  have  been  young,  and  now  I  am  old ;  and 
yet  have  I  not  seen  the  righteous  forsaken  nor  his  seed  begging 
bread." 

2.  As  to  the  Preachers  Relatives.  Why  should  the  aged  minister 
not  be  able  to  find  himself  cared  for  by  the  gentle  hands  of  children 
or  grandchildren,  as  well  as  any  other  man?     Have  we  encouraged 
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a  lack  of  proper  filial  affection  on  the  part  of  those  who  primarily 
should  care  for  these  aged  men?  Have  we  ignored  their  short-com- 
ings, and  indulged  where  censure  would  have  been  the  proper  course? 
The  minister  usually  gives  his  children  a  better  chance  in  life  than 
the  average  members  of  his  congregation  give  theirs.  The  old 
proposition  that  preachers'  children  are  worse  than  others  has  at 
least  been  proclaimed  to  have  been  exploded.  Why  then,  should 
not  these  aged  men  find  comfortable  harbor  in  the  homes  of  their 
children  or  relatives  as  other  aged  men  do?  It  is  declared  in  publi- 
cations appearing  all  the  time  that  among  all  of  the  lists  of  suc- 
cessful men  and  women  an  outstanding  large  number  are  ministers' 
sons  and  minsters'  daughters.  We  might  at  least  pause  and  ponder 
whether  there  is  not  some  need  for  a  pillory  of  public  contempt  for 
the  people  who  will  permit  their  aged  sires  and  grandsires  to  be 
public  charges  when  they  are  entitled  to  the  necessities  and  even  the 
comforts  of  life  at  the  hands  of  those  nearly  related  to  them  by 
ties  of  blood.  The  benefits  provided  by  denominational  funds  should 
not  be  permitted  to  salve  into  contentment  the  conscience  of  any 
person  obligated  by  life's  relationships  to  the  support  of  any  veteran 
of  the  cross.  There  ought  to  be  encouraged  at  the  same  time  an  ease 
on  the  part  of  the  aged  minister  in  accepting  a  benefit  he  deserves 
from  his  denomination  and  an  unwillingness  on  the  part  of  his 
people  that  he  should  have  need  for  it  at  the  hands  of  persons  other 
than  themselves. 

3.  As  to  the  Churches.  A  church  ought  to  be  ashamed  to  let 
a  minister  want.  This  feeling  would  naturally  be  stronger  where 
a  man  had  served  for  a  long  term  in  the  community  where  he 
passes  his  declining  years.  But  apart  from  that,  the  ministers  are 
so  few  and  the  people  so  many,  that  it  looks  as  though  any  com- 
munity could  care  for  any  case  of  need.  Commercial  institutions 
take  care  of  aged  employees  of  long  and  faithful  service.  Any 
decently  kind  man  will  care  for  his  faithful  old  horse  or  his  de- 
crepit dog.  What  then  should  we  say  of  a  man  professing  to  belong 
to  the  kingdom  of  God  who  permits  God's  servants  to  want?  This 
problem  needs  attention  in  a  constructive  way.  We  should  not 
simply  take  care  of  the  wrecked  mariners,  but  we  should  prevent 
the  cause  of  the  wreckage.  A  message  needs  to  be  spoken  to  the 
churches.  A  recognition  that  the  church  that  provides  not  for 
its   own   household   is   worse   than   an   infidel   might   do   some   good. 

4.  The  Privilege  of  Helping.  When  all  has  been  done  along 
the  lines  hereinbefore  suggested  there  will  nevertheless  always  re- 
main many  cases  where  aid  is  needed  in  the  declining  years.  There 
are  also  many  who  have  not  the  responsibilities  of  relationship 
hereinbefore  referred  to,  nor  its  privileges  if  they  are  rightly  con- 
sidered, who  nevertheless  desire  a  part  in  caring  for  God's  aged 
soldiers.  There  is  no  finer  love  service  that  can  be  performed  than 
this.     Let  it  be  done  in  the  spirit  of  joy  and  gladness.     Ofttimes 
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we  are  brought  to  a  consideration  of  the  subject  by  such  a  deliver- 
ance as  might  fittingly  be  opened  with  the  declaration,  "If  you 
have  tears  to  shed,  prepare  to  shed  them  now."  Why  cry  over 
the  old  preachers?  They  need  no  tears.  They  are  God's  good 
soldiers.  They  want  no  pity ;  they  need  none.  If  they  have  had 
hardness  for  their  lot,  they  have  endured  it  as  good  soldiers.  They 
deserve  a  people's  enduring  and  tangible  gratitude,  and  not  their 
alms  or  tears.  Let  us  provide  for  them  munificently  and  make 
the  provision  available  to  them  in  such  a  way  as  shall  not  require 
the  sacrifice  of  a  decent  and  proper  pride  to  receive  it.  Let  them 
have  their  old  age  benefits  as  deferred  wages,  if  you  please,  earned 
long  before  in  the  years  of  active  life  and  simply  paid  in  a  time 
of  greater  need.  The  time  will  yet  come  when  all  men  who  have 
made  an  honest  struggle  in  life  until  the  age  of  sixty-five  years 
or  thereabouts  will  find  provision  from  some  public  fund  for  the 
relief  of  their  declining  years.  The  church  of  God  ought  to  herald 
the  way  for  such  a  time.  There  is  no  item  in  the  budget  of  the  75 
Million  fund  to  which  our  people  should  more  cheerfully  contribute 
than  that  which  goes  to  the  relief  not  only  of  aged  preachers,  but  of 
those  who  in  early  life  by  reason  of  sickness  or  other  calamity 
have  need  to  avail  themselves  of  some  such  fund. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  relief  is  often  needed  in  the 
case  of  ministers  young  or  in  the  prime  of  life  who  are  stricken 
by  disease  and  are  financially  helpless.  Living  with  a  fatal  ailment 
they  are  unable  to  support  themselves  or  their  families,  and  dying 
they  leave  a  little  household  whose  needs  should  move  the  heart 
of  a  heathen.  The  most  helpless  are  those  who  have  given  their 
entire  time  to  the  ministry.  Our  relief  system  should  be  so  efficient 
that  no  young  minister  should  have  cause  to  fear  that  disease  render- 
ing him  helpless  or  causing  his  death  would  make  his  family  paupers 
or  rob  them  of  the  real  necessities  of  life.  A  worthy  man  suffers 
more  anxiety  over  the  provision  for  his  family  than  for  himself, 
and  one  of  the  finest  things  we  can  do  to  better  the  efficiency  of 
our  ministers  is  to  make  their  minds  easy  on  this  score.  It  is 
not  enough  that  we  quote  to  them  the  Scripture  promises.  They 
should  be  able  to  see  manifestations  of  that  spirit  on  the  part  of 
God's  people  which  is  implied  in  the  promise  of  a  God  who  depends 
the  widows  and  minor  children  of  deceased  or  afflicted  Baptist 
preachers  in  the  Southland  shall  not  want.  Surely  God  looks 
to  his  faithful  people  to  fulfill  his  assurance  that  these  righteous 
shall  not  be  forsaken  nor  their  seed  beg  bread.  We  shall  do  well 
to  remember  that  "Whoso  stoppeth  his  ears  at  the  cry  of  the 
poor,  he  also  shall  cry  himself  but  shall  not  be  heard."  Herein 
may  lie  the  reason  for  many  an  unanswered  prayer.

Probably  the  outstanding  address  of  the  Association  was 
that  of  Dr.  0.  E.  Maddry  who  spoke  on  the  "General  Dis- 
cussion of  Missions."  He  reviewed,  "the  orgin  of  the  75 
Million  Campaign,  what  was  its  purpose  ?  what  it  means  to 
the  world ;  our  successes  to  the  present  time  in  the  way  of 
funds  received  and  used;  additions  to  the  churches  by  bap- 
tism; and,  final  victory  two  years  hence." 

The  report  on  State  Missions  was  read  by  Dr.  Weston 
Brunei',  that  of  Home  Missions  by  Brother  G.  N".  Cowan, 
and  that  of  Foreign  Missions  by  Brother  Baynard  Booker. 

Brother  C.  B.  Boone  made  the  report  on  the  75  Million 
Campaign. 

REPORT  ON    STATE    MISSIONS 

There  are  about  325,000  white  Baptists  in  North  Carolina.  We 
are  surpassed  in  numbers  only  by  Texas,  with  450,000  and  by  Georgia, 
with  350,000.  Three  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  is  indeed  a 
mighty  host!  But  quite  a  large  per  cent  of  this  mighty  army  is 
unorganized  and  untrained  and  poorly  equipped :  therefore  they 
do  not  actively  cooperate  with  the  rest  of  their  brethren  in  kingdom 
endeavor.  Even  in  the  75  Million  Campaign  which  called  forth 
a  larger  number  of  our  people  than  any  other  single  endeavor,  many 
churches  did  not  heartily  or  fully  cooperate. 

One  of  the  prime  purposes  of  State  Missions  is  to  reach  and 
stimulate  and  enlist  all  the  great  hosts  of  North  Carolina  Baptists 
from  the  mountains  to  the  sea,  so  that  as  a  great  denomination  we 
may  become  one  hundred  per  cent  active,  strong  and  efficient  in  every 
kingdom  endeavor.     Surely  that  is  a  worth-while  and  worthy  goal! 

In  addition  to  this  great  and  challenging  task,  we  are  to  go 
afield  among  the  large  number  of  our  people  in  our  State  who  are 
not     even     nominally     Christians.      There    are    more    than    500,000 
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men  and  women  in  our  great  State  who  do  not  even  claim  to  be 
Christians ;  but  who  are  sympathetically  inclined  toward  our  Bap- 
tist faith.  If  ever  they  are  won  to  Christ,  we  must  win  them  !  If 
we  do  not  win  them,  their  blood  will  be  upon  our  heads.  The 
State  Mission  Board  is  committed  to  the  policy  of  going  afield, 
through  its  various  agencies,  especially  through  its  evangelistic 
department.  We  must  both  train  them  already  in  our  churches  and 
save  for  Christ  and  His  churches  this  vast  unsaved  population ! 

Dr.  Charles  E.  Maddry  is  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  He  directs 
all  the  agencies  of  our  State  Mission  work.  Associated  with  him 
are  A.  C.  Hamby,  in  charge  of  enlistment ;  Perry  Morgan  and  Miss 
Elma  Farabow,  who  direct  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work;  E.  L.  Middleton, 
who  directs  the  Sunday-school  work  and  Herman  Stevens,  who 
leads  our  evangelistic  department.  Besides  these  we  have  a  host 
of  missionary  pastors  and  teachers. 

The  work  is  being  greatly  blessed  in  every  department,  as  these 
faithful  and  true  servants  of  God  lead  us. 

As  a  result  of  the  aggressive  work  among  our  young  people  North 
Carolina  stands  third  among  states  in  the  number  of  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s 
and  in  the  number  of  members.  Perry  Morgan  is  a  great  leader. 
The  work  which  Brethren  Hamby,  Stevens  and  Middleton  are  doing- 
is  no  less  conspicuously  successful. 

It  will  be  noted  with  deep  interest  by  all  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists that  our  new  hospital  at  Winston-Salem  will  open  January  1, 
1923.  Rev.  G.  T.  Lumpkin  is  to  be  the  Superintendent.  This  is 
the  nineteenth  hospital  within  the  territory  of  Southern  Baptists 
and  places  us  in  the  lead  among  the  Protestant  denominations  in 
this  Christly  and  glorious  work.  It  meets  a  most  pressing  need 
and  opens  awide  the  door  of  service.  Jesus  of  Nazareth  is  per- 
menently  the  Great  Physician.  He  heals  the  body  as  well  as  the 
soul.  Nothing  that  Baptists  have  undertaken  in  our  day  and  genera- 
tion has  in  it  a  mightier  challenge  or  opens  a  wider  field  for 
Christian  service.  Indeed  it  brings  a  new  era  for  North  Carolina 
Baptists  and  places  us  by  the  side  of  our  most  aggressive  brethren 
and  sisters  in  other  states.  Commercially  and  educationally — we 
are  leading  all  the  Southern  States.  Shall  we  not  lead  them  in 
things  spiritually  as  well?

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REPORT   ON    HOME    MISSIONS 

One  day  as  Christ  journeyed  beyond  the  lake  there  met  him  a 
desperate  man  who  made  his  home  in  the  tombs  of  the  mountains. 
This  man  had  devils  within.  But  we  read  in  the  same  connection 
of  a  marvelous  transformation.  The  people  from,  the  country  around 
turn  out  to  see  what  had  happened  to  a  herd  of  swine  and  they 
beheld  a  man  once  possessed  with  devils  at  the  feet  of  Jesus  clothed 
in  his  right  mind.  This  man  was  given  a  great  commission  which 
thrilled  him  with  a  new  purpose.  "Go  home,  thy  home — unto  thy 
friends — neighbors — and  tell  them  how  great  things  the  Lord  hath 
done  for  thee  and  how  He  had  mercy  on  thee."  The  first  duty  of 
every  redeemed  person  is  to  make  their  home  Christian.  This  is 
a  basal  principle  in  all  mission  activity.  Home — well  this  may 
mean  your  household,  or  your  community,  or  your  State,  or  the 
group  of  states  spoken  of  as  Southern,  or  all  the  United  States.  It 
depends  largely  upon  where  you  are  and  from  what  angle  you 
approach  the  subject.  It  is  well  that  we  think  of  this  Southland 
as  home  and  feel  it  our  first  duty  to  make  it  Christian  in  the  highest, 
broadest,  fullest  sense. 

Now,  as  to  our  Home  Mission  territory — Where  is  it?  Speaking 
in  general  terms  it  is  all  this  Southland  with  Cuba  and  the  Panama 
Canal  Zone  added.  This  is  the  field  of  our  Home  Mission  Board, 
when  we  are  considering  the  territory  within  which  the  work  is 
done. 

What  of  the  departments  of  work  in  which  our  Home  Mission 
Board  is  engaged? 

1.  Evangelism.  I  put  this  first  because  it  is  first.  Presenting 
the  gospel  message  so  that  sinners  are  led  to  accept  Christ  as  person- 
al Saviour  is 'not  the  whole  of  evangelism,  but  it  is  a  vital  part 
of  it.  Our  Board  has  for  a  dozen  years  or  more  kept  in  the  field 
a  number  of  evangelists  who  have  done  a  work  that  cannot  be  put 
into  words. 

2.  Enlistment.  This  I  put  next.  The  key  word  of  enlistment  is 
training.  Building  up  the  saved.  We  have  led  the  world  in  evan- 
gelism for  a  long  period,  yet  we  have  neglected  to  train  our  con- 
verts until  within  very  recent  years.  At  present  eleven  thousand 
of  our  Southern  Baptist  churches,  out  of  a  total  of  twenty-six 
thousand,  are  giving  nothing  to  cooperative  work.  The  task  is  great 
and  takes  time. 

3.  Cooperative  Missions.  By  this  we  mean  work  done  by  co- 
operation between  the  Home  Mission  Board  and  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions in  the  various  states. 

4.  Foreigners.  There  are  now  more  than  4,000,000  foreigners 
in  the  territory  of  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  This  makes  a 
problem  acute  and  serious,  to  say  nothing  of  accessions  by  immi- 
grants from  year  to  year. 
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5.  The  Work  Among  Soldiers  and  Seamen.  At  this  time  our 
Board  is  undertaking  at  the  tubercular  hospital  at  Oteene,  near 
Asheville,  a  work  where  there  are  more  than  1,200  afflicted  soldiers. 
The  Seaman's  Institute — one  of  the  newest  departments  of  work 
of  our  Board,  located  at  the  port  of  Jacksonville,  is  meeting  a  very 
great  need  and  a  long  neglected  need.  Last  year  there  were  con- 
ducted 177  religious  services  at  which  1,692  seamen  made  a  decision 
to  live  for  Christ  and  680  enrolled  as  members  of  the  Bible  Class, 
which  has  a  total  enrollment  of  2,018  seamen,  representing  every 
state  in  the  Union  and  forty-eight  nationalities,  this  being  the  largest 
Bible  Class  of  seamen  in  the  world. 

6.  The  Department  of  Church  Extension.  The  primary  purpose 
of  this  department  of  the  work  is  to  help  weak,  struggling  churches 
to  help  themselves.  Just  to  hint  at  what  has  already  been  accom- 
plished by  the  Million  Dollar  Loan  Fund  at  the  time  of  the  last 
report  of  the  Home  Board  1,573  churches  had  been  enabled  to 
build  because  of  aid  received  from  this  department. 

From  the  last  report  of  the  Board  we  gather  these  figures  which 
enable  us  to  form  some  general  conception  of  the  magnitude  of  our 
common  task.  Last  year  1,188  missionaries  were  employed,  bap- 
tized 36,164  converts,  received  83,994  additions  to  the  churches, 
organized  786  Sunday-schools,  organized  308  churches. 

What  a  mighty  work  is  this  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Southern  Baptists  are  not  a  provincial  people.  Its  our  desire, 
our  prayer,  our  aim  to  incircle  the  globe  with  the  gospel  message 
as  Baptists  present  it.  We  have  gone  into  sixteen  countries  of  the 
world  with  the  message  of  Jesus  as  Saviour,  which  gives  us  twenty- 
five  times  our  own  number  to  evangelize.  A  great  task,  but  we  can 
do  it,  God  being  with  us. 

Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  occupied  vast  territory  in  China. 
We  are  carrying  the  gospel  to  more  people  in  China  than  there 
are  in  the  entire  United  States  and  yet  we  have  gone  into  only 
one-third,  or  six  out  of  the  eighteen  providences.  More  than  half 
of  the  foreign  missionaries  sent  out  by  the  Board  are  sent  to  China : 
253  of  the  462  are  doing  work  there.  With  the  population  four 
times  that  of  the  United  States  they  seem  so  few. 

The  twenty-eight  missionaries  in  Japan  are  doing  a  great  work 
there.  Each  missionary  has  a  parish,  as  to  population,  that  equals 
one  of  our  Southern  States.  We  could  do  great  things  there  if 
we  had  missionaries  enough  to  carry  to  all  the  people  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ,  which  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation. 
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In  spite  of  the  unrest  in  Mexico  our  missionaries  had  465  baptisms 
there  last  year.     The  work  needs  reinforcing  at  this  time  in  Mexico. 

Our  Foreign  Mission  work  extends  into  four  countries  in  South 
America — Brazil,  Uruguay,  Argentina  and  Chile.  Brazil  is  our 
oldest  and  largest  field  in  South  America.  It  stands  in  size  next 
to  China.  With  the  98  missionaries  there  the  work  has  grown 
rapidly.  There  are  20,614  members  of  our  churches  in  Brazil.  Not 
quite  6,000  less  than  in  all  China,  our  oldest  field.  This  would  in 
no  wise  discount  the  work  in  China,  indeed  the  work  there  has 
been  gratifying,  but  simply  shows  how  rapidly  the  work  advances 
in  Brazil.  The  work  in  the  other  South  American  countries  is  com- 
paratively new,  but  is  winning  its  way.  We  would  perhaps  be  sur- 
prised to  note  the  Argentina  Baptists  gave  last  year  $23.80  per 
member  for  all  objects,  while  Southern  Baptists  gave  only  $10.52 
per  member  for  all  objects. 

Our  Foreign  Mission  work  in  Africa  is  being  done  mostly  in  the 
region  of  Nigeria,  the  largest  and  richest  of  the  British  Protectorates. 
The  native  Christian  traders  are  carrying  the  gospel  far  interior 
as  they  go  in  pursuit  of  their  business.  They  have  borne  witness 
to  the  gospel  and  its  saving  power,  and  have  caused  churches  to 
spring  up  far  beyond  the  reach  of  our  missionaries.  The  missionary 
who  wrote  the  last  annual  report  of  the  African  mission  says :  "Our 
Baptists  ideas  and  work  are  spreading  into  all  parts  of  Nigeria. 
Churches  are  springing  up  in  far  distant  places  by  no  effort  of  our 
own,  the  result  of  the  labors  of  those  who  have  gone  on  before, 
and  we  are  not  ready  or  able  to  enter  into  their  labors.  Still 
the  cry  comes  from  every  direction,  from  the  East,  the  WTest  and 
the  North,  'Send  us  men !  Send  us  Missionaries,  pastors  and  teachers.' 
But  there  are  none  to  send.  We  need  more  men  at  home  to  take  up 
the  burden  and  go  into  these  distant  parts  where  our  work  has 
gone  before  us.'" 

Interest  deepens  in  our  European  work.  The  old  work  in  Italy 
has  experienced  a  prosperous  year.  The  acquisition  of  the  fine 
property  in  Rome  for  a  church,  missionaries  residence  and  publi- 
cation headquarters  has  greatly  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  work 
in  that  city.  The  purchase  of  a  splendid  piece  of  property  on  the 
outskirts  of  Rome  for  an  orphanage  has  brought  great  encourage- 
ment to  our  people. 

During  the  past  year  much  has  been  done  towards  evangelizing  the 
new  fields  in  Europe.  Dr.  Everett  Gill,  the  superintendent  of  the  new 
work  in  Europe,  by  the  help  of  Baptist  brethren,  has  been  able  to 
organize  the  work.  There  is  much  to  be  done,  but  progress  is  being 
made.  Rev.  H.  E.  Porter,  our  first  missionary  to  Russia,  has  been 
able,  in  connection  with  the  American  Relief  Administration,  to  go 
to  Moscow.  On  account  of  prevailing  conditions,  the  most  of  his 
work  has  been  confined  to  relief  work.     Social  order  in  Russia  for- 
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bids  freedom  in  religious  activities.     The  most  we  can  do  at  present 
is  to  offer  relief  to  the  starving  multitudes. 

The  work  in  Syria  and  Palestine,  given  to  our  Board  by  the  breth- 
ren of  Illinois,  has  passed  through  a  fairly  good  year.  The  two 
native  missionaries  have  been  faithful.  The  Board,  at  its  meeting  in 
May,  1922,  appointed  two  young  men,  who,  with  their  wives,  will  soon 
go  to  Palestine  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  foundation  of  a  wide 
work  in  the  Holy  Land. 

Such  is  a  brief  review  of  Southern  Baptists  in  Foreign  Missions. 
A  glance  at  some  statistics  may  help.  We  now  have  622  churches  in 
our  foreign  fields,  with  a  membership  of  64,251.  Of  these  churches, 
one-third,  or  206,  are  self-supporting,  and  375,  or  more  than  half,  own 
their  houses  of  worship.  They  gave  on  an  average  $7.24  per  member 
last  year. 

We  have  a  total  of  694  schools  of  all  grades,  with  an  enrollment  of 
26,507  students.  In  these  schools  a  large  proportion  of  our  church 
members  are  converted.  One  of  our  outstanding  missionaries  in 
China  says  that  50  per  cent  of  our  church  members  in  China  were 
reached  in  the  schools.  The  school  is  a  great  evangelizing  agency. 
We  also  lay  great  emphasis  on  our  Sunday  schools.  We  had  last  year 
in  our  971  Sunday  schools  53,691  scholars. 

The  crowning  glory  of  the  work  done  last  year  was  the  7,891  bap- 
tisms. This  was  almost  one  thousand  more  baptisms  than  in  any 
previous  year  in  our  Foreign  Mission  history.  God  be  praised  for 
His  blessings. 

The  lack  of  the  support  of  the  work  at  home  is  the  most  discour- 
aging part  of  the  Foreign  Mission  work  at  present.  Southern  Bap- 
tists gave  during  last  year  $1,755,678,  as  against  $2,498,381  year 
before  last.  This  is  a  drop  in  Foreign  Mission  gifts  of  $742,703  in  one 
year.  The  work  will  be  greatly  embarrassed  if  its  support  is  cut 
down  this  year  like  it  was  last  year.  The  churches  should  wake  up 
to  the  seriousness  of  our  Foreign  Mission  situation.  Doors  of  oppor- 
tunity stand  wide  open  everywhere.  The  needs  of  a  broken-hearted, 
suffering,  sinful  world  call  to  us  with  a  persistence  that  must  be 
heeded.  We  must  not  halt  in  our  mission.  We  must,  at  whatever 
cost  of  sacrifice  and  consecration,  preach  in  this  opportune  day 
Christ's  Gospel  unfalteringly  to  the  whole  world  for  which  He  died.

REPORT  ON   TEMPERANCE 

I  do  not  like  temperance  as  the  subject  for  a  paper  or  a  talk  on 
the  liquor  situation.  Although  the  word  "temperance"  now  is  often 
used  to  designate  abstinence  from  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages,  it 
also  retains  its  original  meaning — moderation.  In  dealing  with  the 
liquor  business  we  are  concerned  not  with  moderation,  but  with  pro- 
hibition and  the  enforcement  of  the  law. 

I  do  not  have  to  tell  you  that  in  America  one  case  of  every  five  of 
insanity  is  chargeable  directly  or  indirectly  to  drink,  and  that  this 
alone  means  an  expense  of  $12,000,000.00  annually  to  the  United 
States.     You  know  that  in  North  Carolina  the  municipal  and  county 
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jails,  the  road  forces,  the  State  penitentiary,  and  the  asylums  are 
tilled  with  liquor's  victims.  I  wish  that  every  one  of  you  would  visit 
the  Caswell  Training  School  at  Kinston  and  see  some  of  those  human 
creatures  propagated  by  alcohol.  A  drinking  man  took  his  only  chil- 
dren— two  pitiful,  grinning  idiots — to  this  school,  and  was  informed 
that  liquor  had  done  the  work.  And  when  that  poor  father  told  his 
senseless  offspring  good-bye  he  clasped  his  head  in  his  hands  and 
said,  "O,  God !  if  I  had  only  known  that  liquor  would  do  this  to  my 
babies !" 

The  history  of  the  prohibition  movement  is  a  record  of  warfare 
waged  by  church  members  and  others  who  believed  in  moral  uplift. 
For  many  years  people  have  recognized  that  there  are  social  and 
economic  as  well  as  moral  and  religious  reasons  why  liquor  should 
be  abolished ;  and  since  1908  for  North  Carolina,  and  since  the  adop- 
tion of  the  prohibition  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution  for 
the  entire  country,  the  liquor  question  has  been  a  question  of  law 
enforcement. 

Our  church  is  a  most  militant  body  when  the  passage  of  a  good 
law  is  under  consideration,  but  its  members  become  a  laissez-faire 
group  when'  the  law  is  to  be  enforced.  The  sale  and  consumption  of 
illicit  liquor — and  all  liquor  is  illicit — concerns  vitally  every  member 
of  your  church  and  Sunday  school,  every  prospective  member,  and 
every  man,  woman  and  child  in  your  church  community.  How  many 
times  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Raleigh  Association  has  your 
church  in  conference,  your  board  of  deacons,  your  W.  M.  U.,  or  any 
other  organization  in  your  church,  considered  the  liquor  situation? 
We  are  asleep  to  our  duty.  Imposing  fines  is  only  a  method  of  high 
license  for  dealing  in  liquor.  When  one  of  these  asylum  or  peniten- 
tiary feeders  is  caught  red-handed,  the  prosecuting  attorney  and  the 
judge  are  faced  with  tears  and  a  long  petition.  When  the  prosecut- 
ing attorney  prosecutes  vigorously,  and  the  judge  imposes  a  sentence, 
both  will  be  criticised  severely  by  the  friends  of  liquor.  What  have 
you  as  churches  and  church  members  done  to  uphold  your  repre- 
sentatives who  are  chosen,  charged  and  sworn  to  enforce  the  law? 
The  law  in  all  of  its  majesty  demands  that  this  liquor  business  stop, 
and  the  law  is  entitled  to  your  support.  Detectives  are  not  needed. 
I  believe  that  if  the  7,000  Baptist  church  members  represented  here 
today  would  prayerfully  and  whole-heartedly  work  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  our  prohibition  laws,  and  support  to  the  fullest  our  officers 
of  the  law,  liquor  would  be  driven  from  this  territory  in  twelve 
months.  But  the  trouble  with  us  is,  we  are  not  the  sort  of  Chris- 
tians we  ought  to  be.  Ask  me  if  a  man  is  a  Christian,  and  with 
other  questions  I  will  ask  you  if  he  is  a  good  citizen.  No  one  is  a 
good  citizen  who  willfully  breaks  the  law.  And  one  who,  through 
indifference  or  sympathy,  declines  to  uphold  the  law  is  little  better 
than  a  lawbreaker  himself. 
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We  boast  of  America,  and  we  as  Americans  boast  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  we  should.  We  tell  the  world  about  our  good  roads,  about 
our  great  prosperity,  and  about  our  100  per  cent  Americanism,  with 
more  than  99  per  cent  of  our  people  native-born.  But  we  do  not  and 
should  not  tell  the  world  about  our  illicit  distilleries.  We  should  be 
ashamed  to  tell  this  to  outsiders,  but  we  should  tell  ourselves  and 
bow  our  heads  in  shame  with  the  telling.  I  believe  in  Isaiah  26:2. 
Jehovah  is  speaking  to  China,  Japan,  India  and  the  rest  of  the 
world  when  He  says :  "Open  ye  the  gates,  that  the  righteous  nation 
which  keepeth  the  truth  may  enter  in."  And  I  believe  that  America 
is  that  righteous  nation.  The  world  needs  the  truth  about  Jesus. 
To  carry  the  truth  as  we  should,  we  must  rid  our  land  of  outlaws. 
Alcohol  has  been  outlawed  on  land  and  is  being  outlawed  on  the 
seas.  Bearing  the  banner  of  the  triumphant  Prince  of  Peace,  with 
the  love  of  God  in  our  hearts,  we  must  tell  the  man  who  would  profit 
by  the  destruction  of  other  souls  that  the  penitentiary  is  his  home 
until  he  mends  his  ways.  We  must  tell  the  poor,  weak  man  who 
would  yield  and  stumble  and  fall  that  alcohol  is  his  greatest  enemy, 
and  that  we  church  members  are  his  best  friends,  and  then  prove  our 
friendship  by  helping  this  man  unceasingly  in  any  way  we  can.

REPORT  ON   SUNDAY   SCHOOLS 

Baptist  Sunday  schools  were  never  in  a  more  prosperous  condition 
than  now.  The  three  years  of  the  75  Million  Campaign  have  been  a 
period  of  great  growth  and  development.  Last  year  showed  the  most 
marvelous  growth  of  all,  with  234,000  net  gain  in  the  South  and 
26,700  in  North  Carolina.  There  is  a  growing  spirit  of  optimism  and 
a  general  desire  for  larger  and  better  Sunday  schools. 

In  organization  and  equipment  it  is  impossible  to  tabulate  the 
improvement,  but  it  is  evident  everywhere.  In  the  recent  Superin- 
tendents' Conference  there  were  156  suprintendents  present.  Forty- 
six  of  these  are  building  new  houses  for  their  Sunday  schools  or 
remodeling  old  ones  to  get  room  for  their  schools.  The  improvement 
in  grading  and  general  organization  is  evident  everywhere.  We  have 
more  standard  schools  than  ever  before. 

We  are  working  along  general  policies  agreed  upon  at  the  last 
State  Convention.     These  policies  involve  the  taking  of  a  religious 
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census,  with  a  follow-up  canvass,  in  the  hope  that  this  year  we  may 
gain  30,000  in  the  membership  of  our  schools.  We  are  working  for 
adequate  organization  and  equipment  in  every  school.  We  are 
striving  diligently  to  train  our  teachers  through  the  Normal  Course. 
We  are  trying  to  organize  our  classes  of  intermediates,  young  people 
and  adults.  There  are  unlimited  possibilities  in  this  general  program 
barely  mentioned  here. 

The  last  State  Convention  authorized  a  great  rural  campaign.  It 
has  been  put  on  even  more  effectively  and  largely  than  was  at  first 
planned.  During  the  three  months — July  5th  to  September  5th — 
fifteen  special  workers  co-operated  with  the  regular  workers.  During 
this  time  some  of  the  results  were  as  follows  : 

Number  of  institutes  held 271 

Churches  represented  496 

Total  enrollment 10,114 

Visitors  or  others  attending 8,225 

Examinations  2,030 

Enrolled  in  Correspondence  Course 1.654 

In  this  rural  program  one-half  of  all  the  expenses  were  paid  by  the 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  Nashville,  Tenn. 

The  regular  workers  are  busy  all  the  time  on  general  policies  and 
plans. 

We  have  come  upon  a  time  wehn  the  Sunday  school  is  not  only 
being  looked  upon  as  a  great  evangelistic  opportunity,  but  as  great 
an  opportunity  in  Christian  service.  The  outlook  was  never  so  bright 
and  hopeful.

M.  Broughton 
offered  the  following  suggestions  for  the  guidance  of  each 
Sunday  school:  The  pastor  must  have  an  active  and  not  a 
passive  interest ;  a  monthly  meeting  of  the  teachers,  for  mu- 
tual helpfulness ;  and  an  absolute  standard. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 
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REPORT  ON   ORPHANAGE 

It  is  with  gratifying  assurance  that  our  denomination  comes  each 
year  to  review  the  work  and  the  condition  of  our  orphanage.  Under 
the  sane  and  efficient  management  of  General  Manager  M.  L.  Kesler, 
whose  seventeen  years  of  service  have  established  him  firmly  in  the 
confidence  and  esteem  of  our  people,  the  work  of  this  indispensable 
institution  has  gone  steadily  forward  in  ever-increasing  usefulness. 
Unsurpassed  by  any  orphanage  in  the  land  in  its  efficient  record  and 
beneficent  influence,  our  orphanage  at  Thomasville,  together  with  the 
Kennedy  Home,  is  performing  a  great  service,  not  only  to  the  credit 
of  the  denomination,  but  to  the  State  as  well. 

It  is  quite  impossible,  in  the  space  available  for  this  report,  to  give 
full  statistics  concerning  the  year's  work  at  the  orphanage,  but  the 
following  are  some  of  the  interesting  facts  published  in  the  last 
annual  report  of  the  general  manager  : 

Present,  542  (of  these,  80  are  in  the  Kennedy  Home) — 299  girls, 
243  boys ;  average  attendance,  588 ;  received  during  the  year,  67 : 
returned  to  relatives,  30 ;  entered  high  school,  11 ;  taking  positions,  9 ; 
taking  nurse's  course,  2 ;  aided  at  home  with  their  mothers,  105. 

The  health  of  the  children  in  the  orphanage  is  safeguarded  in 
every  possible  way,  and  the  report  for  the  last  year  shows  a  notable 
lack  of  any  serious  sickness  among  the  children,  and  the  year  was 
free  from  any  serious  epidemics,  and  in  every  respect  the  health 
record  is  most  reassuring.  Only  one  death  occurred  during  the  year, 
and  this  was  due  to  an  unavoidable  accident. 

These  figures  and  records  are,  indeed,  interesting  and  speak  elo- 
quently of  the  efficiency  and  faithfulness  on  the  part  of  the  manage- 
ment of  the  institution.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  faithful 
work  that  is  being  done  by  the  teachers  and  supervisors,  both  at 
Thomasville  and  at  the  Kennedy  Home.  It  is  of  particular  interest 
to  the  churches  in  the  Raleigh  Association  to  take  note  of  the  fact 
that  one  of  the  former  pastors  in  this  Association,  Rev.  Theo  B. 
Davis,  is  serving  as  superintendent  of  the  Kennedy  Home,  where  his 
work  is  winning  the  high  commendation  from  all  who  have  visited 
and  inspected  the  institution.  The  Kennedy  Home  is  becoming  to  be 
more  and  more  an  important  division  of  the  orphanage  work. 

But  it  is  not  alone  in  figures  and  statistics  that  the  real  service  and 
influence  of  the  orphanage  is  revealed.  To  catch  the  full  spirit  and 
extent  of  influence  of  the  instntution,  one  must  visit  the  orphanage 
and  see  the  happy,  contented  and  well-trained  group  of  children,  and 
witness  with  what  solicitous  care  and  patience  the  capable  teachers 
and  instructors  are  training  and  directing  these  young  lives ;  and 
then  should  be  considered  the  fact  that  scores  of  men  and  women 
throughout  North  Carolina  are  living  happy  and  successful  lives  and 
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serving  their  communities  in  a  public-spirited  way,  largely  because  of 
the  character  of  training  received  by  them  at  our  orphanage.  Our 
denomination  has  given  magnanimously  to  the  orphanage;  but  the 
orphanage  has  given  much  more  to  the  denomination.  It  is  because 
we  have  such  an  institution  as  this  to  keep  alive  our  more  generous 
impulses,  and  upon  which  to  center  our  affections,  that  our  denomi- 
nation has  grown  in  power  and  in  usefulness. 

We  earnestly  urge  upon  the  churches  of  this  Association,  and  par- 
ticularly upon  the  Sunday  schools,  the  importance  and  the  need  of 
making  regular  and  substantial  contributions  to  this  great  work.

W.  A.  Cooper  requested  that  we  do  not  forget  the 
orphans  on  Thanksgiving  Day;  of  "Charity  and  Children," 
Bro.  B.  G.  Early  referred  feelingly  to  the  Kennedy  Home. 

Others  taking  part  in  the  discussion  were  Brethren  A.  B. 
Hunter  and  C.-H.  Norris. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT   ON    CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION 

Plato  said,  "Good  education  is  that  which  gives  to  the  body  and  to 
the  soul  all  the  perfection  of  which  they  are  capable." 

The  word  "educate"  means  to  lead  out.  An  educated  person  is  one 
whose  various  mental  faculties  have  been  trained  and  developed. 
The  God-given  talents  must  be  improved,  or  they  are  wrapped  in  a 
napkin  and  buried. 

The  more  State  schools  we  have,  and  the  better  equipped  they  are, 
the  more  we  must  improve  our  Christian  schools;  for  if  we  give  over 
to  the  State  the  educating  of  all  our  boys  and  girls,  we  will  make  the 
mistake  that  Germany  made.  Her  educational  system,  with  Christ 
left  out,  caused  the  students  of  her  schools  to  feel  that  the  power 
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was  in  Germany — not  in  God.  Our  safeguard  against  Germany's 
fate  is  our  Christian  schools.  No  State  school  can  teach  religiously, 
as  patrons  will  object  to  this,  which  objection  will  be  sustained  by 
law,  as  we  have  separation  of  Church  and  State. 

Only  Christian  schools  claim  to  educate  the  whole  man — the  men- 
tal, physical,  and  spiritual  man.  To  educate  a  mental  and  physical 
giant  with  a  dwarfed  soul  is  to  turn  loose  on  society  a  human  mon- 
strosity. 

The  building  of  character  is  our  chief  business.  There  must  be  a 
foundation  upon  which  to  build  a  life.  Christ,  who  is  the  greatest 
teacher  of  teachers  in  all  ages,  and  the  foundation  upon  which  all 
lives  must  be  built,  is  recognized  in  our  Baptist  denominational 
schools ;  so  they  are  truly  Christian.  When  we  have  laid  the  founda- 
tion in  a  life,  the  character  of  the  superstructure  is  almost  deter- 
mined. The  greatest  thing  in  this  world  is  a  saved  soul,  and  the 
next  greatest  thing  is  a  saved  life.  Christ  said  the  Son  of  man  came 
not  to  destroy  men's  lives,  but  to  save  them.  The  trained  life  minus 
the  constraining  power  of  Christ  to  take  it  out  of  its  natural  course 
and  put  it  in  God's  channel  of  blessing  the  world,  goes  to  waste, 
which  means  a  lost  life.  The  Christian  schools  are  God's  greatest 
agency  in  both  training  lives  for  His  Kingdom  work  and  saving  them 
for  and  in  His  service.  We  must  look  to  our  Christian  schools  for 
nearly  all  our  denominational  leaders ;  hence  their  importance. 

Ideals  translate  themselves  into  character  hence  the  importance 
of  the  Godly  teachers  we  have  in  our  Baptist  schools.  The  primary 
meaning  of  the  word  "teacher"  is  "to  show."  The  teacher  is  one 
who  shows  and  what  the  teacher  is,  is  the  brightest  vision  before 
the  eyes  of  youth.  The  mightiest  factor  in  any  school  is  the 
teacher's  impact  of  his  or  her  personality  upon  the  student  which 
makes  a  far  more  enduring  impression  than  anything  learned  from 
a  text-book  or  in  a  laboratory. 

It  is  more  difficult  to  take  care  of  a  victory  than  to  win  a  victory. 
The  greatest  factor  in  taking  care  of  the  victory  won  for  us  by 
our  boys  on  the  battlefields  of  France  is  our  Christian  schools. 
Can  the  South  save  herself  and  in  saving  herself  save  the  world? 
Our  Christian  schools  alone  will  answer  this  question  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 

Next  in  importance  to  our  churches  are  our  Christian  schools  so 
we  must  make  them  second  to  none  in  all  this  fair  land  of  ours. 

Southern  Baptists  have  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  schools 
including  high  schools,  junior  and  senior  colleges.  Bible  training 
schools  and  theological  seminaries. 

Southern  Baptists  have  recently  raised  more  than  twenty-five 
million  dollars  for  Christian  education.  With  this  we  do  the  funda- 
mental work  of  training  workers  and  leaders.  This  is  the  most  im- 
portant work  done  by  our  denomination. 
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As  we  educate  in  our  Christian  schools  for  complete  living  it 
behooves  us  to  send  our  sons  and  daughters  to  our  Baptist  educa- 
tional institutions.

Brother  C.  H.  Morris  showed 
strongly  the  need  of  the  fundamentals  of  the  Bible  being 
taught  in  our  schools  and  the  danger  of  German  ideas  grip- 
ping America  if  we  neglect  it. 

Dr.  Bruner  declared  the  need  of  our  Baptist  schools  were : 
(a)  Christian  teachers;  (b)  Christian  students;  (c)  an 
exalted  place  given  to  the  Word  of  God;  and,  (d)  denomina- 
tional work  magnified. 

Professor  Hobgood  spoke  of  the  place  of  the  Junior  College 
in  our  educational  system,  while  Brother  C.  A.  Upchurch 
paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  Wake  Forest  College. 

On  motion  report  was  adopted. 

The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  Brethren  as  a 
committee  to  recommend  delegates  to  the  State,  and  Southern 
Baptist  Conventions :  Weston  Bruner,  H.  C.  Benton  and 
J.  P.  Wood.

In  presenting  the  report,  short  but  appropriate  remarks 
were  made  by  Brother  B.  G.  Early  after  which  it  was 
adopted. 

The  Association  instructed  the  Moderator  to  have  a  com- 
mittee appointed  to  bring  in  a  report  on  Periodicals  at  our 
next  session. 

Brother  J.  D.  Berry  read  the  report  on  Digest  of  Church 
Letters,  and  prior  to  its  adoption,  Brother  W.  A.  Cooper 
made  some  timely  comparisons  of  the  work  done  by  the 
various  churches. 

Report  adopted. 

REPORT    ON    DIGEST    OF    CHURCH    LETTERS 

We,  your  special  committee  to  digest  the  letters  from  the  various 
churches  submitted  to  this  session  of  our  Association  have  studied 
the  information  furnished  us  and  have  prepared  a  brief  table  for 
your  consideration.  We  have  not  tabulated  all  the  information  con- 
tained in  these  letters,  as  the  statistics  will  be  published  in  the 
minutes  of  the  Association  as  prepared  "by  the  Clerk.  We  have 
made  some  comparison  which  we  trust  will  prove  helpful  to  us  and 
awaken  us  to  a  full  realization  of  our  wonderful  opportunities  for 
the  extension  of  the  kingdom  work  in  the  territory  of  the  Raleigh 
Association. 

We  find  that  our  thirty-four  churches  reported  345  baptisms  last 
year,  an  average  of  10  baptisms  for  each  church,  bur  net  gain 
in  membership  really  must  come  through  baptisms.  Therefore,  it 
behooves  us  to  be-stir  ourselves  in  this  direction.  The  facts  shown 
in  these  letters  indicate  that  we  have  not  made  the  progress  we 
should  have  made  this  year. 

We  have  7,220  church  members  with  6,805  Sunday-school  pupils. 
Twelve  churches  report  an  aggregate  loss  of  209  members,  while  21 
churches  made  a  net  gain  of  414,  leaving  a  total  net  gain  of  205 
members  in  the  Association. 

The  following  table  will  furnish  some  interesting  information  : 
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We  find  that  the  total  contributions  have  amounted  to  $81,826.98, 
an  average  of  $11.33  per  member  for  all  objects,  which  is  divided 
as  follows  :  for  home  or  local  expenses,  $48,869.05  ;  and  for  benevol- 
ences $32,957.93,  an  average  of  $4.56  for  the  objects  of  the  75  Million 
Campaign. 

We  have  not  had  sufficient  opportunity  to  make  an  elaborate 
report,  inasmuch  as  these  letters  have  been  presented  since  the 
Association  convened.  We  recommend  that  the  churches  be  urged 
to  forward  their  letters  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Association  at  least 
ten  days  prior  to  the  annual  meetings,  and  that  the  Moderator  be 
authorized  to  appoint  this  committee  before  hand  so  that  they  may 
have  their  report  ready  when  the  Association  meets.

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REPORT  ON   BAPTIST  YOUNG  PEOPLES   UNION 

The  importance  of  this  phase  of  our  work  is  seen  and  recognized 
by  all  thoughtful  and  progressive  pastors  and  church  leaders.  If 
our  churches  are  to  minister  to  a  sin-sick,  lost  and  broken-hearted 
world,  we  must  inform,  enlist  and  train  our  constituency  in  the  "all 
things  whatsoever."  If  our  churches  are  weak  it  is  because  the 
members  are  weak.  Church  members  are  weak  because  they  are 
undeveloped  and  untrained.  There  are  thirty-three  churches  in  the 
Raleigh  Association.  In  these  chuurches  are  thirty-eight  B.  Y.  P.  U.*s 
of  which  twenty-three  are  senior,  six  intermediate  and  nine  junuior 
unions.  While  the  number  of  unions  exceed  the  number  of  churches, 
all  the  churches  do  not  have  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s.  The  number  of  organi- 
zations in  the  churches  range  from  one  to  five.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
is  a  church  task  and  should  be  seriously  assumed  as  such  by  the 
churches.  Therefore,  we  recommend  to  the  churches  of  the  Raleigh 
Association  that  each  church  assume  the  responsibility  for  train- 
ing its  constituency,  placing  the  training  service  under  church  con- 
trol, electing  the  officers  of  same,  installing  them  publicly,  calling 
upon  them  for  reports,  recognizing  them  as  chuurch  officers,  sup- 
porting the  work  financially  and  lending  encouragement  in  every 
way  to  the  work  of  training  and  developing  their  constituency.

Afternoon  Session — 1  0 'Clock 

Bro.  0.  M.  Jones  conducted  devotional  services,  reading 
the  thirteenth  chapter  of  First  Corinthians,  after  which  the 
Moderator  called  the  body  to  order. 

Bro.  C.  E.  Maddry,  for  the  committee,  recommended  the 
appointment  of  Bro.  T.  Ivey  as  Historian  for  the  Associa- 
tion.    On  motion,  the  recommendation  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

We  are  informed  that  the  work  of  the  State  Mission  Board  is 
growing  by  leaps  and  bounds.  There  are  more  demands  for  assist- 
ance today  than  ever  before,  and  our  resources  are  wholly  inadequate 
to  meet  the  needs  pressing  in  upon  us  from  every  side. 

For  the  work  of  the  year  1923  the  Board  at  the  December  meeting 
appropriated  a  total  of  $126,000  for  all  phases  and  departments  of 
the  work.  Of  this  amount  $64,209  was  appropriated  for  missionaries' 
salaries. 

We  have  on  our  Board  this  year  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  mis- 
sionaries. We  have  a  corps  of  four  evangelists,  with  H.  T.  Stevens 
as  superintendent.  These  men  are  busy  all  the  time  and  will  make 
a  wonderful  report  to  the  next  Convention.  This  department  is 
almost  self-sustaining. 

In  the  Department  of  Enlistment  and  Country  Church  we  have  six 
men,  with  A.  C.  Hamby  as  secretary.     These  men  are  doing  splendid 
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things  in  the  matter  of  the  formation  of  fields,  securing  better  squip- 
ment  for  the  churches,  increasing  pastors'  salaries,  and  building  up 
the  country  churches  in  a  marvelous  way. 

Secretary  E.  L.  Middleton  is  directing  the  Sunday-school  work 
with  ever-increasing  efficiency  and  acceptance.  He  has  an  element- 
ary worker  and  two  field  workers  under  him.  The  Sunday-school 
work  has  gone  forward  in  a  way  to  cheer  us  all,  and  North  Carolina 
ranks  among  the  most  forward-looking  and  progressive  States  of 
the  South. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Perry  Morgan  the  Baptist  Young  People's 
Union  of  North  Carolina  has  grown  and  expanded  in  a  way  that 
seems  almost  miraculous  to  some  of  us  who  had  to  do  with  its  day 
of  small  beginnings.  There  are  now  1,300  Unions  in  the  State. 
Miss  Elma  Leigh  Farabow  is  leading  the  Juniors  and  Intermediates 
in  a  wonderful  way.  We  are  training  a  generation  of  young  church 
members  in  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s  who  will  literally  transform  our 
churches  in  a  few  years. 

We  are  overwhelmed  with  the  problem  of  church-building  in  back- 
ward communities  and  growing  educational  centers.  We  are  just 
completing  our  great  church-house  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  have  already 
moved  into  the  Sunday-school  unit  of  our  house  at  A.  and  E.  College. 
We  are  going  to  join  with  Forest  Avenue  Church  at  the  North  Caro- 
lina College  for  Women,  at  Greensboro,  as  soon  as  we  can  get  to 
them,  and  then  we  will  have  our  great  State  schools  fixed  in  splen- 
did shape. 

The  W.  M.  U.  Department,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  W.  N. 
Jones  and  Miss  Mary  Warren,  is  making  progress  in  a  very  hearten- 
ing and  gratifying  way.  New  societies  are  constantly  being  organ- 
ized, and  the  doctrine  and  practice  of  New  Testament  Stewardship 
is  being  taught  and  cultivated  in  the  churches.  The  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  is  slowly  but  surely  transforming  the  devotional  and 
spiritual  life  of  our  churches.  May  they  grow  and  prosper  in  an 
ever-increasing  way. 

The  marvelous  growth  of  ninety-three  years  in  our  State  Mission 
work  is  but  an  earnest  of  the  glorious  future  that  awaits  us.  Will 
the  present  effort  and  outlay  enable  us  to  keep  pace  in  our  Mis- 
sion work  with  the  educational  and  material  prosperity  of  the  State? 
We  frankly  confess  that  as  we  have  gone  over  North  Carolina  and 
seen  the  wonderful  progress  of  these  last  years,  we  have  many  mis- 
givings and  fears  for  the  future  prosperity  and  stability  of  our  work. 
Unless  we  go  forward  in  every  phase  of  our  State  Mission  work,  we 
are  going  to  lose  ground  rapidly  within  the  next  decade. 

Here  are  some  items  of  the  rapid  growth  and  expansion  of  North 
Carolina  within  the  last  ten  years : 

In  Education:  The  State  is  spending  millions  in  public  education. 
The  rural  schools  are  being  consolidated,  and  in  almost  every  town- 
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ship  a  local  tax  has  been  levied.  Splendid  schoolhouses  are  being 
built,  and  already  there  are  more  than  550  high  schools  in  the  State. 
There  are  1,800  high-school  teachers  in  these  schools,  every  one  of 
whom  has  had  at  least  the  equivalent  of  two  years  in  college. 
Already  it  is  possible  for  every  boy  and  girl  in  the  State,  even  in  the 
most  backward  county,  to  reach  a  county  high  school  and  prepare 
for  college.  Our  colleges  and  universities  are  crowded  with  eager 
students,  and  North  Carolina  is  rapidly  taking  her  place  with  the 
foremost  States  of  the  Union  in  public  education. 

In  Agriculture :  The  State  is  making  rapid  strides  in  better  farm- 
ing and  better  farm  methods.  We  are  not  wholly  dependent  upon 
any  one  crop ;  the  people  are  rapidly  getting  away  from  the  ruinous 
credit  system  of  another  generation,  and  already  ranks  fifth  in  the 
Union  in  the  value  of  farm  products.  With  the  rapid  progress  that 
is  being  made  in  agriculture,  North  Carolina  will  soon  rank  among 
the  first  States  in  the  Union  in  the  variety  and  value  of  her  farm 
products. 

In  Industrialism :  The  State  is  fast  becoming  a  great  manufac- 
turing and  industrial  center.  Already  she  leads  the  world  in  the 
value  of  her  tobacco  products;  she  is  second  in  the  Union  in  the 
cotton-mill  industry,  and  before  another  year  it  looks  as  if  she  will 
lead  even  Massachusetts.  In  Gaston  County  alone  there  are  102 
cotton  mills.  Piedmont  Carolina  is  fast  becoming  one  great  com- 
mercial and  industrial  system  of  towns  and  villages. 

In  Hydro-Electric  Development:  For  many  generations  the  great 
undeveloped  water-power  of  North  Carolina  went  to  waste.  Here 
was  a  source  of  wealth  and  prosperity  that  our  fathers  never 
dreamed  of.  Then  came  the  Southern  Power  Company,  and  all 
North  Carolina  is  a-hum  with  power  and  energy  developed  from  the 
falls  of  our  numerous  creeks  and  rivers. 

In  Good  Roads :  The  coming  of  the  automobile  has  brought  at 
least  this  great  blessing  of  good  roads  to  the  people.  In  four  years 
we  are  spending,  under  State  direction  and  supervision,  sixty-five 
million  for  good  roads,  and  the  counties  themselves  are  spending 
millions  more.  Soon  the  county-seats  of  North  Carolina  will  be 
linked  together  with  a  wonderful  system  of  hard-surfaced  roads. 
This  means  untold  wealth  and  undreamed  of  progress  for  the  State 
in  every  phase  of  its  life. 

There  are  many  more  items  in  the  progress  of  the  State  that 
might  be  mentioned,  but  these  will  suffice.  What  about  the  effect  of 
all  this  upon  our  1,900  country  churches?  There  are  still  some  of 
our  county  towns  without  Baptist  preaching.  There  are  300  pastor- 
less  churches  in  the  State.  There  are  at  least  1,600  churches  with 
once-a-month  preaching ;  there  are  twelve  hundred  churches  served 
by  absentee  pastors.  At  least  60  per  cent  of  the  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  have  had  no  part  in  the  75-Million  Campaign.     We  have 
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325,000  Baptists  in  the  State,  and  we  can  truthfully  say  that  at  least 
one-half  of  them  are  unenlisted  and  undeveloped. 

Now,  will  our  present  program  and  effort  even  keep  pace  with  the 
need,  and  measure  up  with  the  growth  and  development  of  the  State 
in  material  things  ?     We  must  answer  with  an  emphatic  negative  ! 

A  signal  fact  in  the  accomplishments  in  the  State  Mission  work  in 
the  last  year  has  been  the  recent  dedication  of  the  new  church-house 
at  Chapel  Hill.  This  has  long  been  desired,  but  its  accomplishment 
has  only  come  to  pass  in  the  administration  of  our  present  great 
secretary.  He  is  an  alumnus  of  the  University,  but  he  is  likewise  as 
loyal  to  Wake  Forest  as  any  man  in  the  State.  There  is  call  for 
our  sympathies  and  work  at  all  the  great  State  institutions  as  well 
as  at  Wake  Forest  and  Meredith.  There  are  more  Baptist  boys  in 
the  University  than  there  are  at  Wake  Forest,  we  are  informed. 
These  six  hundred  boys  must  have  an  opportunity  to  hear  the 
strongest,  soundest  presentations  of  the  Gospel,  as  we  understand  it, 
during  the  most  formative  years  of  their  life.  The  same  is  to  be 
said  as  to  the  Baptist  boys  and  those  not  affiliated  with  any  church 
who  attend  the  North  Carolina  State  College  at  Raleigh,  and  the 
same  is  true  as  to  the  girls  who  attend  the  North  Carolina  College 
for  Women  at  Greensboro. 

It  is  a  signal  honor  that  has  come  to  Dr.  Maddry  in  having  the 
accomplishment  during  his  administration  of  the  erection  and  dedi- 
cation of  the  magnificent  new  church  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  the  erec- 
tion and  use  of  the  Sunday-school  part  of  the  splendid  Pullen  Memo- 
rial Church  at  the  campus  of  the  North  Carolina  State  College,  and 
now  to  have  the  prospect  of  an  early  expansion  of  the  Forest  Avenue 
Church  at  Greensboro  to  adequately  serve  our  needs  at  the  North 
Carolina  College  for  Women.  He  was  a  school-boy  at  Chapel  Hill, 
trudging  into  the  University  from  his  country  home  in  Orange 
County.  He  was  a  pastor  in  his  youth  of  Forest  Avenue  Baptist 
Church,  and  he  is  now  a  member  of  the  Pullen  Memorial  Church. 
Prior  to  the  building  of  any  of  these,  he  was  one  of  the  most  efficient 
in  accomplishing  the  erection  of  our  beautiful  church  building  on 
the  campus  of  Wake  Forest  College.  Surely  this  man  has  builded 
well  and  erected  for  himself  enduring  memorials.  It  will  be  said  of 
him  through  the  long  years  to  come — and  why  not  now? — that,  like 
one  of  old,  he  has  served  well  his  day  and  generation. 

It  behooves  us,  one  and  all,  to  search  our  own  hearts  and  lives, 
and  inquire  if  the  same  may  be  said  of  us.  The  obligation  upon  him 
is  of  the  same  quality  as  that  upon  every  Baptist  in  the  State.  We 
must  redeem  the  time  which  is  ours. 

North  Carolina  is  not  a  Christian  State.  It  is  not  even  nominally 
more  than  50  per  cent  Christian.  And  then  we  know  how  large  a 
part  of  even  the  nominal  Christian  hearts  is  unsurrendered  terri- 
tory of  still  unconsecrated  Christian  territory.     So  many  of  our  own 
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people  are  not  50  per  cent  consecrated  to  the  cause,  in  time,  or  talent, 
or  money. 

North  Carolina  is,  and  should  be,  and  must  be,  a  center  for  the 
propagation  of  the  Gospel  as  we  preach  it  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 
I  am  told  that  within  a  radius  of  fifty  miles  around  Chowan  College 
there  are,  and  for  years  have  been,  more  Baptists  than  in  any  other 
similar  territory  on  earth.  This  means  a  tremendous  responsibility. 
There  are  vast  reaches  of  North  Carolina  that  need  the  Gospel  in  an 
appealing  way.  When  we  canvass  the  needs  of  our  State,  they  are 
so  compelling  as  to  almost  move  one  to  the  belief  that  we  should 
concentrate  our  major  energies  for  one  if  not  for  several  years  upon 
the  destitute  portions  of  our  own  State.  It  may  well  be  considered 
if  as  we  come  to  the  close  of  the  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign 
period  we  should  not  launch  a  major  campaign  in  behalf  of  State 
Missions  in  North  Carolina.  It  may  well  be  considered  whether  or 
not  our  finest  service  to  the  world  depends  upon  thoroughly  evangel- 
izing our  own  State,  not  hi  a  narrow  or  selfish  way,  nor,  indeed,  to 
the  exclusion  of  efforts  in  home  and  foreign  fields,  but  that  we 
should  turn  a  major  part  of  the  great  energies  of  our  powerful 
denomination  to  the  upbuilding  of  our  cause  in  this  State,  which, 
under  God,  by  reason  of  its  homogeneous  Anglo-Saxon  citizenship, 
its  large  proportion  of  Baptist  people,  its  natural  tendency  to  be  a 
Baptist  State,  and  its  tremendous  and  wonderful  possibilities  as  a 
center  for  propagating  the  Gospel  through  all  time  to  the  ends  of 
the  earth,  seems  to  lay  a  special  burden  of  responsibility  upon  us 
for  the  concentration  of  every  effort  to  at  least  more  largely  if  not 
thoroughly  make  it  what  it  ought  to  be,  and  let  it  shine  as  it  should 
in  the  eyes  of  the  peoples  of  the  earth,  which  are  and  increasingly 
will  be  turned  upon  it  in  the  years  to  come.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  Home  Mission  Board  made  a  great  report  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  Kansas  City  last  May. 

When  the  Convention  met  in  that  city  eighteen  years  ago,  the 
Board's  receipts  for  the  year  were  $169,988.92.  This  year  they  were 
$1,002,193.07. 

Then  the  Board  reported  10,551  baptisms ;  this  year,  38,770 ;  then 
there  were  20,570  additions  to  the  churches ;   this  year,  59,597.     In 
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1905  the  Board  had  no  special  department  of  evangelism.  Shortly 
after  that  the  department  was  organized,  and  through  it  there  have 
been  152,846  converts  baptized,  208,643  additions  to  the  churches, 
and  23,260  volunteers  for  the  ministry  or  definite  mission  work. 

All  the  other  departments  of  the  Board's  work  have  advanced  in 
a  similar  way.  Surely  we  have  reason  for  abundant  thanksgiving 
to  God  for  His  marvelous  favor  upon  the  work  of  our  Home  Mission 
Board.  It  is  our  great  Southwide  missionary  agency  and  has  been 
the  greatest  single  factor  in  helping  to  make  the  South  a  mighty 
Baptist  empire;  especially  has  its  power  been  felt  in  the  newer  sec- 
tions of  the  South,  the  Mississippi  Valley  and  the  Southwest. 

While  Southern  Baptists  have  made  mighty  progress,  there  are 
greater  needs  and  vaster  opportunities  at  present  than  ever  before 
in  our  history. 

Our  Home  Mission  Board  is  heavily  in  debt  on  account  of  the 
great  enlargement  of  the  work  and  the  falling-off  in  receipts.  Let 
us  come  to  the  help  of  this  great  work  in  its  time  of  great  need.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Our  Foreign  Mission  work  has  had  wonderful  growth  since  the 
initiation  of  the  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign.  We  have  now  891 
churches  in  sixteen  foreign  lands ;  211,  or  practically  one-fourth,  of 
these  churches  are  self-supporting ;  442,  or  one-half,  have  their  own 
houses  of  worship.  In  addition  to  the  churches,  there  are  2,896  out- 
stations,  which  give  us  a  total  of  practically  4,000  stations  where  the 
Word  of  God  is  preached  regularly.  Last  year  was  the  crowning 
year  in  baptisms ;  12,611  were  baptized,  which  is  4,720  more  than 
reported  the  year  before.  We  have  passed  the  100,000  mark  in  mem- 
bership. We  have  103,328  members.  These  gave  $4.23  per  capita 
last  year.  We  have  796  schools,  which  were  attended  last  year  by 
32,789  scholars.  This  is  about  equal  to  the  number  of  students  in 
our  Baptist  schools  in  the  Southland.  Of  course,  all  of  our  schools 
in  foreign  lands  are  not  of  equal  grade  as  those  in  the  South,  but 
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we  have  our  students  in  these  foreign  lands  under  our  tutelage  quite 
as  long  as  we  have  the  students  in  our  Southern  schools. 

There  were  1,447  Sunday  schools,  which  had  an  enrollment  of 
67,407. 

We  have  now  501  foreign  missionaries  and  2,820  native  mission- 
aries. This  is  almost  twice  as  many  foreign  missionaries  and  almost 
four  times  as  many  native  missionaries  as  we  had  in  1919  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign. 

Unfortunately,  there  is  a  large  debt  on  our  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
which  wTill  greatly  hamper  its  work  unless  discharged.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  all  appropriations  for  equip- 
ment and  enlargement  were  reduced  or  held  up  entirely.  However, 
a  number  of  young  missionaries  wTere  sent  out,  since  it  will  not  do 
to  allow  the  personnel  of  our  forces  on  the  field  to  run  down.  These 
men  and  women  were  sent  out  in  response  to  the  action  of  the  Con- 
vention last  year,  when  special  pledges  were  taken  for  the  support 
of  the  fifty  or  more  young  volunteers  who  wish  to  go  to  the  front. 
The  solution  of  all  the  difficulties  of  this  Board,  as  well  as  of  the 
other  boards,  is  for  the  subscribers  to  faithfully  pay  the  pledges 
which  they  have  vowed  to  the  Lord.  We  urge  our  people  to  make 
this  last  year  of  the  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign  glorious  by 
unparalleled  giving  and  sacrifices  commensurate  with  the  appeal  of 
the  Cross  and  the  goodness  of  God  in  our  redemption.

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Following  the  presentation  of  the  above  reports,  Dr. 
Chas.  E.  Maddry  addressed  the  Association  on  "The  Con- 
summation of  Our  Program."  Theme,  "Now,  therefore 
perform  the  doing  of  it." 

As  Southern  Baptists  we  have  the  numbers ;  God  has  given 
us  the  means;  America  is  the  only  nation  that  can  give  the 
Gospel  to  the  world,  and  the  hour  has  struck  to  do  it. 

Following  this  message,  the  reports  on  State,  Home,  and 
Foreign  Missions  were  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  C.  E.  Boone,  Bro.  G.  N.  Cowan  was 
elected  Associational  Director  for  the  completion  of  the  75- 
Million  Campaign.  The  following  were  added  as  assistants 
to  Brother  Cowan:  C.  R.  Boone,  Robert  Wilson,  and  Mrs. 
Z.  M    Caveness. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  draft  suitable  resolutions 
relative  to  the  services  of  Former  Moderator,  Bro.  A.  B. 
Hunter,  presented  the  following,  which  was  adopted :

W.  A.  Cooper  presented  the  report  on  Digest  of 
Church  Letters. 
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DIGEST  OF  CHURCH  LETTERS 

Your  Committee  on  Digest  of  Letters  will  endeavor  to  give  you  in 
the  attached  table  information  culled  from  the  letters,  in  a  con- 
densed form,  for  the  purpose  of  comparison.  We  find  during  the 
past  year  that  the  churches  have  had  430  baptisms — an  increase  of 
49  over  the  year  before. 

These  430  baptisms  are  the  net  result  of  the  work  at  home  of 
7,400  Christian  people,  expending  $82,230.43,  or  an  average  of  18 
people  and  $202.04  for  each  baptism. 

Four  churches  with  a  combined  membership  had  no  baptisms. 
Two  churches  with  a  combined  membership  of  594  reported  one  bap- 
tism each. 

The  six  churches  with  a  membership  of  1,273,  with  home  expenses 
of  $24,557.12,  had  two  baptisms. 

A  close  examination  of  the  table  shows  a  striking  difference  in  the 
amounts  given  per  capita  for  church  work.  The  average  for  the 
entire  Association  was  $4.67  for  objects  of  the  Seventy-five  Million 
Campaign,  and  $15.70  for  all  purposes. 

As  reported  by  the  churches,  the  amounts  vary  from  23  cents  per 
capita  for  benevolent  purposes  by  Reedy  Creek  to  $10.81  by  the 
Tabernacle  and  $10.05  by  Apex.  For  all  purposes,  the  smallest,  by 
Reedy  Creek,  $2.22,  tieing  with  Pleasant  Grove  for  same  amount,  to 
$48.40  by  Pullen  Memorial,  $47.71  by  Zebulon,  $36.56  by  Southside, 
and  Holly  Springs  $33.21. 

There  are  some  very  encouraging  features  in  this  year's  report. 
The  membership  has  increased  from  7,268  to  7,442,  showing  a  gain, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  some  of  the  churches  have  been  doing  some 
drastic  purging  of  their  rolls. 

The  Sunday-school  enrollment  increased  from  6,681  to  7,092. 

Last  year  the  expenditures  for  local  work  and  expenses  were 
$51,532.50 ;  this  year,  $82,230.43—  an  increase  of  $30,697.93. 

Given  for  the  objects  of  the  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign  last 
year,  $31,903.13 ;  this  year,  $34,118.82— a  gain  of  $3,215.69.

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  AND   OTHER 

PERIODICALS 

We  are  becoming  a  great  reading  people.  Books,  newspapers  and 
magazines  are  now  published  in  amazing  numbers.  They  are  cheap ; 
so  that,  with  but  little  expense,  one  may  easily  keep  abreast  of  the 
world's  happenings.  There  are  few  families  that  do  not  get  the 
daily  newspaper,  bringing  its  messages  from  all  parts  of  the  earth. 
Books  are  published  by  the  million — a  fact  which  shows  the  eager 
interest  of  the  public  in  the  printed  page. 

Fortunatey,  much  of  our  present-day  literature  is  good.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  great  deal  of  it  is  questionable  or  positively  injurious 
in  its  influence.  A  popular  novel  too  often  arouses  interest  by  the 
shady  morals  of  its  leading  characters.  We  can  certainly  say  that 
the  major  part  of  our  current  literature  is  non-Christian. 

Surely  the  conditions  of  the  time  demand  that  Christian  litera- 
ture have  a  place  in  a  Christian's  reading.  This  is  especially"  true, 
so  far  as  Baptists  are  concerned.  Our  fundamental  principles  de- 
mand a  large  ^degree  of  popular  information  in  order  that  we  may 
prosecute  our  work  successfully.  Our  appeal  is  to  the  individual 
conscience,  no  tax  or  assessment  being  made  on  any  one  for  the  sup- 
port of  our  institutions  or  our  work.  But  the  individual  must  be 
informed  before  he  will  respond  intelligently  to  the  appeal.  Our 
people  are  unenlisted  because  they  are  uninformed. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  deplored  that  such  a  small  per  cent  of  our  Bap- 
tists in  North  Carolina  get  the  Recorder.  Some  one  has  estimated 
that  only  10  per  cent  of  our  Southern  Baptists  read  their  denomina- 
tional papers,  and  that  these  few  contribute  90  per  cent  of  the  funds 
for  denominational  objects.  These  figures  reveal  the  great  useful- 
ness of  the  religious  press.  It  is  well  known  that  our  women  give 
proportionately  far  more  than  the  men  do.  Doubtless,  their  greater 
benevolence  is  due  to  their  use  of  mission-study  books  and  Home 
and  Foreign  Fields. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  denominational  literature  of  a  high 
order.     The  Biblical  Recorder   stands  with  the  very  best   Southern 
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Baptist  papers.  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  greatly  indebted  for 
its  sane  leadership.  Charity  and  Children  is  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting papers  in  the  South.  Our  mission  magazine,  Home  and 
Foreign  Fields,  deserves  a  much  wider  reading.  Special  attention 
should  be  called  to  the  fact  that  our  Sunday  School  Board  publishes, 
in  addition  to  the  regular  Sunday-school  literature,  such  periodicals 
as  Kind  Words,  The  Girls'  Weekly,  The  Child's  Gem,  The  Home 
Department  Magazine,  and  the  Sunday  School  Builder. 

Possibly  it  is  not  out  of  place  to  call  attention  to  our  Baptist  Book 
Shop,  located  at  Raleigh,  in  the  Recorder  Building.  Through  it  any 
book  may  be  secured.     We  recommend  a  larger  use  of  its  services.

Brother 
Farmer  called  attention  to  the  handicap  the  Recorder  sus- 
tained in  not  being  supported  as  it  should  be  by  the  Bap- 
tists of  our  State,  and  the  necessity  of  reading  the  Recorder 
to  be  a  well-informed  Baptist. 

Bro.  J.  S.  Harclaway  reviewed  the  work  of  Charity  and 
Children,  while  Bro.  C.  H.  Norris  spoke  of  the  good  Charity 
and  Children  had  been  to  him.

The  report  on  Christian  Education  was  presented  by 
Bro.  G.  T.  Mills,  who  turned  over  the  discussion  to  Bro. 
L.  B.  M.  Freeman,  of  Meredith  College. 

In  a  forceful  way  Brother  Freeman  declared  that  Mere- 
dith College  stood  sorely  in  need  of  more  room,  but  re- 
joiced that  in  the  near  future  this  need  would  be  met;  of 
what  our  Christian  colleges  stood  for,  and  the  value  of  Chris- 
tian citizenship  in  our  State  life. 

President  F.  B.  Hobgood  spoke  of  the  work  being  ac- 
complished by  our  Junior  Colleges. 

Report  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  is  undertaking  to  maintain  one  col- 
lege for  young  men  at  Wake  Forest,  and  two  for  young  women- 
Meredith  and  Chowan.  These  three  institutions  together  enrolled 
last   year   1,038  students,  including  81   ministerial  students   and   21 
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student  volunteers.  Their  plants  and  equipment  are  valued  at 
$991,340.43.    The  total  of  their  endowments  amounts  to  $1,263,902.26. 

Our  five  high  schools  are  Dell,  Buie's  Creek,  Wingate,  Liberty, 
Piedmont,  and  Boiling  Springs.  These  enrolled  last  year  1,421  stu- 
dents, including  65  ministerial  students  and  9  student  volunteers. 
Their  joint  property  is  valued  at  $540,000,  and  their  endowments 
aggregate  $1,900,000. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  maintains  in  North  Carolina  eight  high 
schools,  which  enrolled  last  session  1,069  students,  including  61  min- 
isterial students  and  53  student  volunteers.  The  aggregate  value  of 
their  plants  was  $442,150;  their  endowments,  $25,500. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  also  take  part  in  the  support  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  Louisville,  the  Woman's 
Training  School  at  'Louisville,  the  Southwestern  Baptist  Seminary 
at  Fort  Worth,  and  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute  of  New  Orleans. 
These  institutions  enrolled  last  year  1,501  students,  including  162 
volunteers  for  foreign  fields.  Their  property  values  aggregate 
$1,425,343.75 ;  their  endowments  aggregate  $2,905,417.14. 

Educational  institutions  owned  and  controlled  by  Baptist  indi- 
viduals in  North  Carolina  are  Oxford  College,  Pineland  School  for 
Girls,  Mountain  Park  High  School,  and  the  Orphanage  High  School. 
These  institutions  enrolled  last  session  389,  including  two  student 
volunteers.  Their  property  value,  not  including  the  Orphanage,  was 
$135,000. 

While  the  above  figures  seem  large,  and  are,  they  are  not  larger 
than  the  needs  of  the  institutions  require,  and  they  do  not  by  any 
means  adequately  represent  the  value  of  the  service  rendered  by 
them  to  the  Baptist  denomination  and  the  Kingdom  of  God.  In  sup- 
port of  this  statement,  one  has  only  to  remember,  first,  that  the 
rapidly  increasing  demand  for  special  training  in  every  worthy 
human  enterprise,  of  whatever  nature,  suggests  at  least  an  equal 
need  for  such  training,  for  service  in  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord. 

Second,  the  policy  of  compulsory  education  now  being  pursued  in 
North  Carolina  means  that  the  next  generation  of  our  citizens  will 
be  comparatively  well  educated,  and  that  the  general  average  of 
intellectual  culture  will  be  far  above  what  it  is  now.  And  this  fact, 
in  turn,  means,  of  course,  that  our  children  and  their  children  will 
require  educated  leaders,  not  only' in  the  pulpit,  but  also  in  the 
Sunday  school  and  in  all  of  our  Christian  enterprises.  For  while,  of 
course,  the  first  and  most  important  quality  in  any  Christian  worker 
is  spirituality  and  consecration,  these  qualities  alone  will  not  enlist 
the  interest  nor  command  the  following  of  the  cultivated  masses. 

Third,  the  most  subtle  and  persistent  assault  on  our  faith  now  is 
in  the  field  of  the  natural  and  intellectual  sciences  as  taught  in  our 
higher  institutions  of  learning ;  and  in  those  schools  these  assaults 
must  be  met  and  foiled.     Only  in  our  Baptist  institutions  can   we 
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have  any  voice  as  to  the  character  of  the  teachings  given  to  our 
young  people,  and  it  is  essential,  therefore,  that  these  be  maintained 
at  all  hazards. 

No  little  nervousness  and  considerable  alarm  have  been  caused 
recently  by  agitation,  most  of  which  has  been  due  to  lack  of  infor- 
mation and  misapprehension.  Our  people  should  know  and  remem- 
ber that  the  trustees  in  control  of  their  educational  institutions  are 
confirmed  every  year  by  our  associations  and  our  Convention ;  that 
these  trustees  are  supposed  to  be  chosen  from  our  most  intelligent, 
most  devout  and  most  faithful  men  and  women ;  that  they  in  turn 
select  teachers  for  all  of  our  schools  ;  that,  therefore,  they  ought  to 
know,  and  do  know,  better  than  those  on  the  outside  what  is  taught 
in  our  institutions  and  the  general  results  of  such  teachings  ;  that 
exactly  the  same  sciences  are  being  taught  now  that  were  taught 
thirty-five  years  ago,  and  the  output  from  these  institutions  of  young 
men  and  women  that  they  have  turned  out,  in  their  devout  and 
faithful  service,  ought  to  reassure  those  zealous  souls  who  fear  that 
our  schools  and  colleges  are  being  captured  by  the  enemy. 

Let  our  brethren  and  sisters  remember  these  things  and  set  their 
hand  anew  to  the  task  of  strengthening  their  own  institutions  for 
tbe  mighty  work  to  which  God  has  called  them. 

Furthermore,  while  these  Baptist  schools  in  North  Carolina  are 
enrolling  every  year  nearly  200  young  ministers  and  about  80  young 
men  and  women  for  work  on  the  foreign  fields,  there  is  still  a  great 
dearth  of  both  ministers  and  missionaries. 

Let  the  members  of  our  churches,  therefore,  realizing  this  press- 
ing need,  pray  constantly,  both  in  their  public  service  and  in  their 
private  devotion,  that  the  "Lord  of  the  harvest  may  send  forth  more 
laborers  for  the  vineyard."

Gilbert  T.  Stephenson  read  the  report  on  Sunday 
Schools.  After  making  an  appeal  for  the  enlistment  of  our 
church  members  in  our  Sunday  Schools,  he  yielded  the  floor 
to  Bro.  E.  L.  Middleton,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
State  Sunday  School  Board.  Although  Bro.  Middleton  has 
not  fully  recovered  from  his  recent  illness,  yet  he  spoke  with 
all  the  fervor  and  enthusiasm  of  former  days,  many  think- 
ing his  short  address  the  best  ever  delivered  by  him  at  any 
of  our  sessions. 
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REPORT   ON   SUNDAY   SCHOOLS 

The  growth  and  development  of  Baptist  Sunday  schools  in  North 
Carolina  within  recent  years  is  an  object  of  thanksgiving  for  all 
Christians.  Today,  among  all  the  Southern  States,  North  Carolina 
ranks  first  in  the  ratio  of  Baptist  Sunday  schools  to  Baptist  churches, 
second  in  the  ratio  of  Baptist  Sunday-school  members  to  Baptist 
church  members,  and  second  in  the  number  of  standard  Sunday 
schools  under  the  rules  prescribed  by  our  Sunday  School  Board.  Of 
the  six  AA-1  Standard  Sunday  Schools  in  the  South,  two  are  to  be 
found  in  North  Carolina. 

The  work  that  lies  ahead  of  us  still  is  indicated  by  the  facts  that 
there  are  141  Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina  that  do  not  have  a 
Sunday  school ;  that  only  a  few  more  than  one-third  of  the  Baptists 
of  the  State  are  enrolled  in  Sunday  school,  and  that,  counting  the 
children  in  Baptist  homes,  there  are  500,000  in  the  Baptist  constitu- 
ency of  the  State  still  to  be  reached  for  the  Sunday  school. 

The  phase  of  Sunday-school  work  that  is  receiving  most  emphasis 
just  now  at  the  hands  of  our  leaders  is  teacher  training.  Without 
trained  teachers,  inferior  work  is  to  be  expected ;  with  trained 
teachers  excellence  may  be  attained.  While  North  Carolina  ranks 
well  to  the  front  in  this  respect,  still  the  demand  for  trained  teachers 
is  urgent.  May  I  commend  to  you  a  new  book  by  our  secretary, 
Bro.  E.  L.  Middleton,  "Building  a  Country  Sunday  School,"  which 
will  be  of  great  interest  and  value  to  those  fitting  themselves  for 
leadership  in  Sunday-school  work? 

It  is  recommended  that  each  church  in  this  Association  (1)  adopt 
a  definite  program  for  enlisting  in  the  Sunday  school  every  member 
of  the  church,  (2)  provide  adequate  building  and  equipment  for  the 
new  members  that  would  thus  be  enrolled,  (3)  strive  to  become  a 
Standard  Sunday  School  according  to  the  prescribed  rules,  and 
(4)   adopt  a  permanent  teacher-training  policy.

REPORT  ON  B.  Y.  P.  U. 

The  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  of  America  was  organized  in 
1890.  It  came  into  life  because  of  the  widespread  effect  of  the 
Christian  Endeavor  movement,  and  was  a  noble  effort  to  so  organize 
the  Baptist  young  people  as  to  keep  them  identified  with  our  own 
work  and  under  our  own  influence.  The  first  convention  was  held 
in  Chicago  in  1891. 
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In  the  South  the  new  organization  attracted  much  attention. 
Many  of  the  brethren  found  in  it  that  which  they  especially  desired. 

In  1893  a  committee  reported  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
commending  the  organization  of  societies  in  the  local  churches,  and 
that  these  societies  "be  under  the  sole  authority  of  the  church,  with- 
out interdenominational  affiliation." 

The  Southern  B.  Y.  P.  U.  was  organized  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  November, 
1896. 

The  present  B.  Y.  P.  U.  of  North  Carolina  was  organized  at  Ridge- 
crest  in  1909.  The  first  State  convention  was  held  with  the  Second 
Baptist  Church,  Durham,  1910.  About  ten  unions,  with  approxi- 
mately 350  members,  were  represented  at  the  convention.  The  work 
has  grown  marvelously  since  that  time.  There  are  now  in  the  State 
1,305  unions,  with  a  membership  of  over  forty  thousand. 

There  are  two  whole-time  B.  Y.  P.  U.  workers.  They  are  avail- 
able for  both  city  and  country  churches.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  head- 
quarters is  214  Biblical  Recorder  Building,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  The 
workers  are  Perry  Morgan,  General  Secretary,  and  Miss  Elma  Leigh 
Farabow,  Secretary  of  Junior  and  Intermediate  work. 

The  object  of  the  Baptist  Young  People's  Union,  as  given  in  the 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  Manual,  shall  be  the  increased  spirituality  of  the  young 
Christians ;  their  training  in  essential  church  activities ;  their  edifi- 
cation in  Scriptural  knowledge ;  their  instruction  in  Baptist  doctrine 
and  history ;  their  enlistment  in  all  forms  of  missionary  endeavor 
through  existing  denominational  organizations.  The  meaning  of 
which  is,  in  brief,  Inspiration,  Preparation,  and  Service. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  the  Training  Service  of  the  Baptist  Church, 
and  as  such  should  be  under  church  control,  supported  by  the  church 
financially  and  otherwise.  The  church  should  elect  its  officers,  pub- 
licly install  them,  and  recognize  them  as  church  officers  and  call  on 
them  for  support.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  a  church  task  and  should  be 
assumed  seriously  as  such  by  the  church.  Churches  are  weak  be- 
cause the  members  are  weak.  In  the  future  our  churches  will  be 
strong  in  just  the  proportion  that  we  train  and  enlist  our  constitu- 
ency in  Kingdom  service. 

If  we  are  diligent  to  conserve  the  possibilities  wrapped  up  in  the 
youth  of  our  churches,  the  time  will  speedily  come  when  we  will 
have  a  trained  constituency  that  will  completely  and  effectively  revo- 
lutionize the  life  of  the  same.  May  North  Carolina  Baptists  seize 
upon  the  wonderful  and  powerful  mines  and  reservoirs  of  unused 
spiritual  and  material  resources  lying  dormant  in  the  hearts  and 
lives  of  our  fine  young  people. 

Today  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  outlook  is  splendid  in  every  way.  The  work 
is  featured  in  local  churches,  conventions,  assemblies,  city  training 
schools,  colleges  and  seminaries.  Our  literature  is  well  adapted  to 
the  needs  of  our  young  church  members.  Our  standard  of  excellence 
has  unified  the  activities  .of  the  Unions.     Our  text-books  are  being 
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studied  widely,  our  Bible  Readers'  Course  is  increasingly  popular 
and  helpful.  Pastors  are  friends  of  the  work,  almost  without  excep- 
tion. Sunday-school  superintendents  depend  upon  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  to 
train  up  workers.  The  ministry  and  the  mission  fields  get  their 
recruits  from  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  more  and  more.  Thank  God  for  the 
B.  Y.  P.  U.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

"Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is  this  :  to 
visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction  and  to  keep  him- 
self unspotted  from  the  world." 

Never  has  there  been  a  time  in  the  past  when  the  appeal  of  the 
fatherless  and  unfortunate  was  heard  and  his  wants  ministered  to 
as  at  the  present.  The  work  of  caring  for  the  needs  of  orphan  chil- 
dren in  a  systematic  manner  has  been  going  on  a  very  little  more 
than  one-half  of  a  century,  although  the  need  has  been  ever  present 
throughout  the  centuries. 

The  response  to  the  appeal  has  resulted  in  the  number  of  orphan- 
ages in  the  State  to  grow  from  one  to  twenty-five  within  forty  years, 
and  the  number  of  children  cared  for  increased  from  less  than  one 
hundred  to  more  than  three  thousand,  with  a  growth  in  efficiency  in 
like  proportions,  with  an  estimated  value  of  four  million  dollars. 

Within  this  forty  years  our  own  Orphanage  has  been  founded,  and 
has  grown  to  be  the  largest  of  the  twenty-five  orphanages  in  the 
State.  During  the  past  year  the  average  number  cared  for  was  547 
(457  at  Thomasville  and  90  at  Kennedy  Home),  besides  aiding  227 
in  their  own  homes  with  their  mothers.  Total  number  being  helped 
by  the  Orphanage,  773.  Only  one  death  was  reported  for  the  last 
year.    The  general  health  good. 

The  completion  of  the  Simmons  Nursery  and  Hutchinson  Memo- 
rial buildings  has  greatly  relieved  the  crowded  condition  that  has 
existed  since  the  fire  destroyed  the  old  Simmons  Nursery.  A  splen- 
did Kindergarten  building  is  being  erected,  largely  through  the  gifts 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  L.  Haywood,  of  Durham. 

In  1911,  when  the  Association  met  at  Knightdale,  we  reported  that 
385  children  were  being  helped;  now  we  are  helping  773  (547  at  the 
Orphanage  and  227  through  Mothers'  Aid).  Then  it  took  about 
$100  per  day  for  current  expenses ;  now,  $361.93.  Then  there  had 
been  enrolled  since  November  11,  1885,  1,309 ;  up  to  present,  2.150. 
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We  desire  to  urge  every  one  to  observe  Thanksgiving  by  giving 
"One  Day's  Work"  as  a  thank  offering ;  also,  to  see  that  a  copy  of 
Charity  and  Children  be  placed  in  each  family  each  week'.

REPORT   ON   MINISTERIAL  RELIEF 

From  the  office  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  Dallas,  Texas,  I  have  received  the  following 
statement  of  the  facts  with  reference  to  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Board,  showing  the  progress  made,  and  also  pointing  out  the 
imperative  needs.  Since  this  statement  covers  the  ground  clearly 
and  concisely,  I  offer  it  as  the  report  to  this  Association.  It  is  as 
follows : 

Four  Years  of  Ministerial  Relief  Among  Southern  Baptists 
The  following  figures  give  facts  concerning  our  great  denomination 
in  the  matter  pf  giving  aid  and  comfort  to  its  disabled  and  worn-out 
ministers,  their  widows,  and  orphan  children,  for  a  period  covering 
four  years  since  the  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign  was  put  on :

Think  of  the  new  day  that  has  come  to  the  widows  of  our  Baptist 
preachers,  most  of  whom  are  old,  but  some  with  their  little  families 
of  clinging  dependents,  held  together  in  an  humble  cottage,  instead 
of  being  scattered  here  and  there,  or  sinking  into  menial  drudgery 
as  a  penalty  for  having  been  born  in  the  home  of  a  Baptist  preacher. 

From  the  best  estimate  that  we  can  get,  Southern  Baptists,  in  all 
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the  States  put  together,  paid  to  their  old  preachers  in  the  three 
years  preceding  the  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign,  in  round  num- 
bers, $116,000.00.  In  the  past  three  years,  since  the  beginning  of  the 
Campaign,  we  have  increased  the  yearly  allowance  paid  to  our  bene- 
ficiaries over  the  estimated  three  years  immediately  preceding  the 
Campaign  $184,173.31— an  average  of  more  than  $61,000.00  per  year. 
While  this  increase  is  gratifying,  we  are  by  no  means  doing  what  we 
should  do.  With  the  fixed  income  herein  referred  to,  in  addition  to 
current  receipts,  we  shall  be  enabled  to  increase  the  stipends  of  our 
beneficiaries  at  least  60  per  cent,  which  will  bring  us  to  a  point  in 
our  work  where  we  shall  have  made  great  strides  in  solving  our 
relief  problem. 

AN    IMPERATIVE   AND   IMMEDIATE    NEED 

The  immediate  and  imperative  need  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board,  at  this  time,  is  a  fixed  income  of  $100,000.00  per  year  on  the 
relief  side  of  the  work  alone,  in  addition  to  what  the  Board  is  now 
receiving  and  will  continue  to  receive  from  the  States,  whatever  the 
plan  may  be.  This  will  take  an  interest-bearing  fund,  for  relief 
alone,  of  at  least  one  and  a  half  million  dollars,  of  which  we  now 
have  about  five  hundred  thousand,  including  endowment  and  reserve. 

The  Board  has  now  a  beneficiary  list  of  between  eight  and  nine 
hundred.  Others  are  being  added  from  month  to  month.  While  we 
have  made  great  strides  since  the  organization  of  the  new  Conven- 
tion Board  in  giving  aid  and  comfort  to  the  disabled  and  retired 
ministers,  we  are  not  beginning  to  do  what  we  should  do. 

Our  aim  is  to  persuade  our  people  to  make  it  clear  to  the  minister 
that,  after  he  has  given  himself  whole-heartedly  to  the  work,  and 
spent  himself  freely,  in  his  ministry,  that  if  he  should  fall  in  his 
work,  or  die  in  it,  or  grow  old  in  it,  the  denomination  will  not  permit 
his  family  to  suffer,  nor  him  to  suffer  in  his  declining  years.  We 
want  to  make  our  young  preachers  feel  that  the  denomination  has 
thus  spoken  to  them,  and  that  they  can  accept  its  word  at  par.  To 
do  this  will  put  new  life  in  our  preachers,  greatly  increase  their 
efficiency,  and  the  denomination  would  be  the  real  beneficiary.

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REPORT  ON  WOMANS'  WORK 

We  have  in  the  Raleigh  Association  2  4  W.  M.  S.,  7  Y.  W.  A., 
10  G.  A.,  12  Sunbeams,  6  R.  A.,  making  a  total  of  59  societies. 
The  majority  of  our  women  are  interested  in  missions  and  are 
doing  everything  in  their  power  to  meet  their  pledge  to  the  7  5- 
Million  Campaign.  Nearly  all  of  these  societies  are  doing  or- 
ganized personal  service. 

We  have  had  a  big  increase  in  mission  study  classes  the  past 
year,  for  which  we  are  very  grateful.  Our  aim  this  year  is  to 
organize  one  or  more  missionary  societies  in  every  church,  and 
we  can  do  this  if  the  pastors  will  co-operate,  with  the  help  of 
the  Lord.

Miss  Warren,  in  a  well-prepared  message,  spoke  upon  the 
report. 

On  motion  the  report  was  adopted,  with  the  statement 
added  that  the  Association  express  its  thanks  to  these  good 
women  for  the  report  and  their  presence  with  us. 

REPORT   ON   HOSPITALS 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  is  one  of  the  largest  results 
of  the  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign.  It  was  conceived  by  some  of 
our  best  thinkers,  and  by  their  untiring  interest  got  a  place  on  the 
program  for  a  larger  ministry.  It  is  the  last  segment  in  the  circle 
of  Christian  service  for  the  sons  of  men,  and  carries  out  the  spirit 
and  teaching  of  our  Lord  and  Master. 

A  little  more  than  three  years  ago  the  Convention  began  the  move- 
ment for  building  in  our  State  a  temple  of  healing.  A  commission 
was  appointed,  and,  after  careful  and  prayerful  consideration, 
selected  Winston-Salem  as  the  location,  and  just  a  little  over  a  year 
ago  began  the  construction  of  the  present  building.  The  work  was 
thoroughly  as  well  as  rapidly  perfected,  and  on  May  28th  of  this 
year  the  hospital  was  opened  for  the  service  of  humanity. 

The  grounds  on  which  the  beautiful  building  stands  is  most  de- 
lightfully located,  on  one  of  the  most  beautiful  elevations  around 
the  city.  There  are  about  ten  acres  of  land,  and  cost  $32,500.  It  is 
in  the  city  limits  and  is  worth  approximately  $75,000  now.  The 
building  and  equipment  cost  $240,000. 

It  is  a  model  plant  and  is  the  last  word  in  hospital  construction. 
The  equipment  is  the  finest  that  money  can  buy.  We  are  prepared 
to  give  to  our   State  the  most  up-to-date  and  comfortable  hospital 
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facilities  in  the  South.  Our  medical  fraternity  is  recognized  as 
among  the  leading  in  the  South,  fitted  by  training  and  experience  to 
do  the  best  work. 

.  For  the  building  of  this  institution  North  Carolina  Baptists  pledged 
$100,000,  and  Winston-Salem  pledged  .$100,000,  besides  giving  the 
land,  at  the  cost  of  $32,500.  About  one-half  of  these  pledges  have 
been  paid.  The  good  ladies  very  graciously  pledged  to  provide  the 
furniture,  and  have  pledged  about  $15,000  for  this,  most  of  which 
has  been  paid.  The  hospital  is  now  carrying  a  debt  of  about  $125,000 
pending  the  payment  of  our  pledges. 

In  the  Seventy-five  Million  Campaign  no  funds  were  set  aside  for 
maintenance,  but  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Educa- 
tion $20,000'  was  set  aside  to  provide  supplies  and  to  take  care  of 
needy  patients.  One-half  of  this  amount  has  been  paid.  We  are  hav- 
ing calls  for  our  needy,  suffering  brothers  and  sisters  from  the  moun- 
tains to  the  sea,  which  we  cannot  turn  aside.  Our  Baptist  people 
must  hear  these  calls.  It  is  up  to  us  to  go  beyond  our  pledges  and 
give  for  this,  for  suffering  and  dying  humanity  cannot  wait. 

The  Training  School  will  only  be  able  to  take  just  a  few  at  first, 
and  gradually  work  up  to  the  full  number.  We  have  no  nurses' 
home,  and  must  rent  at  a  fearful  cost  to  room  these  nurses.  We  are 
praying  that  some  good  saint  will  see  the  way  clear  to  build  us  a 
nurses'  home  in  the  near  future. 

We  have  a  great  institution,  and  we  are  prepared  to  serve  humanity 
at  the  most  vital  point  and  at  the  extreme  moment.  We  challenge 
North  Carolina  Baptists  to  answer  the  cry  of  a  suffering,  needy 
brotherhood,  and  supply  the  funds  and  the  facilities  to  heal,  their 
diseases,  even  as  our  Master  did  in  the  long  ago.

T.  Ivey  was  asked  to  prepare  a  report 
and  send  the  same  to  the  Clerk  for  publication  in  the 
Minutes.    Brother  Ivey  sent  the  Clerk  the  following  report : 

REPORT   ON   TEMPERANCE 

In  presenting  the  report  on  this  subject,  without  opportunity  of 
submitting  it,  one  must  take  into  consideration  the  will  of  the  Asso- 
ciation as  well  as  the  meaning  of  the  term  "temperance." 
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We  have  gotten  a  long  way  from  the  day  when  it  was  necessary  to 
caution  "temperance,"  which  is  "moderation"  or  "refraining  from 
excess"  in  the  use  of  strong  drink. 

Time  was  when  alcoholic  liquors  were  thought  to  contain  medicinal 
properties  and  were  freely  prescribed  by  the  family  physician  for 
nearly  all  kinds  of  ailments ;  when  liquor  was  kept  in  the  home  for 
the  use  of  the  family  and  friends  ;  when  the  tired  preacher,  coming 
into  the  home,  would  take  a  little  brandy  to  revive  his  weary  body ; 
when  the  decanter  and  drinking-glass  were  the  chief  ornaments  of 
the  sideboard ;  when  wine  was  upon  the  menu  of  wedding  feasts, 
banquets  and  other  social  parties  ;  when  the  Christmas  holidays  were 
celebrated  with  eggnog  or  other  more  ardent  spirits ;  when  corn- 
huskings,  log-rollings  and  other  working-bees  were  enlivened  by  vary- 
ing quantities  of  spirituous  liquors ;  when  fishing  parties,  picnics  and 
hunting-bees  were  served  with  whiskey,  and  public  drinking  places 
studded  the  roadside  and  prominent  street  corners ;  when  the  habit 
was  growing,  the  evil  results  certainly  known,  the  opportunities  for 
indulgence  greatly  multiplying.  Then,  indeed,  did  it  seem  necessary 
to  caution — aye,  to  urge — temperance. 

Societies  were  urging  total  abstinence ;  then  came  local  option, 
which  prepared  the  way  for  Statewide  prohibition ;  and  then  the 
Eighteenth  Amendment  to  the  National  Constitution,  which  forbids 
the  manufacture,  sale,  transportation,  importation,  or  exportation  of 
intoxicating  liquors  for  beverage  purposes.  The  State  of  North  Caro- 
lina goes  one  better  and  does  not  permit  the  possession  of  even  a 
spoonful  of  the  stuff.  Good  citizenship  demands  obedience.  The 
church  cannot  do  less.  The  laws  of  health,  the  laws  of  the  State, 
the  laws  of  God,  demand  total  abstinence.  It  is  evident  "King  Alco- 
hol" is  an  outlaw,  and  good  citizenship — not  to  say  Christianity — 
will  not  connive  with  him.  Temperance  is  a  meaningless  term  and 
is  obsolete. 

What  then?  First,  "law  observance"  by  the  individual;  then  "law 
enforcement"  by  the  community. 

Permit  this  special  appeal :  In  this  day  when  there  is  such  flagrant 
disregard  of  law,  when  human  life  is  cheap,  chastity  a  farce,  and 
wickedness  stalks  in  high  places  as  well  as  low,  when  the  world 
seems  bent  on  hell — oh,  be  a  man,  be  a  woman,  be  a  good  citizen, 
stand  for  law  enforcement,  stand  for  God,  our  country  and  our 
home.  Lift  up  your  hearts  to  God  to  give  you  strength  to  stand, 
"and  having  done  all,  to  stand."

In  this  report  we  are  presumed  to  direct  attention  to  the  un- 
changed certainty  that  it  is  appointed  to  every  human  being  once 
to  die,  and  after  that  the  judgment.  "He  or  she  is  dead"  has  been 
said  in  many  communities,  churches  and  homes  of  our  Association 
during  the  past  year.  This  is  what  has  been  said  of  the  multitudes 
who  have  lived  and  gone  before  us,  and  what  is  soon  to  be  said  of  us. 
A  sentence  burdened  with  sadness,  and  yet  may  be  filled  with  the 
most  beautiful  thoughts  and  sweetest  consolation. 

Free,  forever  free  from  the  curse  and  harrowing  assaults  of  sin, 
and  dwelling  triumphantly  with  Christ  and  His  redeemed.  We  miss 
those  who  have  been  attendants  upon  our  associational  meetings. 
Our  churches  miss  those  who  have  been  taken  from  their  local  com- 
munions ;  but  God  has  taken  them  from  their  labors  to  their  reward. 
Let  us  humbly  submit  to  His  will  and  look  forward  to  the  day  we 
shall  be  called  to  render  the  final  account. 

Let  us  not  lament  the  departure  of  those  who  have  gone  before  as 
though  they  were  lost,  when  Christ  says  to  us,  "I  am  the  resurrec- 
tion and  the  life ;  he  that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet 
shall  he  live ;   and  whosoever  believeth  in  me  shall  never  die." 

Weep  not  for  a  brother  deceased  ; 

Our  loss  is  his  infinite  gain ; 
A  soul  out  of  prison  released, 

And  freed  from  his  bodily  chain  ; 
With  song  let  us  follow  his  flight, 

And  mount  with  his  spirit  above,

And  lodged  in  the  Eden  of  love.

REPORT   ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  AND   OTHER 
PERIODICALS 

The  Biblical  Recorder  was  founded  in  18  3  3  by  Thomas  Mere- 
dith and  is,  therefore,  in  its  9  0th  year.  It  has  served  as  organ  of 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  through  the  years.  The  paper  is 
owned  by  a  corporation,  composed  of  8  7  loyal  North  Carolina 
Baptists,  which  owns  the  building  in  which  the  Baptist  denomina- 
tional work  has  its  headquarters,  a  printing  plant  and  some  other 
invested  funds.  Had  we  had  nothing  but  the  Biblical  Recorder 
to  draw  upon  during  19  2  3  we  would  have  been  a  little  more  than 
$5,300  short  of  actual  expenses.  But  owing  to  our  holdings  we 
were  able  to  pay  our  stockholders  six  per  cent.  The  present  circu- 
lation is  22,200. 

Three  years  ago  the  Biblical  Recorder  passed  the  point  where 
it  was  published  in  the  interest  of  the  stockholders  for  since  that 
time  it  has  not  paid  expenses.  The  cost  of  printing  is  twice  as 
much  as  before  the  war.  We  have  heard  not  one  word  of  com- 
plaint of  this  condition  from  any  stockholder  or  director.  But  on 
the  other  hand  all  of  them  seem  to  be  glad  to  serve  the  Baptists  of 
North  Carolina. 

We  think  however  you  will  agree  that  there  ought  to  be  reci- 
procity in  this  as  in  other  things,  and  that  our  people  ought  to 
build  up  the  circulation  to  25,000.  If  that  were  done  the  paper 
would  be  able  to  pay  its  own  way.  Then,  too,  we  feel  that  the 
Biblical  Recorder  cannot  serve  the  individual  Baptist  nor  help 
forward  the  work  of  the  denomination  unless  it  reaches  the 
people.  And  hence  the  importance  of  greatly  increasing  the  circu- 
lation. 

The  price  in  all  cases  is  $2.00  per  year  except  when  some  indi- 
vidual wishes  to  give  it  to  some  unfortunate  person,  and  in  that 
case  it  is  $1.50  per  year.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

We  have  gone  forward  ih  a  marvelous  way  during  the  ninety- 
four  years  of  our  Convention's  history.  Our  growth  in  recent 
years  challenges  our  best  effort  at  this  very  time. 

We  have  baptized  more  than  100,000  into  our  churches  since 
1919.  There  are  64  Associations,  2,263  churches,  2,175  Sunday 
schools,  1,365  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s  and  2,075  Woman's  Missionary 
Societies.  This  sounds  like  great  progress,  and  it  is.  There  is  a 
long  stretch  behind  us,  but  a  longer  stretch  ahead  of  us.  There 
are  now  1,300  churches  without  any  organization  for  the  young 
people  and  about  the  same  number  without  a  W.  M.  U.  organiza- 
tion. There  are  2,000  country  churches  in  the  State  and  between 
1,40  0  and  1,500  with  just  a  little  one-room  church  house.  We  can 
see  from  this  that  we  have  a  great  task  before  us  in  the  matter  of 
building  and  equipment  for  better  work.  Furthermore,  there  are 
about  one  million  souls  in  North  Carolina  of  the  age  of  Accounta- 
bility unsaved.  The  loudest  call  to  our  State  Mission  Board 
today  is  the  call  of  lost  souls. 

When  we  begin  to  speak  of  the  immediate  pressing  needs  here 
in  North  Carolina,  we  can  but  realize  that  a  crisis  is  upon  us.  We 
must  meet  it  like  men  and  women  who  love  and  fear  the  Lord. 
We  need  enlargement  in  every  Department  of  the  work,  and  we 
must  enlarge  or  we  shall  lose  our  great  opportunity. 

We  are  talking  much  in  these  times  of  progress  in  North  Caro- 
lina. Of  progress  educationally,  of  progress  in  agriculture,  of 
progress  in  industrialism,  of  progress  in  good  roads,  and  progress 
in  many  more  ways.  But  the  question  that  should  confront  us 
all  the  while  is  this:  Will  the  present  effort  and  outlay  enable 
us  to  keep  pace  in  our  Mission  work  with  all  the  progress  just 
mentioned?  We  confess  that  we  have  many  misgivings  and  fears 
for  the  future  prosperity  and  stability  of  our  work,  unless  we  go 
forward  in  every  phase  of  our  State  Mission  work.     We  must  go 

forward  or  lose  ground  rapidly.

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REPORT  ON   HOME   MISSIONS 

The  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
is  the  agency  through  which  Baptist  dollars  are  divided  and  dis- 
tributed according  to  the  needs  of-  various  parts  of  the  southern 
territory.  In  almost  every  state  there  are  situations  that  belong 
not  to  the  state  alone,  but  to  the  neighboring  states  as  well.  City 
missions  in  our  great  cities  belong  to  us  all,  for  a  Christless  New 
Orleans  or  Galveston  or  Memphis  would  infect  the  whole  south- 
land with  deadly  poison.  The  negro  problem  belongs  to  us  all, 
the  "black  belt"  is  destined  to  be  either  a  blessing  or  a  curse  to 
the  country.  The  mountaineers  occupy  territory  in  several  of  our 
states,  are  almost  solidly  Baptist,  and  furnish  our  great  source  of 
recruits  for  ministers  and  missionaries;  hence  the  mountain 
schools  constitute  a  challenge  and  an  opportunity  to  us  all.  The 
western  frontiers  are  still  too  vast  for  the  states  embracing  them, 
to  care  for  and  we  still  have  it  in  our  power  to  decide  whether  or 
not  these  shall  be  the  heritage  of  Baptists.  Providence  threw 
into  the  lap  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  the  spiritual  destiny  of 
Cuba  and  Panama. 

God  has  bestowed  unwonted  favor  upon  the  labors  of  the  mis- 
sionaries and  evangelists  of  the  Board.  Meetings  of  great  power 
have  been  held  in  various  fields  and  thousands  have  been  brought 
to  Christ.  Fields  notably  hard,  where  for  years  we  have  been 
laboring  and  laying  foundations,  are  coming  to  self-support  and  in 
turn  are  having  a  part  in  our  denominational  work.  Enlargement 
is  called  for  from  every  direction.  The  calls  are  many  and  heart- 
searching  from  weak  churches  needing  help  and  destitute  fields 
needing  missionaries  in  the  countryside  and  in  our  growing  towns 
and  cities. 

The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  some  features  of  the 
Board's  work  for  the  last  five  years:  Sermons  and  addresses  8  02,- 
382;  prayer  meetings  101,075;  religious  visits  1,238,210;  bap- 
tisms 203,532;  total  additions  to  churches  324,086;  workers'  con- 
ferences held  4,667;  volunteers  for  Christian  service  15,049; 
church  houses  built  or  improved  2,225;  Sunday-schools  organized 
3,18  3;  copies  Scripture  given  5  5,53  3;  pages  tracts  distributed 
35,812,479.

REPORT  ON   FOREIGN   MISSIONS 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
is  now  in  its  eightieth  year.  Beginning  in  a  very  small  way  the 
Board  has  moved  out  into  a  world-wide  program  and  is  now 
spending  millions  to  tell  others  of  our  Christ. 

When  the  Convention  met  in  Washington  in  19  2  0  the  outlook 
was  most  hopeful  for  our  Foreign  work.  Our  people  had  pledged 
$92,000,000  for  five  year  period  and  since  26  per  cent  of  amount 
collected  was  to  go  for  Foreign  Missions  it  was  confidently  ex- 
pected that  at  least  $4,000,000  would  be  available  annually  for 
this  work.  The  Board  was  instructed  to  lay  large  plans  which  it 
proceeded  to  do.  It  is  not  difficult  to  see  that  an  embarrassing 
situation  has  arisen  when  it  is  known  that  but  little  more  than 
half  the  amount  expected  has  been  received  by  the  Foreign  Board. 
This  failure  of  our  people  to  meet  their  pledges  has  necessitated 
the  expenditure  of  large  sums  of  money  in  interest.  Last  year 
the  interest  on  borrowed  money  amounted  to  $70,632.04.  The 
debt  on  the  Board,  as  reported  at  the  last  Convention,  was 
$711,611.95. 

In  spite  of  the  failure  of  our  people  to  pay  their  pledges,  and 
the  embarrassment  arising  therefrom,  the  results  during  this  five 
year  period  have  been  most  gratifying  as  the  following  statistics 
show: 

Missionaries  increased  from  328  in  1919  to  544  in  1924. 

Native  workers  increased  from  627  in  1919  to  2494  in  1924. 

Churches  increased  from  50  5  in  1919  to  1095  in  192  4. 

Church  members  increased  from  49,658  in  1919  to  111,872  in 
1924. 

Self-supporting  churches  increased  from  143  in  1919  to  308  in 
1924. 

Contributions  increased  from  $173,372  in  1919  to  $444,568 
in  1924. 

Baptisms  increased  from  5,635   in  1919  to  12,856  in  1924. 

Sunday  Schools  increased  from  760  in  1919  to  1,511  in  1924. 

S.  S.  Scholars  increased  from  36,115  in  1919  to  76,504  in  1924. 

Schools  increased  from  512  in  1919  to  860  in  1924. 

Students  increased  from  15,722  in  1919  to  35,106  in  1924. 

In  view  of  these  achievements  under  the  conditions  that  have 
existed,  one  is  led  to  wonder  what  would  have  been  done  had 
Southern  Baptists  paid  their  pledges  as  was  expected.     We  urge 
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that  during  these  last  weeks  of  opportunity  to  redeem  our  pledges, 
that  individuals  and  churches  dedicate  themselves  anew  to  a 
united  and  determined  effort  to  achieve  a  glorious  victory.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATION 

Your  Commitee  on  Education  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  Baptist  schools  in  North  Carolina  are  one  of  our  greatest 
assets.  We  have  one  college  for  men,  "Wake  Forest,  and  two  for 
women,  Chowan  and  Meredith.  Wake  Forest  enrolled  this  year, 
including  the  summer  school,  8  7  3.  Ninety  of  these  were  minis- 
terial students.  Meredith  and  Chowan  enrolled  58  2,  including  2  6 
student  volunteers. 

Mars  Hill  and  Wingate  are  Junior  Colleges.  Last  year  they 
enrolled  73  8,  of  whom  7  6  were  ministerial  students  and 
volunteers. 

We  also  have  three  high  schools,  which  enrolled  last  year  in 
high  school  and  elementary  departments  1169  students,  82  being 
ministerial  students  or  volunteers.  Thomasville  orphanage  also 
has  100  high  school  students. 

In  addition  to  these  schools,  the  Home  Mission  Board  main- 
tains in  our  State  seven  mountain  schools.  Last  year  they  en- 
rolled 1,060,  of  whom  62  were  ministerial  students  or  volunteers. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  the  W.  M.  U.  Training  School,  the  Southwestern  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  and  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  in  which  all 
Southern  Baptists  are  interested.     They  enrolled  last  year  1,487. 

In  this  State  Baptists  have  invested  in  school  property  some 
five  million  dollars.  But  this  is  very  small  in  comparison  with 
the  State's  investments  in  its  schools.  And  our  support  for  our 
schools  is  pitifully  meager  in  comparison  with  the  State's  millions 
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spent  in  support  of  State  schools.  Yet,  in  addition  to  maintaining 
our  schools  with  our  allowance,  we  are  helping  to  educate  33  0 
ministerial  and  missionary  students — surely  a  wise  investment. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  our  schools,  in  view  of  the  rapid 
growth  of  our  student  bodies,  will  increase  with  the  years.  And 
the  necessity  of  maintaining  them  in  ever  increasing  efficiency  is 
demanded  by  the  following  reasons: 

1.  Our  schools  must  keep  pace  with  the  State  schools  in  cul- 
tural training  in  order  to  be  fair  to  our  students  and  to  hold 
them. 

2.  They  must  still  supply  our  religious  leaders.  In  the  past 
nearly  90  per  cent  of  our  educated  ministers  and  missionaries 
came  from  our  Baptist  schools.  And  as  education  becomes  more 
general,  our  people  will  demand  more  and  more  educated 
preachers. 

3.  Our  schools  are  our  only  hope  for  preparing  the  coming 
generation  of  Baptists  to  meet  the  attacks  now  being  made  on 
the  Bible.  In  our  schools  the  Bible  is  taught  as  the  inspired 
Word  of  God.  Moreover,  students  must  be  trained  in  science 
from  the  Christian  standpoint  in  order  to  meet  the  attacks  of 
scientists  who  are  not  Christian. 

4.  Our  schools  develop  the  religious  spirit  of  the  students.  They 
also  emphasize  denominational  principles,  thus  preparing  for 
efficient  service  in  the  home  churches.

Thursday  Morning* 

The  congregation  sang,  "Come  Thou  Fount." 

Prayer  by  Bro.  C.  L.  Greaves. 

Devotional  services  were  conducted  by  Bro.  R.  E.  Atkins, 
who  spoke  upon  the  necessity  of  personal  consecration,  if 
anything  worth  while  is  to  be  accomplished  in  the  Master's 
kingdom. 

Prayer  by  Bro.  Theo.  B.  Davis. 

The  Moderator  called  the  session  to  order. 

REPORT   ON   SUNDAY-SCHOOLS 

North  Carolina  stands  pre-eminent  among  Southern  States  in 
Sunday-school  work,  and  while  the  Baptist  Sunday-schools  of  the 
State  are  outranked  in  a  few  respects  by  Texas,  and  perhaps  one 
other  Southern  State,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  our  denominational 
Sunday-school  work  in  this  State,  taken  as  a  whole,  is  unsur- 
passed by  that  of  any  other  Southern  State. 

It  is  unwise  to  put  too  much  emphasis  on  matters  of  enroll- 
ment, attendance,  new  scholars  and  the  organization  of  new 
Sunday-schools.  The  chief  business  of  the  Sunday-school  is  to 
teach  the  Bible,  and  no  Sunday-school  can  teach  the  Bible  or 
anything  else  that  is  lacking  in  reasonable  equipment  and  leader- 
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ship  for  such  work.  It  matters  not  how  large  or  how  small  a 
Sunday-school  may  be,  there  are  certain  essentials  for  success 
and  for  efficient  work.  Among  these  essentials  are  the  following: 
(a)  Trained  teachers;  (b)  suitable  and  proper  grading  of  pupils; 
(c)  adequate  equipment  for  teaching  purposes. 

Without  attempting  to  deal  with  the  Sunday-school  work  in 
the  State  or  in  the  South  as  a  whole,  but  with  particular  reference 
to  our  own  association,  particular  attention  is  called  to  the  fol- 
lowing facts:  (1)  Out  of  thirty-four  Sunday-schools  in  Raleigh 
Association  reporting  at  the  last  meeting,  only  ten  have  graded 
schools,  and  only  three  have  reached  the  minimum  standard 
established  by  our  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board;  (2) 
of  the  total  number  of  484  officers  and  teachers  in  the  Sunday- 
schools  of  the  association,  only  132,  barely  more  than  one-fourth, 
are  holders  of  normal  diplomas;  (3)  and  while  the  minutes  do 
not  give  any  indication  of  the  equipment  of  the  Sunday-schools 
in  the  association,  it  is  undoubtedly  true  that  in  a  majority  of  the 
schools  of  the  association  the  equipment  and  building  facilities 
are  far  below  the  actual  requirements. 

While  we  may  glory  in  the  work  of  our  denomination  in  the 
State,  and  take  pardonable  pride  in  the  magnificent  record  of  our 
denomination,  let  us  be  mindful  of  the  fact  that  here  at  home  in 
our  own  association  we  have  a  long  ways  yet  to  go,  and  let  us 
resolve  that  one  of  our  main  tasks  for  the  coming  year  shall  be  to 
bring  the  Sunday-schools  of  Raleigh  Association  to  a  higher  level 
of  efficiency  and  usefulness.

In 
speaking  npon  the  report,  Brother  Broughton  outlined  in  a 
clear  and  concise  way  the  fundamentals  of  a  well  organized 
Sunday-school. 

Bro.  J.  J.  Adams  thanked  Brother  Broughton  for  what  the 
message  meant  to  him. 

Report  adopted. 

In  the  absence  of  Bro.  C.  H.  Norris  the  Moderator  read 
the  Orphanage  Report  sent  to  him  by  Brother  Norris.  The 
discussion  of  the  subject  was  turned  over  to  Bro.  P.  B. 
Hamrick,  who  briefly  discussed  the  Orphanage  at  Thomas- 
ville  and  the  ideals  for  which  it  strives  to  reach. 

Bro.  J.  H.  Hutchinson,  one  of  the  orphanage's  most  liberal 
contributors,  was  asked  to  rise  that  the  Association  might 
have  him  speak  a  few  words  to  them. 
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Bro.  C.  H.  Norris,  who  was  now  present,  urged  that  on 
Thanksgiving;  Day  the  Baptists  do  honor  to  the  Orphanage 
by  a  great  offering. 

Brethren  W.  A.  Cooper  and  Theo.  B.  Davis  also  spoke 
upon  the  report. 

ORPHANAGE  REPORT 

Our  orphanage  is  a  blessing  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina, 
therefore  it  is  an  asset  instead  of  a  liability  to  our  denomination. 
As  we  deal  with  the  boys  and  girls  in  our  institution  in  childhood 
the  blissful  radiance  and  exquisite  beauty  of  the  morning  of  life 
burst  forth  with  a  halo  of  heaven's  glory  crowning  all  our  efforts 
in  God's  work. 

Helping  the  helpless  creates  in  us  an  altruistic  spirit  that  lifts 
us  out  of  the  narrow  channels  of  selfishness  and  fits  us  in  God's 
plan  and  purpose  for  world  citizenship  in  His  great  Kingdom. 

According  to  our  own  orphanage  report  of  the  thirty-ninth 
year  ending  May  31,  1924,  we  have  550  boys  and  girls — at 
Thomasville  460,  at  Kenedy  Home  90;  number  enrolled  from 
beginning  2,236;  received  during  the  year  8  6. 

Three  years  ago  our  orphanage  began  mothers-aid  work,  and 
now  we  are  helping  300  children  with  68  mothers.  This  part  of 
our  work  is  no  longer  an  experiment,  but  is  a  great  success. 
While  we  are  preventing  the  breaking  up  of  homes  we  are  work- 
ing in  the  interest  of  economy,  as  the  cost  of  aiding  these  mothers 
with  their  children  is  less  than  one-third  of  the  cost  of  keeping 
them  in  the  orphanage. 

We  are  keeping  as  many  places  open  at  the  Orphanage  for 
motherless  children  as  are  aided  in  homes  with  their  mothers. 

The  cost  of  keeping  a  child  at  our  orphanage  per  year  is 
$289.44,  per  month  is  $24.12.  This  is  a  very  small  cost  when  we 
consider  that  everything  is  done  to  make  real  men  and  women 
out  of  our  boys  and  girls. 

We  recommend  that  a  thank  offering  be  taken  in  every  church 
and  Sunday-school  in  our  association,  and  get  every  member  to 
give  one  day's  labor  or  one  day's  income  to  our  orphanage. 

We  recommend  further  that  we  have  once  a  month  collections 
in  our  Sunday-schools  for  the  orphanage,  and  that  each  Sunday- 
school  take  the  Charity  and  Children  in  clubs,  and  also  that 
classes  in  our  Sunday-schools  "adopt"  a  child  or  children  and 
support  them.  C.  H.  NORRIS.

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REPORT  ON  B.  Y.  P.  U. 

The  present  B.  Y.  P.  U.  of  North  Carolina  was  organized  in 
1909.  The  first  State  Convention  was  held  at  Durham,  1910. 
Ten  unions  were  represented  at  this  convention.  The  last  con- 
vention held  in  Wilmington  in  June,  1924,  was  attended  by  more 
than  sixteen  hundred  representatives.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  State 
convention  has  grown  to  be  the  largest  Baptist  meeting  held  in 
the  State. 

This  work  is  fostered  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the 
Sunday  School  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The 
State  Mission  Board  has  three  whole-time  workers  in  the  field, 
namely:  Perry  Morgan,  General  Secretary;  Edwin  S.  Preston, 
Field  Secretary;  Miss  Elma  Leigh  Farabow,  Junior  and  Inter- 
mediate Secretary.  Their  time  is  spent  in  general  field  work, 
such  as  conducting  training  schools  and  institutes,  holding  con- 
ventions, associational  and  district  rallies.  Their  services  are 
obtainable  for  work  in  city,  town  and  country. 

There  are  1,400  B.  Y.  P.  U.  organizations  in  about  1,150 
churches  and  in  our  schools  and  colleges.  There  are  at  least 
1,100  churches  in  North  Carolina  with  no  training  service.  In 
these  churches  nothing  is  being  done  to  train  the  young  people. 
In  the  Raleigh  Association  there  are  3  4  churches.  In  these 
churches  there  are  9  Junior,  5  Intermediate,  and  18  Senior  B.  Y. 
P.  U.'s.  There  are  at  least  sixteen  churches  without  a  B.  Y.  P.  U., 
according  to  records  kept  by  the  State  Secretary's  office. 

B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  the  training  agency  of  the  Baptist  denomination. 
Its  object,  as  taken  from  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  constitution,  "shall 
be  the  increased  spirituality  of  the  young  Christians,  their  train- 
ing in  essential  church  activities,  their  edification  in  Scriptural 
knowledge,  their  instruction  in  Baptist  doctrine  and  history,  and 
their  enlistment  in  all  forms  of  missionary  endeavors  through 
existing  denominational  organzations."  The  place  of  the  B.  Y. 
P.  U.  in  our  State  program  is  one  of  enlightenment,  enlargement, 
and  enlistment.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  educational.  It  has  a  cur- 
riculum of  ten  books,  in  addition  to  the  topics  studied  in  the 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  quarterly.  These  books  treat  upon  such  subjects  as 
Stewardship,  Church  Membership,  Sunday-school  and  Church 
Methods,  Bible  Study,  Doctrines,  Christian  Service,  and  Baptist 
History. 

We  recommend  that  all  our  churches  assume  B.  Y.  P.  U.  as  a 
church  task,  electing  the  officers,  publicly  installing  them,  recog- 
nizing them  as  church  officers,  calling  upon  them  for  reports, 
making  them  responsible  to  the  church  and  supporting  the  work 
financially  and  with  their  sympathy  and  prayers.

REPORT  ON   MINISTERIAL.  RELIEF 

No  feature  of  the  work  of  Southern  Baptists  is  of  greater  im- 
portance than  that  of  cheerfully  giving  aid  to  their  worthy  aged, 
indigent  and  disabled  ministers  and  their  dependent  families. 
These  are  worthy  souls,  and  command  our  highest  admiration 
and  love,  and  we  are  not  willing  that  one  of  them  should  lack 
for  the  tender  care  and  generous  support  that  is  ours  to  give.  It 
is  something  more  than  a  pleasure;  it  is  a  duty  to  contribute  to 
this  cause,  remembering  that  "the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire." 
To  this  end  the  work  of  ministerial  relief  needs  only  to  be  fully 
understood  in  order  to  be  appreciated  and  approved. 

There  are  two  plans  under  which  this  relief  work  is  operated, 
known  as  the  Relief  Department  and  the  Annuity  Department, 
and  these  two  departments  are  kept  entirely  separate  and  dis- 
tinct as  to  funds,  relief  and  expense. 

The  Relief  Department 

This  department  receives  its  funds  from  the  following  sources: 
Gifts,  bequests,  and  fifty-five  per  cent  of  the  total  budget  fund 
of  three  per  cent  set  apart  by  the  Convention  for  ministerial 
relief  work.  The  total  invested  assets  and  other  resources  of 
this  department  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  April  30,  1924, 
were  as  follows: 

Real  estate,  mortgages,  stocks  and  bonds $448,340.78 

Cash  on  hand  in  banks 32,795.49 

Checks  in  transit : .    50,702.57 

Furniture,  fixtures  and  equipment 2,314.20 

Total  value $534,153.04 

At  this  date  this  department  was  carrying  upon  its  rolls  bene- 
ficiaries as  follows:  568  ministers,  342  widows,  and  100  depend- 
ent children,  a  total  of  1,010.  These  beneficiaries  received  for 
the  last  fiscal  year  a  total  sum  of  $125,440.50,  or  a  little  less 
than  $125  each,  a  meager  sum  surely  to  care  for  the  living  and 
to  bury  the  dead. 
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The  Annuity  Department 

This  department  is  conducted  similarly  to  regular  annuity  life 
insurance  to  which  every  participant  contributes  an  annual  pre- 
mium varying  in  amount  according  to  the  age  of  the  participant. 
This  annual  premium  is  only  one-fifth  of  the  amount  necessary  to 
produce  the  maximum  annuity;  while  the  remaining  four-fifths 
is  provided  by  the  churches.  This  is  sound  insurance,  because  it 
guarantees  to  the  member  only  the  annuity  produced  by  his  own 
payments,  plus  his  pro  rata  share  of  all  other  payments  to  the 
fund.  This  department  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  paying 
$500  each  per  annum  to  all  who  become  totally  and  permanently 
disabled.  More  than  1,300  men  and  women  are  now  active  cer- 
tificate-holders in  this  fund,  while  twenty-two  are  on  the  roll 
drawing  annuities;  these  are  six  disabled  preachers,  eleven 
widows,  and  two  sets  or  orphan  children,  and  two  old-age  annui- 
tants. 

This  department  is  financed  from  the  following  sources:  Gifts, 
bequests,  premiums  paid,  and  forty-five  per  cent  of  the  total 
budget  of  three  per  cent  set  apart  by  the  Convention  for  minis- 
terial relief  work.  Its  total  invested  assets  and  other  resources 
on  April  3  0,  1924,  were  as  follows:

Checks   in   transit 33,801.71 

Notes    given    for    premiums 2,248.54 

Furniture,  fixtures  and  equipment 2,558.70

The  maximum  age  for  joining  this  department  has  been  re- 
duced from  sixty-three  to  fifty-eight  upon  the  advice  of  Actuary 
George  A.  Huggins,  of  Philadelphia.  For  five  years  the  older 
men  have  had  the  opportunity  to  join,  and  doubtless  all  who 
wanted  to  join  at  the  old  rate  and  the  older  age  have  done  so. 
The  department  hopes  soon  to  have  a  still  more  favorable  arrange- 
ment on  somewhat  the  following  basis,  entitling  the  member  to 
annuity  of  $600,  beginning  at  age  sixty-five,  or  at  prior  disa- 
bility, and  widows'  annuity  of  $600  and  $600  annually  for 
orphaned  minor  children.  This  is  equal  to  an  investment  of 
$10,000  at  six  per  cent  interest.

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The  few  rates  will  give  idea  of  cost.  Above  5  0  years  the  rata 
is  almost  prohibitive,  both  for  the  annuitant  and  the  churches. 
There  are  yet  many  preachers  who  by  reason  of  their  age  cannot 
adopt  this  form  of  protection,  and  who  must  be  provided  for  un- 
der the  general  Relief  Department.  But  in  thirty  years  from 
today  there  should  not  be  a  Baptist  preacher,  or  the  widow  of 
such,  within  the  bounds  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  who 
is  not  protected  under  the  Annuity  Department,  except  those  who 
shall  live  beyond  their  four-score.  This  will  then  leave  practi- 
cally the  entire  relief  budget  for  the  ANNUITY  DEPARTMENT, 
which  should  tend  to  reduce  premiums,  or  to  increase  annuities. 

The  Convention  has  promised  to  increase  this  budget  of  3  per 
cent.     It  can  be  done.     It  should  be  done.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CANNON  GROVE  CHURCH 

Your  committee  finds  that  Cannon  Grove  Church  has  ceased  to 
function.  It  has  no  pastor,  no  Sunday  School,  no  organized  work. 
It  has  not  participated  in  the  work  of  this  association  for  several 
years.  The  Association  sought  to  stimulate  activity  there  but 
without  success.  After  Conference  with  the  only  member  of  the 
church  present,  and  with  her  approval,  we  recommend  that  the 
name  of  the  church  be  dropped  from  the  roll  of  the  Raleigh 
Association;  but  that  the  Association  undertake  to  do  mission 
work  in  that  vicinity.  We  suggest  that  the  members  of  the 
church  consider  selling  the  old  site  and  erecting  a  new  building 
at  a  better  location  a  few  miles  away.

Bro.  S.  W.  Oldham  submitted  the  following  report  on 
Temperance  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

When  we  speak  of  temperance,  we  should,  no  doubt,  have 
reference  to  the  lawful,  moderate  use  of  good  things.  However, 
we  have  become  accustomed  to  applying  the  word  to  the  use  of 
intoxicating  drinks.  Let  us  now  consider  it  from  this  point  of 
view.  Many  of  us  seemed  to  think,  when  the  state  voted  prohibi- 
tion, in  1908,  and  again  when  the  eighteenth  amendment  became 
a  law  of  our  nation,  that  the  problem  of  the  great  curse  of  drink 
had  been  solved.  But  the  facts  do  not  prove  this  conclusion  to 
be  true.

In  our  nation,  the  liquor  forces  are  still  exceedingly  active.  I 
quote  from  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  of  October 
24th.  "The  work  of  the  prohibition  enforcement  authorities 
becomes  more  vigorous.  The  capture  recently  of  the  British  ves- 
sel with  $500,000  worth  of  bootleg  liquor  on  board  revealed  the 
alertness  of  the  prohibition  officers,  their  system  of  entrapping 
the  rum  merchants,  and  the  existence  of  a  British,  Canadian  and 
American  whiskey  ring.  It  is  reported  to  have  a  ten-million- 
dollar  capital  and  to  own  a  fleet  of  rum  ships  for  the  purpose  of 
smuggling  bootleg  into  the  United  States." 

The  report  of  Mr.  Roy  A.  Haynes,  prohibition  commissioner, 
Washington,  D.  C,  shows  that  the  number  of  bonded  warehouses 
has  been  reduced  from  29  6  to  28,  and  that  the  amount  of  whiskey 
that  is  being  used  according  to  prohibition  laws  is  constantly 
decreasing.  The  present  consumption  of  whiskey  officially 
released  on  permits  is  a  little  more  than  one  per  cent  of  whiskey 
consumed  prior  to  prohibition.  In  the  last  fiscal  year,  more  than 
68,000  arrests  were  made  for  violation  of  the  prohibition  laws, 
and  more  than  five  million  dollars  in  fines  and  forfeitures  col- 
lected. This  proves,  to  some  extent,  the  activities  of  our  prohibi- 
tion officers. 

There  is  yet  need  of  much  improvement  in  the  enforcement  of 
law.  The  Turlington  Act,  section  2,  says:  "No  person  shall 
manufacture,  sell,  barter,  transport,  import,  export,  deliver,  fur- 
nish, purchase  or  possess  any  intoxicating  liquor  except  as  author- 
ized in  this  act." 

Several  things  can  be  done  to  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  our 
prohibition  laws,  Citizens  should  be  more  active  in  their  efforts 
to  assist  our  officers.  Many  people  will  volunteer  no  information, 
and  will  hardly  tell,  under  oath,  what  they  know  about  the  viola- 
tion of  this  law.  Many,  when  on  jury,  will  not  convict,  even  on 
strong  evidence  of  the  officers. 

We  believe  that  most  of  our  judges  are  now  disposed  to  enforce 
the  law,  but  we  venture  to  suggest  that  fines  and  forfeitures  will 
not  be  as  effective  as  imprisonments  and  road  sentences.  There 
is  need  of  more  stringent  law,  and  enforcement,  against  the  driv- 
ing of  automobiles  when  under  the  influence  of  drink.  The  carry- 
ing of  concealed  weapons  while  hauling  or  possessing  whiskey  in 
defiance  of  law,  ought  to  be  more  severely  punished. 

We  suggest  that  those  who  do  not  have  a  copy  of  "The  Tur- 
lington Act,"  which  is  now  a  law  in  North  Carolina,  write  to  Rev. 
R.  L.  Davis,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  and  ask  him  for  a  copy  of  the  North 
Carolina  Edition  of  the  American  Issue,  containing  that  act,  read 
it  carefully  and  proceed  to  help   to   abolish  the   great   curse   of 

intemperance.

Resolved  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Association,  that  the  late 
legislature  made  a  mistake  in  legalizing  public  boxing  matches 
which  are  really  prize  fights  in  various  cities  in  our  state,  that 
we  earnestly  urge  our  people  to  refrain  from  attending  them  and 
to  use  their  influence  with  members  of  the  legislature  to  secure 
the  repeal  of  the  law. 

Bro.  G.  T.  Mills  submitted  the  report  on  Memorial  Service, 
which  was  adopted. 

MEMORIAL  SERVICE 

There  is  a  time  when  we  are  all  called  upon  to  take  up  our 
crosses  and  follow  the  Master.  The  way  of  the  cross  is  beset  with 
difficulties,  but  from  him  who  gave  the  cross,  there  comes  help 
and  power  to  go  on  to  the  completion  of  the  great  task  that  is 
set  before  us. 

There  also  comes  to  one  and  all  of  God's  children  a  time  to  lay 
the  cross  down  and  take  up  the  crown.  That  is  a  time  not  to  be 
dreaded,  but  to  be  looked  forward  to,  with  great  joy,  for  to  the 
Christian  it  means  triumphant  victory  over  the  last  enemy,  and 
then  to  be  forever  with  the  Lord. 

Since  we  last  met  in  this  capacity  seventy-two  souls  have  been 
called  home,  we  trust  to  be  with  God.  To  those  who  are  sad  on 
the  account  of  departed  loved  ones  we  offer  our  sympathy  and 
prayers. 

We  would  like  to  mention  the  names  of  these  beloved  dead, 
but  we  do  not  know  them  and  therefore  we  leave  them  in  the 
hands  of  Him  who  doeth  all  things  well.

We,  the  Raleigh  Association  wish  to  extend  to  the  membership 
of  Apex  church  and  to  the  good  people  of  Apex  and  vicinity  our 
sincere  thanks  for  their  unstinted  hospitality  to  us  during  our 
session  with  them  and  for  the  good  fellowship  expressed  in  every 
way  to  us. 

Bro.  T.  Ivey,  who  was  appointed  historian  at  our  1923 
session,  stated  that  at  present  he  was  not  prepared  to  make 
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the  report,  and  upon  motion  he  was  requested  to  have  the 
report  ready  at  our  next  session. 

Bro.  W.  A.  Cooper  presented  the  Report  on  Digest  of 
Church  Letters,  which  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  DIGEST  OF  LETTERS 

The  object  of  this  report  is  to  give  a  comparative  statement 
of  what  is  being  done  by  our  churches  with  that  of  last  year,  and 
show  the  progress  made  from  year  to  year  we  have  reports  from 
all  of  the  thirty-four  churches  except  two,  Cannon  Grove  and 
Pilot. 

Cannon  Grove  is  practically  a  dead  church  having  no  regular 
service,  no  Sunday  school  and  no  officers. 

The  reports  show  that  in  the  Association  there  have  been  779 
Baptisms  this  year  which  is  329  more  than  last  year.  About  one 
to  11  members  and  an  expenditure  of  $120.35  for  Home  Expenses. 

Last  year  we  had  one  Baptism  for  each  18  members  and  expen- 
diture of  $202.04.  McCullers  and  Sorrells  reported  no  baptisms 
Shady  Grove  and  Reedy  Creek  one  each. 

We  find  that  there  are  8259  members  of  the  churches,  a  gain 
over  last  year  of  834. 

The  number  now  in  Sunday  school  8,545,  a  gain  over  last  year 
of  1602. 

The  churches  spent  for  local  work  and  expenses  $93,761.53, 
for  objects  of  75-Million  Campaign  $31,036.29,  total  $124,871.09. 
Average  per-capita  contribution  of  $15.10  ($11.35  for  local  work, 
$3.75  for  Benevolences)  and  $1.88  for  all  purposes.  Some 
churches  giving  as  low  as  30c  for  benevolences,  some  as  much  as 
$11.80  benevolences  and  $41.10  for  all  purposes. 

This  is  a  gain  of  contributions  over  last  year  for  local  work 
$11,531.10  and  a  loss  of  $4,082.61  for  Benevolences.

Mrs.  W.  N.  Jones,  State  President,  was  present  and  spoke 
for  a  few  minutes  on  the  winding  up  of  our  pledges  on  the 
75  Million  Campaign. 

It  was  a  rare  treat  to  have  present  Mrs.  W.  C.  James, 
President  of  the  W.  M.  U.  work  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  and  to  have  her  address  the  meeting.  She  told 
of  the  work  of  the  women  in  the  Southland  and  of  how  the 
women  in  foreign  lands  are  looking  to  us  for  the  Gospel  of 
religious  liberty.  The  fields  are  white,  young  men  and 
young  women  are  ready  to  go  with  the  message  of  glad 
tidings.  May  each  one  do  their  very  best  to  help  send  them 
with  the  message.

REPORT  ON  PERIODICALS 

The  Biblical  Recorder  is  the  organ  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion and  is  nearly  as  old  as  the  Convention  itself.  Its  subscription 
list  of  about  fifteen  thousand  names  comes  very  near  being  a  list 
of  North  Carolina  Baptist  families  who  have  a  vital  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  the  denomination.  The  fact  that  the  subscription  list 
is  not  growing  may  be  an  indication  that  Baptist  intelligence  is  not 
keeping  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  denomination.  However,  this 
situation  is  in  large  part  due  to  the  difficulty  of  selling  the  paper 
to  its  constituency.  Travelling  representatives  are  not  able  to 
make  expenses  and  turn  in  enough  new  subscriptions  to  net  a 
profit.  Our  pastors  and  leading  laymen  who  could  greatly  augment 
the  subscription  list  seldom  make  an  effort  to  do  so.  We  earnestly 
urge  our  people  to  read  the  Recorder  and  to  seek  to  induce  others 
to  do  so.  We  also  heartily  endorse  the  editorial  and  business  man- 
agement of  the  paper  and  its  faithful  stand  for  all  the  projects 
and  institutions  of  the  Convention.  Above  all,  we  value  its  brave 
but  unboasting  defense  of  the  faith  once  for  all  delivered  to  the 
saints.  We  also  endorse  Charity  and  Children.  It  is  a  faithful 
pleader  for  the  widow  and  orphan,  and,  besides,  is  a  first-class 
family  religious  newspaper.  We  are  highly  pleased  with  the 
periodicals  issued  by  the  Sunday  School  Board,  and  rejoice  in  the 
fact  that  our  people  have  about  ceased  to  patronize  weak,  non- 
denominational  publishing  houses  in  the  matter  of  Sunday  School 
literature.

AFTERNOON  SESSION— 1:30  O'CLOCK 

After  singing,  "My  Faith  Looks  Up  to  Thee,"  and  prayer 
by  Bro.  S.  J.  Betts,  Bro.  C.  C.  Wheeler  conducted  devotional 
exercises,  reading  the  11th  chapter  of  Hebrews,  "the  roll  call 
of  faith,"  and  in  a  forceful  way  portrayed  the  all  important 
requisite  of  faith  in  Christian  living. 

REPORT  ON  HOSPITALS 

For  the  fiscal  year  closing  June  1st,  there  were  1,600  patients 
admitted  to  the  Hospital;  335  of  these  were  charity  or  part  pay, 
and  the  cost  for  caring  for  these  averaged  $40  each — that  is,  the 
amount  the  denomination  was  required  to  spend  for  their  care  and 
healing,  in  addition  to  the  small  payments  made  by  part  of  these  or 
their  friends.  To  save  human  lives  and  prevent  the  tragedy  of 
broken  homes  at  the  rate  of  $40  each  is  the  most  economical  benev- 
olence open  to  our  Baptist  people. 

In  this  God-given  work  we  invite  the  Great  Physician,  we  pray 
for  divine  guidance,  we  minister  in  love,  and  all  this  has  a  beneficial 
effect  on  the  patient. 

It  requires  about  $6,350  per  month  to  meet  the  expenses  of  this 
great  plant.  We  must  have  this  much  money  or  go  in  debt.  You 
can  readily  see  that  we  must  have  many  pay  patients,  as  we  are 
borrowing  all  of  our  charity  and  will  have  to  do  that  until  next 
Mother's  Day,  in  May. 
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Were  it  not  for  the  pay  patients  from  Winston- Salem  and  sur- 
rounding country,  we  would  go  out  of  business  in  a  few  months. 
We  plead  for  greater  patronage. 

We  need  a  nurses'  home.  This  is  imperative.  We  are  using  one- 
third  of  our  private  rooms  for  nurses'  quarters,  thus  robbing  us  of 
a  great  source  of  income.  We  are  also  renting  a  building,  the  cost 
of  rent  and  equipment  being  $2,500  a  year.  The  girls  have  crowded 
quarters,  and  we  must  relieve  this  situation  at  a  nearly  date. 

We  offer  great  Christian  service  and  ministry.  We  have  one  of 
the  best-equipped  and  most  commodious  attractive  hospitals  in  the 
land.  We  have  a  location  unsurpassed  in  beauty  and  healthfulness. 
We  have  as  fine  a  staff  of  physicians  as  can  be  found.  We  are 
prepared  to  give  the  best  service.  We  want  to  care  for  all  of  the 
charity  that  apply  to  us  and  we  are  doing  this.  At  present  we  are 
asking  the  churches  sending  patients  to  assume  a  part  of  the  cost 
of  the  patient  sent.  This  enables  us  to  care  for  a  greater  nuniDer, 
for  if  the  church  will  care  for  an  amount  equal  to  $35  per  patient 
it  would  enable  us  to  increase  the  number  of  charity  patients  about 
300  each  year. 

We  would  urge  the  co-operation  of  the  Raleigh  Association  in 
saving  hundreds  of  lives  and  relieving  much  suffering.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

Never  since  the  organization  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of 
North  Carolina,  at  Greenville  in  1830,  has  the  work  been  more 
vital  and  constructive.  State  Missions  have  accomplished  marvel- 
ous results  during  these  ninety-four  years.  As  we  face  the  future, 
the  task  is  by  no  means  finished.  To  save  all,  we  must  save  the 
State. 

Our  Workers 

There  are  145  missionaries  in  the  employ  of  the  Board  this  year. 
These  supply  the  needs  of  many  destitute  communities  and  sec- 
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tions  of  our  State  where  the  Baptist  message  is  not  heard.     God 
has  marvelously  blessed  the  labors  of  these  servants. 

Our  Sunday  School  workers  are  organizing  and  building  up  the 
teaching  work  of  our  denomination.  These  are  aided  by  the  asso- 
ciational  workers  and  the  field  secretaries  sent  out  by  the  Sunday 
School  Board  of  Nashville. 

There  are  four  all-time  workers,  who  devote  their  entire  time 
to  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  of  the  State.-  This  phase  of  our  work  is 
developing  the  talent  of  our  young  people  for  larger  service  in 
Kingdom  work  in  their  own  communities. 

There  are  four  all-time  workers  in  the  W.  M.  U.  Department, 
with  other  associational  workers.  Our  women  have  taught  us  the 
value  of  organization  and  prayerful  devotion  to  the  great  task  of 
saving  the  lost  and  training  the  saved.  We  owe  much  to  the  good 
women  of  our  denomination. 

The  Department  of  Evangelism  is  manned  by  four  all-time 
evangelists  and  one  giving  his  entire  time  to  the  evangelization  of 
the  Negroes  of  the  State.  This  is  the  first  year  that  North  Caro- 
lina has  made  any  effort  along  this  line  in  behalf  of  the  black 
brother.  This  seems  to  be  the  beginning  of  better  racial  under- 
standing in  our  State. 

The  student  work  at  the  State  colleges  is  yielding  large  results. 
We  pay  the  salaries  of  three  student  secretaries  who  devote  their 
whole  time  to  looking  after  the  welfare  of  the  Baptist  students  at 
these  institutions.  Thus  we  are  doing  our  utmost  to  conserve  the 
spirituality  of  the  boys  and  girls  "while  going  through  the  most 
critical  state  of  their  lives. 

Just  now  we  are  seriously  handicapped  on  account  of  limited 
funds.  May  God  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  our  people  to  make  more 
generous  offerings  to  the  cause  of  State  Missions.  It  would  be  an 
epoch  in  the  history  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  if  we  could  go  to 
this  year's  Convention  clear  of  debt.

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REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  Home  Mission  Board  presented  its  eightieth  annual  report  to 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  last  May  in  Memphis,  Tenn. 
Eighty  years  of  service  by  this  board  since  its  organization  in  1845 
constitute  a  real  romance  in  Home  Missions.  Through  many  vicissi- 
tudes and  steady  and  unvarying  purpose  for  the  salvation  of  the 
lost  and  the  upbuilding  of  the  Kingdom  in  our  Southland,  the  Home 
Mission  Board  presents  an  unbroken  history  of  fidelity  and  spiritual 
conquest. 

It  has  been  for  Southern  Baptists  the  one  great  constructive, 
co-operative  and  unifying  agency.  It  has  been  the  foster  mother  of 
our  weaker  enterprises,  the  founder  and  support  of  thousands  of 
our  churches,  and  the  forerunner  of  most  all  our  State  Conventions 
and  a  stimulating  factor  in  their  organization  and  progress. 

For  the  last  twenty-five  years  the  advance  in  Home  Missions  has 
been  at  times  remarkable  and  always  continuous  and  healthy.  It 
reached  its  highest  point  in  1920,  the  first  year  of  the  75-Million 
Campaign.  Since  that  time,  due  to  various  causes,  but  chiefly  to 
the  falling  off  in  receipts,  the  Board  has  made  severe  and  drastic 
retrenchment  in  many  phases  of  its  work.  In  some  instances  such 
severe  retrenchment  has  brought  the  work  to  the  verge  of  calamity. 
The  Board  has  had  to  stand  still  in  the  face  of  countless  calls  and 
unwonted  opportunities.  Fields  ripe  for  the  harvest  have  cried  out 
for  the  sickle  of  the  reaper  and  the  Board  has  not  been  able  to 
thrust  laborers  sufficient  into  harvest  fields  to  garner  the  grain. 

At  the  recent  annual  meeting  in  June,  on  account  of  the  heavy 
and  burdensome  debt,  the  Board  had  to  still  further  retrench. 
Enlargement,  on  the  contrary,  is  called  for  in  every  direction: 

First.   In  an  increase  of  forces;  second,  in  better  equipment. 

The  Board  has  need  for  at  least  fifty  capable  young  women  and 
as  many  men  in  the  field  at  home  and  a  half  dozen  young  women 
for  Cuba. 

In  equipment  the  needs  are  even  greater — for  school  buildings  in 
El  Paso,  Texas,  and  Havana,  Cuba;  the  enlargement  and  better 
equipment  of  our  thirty  mountain  schools;  at  least  fifty  chapels  in 
the  homeland  and  Cuba  and  Panama.  The  greatest  need  of  the 
Board  just  now  is  a  mighty  increase  in  financial  receipts  to  lift  the 
heavy  burden  of  debt  and  prepare  for  the  recovery  of  lost  ground 
and  to  enter  new  fields  that  are  white  unto  harvest. 

Notwithstanding  the  retrenchments  made,  the  Board  presents  a 
year  of  wonderful  results: 

With  1,077  missionaries,  they  report  49,219  weeks  of  labor;  2,381 
churches  and  stations;  144,087  sermons  and  addresses;  30,027 
additions  by  baptisms;  4,896  by  letter;  total  additions,  50,354;  210 
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churches  constituted;  355  churches  houses  built  or  improved;  608 
Sunday  Schools  organized;  distributed  12,995  Bibles  and  Testa- 
ments. 

The  Home  Mission  field  was  never  so  great  and  urgent  as  now. 
To  save  our  own  land  is  a  condition  of  saving  the  lost  in  distant 
lands.  Home  Missions  furnish  the  great  base  of  supplies  for  the 
work  at  home  and  afar. 

Let's  remember  the  Board  and  all  its  work  in  our  prayers  and 
come  with  greater  liberality  in  our  gifts.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

God  has  blessed  our  work  abroad.  Last  year  was  a  triumphant 
year.  The  fact  that  our  missionaries  baptized  12,134  people  into 
the  membership  of  our  churches  on  our  foreign  mission  fields  is  an 
achievement  which  should  set  our  hearts  aglow  with  joy.  In  order 
to  illustrate  other  triumphs,  we  quote  here  some  paragraphs  taken 
from  some  of  the  reports  from  the  various  fields  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board. 

This  being  the  year  of  our  Diamond  Jubilee  of  our  work  in 
Africa,  we  look  back  with  rejoicing  and  thanksgiving  for  all  that 
God  has  done  in  this  land.  A  great  expansion  has  taken  place 
during  the  last  few  years  all  over  the  country,  especially  in  the 
outlying  districts.  Much  of  this  has  been  the  result  of  Home 
Missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  the  independent  churches. 

Where  the  evangelistic  spirit  reigns,  new  churches  spring  up.  For 
example,  there  have  been  eighteen  new  churches  organized  north 
of  the  State  of  Bahia,  Brazil,  during  the  year.  Not  only  have  new 
churches  been  organized,  but  the  old  ones  have  developed  in  every 
line  of  activity.  They  have  made  marvelous  strides  in  Sunday 
School  work.  Many  of  the  churches  have  built  or  bought  new 
houses  this  year.  One  church  in  Bahia  built  a  new  house,  outgrew 
it,  and  enlarged  it,  all  in  one  year. 

Two  years  ago  a  Chilean  Home  Mission  Board  was  organized  to 
carry  the  Gospel  into  the  frontier.  The  Board  is  composed  of  five 
missionaries  and  five  Chileans,  named  by  the  convention,  and  ad- 
ministers the  funds  raised  by  the  churches,  supplemented  by  an 
equal  amount  from  the  Richmond  Board.  During  the  past  year  they 
have  supported  three  missionaries,  who  are  doing  a  great  work  in 
the  regions  beyond. 

Many  feel  that  the  anti-Christian  movement  in  China  has  come 
too  late.  There  is  too  large  and  strong  an  army  of  Christian  men 
and  women  from  the  mission  schools  for  such  a  movement  to  make 
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much  progress.  It  is  true  that  Christianity  thrives  on  persecution. 
Our  Christian  people  are  rising  up  and  showing  where  they  stand. 
Well-written  English  articles  by  Chinese  who  have  been  educated 
in  mission  schools  are  appearing  in  the  newspapers  in  highest 
praise  of  missionaries  and  their  work.  It  is  also  encouraging  to 
note  that  many  of  the  better  class  of  Chinese  do  not  seem  to  sym- 
pathize with  this  movement  and.  take  no  part  in  it.  There  seems 
to  be  no  need  for  discouragement  on  account  of  it,  but  rather  reason 
to  feel  that  it  will  help  and  not  hinder  the  spread  of  the  Gospel. 

Our  China  Baptist  Publication  Society  is  one  phase  of  our  foreign 
mission  enterprise  which  serves  every  phase  of  work  and  con- 
tributes in  a  vital  way  to  every  department  of  our  church  life. 
The  society  is  publishing  tracts  for  general  distribution,  books  of 
many  kinds,  including  theological  textbooks,  books  for  training 
courses  in  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work,  biographies  of 
noted  Kingdom  leaders,  complete  Bibles,  New  Testaments,  and 
Scripture  portions  for  easy  use,  a  full  line  of  Sunday  School  litera- 
ture, the  True  Light  Magazine,  Kind  Words,  and  the  New  East. 
During  the  year  the  society  has  sent  out  of  the  above  publications 
1,791,236  copies,  with  a  grand  total  of  37,693,155  pages. 

This  past  year  has  been  the  best  in  the  Italian  Mission  since  the 
outbreak  of  the  World  War.  The  largest  number  of  Baptisms  ever 
reported  in  our  missions  consoles  us  no  little. 

Two  hundred  and  fourteen  new  members  baptized  into  Christ  and 
a  large  number  of  enquirers  for  1925,  make  us  more  hopeful  for  the 
future.  Last  year  we  had  twice  as  many  baptisms  per  member  as 
either  Virginia  or  Georgia  had,  while  the  difficulties  are  immensely 
greater.  This  represents  an  increase  of  64  per  cent  over  1923. 
Our  present  church  membership  is  2,210,  while  we  have  a  greater 
number  outside  of  our  fold  who  sympathize  with  us,  many  of  whom 
actually  attend  our  services  and  contribute  materially  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  our  work.  There  is  also  a  growing  sense  of  responsi- 
bility and  earnestness  among  our  pastors,  who  ardently  desire  to 
evangelize  the  public  and  to  develope  the  spiritual  life  of  our 
Italian  brethren. 

Established  April  11,  1916,  with  105  students  and  a  teaching  force 
of  12,  the  Willinham  Memorial  School  for  boys  at  Fukuoka,  Japan, 
has  grown  until  we  have  today  a  school  of  three  departments,  viz., 
middle  school,  college,  and  theological  seminary,  with  a  total  enroll- 
ment of  635  students  and  more  than  50  teachers. 

As  to  our  work  in  Jerusalem :  The  energy  with  which  Jews  resent 
missionary  work  among  them  prevents  much  publicity.  The  small 
number  of  those  who  are  willing  to  pay  the  price  of  confession  are 
faithful.  This  means  that  we  have  a  group  in  Jerusalem  which  can 
sing,  "How  Firm  a  Foundation." 
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It  makes  us  sad  to  turn  from  reporting  these  triumphs  to  the 
financial  embarrassment  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board,  caused  by 
the  failure  of  the  churches  to  support  it  properly.  The  Board  re- 
ported to  the  last  Southern  Baptist  Convention  a  debt  of  $1,250,000. 
This  debt  came  through  no  extravagance  on  the  part  of  the  Board. 
In  fact,  the  Board  has  been  cutting  its  appropriations  severely  for 
the  past  three  years,  and  is  now  holding  back  more  than  100  volun- 
teers who  are  ready  to  go  to  the  front.  It  has  also  denied  for  two 
years  any  additional  equipment  to  the  missionaries.  This  debt 
grew  because  our  Baptist  people  are  not  giving  adequately.  The 
large  program  of  the  Board  cannot  be  maintained  upon  the  amounts 
they  are  now  giving. 

What  is  the  remedy  for  the  present  distressing  situation? 
The  simple  remedy  is  for  the  churches  to  put  on  the  1925-26 
program.  Let  the  churches  make  the  every-member  canvass  and 
support  the  great  program,  including  all  the  interests  fostered  by 
Southern  Baptists,  and  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  will  be  cared  for 
along  with  all  the  others.  The  practical  and  the  efficient  thing  for 
the  churches  to  do  is  to  put  on  a  real  program  now  for  the  coming 
year.  In  co-operation  with  our  brethren,  we  will  serve  and 
strengthen  our  foreign  mission  enterprise  and  the  cause  of  our 
Lord  will  grow  and  glow  and  so  will  our  hearts  for  the  coming  year.

Relief  at  this  time,  due  to  his  inability  to  be  with  the  Associa- 
tion on  the  following  day.  On  motion,  the  discussion  of  the 
report  was  postponed  until  tomorrow  at  11  o'clock. 
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REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF 

In  the  November  issue  of  the  American  Magazine,  there  appears 
a  biographical  sketch  of  George  W.  Truett,  the  greatest  living 
Baptist  preacher.  It  is  there  related  that  recently  a  wealthy  friend 
gave  him  an  undivided  interest  in  an  oil  lease  of  immense  value. 
Dr.  Truett  returned  it,  saying:  "I  can  have  no  affairs  outside  the 
ministry." 

This  incident  reveals  something  of  the  greatness  of  the  man,  and 
strikingly  exemplifies  the  true  ideal  for  the  ministry.  There  are 
ministers  who  have  grown  rich  in  a  material  way.  Their  wealth 
has  been  honestly  acquired,  and  they  are  interesting  and  important 
men;  but  they  are  not  great  preachers.  From  the  time  of  Peter 
and  Pentecost  to  this  good  hour,  the  world  has  been  moved  in  a 
spiritual  way  only  by  men  who  knew  not  and  sought  not  the  ways 
of  wealth  and  ease. 

Thus  it  should  be.  There  can  be  no  lowering  of  this  standard. 
All  honor  to  the  countless  host  of  faithful  Baptist  preachers  who 
have  held  to  this  ideal!  And  yet  how  idle  and  hollow  would  be  our 
glorification  of  this  standard,  if  we  should  fail  to  provide  adequately 
for  the  support  of  our  aged  or  disabled  ministers  and  their  depend- 
ents. And  how  grievous  and  cruel  a  blunder  we  make  if  we  count 
this  provision  as  a  matter  of  charity,  rather  than  a  matter  of  right. 

As  was  elaborately  outlined  in  the  able  report  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted by  Brother  T.  Ivey  at  the  last  Association — and  all  the 
ministers  particularly  will  do  well  to  refer  to  that  report — our 
denomination  is  dealing  with  this  matter  in  a  large  and  business- 
like mannei*.  There  is  a  relief  department  with  assets  of  more 
than  a  half  million  dollars  available  for  the  relief  of  ministers  and 
dependents  who  are  ineligible  or  who  have  not  come  under  the 
provisions  of  the  annuity  department.  This  latter  department, 
with  assets  of  more  than  a  million  and  a  quarter  dollars,  affords  a 
plan  of  insurance  under  which  ministers  at  one  fifth  of  actual  cost 
may  secure  adequate  protection  for  themselves  and  their  depend- 
ents in  the  event  of  old  age  or  disability.  Any  minister  who  fails 
to  avail  himself  of  the  advantages  of  this  annuity  department,  if 
eligible,  is  derelict  in  his  duty  to  himself  and  his  family. 

As  a  denomination,  we  will  dishonor  ourselves  if  we  fail  in  any 
degree  to  keep  up  this  fund  or  neglect  to  provide  for  these  veterans 
of  the  Cross,  who  "have  counted  all  things  but  loss  for  the  excel- 
lency of  the  knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus  their  Lord."

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REPORT  ON  THE  CO-OPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  Co-operative  Program  is  an  effort  to  provide  adequately  for 
the  support  of  all  the  objects  fostered  by  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention, except  our  Thomasville  Orphanage,  including  State,  Home 
and  Foreign  Missions,  Christian  Education,  Hospitals,  and  Old 
Ministers'  Relief,  by  all  of  our  churches  and  individual  members 
working  at  the  same  task  at  the  same  time.  The  undesignated 
funds  received  for  the  support  of  these  different  objects  are  divided 
according  to  a  ratio  agreed  upon  by  the  conventions  and  by  those 
who  are  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  different  depart- 
ments of  our  work. 

This  plan  of  co-operation  under  which  our  churches,  many  of 
them,  have  been  working  for  the  past  six  years  has  demonstrated 
its  worth.  It  is  comprehensive,  embracing  all  the  objects  to  which 
Southern  Baptists  plan  to  give  during  the  coming  associational 
year.  It  is  Scriptural  because  it  plans  to  enlist  all  the  members 
of  our  churches  in  giving  regularly  to  all  the  objects  included  in 
the  Program  of  Jesus  as  the  Lord  has  prospered  them.  It  is 
urgent  because  all  phases  of  our  missionary,  educational  and  benev- 
olent work  are  in  great  need  of  larger  support.  Our  boards  and 
institutions  are  greatly  handicapped  by  debt,  and  they  are  unable 
to  answer  the  many  challenging  calls  that  come  from  every  side. 
It  is  practicable.  If  every  church  in  this  Association  would  share 
in  bearing  its  part  of  the  divine  obligation  to  make  Jesus  known 
around  the  world  by  giving  week  by  week  as  the  Lord  prospers, 
ample  funds  would  be  forthcoming  to  take  care  of  all  our  causes. 
Then  why  not? 

How  can  this  plan  be  made  operative?  That  is  the  vital  ques- 
tion. By  every  church  in  the  Raleigh  Association,  and  in  every' 
other  Association,  securing  through  an  every-member  canvass, 
December  6  to  13,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as  practicable,  a  definite 
subscription  from  every  member  to  the  general  denominational 
enterprises  embraced  in  the  program.  This  is  just  as  necessary  as 
it  is  to  secure  definite  subscriptions  for  the  year  for  pastor's  salary 
and  other  local  church  expenses.  , 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  this  Association  stand 
squarely  behind  the  1925  Program,  that  the  representatives  of  the 
churches  go  back  home  and  see  to  it  that  every  member  in  their 
churches  have  an  opportunity  to  help  finish  up  in  a  worthy  way  the 
1925  Program  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

We  recommend  further  that  this  Association  accept  as  its  ob- 
jective for  1926  the  same  as  it  had  this  year,  $35,000,  exclusive 
of  what  may  be  given  to  the  Orphanage,  and  that  this  amount  be 
divided  as  equitably  as  possible  among  all  the  churches,  and  that 
they  be  asked  to  undertake  to  get  their  members  to  underwrite  the

objective  of  the  local  church  on  December  6  to  13,  or  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  that  the  churches  employ  every  agency  that  may  be 
necessary  in  gathering,  the  funds  regularly. 

Your  committee  further  recommends  that  we  pledge  anew  our 
loyalty  and  devotion  to  all  of  Christ's  causes  as  embraced  in  the 
Co-operative  Program,  and  that  we  promise  God  and  our  brethren 
that  we  will  do  our  best  for  this  plan  and  these  causes  during  this 
new  associational  year.

EVENING  SESSION— 7:30  O'CLOCK 

Following  a  song  service  and  prayer  by  Bro.  Theo.  B. 
Davis,  devotional  services  were  conducted  by  Bro.  Roy  Morris, 
who  read  a  part  of  the  22nd  chapter  of  Luke.  Theme,  "The 
Power  of  Prayer." 

The  sermon  of  the  evening  was  preached  by  Bro.  J.  A. 
Ellis,  who  selected  his  text  from  a  portion  of  the  fifth  verse  of 
the  sixth  chapter  of  Second  Samuel,  "And  David  and  all  the 
house  of  Israel  played  before  the  Lord  on  all  manner  of  in- 
struments." His  message  was  a  plea  for  religious  tolerance, 
the  right  of  each  individual  to  worship  God  and  serve  Him 
according  as  God  has  endowed  him.  "God  has  a  place  and 
plan  for  every  man. ' ' 

The  Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order. 
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REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Our  denomination  is  realizing  more  and  more  that  our  progress 
along  all  lines  is  dependent  upon  the  policy  we  adopt  in  regard  to 
our  educational  program.  North  Carolina,  we  know,  is  making  rapid 
progress  educationally  and  expending  large  sums  of  money  on  its 
State  institutions.  This  fact  makes  it  imperative  that  North  Caro- 
lina Baptists  inaugurate  a  sound  and  progressive  system  of  educa- 
tion in  order  to  hold  the  young  people  who  already  belong  to  the 
denomination  and  enlist  those  who  are  not  affiliated  with  any  de- 
nomination. 

There  is  no  occasion  for  unfriendly  rivalry  among  the  various 
educational  institutions  in  the  State.  There  is  a  large  field  for 
every  agency  to  exercise  its  powers  to  the  fullest  extent.  All  are 
working  for  the  highest  development  of  the  young  people.  Chris- 
tian education  has  the  grave  responsibility  of  training  the  heart 
as  well  as  the  mind.  Our  Baptist  institutions  teach  the  Bible  and 
train  students  for  the  ministry  and  to  become  Sunday  School  teach- 
ers and  workers  in  Baptist  Young  People's  Unions  and  Missionary 
Societies.  Their  great  aim  is  to  make  well  rounded,  capable  and 
efficient  citizens.  Most  of  the  churches  represented  here  have  been 
beneficiaries  of  the  work  of  the  Baptist  educational  institutions.  The 
churches  thus  benefited  can  show  their  appreciation  for  the  services 
rendered  and  for  the  services  that  they  can  depend  upon  receiving 
in  the  future  by  supporting  all  the  objects  fostered  by  the  denomi- 
nation. The  fact  that  our  schools  and  colleges,  almost  without 
exception,  are  filled  to  capacity,  indicates  that  our  people  are  look- 
ing to  our  denominational  institutions  for  the  training  of  their  sons 
and  daughters.  In  order  that  these  institutions  may  adequately 
meet  the  increasing  demands  made  upon  them,  they  must  be  pro- 
vided with  the  best  possible  equipment,  including  teachers,  libraries, 
laboratories,  and  buildings. 

In  comparing  the  work  of  the  past  two  years,  three  facts  are 
noticeable:  First,  the  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  students 
who  continue  in  college  through  the  higher  classes  and  graduate; 
second,  the  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  college  students  in  the 
junior  colleges,  for  the  short  period  of  their  operation;  third,  the 
great  number  of  students,  in  all  our  institutions,  who  have  given 
themselves  to  some  definite  service  for  the  Kingdom,  the  study  for 
the  ministry  or  some  phase  of  mission  work. 

A  brief  review  of  the  enrollments  of  our  colleges  and  high  schools 
should  impress  upon  us  the  importance  of  the  work  they  are  doing. 
In  most  cases  the  figures  are  for  the  last  school  year  and  are  sub- 
ject to  correction. 

1.  Chowan  College  had  enrolled  125  students  with  about  11  Stu- 
dent Volunteers;  2.  Meredith  College  had  enrolled  465,  with  35  Stu- 
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dent  Volunteers;  3.  Wake  Forest  College  enrolled  750  students  in 
regular  session  (and  470  summer  school),  with  93  ministerial  stu- 
dents and  8  Student  Volunteers. 

1.  Mars  Hill  Junior  College  had  181  college  students  and  364 
high  school  students,  with  58  ministerial  students;  2.  Wingate  Jun- 
ior College  had  64  college  students  and  292  high  school  students, 
with  4  ministerial  students. 

1.  Boiling  Springs  High  School  had  300  students,  with  29  minis- 
terial students;  2.  Buies  Creek  Academy  had  335  students,  with  32 
ministerial  students;  3.  Thomasville  Orphanage,  419. 

In  the  six  schools  maintained  by  the  Mission  Board  (Fruitland, 
Haywood,  Mountain  View,  Round  Hill,  Sylva,  and  Yancey),  there 
were  977  students. 

In  all  the  schools  there  were  1,585  college  students  and  2,685 
high  school  students,  or  a  grand  total  of  4,272.

A.  A.  Pippin  conducted  devotional  services,  reading  fif- 
teen verses  of  the  fifteenth  chapter  of  John.  Theme,  "The 
Importance  and  Power  of  Prayer."

The  Moderator  called  the  body  to  order. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  2,181  Sunday  Schools  with  a  mem- 
bership of  287,466.  In  schools  and  membership,  Texas  leads  the 
South.  Georgia  has  eleven  more  schools,  but  30,839  less  in  mem- 
bership than  North  Carolina,  but  Georgia  has  300  more  churches 
than  we  have.  North  Carolina  clearly  leads  all  other  Southern 
States  in  Sunday  School  work.  During  1924  American  Sunday 
Schools  sustained  a  loss  in  membership,  but  Southern  Baptists 
added  155,000  new  members.  North  Carolina  in  1924  added  12,269. 
In  five  years,  we  have  gained  73,048. 

Besides  membership  gains,  there  are  marked  improvements  in 
organization,  building  and  equipment,  teacher  training  and  work- 
ing for  standard  of  excellence. 

We  are  glad  to  note  from  our  Secretary's  report  for  1924  that 
our  Association  stands  third  from  the  top  in  the  State  as  to  ratio 
of  the  Sunday  School  membership  to  the  church  membership,  being 
exceeded  only  by  Piedmont  and  Gaston  Associations.  However, 
there  is  much  for  us  to  do  in  our  Association,  including  a  larger 
membership,  better  trained  teachers  and  more  vacation  Bible 
School  work.  There  is  a  great  opportunity  for  service  with  the 
vacation  Bible  School  and  more  of  our  Sunday  Schools  ought  to  do 
this  work. 

We  should  always  bear  in  mind  that  a  Sunday  School  is  a  school 
where  people  are  taught  the  Bible  and  that  this  school  cannot  do 
its  best  work  without  good  management,  good  teachers  and  good 
equipment.  Although  we  take  pride  in  the  Sunday  School  member- 
ship of  8,449  reported  for  last  year  in  the  Raleigh  Association,  we 
know  that  there  are  thousands  of  others  who  ought  to  be  in  our 
schools.  Every  one  of  our  Sunday  Schools  should  work  for  the 
largest  possible  membership.  We  want  to  teach  the  Bible  and  teach 
it  to  as  many  people  as  we  can  get  in  our  schools. 

But  teaching  the  Bible  to  a  large  number  of  people  is  not  all. 
Our  greatest  and  holiest  task  is  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ  and  see 
that  more  of  our  people  enter  the  church  membership  from  our 
Sunday  School.

REPORT  ON  ORPHANAGE 

This  report  is  not  made  to  give  information  in  general  of  our 
Orphanage  Work  and  needs,  but  rather  to  call  the  attention  of  this 
body  to  the  fact  that  one  of  our  most  needy  and  promising  chil- 
dren in  the  denomination  is  the  Thomasville  Baptist  Orphanage  at 
Thomasville  and  its  branch,  the  Kennedy  Memorial  Home,  near 
Kinston.  These  institutions  are  always  full.  Numerous  little  feet 
stand  at  the  door,  and  pleading  hands  are  outstretched  for  a  prac- 
tical expression  of  the  greatest  thing  in  the  world  from  our  Baptist 
people. 

The  poor  are  always  with  us,  and  in  our  ministrations  we  cannot 
afford  to  neglect  these  little  treasures  ashore  on  the  drift  of  time. 
Your  committee  would  make  four  recommendations  to  the  churches 
composing  this  Association: 

1.  That  each  Sunday  School  place  Charity  and  Children  in  every 
home,  if  possible,  by  the  club  plan. 

2.  That  each  Sunday  School  give  one  Sunday's  offering  each 
month  to  the  Orphanage,  preferably  the  first  Sunday's. 

3.  That  each  pastor  emphasize  the  one-day's  income  offering  to 
the  Orphanage  on  Thanksgiving  from  each  member  of  his  church. 
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4.  That  each  Christian,  in  making  his  will,  let  the  Orphanage 
have  a  large  place  in  his  mind  and  heart.

The  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  B.  Y.  P.  U.  WORK 

To  those  of  us  who  remember  the  struggles  that  the  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
work  was  having  twenty-five  years  or  more  ago,  its  present  accom- 
plishment is  wonderful.  The  present  B.  Y.  P.  U.  organization  of 
North  Carolina  was  formed  in  1909  and  the  first  State  Convention 
was  held  at  Durham  in  1910.  At  that  Convention  fifteen  years  ago 
ten  unions  were  represented.  The  last  convention  was  held  at 
Salisbury  in  June,  1925,  and  was  attended  by  more  than  sixteen 
hundred  representatives.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  State  Conventions  have 
become  the  largest  Baptist  meetings  in  North  Carolina. 

There  are  unions  in  eleven  hundred  and  fifty  churches  and  in 
many  of  our  schools  and  colleges  in  the  State,  making  the  total 
number  of  unions  in  North  Carolina  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
four.  This  is  splendid,  but  we  must  at  the  same  time  remember 
that  there  are  at  least  one  thousand  churches  in  North  Carolina 
which  have  no  unions  and  are  without  the  valuable  training  services 
furnished  by  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  In  the  Raleigh  Association  we  have 
unions  in  thirty-three  churches.  There  are,  therefore,  twelve 
churches  in  our  Association  without  such  organizations.  We  have 
thirteen  junior  unions,  five  intermediate  unions  and  twenty-five 
senior  unions  in  the  thirty-three  churches  where  the  work  is  fos- 
tered. 

In  the  State  we  have  three  wholetime  workers  in  the  field,  these 
being  Mr.  Perry  Morgan,  General  Secretary,  Mr.  Edwin  S.  Pres- 
ton, Field  Secretary,  and  Miss  Winnie  Rickett,  who  is  the  Junior 
and  Intermediate  Secretary.  They  conduct  training  schools  and  in- 
stitutes, hold  associational  and  district  rallies,  and  plan  for  the 
programs  and  meetings  of  the  State  conventions.     Their  services 
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are  obtainable  for  work  in  city,  town  and  country  churches  any- 
where in  the  State.  They  may  be  reached  by  a  letter  addressed  to 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

This  work  is  fostered  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the 
Sunday  School  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Pas- 
tors everywhere  commend  the  work  accomplished  by  the  unions  in 
the  highest  terms. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  one  of  the  greatest  training  agencies  of  the 
young  people  in  our  denomination.  Its  object  is  declared  in  its 
constitution  to  be  "The  increased  spirituality  of  the  young  Chris- 
tians, their  training  in  essential  church  activities,  their  edification 
in  Scriptural  knowledge,  their  instruction  in  Baptist  doctrine,  and 
history,  and  their  enlistment  in  all  forms  of  missionary  endeavor 
through  existing  denominational  organizations."  This  is  a  great 
aim  and  its  accomplishment  has  been  undertaken  and  carried  on  in  a 
great  way.  Their  program  is  for  enlightenment  and  enlistment. 
They  have  a  curriculum  of  twelve  books  in  addition  to  the  topics 
studied  in  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  quarterly.  These  books  deal  with  such 
subjects  as  stewardship,  church  membership,  Sunday  School  and 
church  methods,  Bible  study,  doctrine,  Christian  service  and  Bap- 
tist history.  The  work  is  truly  educational,  and  is  bearing  rich 
fruitage  from  year  to  year  in  preparing  our  young  people  for 
active,  intelligent  and  capable  participation  in  advancing  our  great 
cause.  Those  advantaged  by  such  training  readily  take  leadership 
in  the  work  of  their  churches  as  they  reach  mature  age.  The  good 
accomplished  is  beyond  computation. 

We  heartily  recommend  that  all  of  our  churches  undertake  the 
maintenance' of  at  least  one  B.  Y.  P.  IT.,  and  that  the  number  be 
increased  as  rapidly  as  possible  until  all  of  the  children  committed 
to  our  care  by  Divine  Providence  have  the  advantages  offered  by 
this  work.  We  recommend  that  the  churches  elect  the  officers  of 
the  unions,  publicly  installing  them  and  recognizing  them  as 
church  officers;  that  they  be  called  upon  for  regular  reports  and  be 
made  to  fully  realize  their  responsibility  to  the  church.  We  fur- 
ther recommend  that  each  individual  church  support  this  work 
financially,  regularly  defraying  the  expenses  of  its  local  union  and 
contributing  to  the  cause  in  the  State  at  large;  and  that  the  work 
and  the  workers  have  and  be  assured  of  having  the  sympathy  and 
prayers  of  all  of  our  people.

DIGEST  OF  CHURCH  LETTERS 

The  Digest  of  Letters  is  made  to  bring  us  as  individuals  and 
churches  face  to  face  with  facts  as  they  are,  that  we  may  compare 
them  with  former  years  and  with  what  we  should  have  done. 

The  past  year's  work  does  not  measure  up  to  that  of  1924.  *  The 
outstanding  features  of  the  work  of  the  churches  are  the  baptisms 
and  what  we  are  doing  to  give  the  Gospel  to  others. 

This  year's  reports  show  373  baptisms,  against  792  for  the  last 
year,  and  a  falling  off  of  $6,126  on  objects  of  the  Convention.  We 
find,  however,  building  being  done  in  many  of  the  churches. 

The  grand  total  shows  that  we  have  a  little  more  than  $5,000 
increase. 

A  net  gain  in  membership  of  262. 

The  churches  of  Good  Hope,  Holly  Springs,  McCullers  and  New 
Hill  report  no  baptisms. 

A  very  striking  feature  of  the  table,  which  should  provoke  us 
to  study  why  it  should  be  so  is  the  great  difference  in  the  per 
capita  contributions;  for  instance,  for  home  expenses  it  runs  from 
$73.09  for  Pleasant  Grove  down  to  $2.12  by  Caraleigh;  for  objects 
of  the  Convention,  $8.12  by  Apex  down  to  .01%  for  Pilot. 

The  larger  per  capita  contribution  for  home  expenses:  Pleasant 
Grove,  $73.09;  Fuquay  Springs,  $38.39;  Cary,  $38.18;  Pullen  Me- 
morial, $29.35;  Shady  Grove,  $23.04.  Lowest  are  Caraleigh,  $2.12; 
Pleasant  Plains,  $2.50;  Morrisville,  $2.51;  Salem,  $2.81;  Swift 
Creek,  $3.11. 

For  missions  and  other  objects  of  the  Convention,  the  larger  con- 
tributions   are    by    Apex,    $8.12;    Tabernacle,    $5.78;    Cary,    $4.83; 
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McCullers,  $4.28;  Holly  Springs,  $3.72.  Lowest:  Pilot,  .01%;  Cara- 
leigh,  .29;  Hepzibah,  .40;  Leesville,  .40;  Bethlehem,  .42.  All  the 
other  churches  between  these  amounts. 

Churches  reporting  a  net  loss  of  members  are:  Caraleigh,  4; 
Ephesus,  2;  Good  Hope,  21;  New  Hill,  4;  Pleasant  Grove,  2;  South- 
side,  11;  Swift  Creek,  7;  and  Zebulon,  31. 

To  provoke  thought,  we  would  like  for  you  to  study  the  matter  of 
cost  in  numbers  and  money,  running  your  home  church,  to  convert 
and  baptize  one  person.  We  note  in  our  church  it  took  86  mem- 
bers one  year  and  expenditure  for  home  work  was  $6,000  for  each 
one  baptized.  Another  had  one  baptism  for  each  5  members,  with 
$40  expenditures  for  home  expenses.

On  motion  of  Bro.  C.  L.  Greaves,  it  was  ordered  that  here- 
after the  Committee  on  Temperance  be  known  as  the  Commit- 
tee on  Law  and  Law  Enforcement. 

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  WORK 

In  1913,  when  the  Southern  Woman's  Missionary  Union  cele- 
brated its  twenty-fifth  anniversary,  there  were  11,383  societies 
reported,  this  number  including  both  the  women's  and  young  peo- 
ple's organizations.  The  wish  was  then  expressed  that  by  the  fif- 
tieth anniversary  in  1938  there  might  be  as  many  as  20,000  societies. 
It  has  come  to  pass  that  in  1925,  thirteen  years  before  the  fiftieth 
anniversary,  the  corresponding  secretary  reported  22,837,  and  con- 
tributions for  the  year  amounting  to  $3,124,966.07.  Surely  our 
Heavenly  Father  has  permitted  the  Baptist  women  of  the  South  to 
do  things  in  a  large  way. 

The  Woman's  Work  in  North  Carolina  has  grown  marvelously  in 
that  time  also.  When  the  $75,000,000  Campaign  started,  we  had 
1845  societies  and  contributed  that  year  the  sum  of  $98,310.  This 
past  year  the  women  reported  2,164  societies  and  contributed 
$324,571.16. 

As  we  think  of  this  phenomenal  growth,  we  wonder,  perhaps, 
what  has  been  the  cause  of  it. 

First  and  foremost,  I  am  sure,  we  would  put  prayer  and  mission 
study.     Our  women  have  placed  the  importance  of  prayer  first  in

their  plan  of  work  and  do  rely  upon  its  strengthening  power.  And 
they  have  stressed  the  great  importance  of  the  study  of  missions 
if  we  are  to  develop  women  in  the  love  of  missions.  There  has  been 
an  organized  effort  for  mission  study,  with  the  result  of  17,773 
classes  held  last  year,  with  the  award  of  113,884  seals. 

Another  one  of  the  most  important  causes  for  the  development  of 
women  and  girls  has  been  the  wonderful  amount  of  personal  service 
in  which  they  have  engaged.  To  give  of  one's  self  for  the  love 
of  your  fellow  creature  develops  and  promotes  growth  as  little  else 
can.  The  number  of  visits  made,  cottage  prayer  meetings  held,  the 
conversions  because  of  their  efforts,  the  Bibles  and  garments  dis- 
tributed ,the  baskets,  flowers  and  trays  sent,  are  astonishing.  Even 
more  effective  personal  service  work  will  be  done  in  the  future 
under  the  newly  organized  plan.  God  has  graciously  blessed  the 
efforts  put  forth. 

It  is  a  glorious  thing  to  have  a  part  in  any  big,  worthy  under- 
taking. It  is  inspiring  to  think  that  the  women  of  the  Raleigh 
Association  have  had  a  part  in  this  great  work.  Small  though  it 
may  be,  still  they  have  been  developing  along  all  these  lines. 

Mrs.  J.  T.  Allen,  of  Wendell,  is  superintendent  of  the  work,  and 
Miss  Maud  Wilson,  of  Apex,  is  the  secretary. 

They  have  tried  to  have  their  societies  engage  in  mission  study 
and  personal  service,  and  expect  to  accomplish  even  more  during 
the  coming  year,  no  doubt. 

The  Raleigh  Association  has  three  churches  with  full  graded 
Unions.  They  are  Gary,  Green  Level,  and  Holly  Springs.  A  graded 
Union  consists  of  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  Young  Women's 
Auxiliary,  Girls'  Auxiliary,  Royal  Ambassadors,  and  Sunbeam 
Band.  May  we  not  see  every  one  of  the  twenty-two  Women's  Mis- 
sionary Societies  fostering  a  full,  graded  Union  next  year  this 
time? 

There  are,  in  all,  22  Women's  Missionary  Societies,  9  Young 
Women's  Auxiliaries,  8  Girls'  Auxiliaries,  4  Royal  Ambassadors, 
and  12  Sunbeam  Bands.  Two  new  societies  have  been  organized 
during  the  year,  a  Young  Women's  Auxiliary  and  Sunbeam  Band, 
both  at  Pullen  Memorial. 

The  total  contributions  from  all  societies  for  the  past  year 
amounted  to  $7,084.59.  The  Woman's  Unions  gave  $5,910.60  of 
this  amount,  the  Young  Women's  Auxiliaries  $745.21,  Girls'  Auxil- 
iaries $170,  Sunbeams  $178.96,  and  the  Royal  Ambassadors  $79.81. 

As  with  all  the  States  and  Associations,  our  contributions  are 
not  what  they  should  be  this  year.  A  number  of  causes  have  been 
given,  one  of  which  is  that  the  churches  are  putting  on  big  church 
building  programs  and  not  giving  as  much  to  missions.  Another 
is  that  in  many  churches  the  men  are  letting  the  women  make  most 
or  all  of  the  gifts  to  missions.    Either  one  of  these  would  be  obliged 
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to  cripple  the  cause  and  put  our  boards  in  debt,  and  we  trust  that 
if  this  has  been  true  of  any  of  the  churches  in  the  Raleigh  Asso- 
ciation, that  they  will  remedy  it  and  help  to  relieve  the  great  debt 
and  strain  on  our  mission  boards. 

Some  of  the  societies  in  the  Association  have  started  their  fall 
work  with  renewed  vigor  and  enthusiasm.  One  of  these,  the  Tab- 
ernacle, has  accomplished  this  by  reorganizing  and  getting  out  of 
the  old  ruts,  and  has  especially  fine  plans  for  organized  personal 
service  and  mission  study. 

Let  us  bestir  ourselves  and  see  to  it  that  we  are  truly  "workmen 
that  need  not  be  ashamed,"  realizing  that  our  W.  M.  U.  motto, 
"Co-laborers  together  with  God,"  not  only  gives  us  a  wonderful 
privilege,  but  a  fearful  responsibility,  that  of  making  ourselves 
worthy  to  be  "Co-laborers  together  with  God." 

The  women  of  the  Raleigh  Association  bespeak  the  prayers  and 
the  interest  and  the  co-operation  of  the  pastors  and  men  of  the 
Association  in  a  larger  way  than  ever  before,  that  they  may  go 
forward  during  the  coming  year  in  a  big  program  for  the  advance- 
ment of  missions  and  every  phase  of  our  Lord's  work.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

In  speaking  of  temperance,  we  are  all  prone  to  think,  first,  of 
intoxicating  liquors,  which  is  a  great  menace  to  any  community, 
and  we  should  use  every  influence  to  stop  the  liquor  traffic  in  North 
Carolina  and  especially  in  Wake  County.  The  prohibition  law  was 
placed  on  the  statute  books  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  North 
Carolina,  and  it  is  just  as  much  a  crime  to  break  this  law  as  it  is  to 
break  any  of  the  other  laws  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  North 
Carolina. 

While  there  have  been  some  efforts  put  forth  on  the  part  of  those 
opposed  to  prohibition  to  have  Congress  to  pass  an  act  permitting 
the  manufacture  and  use  of  wine  and  beer,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  such  a  law  will  not  be  passed.  We  should  not  fail  to  use  our 
influence  as  individuals  wherever  we  have  an  opportunity  by  writing 
our  representatives  in  Congress  to  be  awake  to  the  efforts  put  forth 
by  the  enemies  of  prohibition. 

In  looking  over  the  report  in  the  sheriff's  office  of  Wake  County, 
we  find  that  130  stills  have  been  captured  within  the  past  twelve 
months  (  this  number  does  not  include  those  stills  that  were  of  less 
value,  such  as  galvanized  and  tin  composited),  which  shows  a 
decrease  of  49  from  the  previous  twelve  months  report.  According 
to  this  report,  it  is  evident  that  there  is  less  manufacturing  of  liquor 
or  the  law-breakers  are  more  cautious. 

Let  us  bear  in  mind  that  the  liquor  problem  is  not  the  only  intem- 
perance proposition  we  have  to  deal  with,  but  there  are  other  in- 
temperance thoughts  that  are  growing  in  the  minds  of  our  people 
that  we  must  put  forth  our  efforts  to  control.  Webster  gives  as  a 
definition  of  temperance,  "Habitual  moderation  in  the  indulgence  of 
appetite  and  passion."  Self-control  is  a  gift  from  God,  and  we 
should  endeavor  to  control  our  conversation  in  such  a  way  that  it 
will  not  lead  others  who  hear  us  to  think  of  the  evil,  but  let  our 
conversations  be  of  the  higher  and  nobler  thoughts  that  will  tend 
to  elevate  our  hearers  to  think  of  God's  way.  Our  young  people  of 
today  are  very  largely  influenced  by  what  they  hear,  either  in  con- 
versation or  lectures,  and  we  should  endeavor  to  have  our  speakers 
eliminate  all  those  things  that  will  cause  the  mind  to  think  of  the 
passionate  evil  that  exists  within  us. 

We  are  to  be  congratulated  in  the  selection  of  Rev.  C.  Almon 
Upchurch  as  superintendent  of  the  North  Carolina  Anti- Saloon 
League,  to  succeed  Rev.  R.  L.  Davis,  who  resigned  on  account  of  his 
health.     Brother  Upchurch  will  continue  to  have  the  office  in  the

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Raleigh  Associa- 
tion held  its  annual  meeting  with  the  Pleasant  Plains  Church, 
September  9  and  10,  1925.

It  is  published  in  the  in- 
terest of  our  Baptist  work,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  stockholders — for  the 
past  five  years  the  paper  has  been  a  liability.  The  Recorder  promotes  the 
things  that  shall  win  It  seeks  to  aid  in  bringing  in  the  certain  reign  of 
Christ.  The  readers  of  the  Recorder  are  its  best  asset,  and,  in  North  Caro- 
lina, the  Kingdom's  best  friends. 

The  best  is  none  too  good  for  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  homes.  The 
future  homes  depend  on  the  Christian  culture  of  the  homes  of  this  genera- 
tion. 

People  are  largely  influenced  by  what  they  read.  The  Biblical  Recorder 
seeks  to  bring  weekly  a  summary  of  our  Baptist  news,  local  and  general, 
to  our  people.

The  Recorder 
should  visit  weekly  every  Baptist  home  in  North  Carolina.  The  price  is 
$2  00  per  year.  The  circulation  ought  to  be  increased  to  25,000  as  a  mini- 
mum.

The  annual  sermon  was  preached  by  Bro.  J.  P.  Harris  whc  based  his 
thoughts  upon,  "Christs  Sermon  on  the  Mount,"  and  referred  to  it  as  the 
"law  of  compensation." 

The  teachings  of  Jesus  are  simple,  practical,  powerful,     and  universal. 

Prayer  by  Bro.  J.  A.  Ellis,  followed  by  a  song,  and  benediction  by  Bro.  G 
T.  Lumpkin.

AFTERNOON   SESSION— 2  P.   M. 

The  congregation  sang,  "Higher  Ground,"  after  which  devotional  services 
were  conducted  by  Bro.  C.  C.  Wheeler  who  read  a  part  of  the  14th  chapter 
of  Luke's  gospel  beginning  at  the  25th  verse.  Theme,  "The  cost  of  disciple- 
ship."     Prayer  by  Bro.  S.  W.  Oldham.     S'ong,  "He  leadeth  me." 

The  Moderator  called  the   Association  to  order. 

Bro.  C  H.  Norris,  acting  for  the  Committee,  recommended  that  the  Asso- 
ciation receive  Mount  Olivet  Church  as  a  member  of  cur  body. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Moderator  requested  that  the  pastor,  Bro.  O.  C.  Jones  and  the  dele- 
gates present  come  forward  and  on  behalf  of  the  Association  extended  to 
eack  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  and  asked  that  they  take  part  in  the 
■deliberations. 

REPORT    ON    BAPTIST   HOSPITAL. 

Our  Lord  prepared  the  way  to  the  hearts  of  the  people  for  the  gospel  of 
soul  salvation  through  the  ministry  of  physical  salvation.  The  apostles  were 
•conscious  of  the  great  aid  to  their  ministry  of  the  Word  by  the  ministry 
•of  relieving  physical  suffering.  One  branch  of  the  church  has  for  centuries' 
laid  great  emphasis  on  this  very  Biblical  and  christian  grace  through  its 
Sisters  of  Mercy  and  its  hospitals 

Baptists  have  millions  of  both  men  and  money  in  their  churches  through- 
out North  Carolina  and  the  South.  But  saved  souls,  as  well  as  unsaved, 
often  dwell  in  sick  bodies.     In  the  heat  of  the  day  our  people  realized  this 
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long  neglected  ministry,  and  began  its  work  of  caring  for  those  sick  in  body. 
$300,000  has  been  very  judiciously  invested  in  our  Baptist  hospital  in  Win- 
ston-S'alem  More  than  a  score  of  christian  girls  minister  to  the  hundreds 
of  sick  coming  from  all  parts  of  our  State.  On  the  hospital  staff  is  found 
the  very  best  medical  and  surgical  skill  to  be  had  in  Winston-Salem. 

Five  thousand  patients  have  been  received  since  the  hospital  first  opened 
its  doors  for  service.  About  one-fifth  of  these  were  part  or  whole  charity 
patients.  During  the  last  year  over  400  charity  patients  were  admitted. 
They  come  from  every  part  of  North  Carolina — Sylva,  Norwood,  Henderson, 
Mount  Airy  and  other  towns  as  well  as  from  many  rural  communities.  This 
was  at  a  cost  of  about  $20,000,  with  only  $12,000  from  the  Sunday  Schools  to 
meet  it.  The  management,  having  faith  to  believe  the  Lord  would  provide 
through  Baptist  people  the  needed  funds,  ventured  on  faith  to  relieve  the 
urgent  needs  of  the  "halt,  the  lame  and  the  blind"  as  well  as  those  with 
many  other  ills 

The  following  facts  should  claim  our  earnest  attention  and  enlist  our  loyal 
support:  The  institution  is  under  consecrated  Christian  management.  Each 
day  begins  with  a  prayer  service  in  which  all  employees  take  part.  The 
average  death  rate  in  other  hospitals  is  34.8  per  1,000.  In  ours,  it  is  only 
14.3  per  1,000.  Here  129  babies  first  saw  the  light  of  life  while  no  mother 
lost  it.  The  average  maternity  deaths  is  other  hospitals  is  20.5;  in  ours 
it  is  none.  The  average  stay  of  patients  in  other  hospitals  is  10.7  days, 
while  in  ours  it  is  only  9 — a  saving  of  15  days  in  each  100  And  this  un- 
usual service  to  our  sick  is  open  to  all — rich  and  poor — the  rich  to  pay,  and 
the  poor  without  cost  so  far  as  our  Baptist  folk  "abound  in  this  grace  also." 
A  nurses'  home  is  a  pressing  need.  Could  this  be  provided,  21  rooms 
would  be  immediately  available  for  charity  patients.  It  is  hoped  plans  may 
soon  be  possible  to  furnish  this  much  needed   building. 

We  would  recommend  that  pastors  and  Sunday  School  Superintendents 
will  give  Mothers'  Day  special  prayer  and  preparation  in  its  offering  to  our 
hospital  work,  remembering  that  thereby  we  can  best  follow  in  the  footsteps 
of  the  Great  Healer.

Bro.  Lumpkin  spoke  of  the  work  being  done  by  our  hospital  at  Winston- 
Salem  and  the  advantages  offered  by  such  an  institution  under  Christian 
influences. 

On  motion,  report  is  adopted. 

The  report  on  State  Missions  was  presented  by  Bro.  Z.  M.  Caveness, 
Motion  made  to  adopt. 
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REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

Our  State  Baptist  Convention  was  organized  by  fourteen  brethren  in  Green, 
ville  on  March  26th,  1830.  At  that  time  there  were  less  than  15,000  Bap- 
tists who  believed  in  missions,  education  and  progress.  The  anti-missionary 
element  out  numbered  them  two  to  one.  The  ratio  has  been  reversed,  and 
now  we  have  about  380,000  Missionary  Baptists  and  less  than  15,000  anti- 
Missicnary  Baptists.  At  this  first  meeting  there  was  appointed  a  board  of 
Managers  which  corresponded  to  our  Board  of  Missions.  They  took  an  of- 
fering for  State  Missions  and  appointed  some  missionaries,— and  thus  be- 
;gan    our  great    State   Mission   work   which   has   steadily   grown. 

X*et  us  review  some  of  the  achievements  of  the   ninety-seven  years: 

Number  of  churches 2,300 

Number  of  members   380,000 

Number  of  Sunday  Schools 2,203 

Number  of    pupils  enrolled  in   Sunday   Schools. 312,000 

Number  of  teachers  arid  officers 18,000 

Number    of    B.    P.    P.    U  's . 1,850 

Members   of  B.  Y.   P.   U.'s 50,000 

We  have  seven  schools  and  colleges  owned  by  the  Convention  in  which 
are  enrolled  about  3,000;  and  of  this  number  there  are  270  who  are  prepar- 
ing for  the  ministry  and  mission  field  work.  These  schools  and  colleges 
represent  in  property  value  and  endowment  $5,223,570.00. 

As  we  look  back  over  these  ninety-seven  years  of  progress  and  note  our 
achievements  our  hearts  are  filled  with  gratitude  to  God  But  when  we 
look  into  the  future  and  think  of  the  unfinished  task  we  realize  the  great 
opportunity  for  service  that  is  ours.  Let  us  look  at  some  of  the  tasks  that 
are  ahead  of  us  to  be  accomplished  in  our  State  Mission  work. 

We  have  1,400  one  room  church  houses,  many  of  them  unpainted,  unat- 
tractive and  wholly  unfit  for  the  program  of  an  up-to-date  church.  Our 
people  in  these  churches  must  be  led  to  see  the  necessity  of  consolidating, 
re-locating  and  re-building  many  of  these  church  houses  in  order  to  do  their 
best  work. 

We  have  1100  churches  that  are  not  making  any  effort  at  all  for  the  train- 
ing of  our  young  people.  We  have  a  great  number  of  Sunday  Schools  that 
are  very  poorly  equipped  and  poorly  manned  as  to  teachers..  We  have  1400 
churches  without  any  kind  of  missionary  society. 

There  are  several  mill  and  industrial  centers  without  any  Baptist  work 
at  all.  There  are  a  number  of  college  and  school  communitties  in  the  State 
where  our  local  church  is  overwhelmed  with  the  problem  of  trying  to  care 
for  the  Baptist  students  that  have  crowded  in  upon  them. 

There  are  200,000  Baptists  in  our  State  unenlisted,  untrained;  who  have 
not  given  a  cent  to  any  denominational  cause  in  five  years. 

Then  there  is  the  great  problem  of  winning  the  lost  thousands  in  our 
midst  to  know  the  blessed  Savior. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  unfinished  tasks  that  challenge  us  to  accomplish 
for  Him  who  gave  His  life  for  us.

REPORT  ON    HOME   MISSIONS, 

This  is  the  greatest  hour  for  Home  Missions  in  the  history  of  our  coun- 
try. The  problems  were  never  so  acute,  the  demands  so  urgent,  the  oppor- 
tunities so  great  and  the  obligations  so  overwhelming.  Christian  statesmen 
everywhere  are  beginning  to  realize  this.  Problems  at  home  are  as  serious 
and  complicated  as  those  beyond  the  seas 

There  is  much  disrespect  for  law.  Nothing  but  the  mighty  power  of  the 
Gospel  of  Christ  will  save  us  from  this  deluge  of  worldly  diversions  and 
material  prosperity.  These  things  constitute  a  most  serious  problem  which 
deserves  the  thoughtful  consideration  of  all  our  people.  Our  work  abroad 
can  advance  only  as  we  lay  well  the  foundations  at  home. 

In  the  face  of  all  this  our  Board  has  been  in  the  past  few  years  compelled 
to  make  retrenchments  to  the  detriment  of  every  department  of  the  work. 
The  falling  off  in  contributions  and  a  burdensome  debt  on  the  Board  made 
this  necessary.  Appropriations  were  reduced  from  $960,255.37  in  1922  to 
$616,000.00  in  1925.     We  might  all  ask  why  this  reduction? 

THE  SCOPE  OF  THE.  WORK 

There  is  the  department  of  Co-operative  Missions.  This  constitutes  one 
of  the  great  departments  of  our  Home  Mission  activities.  It  has  always 
been  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  keep  in  the  closest  touch  with  various  State 
agencies. 

Then  there  is  the  Department  of  Enlistment.  The  great  need  of  South- 
ern Baptist  today  is  enlistment.  Indeed  it  constitutes  one  of  our  greatest 
needs  at  home  and  abroad.  The  enlistment  of  our  forces  and  resources  for 
the  propagation  of  the  Gospel  constitutes  the  prime  reason  for  our  existence 
as  Baptist.  10,900  unenlisted  Baptist  churches  in  the  South  Think  of  it! 
There  is  also  the  work  among  foreigners,  Indians,  Jews,  soldiers,  seamen 
and    negroes. 

The  department  of  Evangelism  should  claim  our  most  earnest  and  prayer- 
ful consideration.  We  need  to  keep  alive  the  fires  of  Evangelism.  We  would 
urge  the  churches  to  lay  greater  stress  than  ever  before  upon  this  vital  mat- 
ter. Pastors,  church  officers,  laymen  and  all  the  organizations  of  our 
churches  should  be  aflame  with  the  spirit  of  evangelism. 

There  is  the  work  for  our  Mountain  Schools,  and  the  work  in  Cuba  and 
Panama,  all  of  which  is  of  the  highest  importance. 

In  the  report  of  the  Board  to  the  last  session  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention we  find  this  appealing  statement:  In  the  face  of  fidelity  on  the  part 
of  our  workers  and  the  favor  of  God  upon  our  laborers  further  retrench- 
ment would  be  dishonoring  to  God,  calamitous  to  the  cause  and  an  indict- 
ment of  our  selfishness  and  short-sightedness.  We  musf  not  retrench,  but 
enlarge.  The  cry  is  compelling  for  a  great  forward  movement.  We  be- 
lieve Southern  Baptist  will  hear  and  heed  it."  G.  T.  MILLS. 
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Bro.  J.  A.  Ellis  presented  the  report  on  Foreign  Missions. 
Motion  made  to  adopt. 

REPORT    ON    FOREIGN    MISSIONS. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  now  in 
its  eighty-second  year.  The  achievements  of  these  years  cannot  be  tabu- 
lated, for  the  fruits  of  Christian  service  do  not  yield  themselves  to  cold 
figures.  There  are  visible  results,  however,  and  in  these  we  may  find  cause 
for  gratitude  and  genuine  thanksgiving. 

In  the  countries  served  by  the  missionaries  under  our  Board  there  are 
low  1,215  churches  with  a  membership  of  140,488.  Of  these  churches  557  are 
self-supporting.  The  contributions  to  all  objects  by  these  churches  last  year 
amounted  to  $444,258,  or  nearly  $4.00  per  member.  The  Sunday  Schools 
number  1,818  with  an  enrollment  of  76,991  pupils.  There  are  568  women's 
societies  with  a  membership  of  13,649.  The  young  peoples  societies  number 
574,  the  last  report  showing  that  there  are  13,668  members  of  these  societies. 
The  total  number  of  schools  on  the  fields,  including  all,  from  the  kinder- 
garten to  the  theological  seminaries,  number  920  with  a  total  enrollment  of 
36,896.  During  the  past  year  more  than  one-half  of  the  13,269  baptisms  re- 
ported were  students  in  these  schools.  During  the  past  year  the  medical 
missionaries  on  these  fields  treated  69,583  patients. 

While  there  is  cause  for  gratitude  in  these  figures  and  for  all  the  good  that 
has  been  accomplished  that  cannot  be  put  into  words  or  figures,  we  cannot 
even  imagine  what  could  have  been  achieved  had  our  Board  received  the 
support  from  our  people  throughout  the  South  that  was  anticipated  during 
the  first  year  of  the  75-Million  Campaign.  Because  of  the  financial  condi- 
1ion  of  the  Board,  for  three  years  now,  the  missionaries  have  been  denied  all 
additional  equipment  such  as  residences,  church  buildings,  schools,  and  hos- 
pitals. The  cry  has  come  for  reinforcement  in  missionaries  and  money, 
but  the  Board  has  been  unable  to  send  either,  though  more  than  one  hun- 
dred young  men  and  women,  well  equipped  for  the  service  in  these  lands 
have  stood  ready,  even  pleading  to  be  sent.  The  receipts  from  the  co-opera^ 
tive  program  and  the  Love  Offering,  along  with  some  special  gifts,  during 
the  past  year,  reduced  the  debt  of  the  Board  to  $727,000  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  but  the  failure  of  our  people  to  contribute  as  liberally  to 
the  co-operative  program  as  had  been  hoped  has  forced  the  debt  up  again 
until  it  now  stands  at  approximately  $1,800,000. 

The  effect  upon  our  missionaries,  of  our  failure  to  encourage  them  by 
supplying  equipment  and  new  missionaries,  may  be  seen  from  extracts  from 
some  of  the  letters  that  come  to  our  Board  in  Richmond.  "The  hearts  of 
the  missionaries  have  been  torn  and  worn  these  past  months,"  writes  one 
missionary,  "for  the  news  of  discouragements  that  have .  been  coming 
from  the  Board  has  been  so  hard  to  stand.  In  fact  the  Board  is  going  to 
lose  many  men  and  women  for  we  cannot  stand  the  strain  forever  and  it 
seems  that  Southern  Baptist  give  us  the  whole  thing  to  bear.  We  have 
been  forced  to  break  contracts  and  let  preachers  go  who  were  employed  in 
good  faith.     .     .     .     We  have  had  to  call  off  our  Preachers'  Conference  and 
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our  Bible  Women's  Conference,  and  must  depend  now  on  haphazard  meet- 
ings with  our  workers  who  live  out  of  town."  In  concluding  this  letter  the 
missionary  writes,  "We  are  not  complaining.  You  know  better  than  we 
what  the  resources  of  the  Board  are.  All  we  do  is  to  state  the  case.  We  feel 
sure  that  you  will  do  your  best  for  the  work  that  we  love  better  than  we 
love  our  own  lives." 

There  is  the  most  urgent  call  upon  us  as  individuals  and  as  churches,  a 
call  not  alone  from  our  Boards,  and  from  the  missionaries,  but  above  all,  a 
call  from  Him  whom  we  profess  to  love  and  follow,  to  dedicate  ourselves 
anew  to  His  cause,  and  to  give  ourselves,  all  that  we  are  and  have  to  Him, 
to  the  doing  of  His  will.

Bro.  G  .N.  Cowan  read  the  report  on  our  General  Program  for  the  year 
1927  and  the  objectives  hoped  to  be  attained. 

REPORT  ON    CO-OPERATIVE    PROGRAM. 

The  Co-operative  Program  of  Southern  Baptists  is  the  plan  of  financing 
all  our  general  causes.  It  was  drawn  up  by  a  very  large  special  committee 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  adopted  by  that  body  itself  after 
careful  consideration  and  free  discussion.  That  there  may  be  unity  in  all 
our  work,  the  Co-operative  Program  in  the  states  and  associations  must  be 
patterned  after  that  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

THE  AIM  OF  THE  PROGRAM. 

The  Program  aims  at  securing  adequate  support  for  State,  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions,  for  our  aged  preachers,  for  our  Baptist  hospitals,  Orphan- 
ages, and  schools,  and  to  do  it  without  high  pressure  appeals  for  money  in 
special  campaign.  It  seeks  to  enlist  every  member  of  the  Kingdom  in  giving 
regularly  and  cheerfully  to  all  our  causes. 

These  are  some  of  the  things  the  Co-operative  Program  stands  for  and 
urges  upon  our  churches:  — 

1.  An  every  member  canvass  in  every  church  for  Kingdom  work  and  local 
expenses. 

2.  Regular  weekly  giving  by  all  the  members  of  our  churches. 

3.  That  contributions  be  sent  in  regular  monthly  installments  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  State  Mission  Board. 

4.  That  while  each  person  is  granted  the  right  to  designate  the  object  for 
which  he  wishes  his  gift  to  be  used,  churches  are  urged  to  follow  the  per- 
centages adopted  by  the  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion. 

5.  It  seeks  the  development  of  our  churches  in  the  spirit  of  liberality, 
evangelism,  and  Mission  study. 
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6.  It  seeks  to  bring  our  people  more  and  more  to  the  Bible  plan  of  carry- 
ing on  our  Kingdom  enterprises.

This  session  was  featured  by  the  song  service  under  the  leadership  of  Bro. 
A.  N.  Jackson  and  the  Educational  address  by  Bro.  W.  L.  Poteat,  President 
of  Wake  Forest  College. 

The  Association  was  favored  by  special  music,  both  vocal  and  instrumental, 
rendered  by  several  of  the  Meredith  College  students.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

Long  ago  Paul,  writing  to  Timothy,  set  the  ideal  for  Christian  Education 
in  these  words,  "For  God  has  not  given  us  the  spirit  of  fear,  but  of  power, 
and  of  love  and  of  sound  mind."  As  pointed  out  by  Dean  Brown,  of  Yale. 
Paul's  ideal  means  that  the  young  Christian  needs  that  equipment  which 
may  be  called   "Stamina,   Sympathy   and   Scholarship."     For    well   rounded

personality,  these  factors  must  be  developed.  Furthermore,  they  ran  and 
ought  to  be  developed;  and  any  system  of  education,  which  does  not  develop 
these,  is  defective.  For  Stamina,  that  ability  which  enables  one  to  "Stand- 
up-to",  whether  physical,  intellectual,  or  spiritual,  can  and  ought  to  be 
developed:  likewise,  Sympathy,  which  means  love  for  God  and  one's  fellows, 
and  also  a  sound  mind,  which  the  great  Apostle  regarded  as  one  of  the  gifts 
of  God,  can  and  ought  to  be  developed. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  believe  that  Christian  Education  can  and  does 
develop  these  factors  and  to  this  end  are  pursuing  a  broad  and  systematic 
Education  Program.  The  ideals  are  the  same  as  in  other  years,  but  methods 
and  appeal  change  for  the  reason  that  our  problems  change.  At  one  time 
Baptists  owned  some  fourteen  high  schools  in  North  Carolina,  Now,  how- 
ever, the  Convention  has  only  one,  viz:  Boiling  Springs  High  School,  while 
the  Home  Board  has  only  four,  viz:  Sylva,  Haywood,  Fruitland,  and  Moun- 
tain View.  At  one  time  there  were  some  three  or  four  times  as  many  stu- 
dents in  our  high  schools  as  there  were  in  college.  For  the  school  year 
1925-1926,  however,  there  were  nearly  twice  as  many  in  our  colleges  as  in 
our  high  schools.  The  ideal  and  need  for  Christian  Education  has  not  chang- 
ed, but  the  type  or  grade  of  student  to  whom  we  must  appeal  has  changed, 
and  now  Baptists  are  concentrating  on  the  Junior  College  and  College,  seek- 
ing, if  possible,  to  train  future  leaders  and  through  them  reach  as  many 
people  as  possible. 

The  following  facts  for  the  session  of  1025-1926  indicate  a  steady  growth. 
There  were  enrolled  1,081  high  students  in  Mars  Hill,  Wingate,  Boiling 
Springs,  and  Buie's  Creek,  while  1787  students  were  enrolled  in  college, 
distributed  as  follows:  Wake  Forest,  731;  Meredith,  467;  Chowan,  149;  Mars 
Rill,  271;  Wingate,  169  In  addition  Wake  Forest  enrolled  790  in  summer 
school,  reaching  in  this  way  some  400  teachers  in  our  public  schools,  240 
of  whom  were  registered  for  Bible.  In  May  and  June,  1926,  our  high  schools 
graduated  174,  our  colleges  graduated  196,  while  96  finished  the  two-year 
Junior  College  course.  In  our  high  schools  and  colleges  we  had  238  prepar- 
ing for  the  ministry  and  32  for  Foreign  Mission  service.  During  the  year, 
buildings  and  equipment  were  added  and  completed  valued  at  $1,150,155.00, 
thus  bringing  the  value  of  all  schools  under  the  control  of  the  Convention 
to  $3,151,518.00.  Their  endowment  is  valued  at  $3,237,052.00.  From  this 
figure,  in  order  to  get  the  net  worth,  should  be  subtracted  a  total  indebted- 
ness of  $1,165,000.00. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  owns  in  North  Carolina  four  schools,  Fruitland, 
Haywood,  Sylva,  and  Mountain  View.  These  enrolled  533  students,  among 
them  thirteen  ministerial  students.  Their  property  value  is  $315,888.00. 
Southwide  institutions  enrolled  1313.     Their  property  value  is  $2,533,000.00. 

These  facts  are  encouraging  and  yet  we  must  not  forget  that  "To  them 
that  hath  shall  be  given."  God  has  wonderfully  prospered  North  Carolina 
Baptists  and  has  given  larger  responsibilities  and  opportunities.  Educa- 
tionally, the  task  ahead  of  us  is  to  see  to  it  that  our  institutions  provide 
the  best  to  the  end  that  leaders  shall  be  equipped  with  "Stamina,  Sympathy, 
and    Scholarship."     To   accomplish  this   end,   money   in    greater   abundance 
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must  be  given  by  our  people,  for  our  institutions  must  have  buildings,  an- 
nual support,  and  endowment.  At  present  1047  of  those  enrolled  in  our  in- 
stitutions do  not  live  in  buildings  owned  by  the  institutions,  and  in  the  mat- 
ter of  annual  income,  the  State  is  providing  by  taxation  for  the  University 
alone  about  six  times  as  much  as  all  our  institutions  receive  from  endow- 
ment We  have  lost  nine  high  schools  within  the  past  few  years  because  of 
the  State's  rapidly  expanding  high  school  program  and  for  the  reason  that 
no  institution,  unless  it  caters  to  the  wealthy,  can  survive  without  funds 
over  and  beyond  what  the  students  pay.  It  is  quite  clear  that  others  of  our 
schools  will  go  the  way  of  our  high  schools,  unless  more  funds  can  be 
secured  through  the  Co-operative  Program  or  by  special  campaigns 
outside  of  it.  A  full  support  of  the  Co-operative  Program  would  in- 
sure a  steady  in  come  for  our  schools  such  as  the  State  has  from 
taxation.  It  is  no  longer  a  question  of  students,  for  great  numbers 
of  the  best  who  graduate  from  our  high  schools  are  seeking  to  enter  our 
Baptist  schools.  It  is  solely  a  question,  of  proper  financial  support  for  those 
already  in  or  seeking  to  enter,  so  that  they  may  develop  that  powef  and  love 
and  a  sound  mind  of  wh;°h  Paul  speaks.  M.  B.  DRY,  Chairman. 

This  report  was  prepared  and  read  by  Bro.  M.  B.  Dry,  who  turned  the 
discussion  of  the  subject  over  to  Bro.  W.  L  Poteat.  Bro.  Poteat  stressed 
two  main  ideas  only,  but  they  covered  human  interest  and  world  destiny. 
First,  ""Preparing  the  youth  to  fill  the  places  of  the  old";  second,  "The 
aims  and  ideals  of  Jesus  Christ. 

This  address  was  thought  by  many  to  be  the  best  ever  delivered  in  our 
Association  on  this  subject. 

On  motion,  report  was  adopted.

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The  Moderator  recognized  Bro.  W.  R.  Beach,  one  of  the  former  pastors  of 
our  Association,  and  he  was  extended  the  courtesies  cf  the  floor. 

REPORT  ON   SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Mature  age  has  its  temptations  and  problems  as  well  as  youth.  There  is 
the  temptation  of  confidence  incident  to  success,  creating  a  letdown  of  effort 
and  a.  false  sense  of  security  against  failure  or  error  There  is  likewise 
the  dulling  of  vision  and  the  abatement  of  some  of  the  energy  of  youth. 

Fortunate  are  the  men  and  the  women  who  realize  and  duly  consider  these 
facts  ignored  or  unknown  by   many. 

No  less  is  this  true  of  institutions.  The  thought  is  appropriate  for  con- 
sideration by  Sunday  School  workers  of  North  Carolina.  Our  state  was  a 
pioneer  in  modern  Sunday  School  advancement.  It  was  the  nursery  from 
which  many  of  the  leaders  of  the  South  and  the  world  have  gone  or  from 
which  they  have  gathered  inspiration.  It  has  occupied  a  position  of  leader- 
ship. It  has  achieved  greatly.  Many  of  those  leaders  have  grown  old  in 
the  service.  They  individually  suffer  the  human  aptitude  to  diminished  vis- 
ion and  lessening  energy  co-incident  with  advancing  age.  But  the  work 
itself  in  its  organization  has  to  meet  and  overcome  the  same  temptation. 
Things  are  going  so  well  that  we  are  prone  to  feel  that  the  momentum 
acquired  will  carry  the  movement  onward  with  sufficient  pace.  Unhappy 
will  be    our  lot  if  we  succumb  to  the  feeling. 

In  the  state  at  large  the  inter-denominational  Sunday  School  organiza- 
tion has  been  putting  forth  strong  effort  and  has  been  making  great  accom- 
plishment in  recent  years.  Mr.  D.  W  Sims  is  a  prodigious  worker  and  has 
accomplished  wonderful  results  during  his  six  years  as  General  Superin- 
tendent. He  is  a  deacon  in  the  Tabernacle  Baptist  Church,  which  belongs 
to  this  Association, 

In  the  realm  of  our  own  Baptist  denominational  work  fine  advancement 
has  been  made  in  many  ways.  From  1907  to  1916  our  average  annual  gain 
in  Sunday  School  pupils  was  9044.  From  1917  to  1921,  both  inclusive,  the 
war  and  its  resulting  conditions  diminished  our  gain,  especially  until  the 
year  1921.  In  that  year  we  swung  back  speedily  and  the  average  gain  for 
those  five  years  was  5310,  nearly  all  of  which  was  accomplished  in  1921. 
In  the  succeeding  three  years,  1922  to  1924,  the  average  gain  was  13,032. 
In  1925  we  gained  26,047,  which  was  nearly  three  times  the  average  gain  in 
the  pre-war  period,  more  than  five  times  the  average  gain  during  the  war 
period,  and  over  twice  as  great  as  the  average  of  the  three  last  preceding 
years.     This  refers  to  the  state  at  large 

When  we  consider  the  Raleigh  Association,  we  are  met  with  the  disap- 
pointing fact  that  whereas  in  the  report  to  this  Association  on  Sunday 
Schools  last  year  it  was  stated  that  "Our  Association  stands  third  from  the 
top  in  the  state  as  to  ratio  of  the  Sunday  School  membership  to  the  church 
membership,  being  exceeded  only  by  Piedmont  and  Gaston  Associations," — 
this  was  far  from  true  in  the  record  of  1925.  According  to  the  statistics 
for  that  year,  we  dropped  to  twelfth  place  in  the  state  and  are  the  first 
Association   shown   in   the   Secretary's   chart  with   a   black   mark  upon  our 
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escutcheon  as  being  one  of  the  fifty-three  Associations  in  North  Carolina 
in  which  the  Sunday  School  enrollment  is  not  as  great  as  the  church  mem- 
bership. It  is  true  that  we  are  above  the  general  average  of  the  Associa- 
tions in  North  Carolina  in  this  respect.  Taking  all  of  them,  they  had  an 
average  of  86.1  per  cent  as  many  people  in  the  Sunday  School  as  they  had 
church  members,  whereas  the  Raleigh  Association  had  98.6  per  cent  as 
many  S'unday  School  pupils  as  church  members.  This  is  according  to  the 
report  of  Mr.  E.  L,  Middleton,  our  General  Secretary,  which  he  has  broad- 
casted over  North  Carolina  in  a  most  excellent  pamphlet  about  the  work. 
Our  own  Associational  minutes  show  that  we  had  8603  church  members  and 
8483  Sunday  School  members.  This  shows  that  we  lacked  only  one  hundred 
and  twenty  additional  Sunday  School  pupils  to  have  reached  one  hundred 
per  cent.  There  is  hardly  a  Sunday  School  in  the  Association  that  could 
not  have  overcome  this  deficiency,  and  there  are  some  single  "classes  in 
some  of  our  churches  that  might  have  accomplished  it  if  they  had  known 
the  facts.     We  were  asleep  at  the  switch. 

Our  Association  is  in  the  county  where  are  located  the  headquarters  of 
cur  denominational  secretary  and  the  inter-denominational  secretary  and  we 
have  in  our  membership  Sunday  Schools  which  have  for  generations  occupied 
positions  of  leadership  not  only  locally  but  in  the  state,  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  and  the  nation  at  large.  It  behooves  us  to  see  to  it  that'  our 
mature  years  and  ripened  honors  do  not  satisfy  us  over  much. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  approximately  ten  thousand  people  within 
the  territory  of  our  Association  who  are  not  in  a  Sunday  School,  and  whom 
we  ought  to  enroll.  Our  Baptist  State  Convention  declared  that  there  are 
over  five  hundred  thousand  people  in  North  Carolina  who  are  in  no  S'unday 
School  and  who  ought  to  be  enrolled  by  Baptists.  We  have  an  enrollment 
in  the  state  of  only  312,840  in  all  of  our  Baptist  Sunday  Schools.  The  ap- 
portionment to  us  of  five  hundred  thousand  above  mentioned  is  on  the  basis 
of  the  census  taken  ten  years  ago.  Doubtless,  upon  the  basis  which  the 
new  census  will  show  our  apportionment  should  be  much  larger  This  star- 
tles us  as  showing  the  immense  amount  of  work  yet  to  be  done  in  North 
Carolina  in  the  Sunday  School  field. 

It  is  worth  our  while  to  consider  whether  in  recent  years  the  emphasis 
we  have  placed  upon  features  of  the  Sunday  School  work  other  than  enlarg- 
ing the  attendance  has  not  diminished  the  vision  we  should  have  of  the 
multitude  who  ought  to  be  brought  into  attendance  upon  the  Sunday  Schools. 

At  the  same  time  we  are  challenged  by  the  statement  of  our  last  Conven- 
tion that  "Sunday  Schools  are  not  giving  adequate  Bible  teaching.  The 
daily  vacation  Bible  school  will  give  more  of  this  during  morning  hours  of 
four  weeks  only. than  we  now  give  in  a  year  in  the  S'unday  School."  This 
is  an  astounding  statement  but  true.  It  shouts  that  we  must  give  more  time 
in  the  Sunday  School  period  for  lesson  study. 

We  may  well  consider  whether  or  not  an  undue  amount  of  the  S'unday 
School  period  is  not  used  to  less  than  the  best  advantage. 

A  study   of  our  last  minutes  shows  that  only  five  out  of  thirty-three  of 
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our  S'unday  Schools  are  standard,  those  being  Apex,  Cary,  Green  Level,  Lees- 
ville  and  Wendell.    Let  us  think  of  that. 

Nineteen   out   of  our  thirty-three   schools   are   graded 

About  one-half  of  our  teachers  have  normal  diplomas. 

Out  of  the  three  hundred  and  eighty-four  baptisms  in  the  Association  last 
year,  three  hundred  and  two  are  accredited  to  the  Sunday  S'chools.  This 
constitutes  over  seventy-eight  per  cent.  It  shows  that  our  S'unday  Schools 
are  still  functioning  as  an  evangelistic  agency  of  great  power.  It  is  quite 
possible  that  even  more  of  the  converts  might  indirectly,  if  not  directly,  be 
accredited  to  the  Sunday  S'chool  work.  But  even  if"  they  could  not,  this 
constitutes  a  wonderful  endorsement  of  the  contention  by  many  that  the 
evangelistic  work  must  in  the  future  be  chiefly  if  not  almost  entirely  ac- 
complished through  the  S'unday  Schools. 

Our  last  minute  shows  no  Sunday  S'chool  reported  at  Mount  Zion  Church, 
the  only  one  among  our  thirty-four  churches. 

We  would  suggest  that  our  Association  set  for  itself  some  definite  goals 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  would  recommend  the  following: 

OBJECTIVES  FOR  RALEIGH  ASSOCIATION. 

1.  A  Sunday  School  in  every  Church  in  the  Association. 

2.  .  A  gain  of  500  members  in  total  Sunday  S'chool  enrollment  and  main- 
taining our  Sunday  School  enrollment  at  least  as  high  as  our  total  church 
membership. 

3.  A  gain  of  five  standard  schools,  bringing  our  total  number  to  ten. 

4.  The  winning  of  78  additional  normal  diplomas,  bringing  our  total  to 
300. 

5.  Every  Sunday  School  in  the  Association  to  be  graded.  This  requires 
the  change  of  only  14. 

6.  The   holding  of  eight  vacation  Bible  S'chools. 
7      The  winning  of  400  converts. 

8.  A  Sunday  School  Secretary  for  the  Association.  By  this  we  do  not 
m  gan  a  whole  time  paid  secretary.  We  believe  an  active,  capable,  conse- 
crated young  man  could  be  found  in  our  territory  who  would  serve  without 
salary.  He  should  be  allowed  to  solicit  and  receive  voluntary  contributions 
to  cover  his  expenses.  Possibly,  we  could  use  a  ministerial  student  in  col- 
lege who  could  render  high  service  and  in  return  receive  by  voluntary  con- 
tributions sums  that  would  enable  him  to  complete  his  education,  thus  ac- 
complishing a  two-fold  benefit.  Strict  account  should  be  kept  by  the  con- 
tributing Sunday  Schools  and  by  the  worker  and  report  made  of  the  sums 
received  and  used  .  The  constant  attention  of  such  a  worker  would  keep 
definite  goals  before  the  individual  Sunday  S'chools  of  our  Association  and 
keep  us  all  informed  about  our  status,  and  would  save  us  from  a  repetition 
of  an  inglorious  record  for  lack  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  new  members, 
for  instance.  The  election  of  such  an  officer  would  mark  a  great  advance 
in  our  Association,  and  we  heartily  recommend  approval  of  the  plan  and 
the  appointment  of  a  capable  committee  to  select,  appoint  and  supervise  the 
work  of  such  an  Associational  Sunday  School  Secretary. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  impressed  with  the  imperative  importance   of  re- 
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newed  and  continuous  activity  in  our  Sunday  School  work.  Pastors  and 
evangelists  are  proclaiming  that  the  Sunday  Schools  must  now  and  here- 
after constitute  our  main  evangelizing  agency.  The  supreme  task  of  the 
Sunday  School  is  in  soul  winning.  There  are  six  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand lost  men  and  women  and  nine  hundred  thousand  unconverted  children 
in  North  Carolina.  Many  thousands  of  these  are  in  the  Raleigh  Association. 
It  behooves  us  to  bestir  ourselves  as  never  before  in  our  history.

The  report  was  made  by  Pro.  R.  N.  Simms. 

It  was  pregnant  with  thought  and  teeming  with  helpful  suggestions.  It 
needs  only  to  be  read  to  be  appreciated.  In  discussing  it,  Bro.  Simms  with 
burning  words,  plead  that  something  concrete  be  done  in  the  Association  to 
help  the  Sunday  School,  and  urged  the  adoption  of  his  recommendation. 
Others  taking  part  in  the  discussion  were  Brethren  S.  W.  Oldham,  Theo.  B. 
Davis,  C.  L.  Greaves  and  B.  L.  Middleton. 

On  motion,  report  adopted. 

The  Clerk  made  a  motion  which  prevailed  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a 
committee  of  three,  one  of  whom  should  be  Bro.  R.  N.  Simms,  who  should 
be  given  power  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  report. 
At  the  request  of  Bro.  Simms,  Bro.  John  D.  Berry  was  made  one  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  Bro.  Marvin  Jones  was  appointed  as  the  other  member  of  the 
committee. 

REPORT  ON   ORPHANAGE.- 

The  only  report  of  Orphanage  that  is  needed  for  this  Association  is  mere- 
ly calling  its  attention  to  it.  The  work  it  has  and  is  doing  commends  itself 
to  every  member  in  it.  For  more  than  forty  years  it  has  been  caring  for 
and  training  helpless  children.  The  structures  it  has  built  out  of  their  lives 
tell  their  own  story.  For  the  Master  has  said,  Inasmuch  as  you  did  it  unto 
one  of  the  least  of  these,  you  did  it  unto  me.  We  find  from  Superintendent 
Kesler's  report  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1926,  there  were  four  hundred 
and  seventy-one  children  at  Thomasville,  and  at  Kennedy  Home  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  children  making  a  total  of  five  hundred  and  eighty-one.  Num- 
ber enrolled  from  beginning  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-two.  Chil- 
dren aided  in  their  homes  with  their  mothers  three  hundred  and  seventy- 
three.  Number  aided  in  their  homes  from  beginning,  five  hundred  and  fifty, 
from  Wake  County  there   are  fourteen  children. 

Monthly  cost  per  child  twenty-four  dollars  and  ninety-two  cents;  annual 
cost  per  child,  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  dollars;  daily  cost  for  support 
of  five  hundred  and  eighty-one  children,  four  hundred  and  eighty-two  dol- 
lars and  twenty-three   cents. 

With  just  a  little  thinking  you  will  see  what  a  tremendous  amount  of 
money  it  takes  to  keep  the  institution  going.  It  is  entirely  dependent  upon 
the  freewill  offerings  of  its  friends.     They  are  and  always  have  stood  by  it 
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loyally,  and  will  continue  to  do  so,  but  we  wonder  if  they  don't  forget  some- 
times, for  the  time  being  at  least  their  duty  to  them,  and  let  their  contri- 
butions cease  or  fall  short  of  what  they  should  be,  and  cause  the  institution 
to  go  in  debt  as  it  now  is. 

We  urge  every  Sunday  School  in  the  Association  to  increase  their  monthly 
offering,  and  especial  attention  be  given  to  our  Thanksgiving  Offering,  that 
it  may  oe  the  largest  in   our  history.         Respectfully  submitted,

Bro.  W.  A.  Cooper  spoke  of  the  need  of  our  churches  rallying  to  the  finan- 
cial assistance  of  the  Orphanage  on  Thanksgiving  day.  Bro.  C.  H.  Norris 
asked  that  each  church  do  its  best. 

On  motion,    report  was  adopted. 

REPORT   ON    MINISTERIAL    RELIEF. 

It  is  seldom  that  a  preacher  comes  to  old  age  with  wealth  enough  to  pre- 
vent want.  Fortunately,  some  have  relatives  who  can  render  aid.  But  many, 
preachers,  or  their  widows  and  children,  suffer  in  silence  or  depend  on  the 
denomination  for  help.  The  very  nature  of  a  preacher's  calling  almost  in- 
sures poverty.  No  selfish  man  can  be  a  true  minister.  And  in  their  zeal 
for  the  Kingdom  most  preachers  lose  sight  of  coming  disaster  for  them- 
selves. Hence  they  lay  up  nothing  against  the  certain  coming  of  death  or 
old  age.  And  churches  encourage  this  failure  to  plan  for  the  future  by 
paying  salaries  that  allow  no  margin  above  bare  necessities  for  the  present. 

Southern  Baptists  are  at  last  trying  to  be  just  to  their  faithful  ministry. 
Many  whose  days  of  service  are  over  are  now  receiving  a  little  help  Num- 
erous preachers'  familites  are  partly  cared  for,  in  most  cases  the  aid  ren- 
dered scarcely  meeting  the  needs  of  existence.  S'urely,  it  ought  never  to  be 
said  that  a  great  body  of  prosperous  Christians  fail  to  insure  their  most 
valued  servants  against  want.  Israel  under  the  law,  provided  well  for  their 
priestly  ministry.  Shall  we  under  grace  do  less  for  the  servants  of  our 
Lord? 

Some  years  ago  Southern  Baptists  inaugurated  the  permanent  wcrk  of 
ministerial  help,  establishing  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board.  This  en- 
courages preachers  to  look  ahead  and  plan  for  some  income  when  their  work- 
ing days  are  over.  It  also  provides  means  by  which  the  denomination  pays 
most  of  the  cost  of  such  insurance.  By  its  plan  a  preacher  may  be  assured 
of  a  yearly  income  after  he  reaches  sixty-eight,  even  if  he  is  ^till  active  in 
the  ministry.     Total  and  permanent  disability  prior  to  that  time  is  provided 
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for,  and  also  a  death  benefit  for  widows  and  minor  children. 

But  the  work  of  the  Board  is  seriously  crippled  by  the  great  increase  of 
funds  below  the  expectations  of  the  Campaign  years.     Only  about  GO  per  cent. 
of  the  expected  receipts  have  been  realized. 
Your  committee  makes  two  recommendations: 

First,  the  most  generous  support  of  the  whole  denominational  program, 
since  a  certain  per  cent  of  all  the  funds  goes  to  ministerial  relief 

Second.  That  our  preachers  investigate  the  annuity  plan  of  our  Board, 
especially  the  new  Service  Annuity  Plan.

REPORT  OF    HISTORIAN. 

You  have  put  a  hard  task  upon  your  Historian,  which,  I  fear  he  will  be 
unable   to   perform   in   a   satisfactory  manner. 

It  is  endless.  I  trust  that  Raleigh  Association  will  continue  to  make  his- 
tory that  our  descendants  can  look  upon  with  pleasure,  as  we  can  and  do 
on  the  past  one  hundred   and  twenty-one  years  of  its  history. 

We  encounter  many  difficulties  but  we  believe  that  we  are  making  progress 
in  getting  data.  So  far  as  I  can  learn  we  have  no  printed  data  between  date 
of  organization  (1805)  and  the  year  1830,  the  year  of  organization  of  S'tate 
Conventiou. 

We  have  an  almost,  complete  file  of  ministers  of  Association  from  1830 
to  present  gathering  by  Bro.  J.  C.  Birdsong  who  was  Clerk  of  the  Associa- 
tion for  a  great  number  of  years. 

We  are  getting  data  on  the  churches  now  in  the  Association  by  the  help 
of  several  of  the  brethren,  some  of  whom  have  sent  in  excerpts  We  have 
in  hand  the  historical  sketch  of  the  Raleigh  Association  Rev.  J  M.  White 
made  in  1905,  of  Hephzibah  church,  by  Bro.  W.  A.  Liles  who  has  the  min- 
utes of  Hephzibah  church  nearly  as  old  as  the  Association  and  of  Salem  and 
Apex  by  Dr.  G.  N.  Cowan. 

Rev.  G.  T.  Mills  is  preparing  that  for  Green  Level  and  Morrisville.  Rev. 
T.  B  Davis  for  Zebulon  and  Wakefield.  J.  M.  Broughton  for  Tabernacle. 
We  want  a  history  or  data  from  every  church  in  the  Association,  and  of 
every  church  that  has  been  in  the  Association.  Raleigh  Association  has 
been  the  mother  of  Associations,  the  churches,  the  mother  of  churches  and 
of  preachers. 

Raleigh  Association  is  rich  in    history,   It  has  played   a  very   important 
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part  in  spreading  the  gospel  and  furthering  our  Father's  Kingdom  in  this 
state,  this  nation  and  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  world. 

Every  one  can  have  a  part  in  recording  the  History  of  Raleigh  Association, 
by  sending  me  data  of  churches,  hunting  into  minutes,  making  note  of  any- 
thing said  about  Raleigh  Association  or  churches  therein  when  seen  in 
course  of  reading  or  heard  spoken  of, 

To  get  the  best  much  digging  must  be  done.    I  cannot  work  the  mine  alone. 

I  want  a  complete  file  of  the  minutes  of  the  Raleigh  Association,  to  have 
them  permanently  bound  and  put  on  file  with  the  Baptist  Historical  Com- 
mission to  be  kept  in  a  fire  proof  safe.  Send  me  what  you  have.  I  think 
that  I  have  them  for  the  last  twenty  years.     I  want  your  aid.

Bro.  W.  A.  Cooper,  who  for  a  number  of  years  has  prepared  a  digest  of 
Church  letters,  again  faithfully  performed  his  duty,  and  by  chart  pointed  out 
what  appeared  to  him  to  be  the  weak  and  strong  features  in  the  various 
Church  letters  and  compared  this  year's  progress  with  that  of  last  year. 

The  report  was  adopted  with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Brother  Cooper. 

REPORT  ON  DIGEST  OF   CHURCH  LETTERS. 

The  "Digest  of  Letters"  is  given  to  bring  before  you  in  a  tabulated  form 
what  the  churches  are  doing,  not  to  criticise  but  hoping  to  provoke  greater 
efforts. 

We  find  many  facts  that  it  is  well  to  call  attention  to  that  will  encourage. 
We  also  find  some  facts  that  show  that  we  are  not  doing  what  we  should. 

We  are  disappointed  in  the  small  number  baptized  during  the  past  year. 
After  all,  baptisms  are  barometers  of  the  churches;  all  efforts  should  tend 
to  the  conversion  of  the  unsaved. 

Only  270  baptisms  have  been  reported.  The  year  1918  is  the  cnly  year 
in  the  past  ten  ye'ars  when  we  had  so  few  baptisms.  For  the  past  ten  years 
we  have  an  average  of  368  to  join  by  baptism,  which  is  40  per  cent  more 
than  is  reported  this  year.  The  270  baptisms  were  reported  by  24  churches. 
Churches  reporting  no  baptisms  are  Inwood,  Reedy  Creek,  Shady  Grove, 
S'orrells  Grove  and  Wendell. 

No  reports  have  been  received  from  Collins  Grove,  McCullers,  Pilot  and 
Southside. 

Twenty-two  churches  report  a  gain  in  membership  of  270,  same  number  as 
baptisms.  Steven  churches  report  a  loss  in  membership  of  75,  namely:  Cara- 
leigh  39,  Ephesus  7,  Good  Hope  17,  Inwood  5,  Knightdale  4,  Shady  Grove  1, 
and  Sorrell's  Grove  2. 

Because  of  its  rarity  a  few  years  ago  we  called  attention,  with  great  pleas- 
ure, to  any  church,  having  a  greater  number  in  Sunday  School  than  mem- 
bers of  church.  We  note  that  of  the  30  churches  reporting,  Apex,  Cary, 
Central,  Fuquay  Springs,  Garner.  Green  Level,  Southside,  Inwood,  Pullen 
Memorial,    and   Tabernacle    are   in    the   above   class.     Collectively   having    a

membership  of  4129  with  4710  in  Sunday  School. 

The  Financial  Table  appended  shows  that  the  per  capita  contributions 
have  increased  in  a  wonderful  way  in  the  past  ten  years,  however  some  of 
the  churches  have  shown  very  little  development. 

For  the  past  year  we  find  that  the  contributions  for  Home  Expenses  vary 
from  a  maximum  of  $30.73  by  Pullen  Memorial  to  a  minimum  of  $1.04  by 
Sorrell's  Grove. 

The  five  churches  showing  largest  per  capita  gifts  for  Home  Expenses, 
Pullen  Memorial  $30.73,  Holly  Springs  $15.73,  Tabernacle  $14.77,  Fuquay 
Springs  $11.94,  Garner  $11.09.  Smallest  Sorrell's  Grove  $1.04,,  Pleasant  Plain 
$1.55,  Bethlehem  $2.26,  Swift  Creek  $2.27,  Mount  Hermon  $2.73. 

Per  capita  for  Benevolences  run  from  $9.68  by  Apex  to  46  cents  by  Pleas- 
ant Plain.'  The  five  standing  first,  Apex  $9.68,  Tabernacle  $6.67,  Shady 
Grove  $5.83,  Pullen  Memorial  $5.33,  Green  Level  $4  78.  Five  lowest,  Pleasant 
Plains  46  cents,  Caraleigh  47  cents,  Leesville  50  cents,  Ephesus  58  cents,  Good 
Hope  75  cents. 

It  is  with  peculiar  pleasure  we  call  your  attention  to  Apex,  Green  Level 
and  Shady  Grove  churches  whose  gifts  to  benevolences  were  greater  than 
those  for  home  expenses. 

For  your  encouragement  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  growth  to 
benevolences  in  the  past  ten  years.  Ten  Years  ago,  or  in  the  year  1917, 
the  five  churches  giving  the  most  per  capita  were  Shady  Grove  $4.17,  Mc- 
Cullers  $3.31,  Apex  $2.91,  Tabernacle  $2.82  and  Gary  $2.56.  The  lowest 
were  Pleasant  Plains  and  Knightdale  tieing  at  12   cents. 

The  highest  in  1917  was  Shady  Grove  $4.17,  1922  Apex  $14.43,  1923  Taber- 
nacle $10.81,  1924  Apex  $11.81,  1925  Apex  $8.12,  1926  Apex  $9  68. 

We  calculate  from  reports  received  that  the  Sunday  Schools  have  made 
very  little,  if  any  gain  in  the  past  year.  This  is  a  deplorable  situation  which 
should  be  remedied. 

It  is  only  reasonable  to  expect  every  church  to  have  a  Sunday  S'chool 
whose  number  should  greatly  exceed  the  number  of  church  members.  We 
should  expect  all  church  members  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  little  folks 
and  the  unconverted  of  the  family  and  of  the  great  number  of  the  commun- 
ity not  belonging  to  the  church  many  can  be  reached.  We  should  arouse  our- 
selves. Let  us  this  coming  year  put  forth  special  efforts  to  enlarge  all  of 
our  Sunday  Schools. 

We  would  like  for  you  to  carefully  study  the  table  that  I  am  giving  with 
this  report  and  see  where  your  church  stands.  Have  your  church  to  give 
time  to  self  examination  and  see  if  you  are  satisfied  with  what  you  are 
doing. 

Why  not  make  this  a  new  era  for  your  church  by  all  being  more  conse- 
crated, working  for  a  better  church,  a  better  Sunday  S'chool  and  winning 
more  for  Christ.  Respectfully  submitted,

A.  N.  Jackson  led  the  music  and  devotional  exercises  were  conducted 
by  Bro.  H.  W.  Norris  who  read  the  19th  Psalm,  after  which  the  Moderator 
called  the  Association  to  order.

REPORT  ON   B.  Y.  P.   U. 

Those  of  us  who  remember  the  struggles  that  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  was  hav- 
ing twenty-five  years  or  more  ago,  its  present  accomplishment  is  wonderful. 
The  present  B.  Y.  P.  U.  organization  of  North  Carolina  was  formed  in  1909 
and  the  first  State  Convention  was  held  in  Durham  in  1910.  At  that  Con- 
vention sixteen  years  ago  ten  unions  were  represented.  The  last  Convention 
was  held  at  Meredith  College  in  June,  1926,  and  was  attended  by  more  than 
sixteen  hundred  representatives.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  State  Conventions  have 
become  the  largest  Baptist  meetings  in  North  Carolina. 

There  are  Unions  in  approximately  eleven  hundred  and  fifty  churches  and 
in  all  of  our  schools  and  colleges  in  the  State,  making  the  total  number  of 
Unions  in  North  Carolina  1800.  This  is  splendid,  but  we  must  at  the  same 
time  remember  that  there  are  over  a  thousand  churches  in  North  Carolina 
which  have  no  Unions  and  are  without  the  valuable  training  services  fur- 
nished by  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  In  the  Raleigh  Association  we  have  Unions  in 
twenty-two  churches.  There  are  therefore  twelve  churches  in  our  Associa- 
tion without  such  organizations.  We  have  thirteen  Junior  Unions,  six  Inter- 
mediate Unions  and  thirty-three  Senior  Unions  in  the  twenty-two  churches 
where  the  work  was  fostered. 

In  the  S'tate  we  have  two  wholetime  workers  in  the  field,  these  being  Mr. 
Perry  Morgan,  General  Secretary,  and  Miss  Winnie  Rickett,  who  is  the  Jun- 
ior and  Intermediate  Secretary.  They  conduct  training  schools-  and  insti- 
tutes, hold  Associational  and  district  rallies,  and  plan  for  the  programs  and 
meetings  of  the  State  Convention  Their  services  are  obtainable  for  work 
in  city,  town  and  country  churches  anywhere  in  the  State  They  may  be 
reached  by  a  letter  addressed  to  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

This  work  is  fostered  by  the  Baptist  S'tate  Convention  and  the  Sunday 
School  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Pastors  everywhere  com- 
mend the  work  accomplished  by  the  Unions  in  the  highest  terms. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  one  of  the  greatest  training  agencies  of  the  young 
people  in  our  denomination.  Its  object  is  declared  in  its  constitution  to  be 
"The  increased  spirituality  of  the  young  Christians,  their  training  in  essen- 
tial church  activities,  their  edification  in  Scriptural  knowledge,  their  in- 
struction in  Baptist  doctrine,  and  history,  and  their  enlistment  in  all  forms 
of  missionary  endeavor    through   existing   denominational   organizations." 

This  is  a  great  aim  and  its  accomplishment  has  been  undertaken  and  car- 
ried on  in  a  great  way.  Their  program  is  for  enlightenment  and  enlistment. 
They  have  a  curriculum  of  twenty  books  in  addition  to  the  topics  studied 
in  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  quarterly.  These  books  deal  with  such  subjects  as  stew- 
ardship, church  membership,  Sunday  S'chool  and  church  methods,  Bible  study, 
doctrine,  Christian  service,  and  Baptist  history.     The  work   is  truly  educa- 
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tional,  and  is  bearing  rich  fruitage  from  year  to  year  in  preparing  our  young 
people  for  active,  intelligent  and  capable  participation  in  advancing  our  great 
cause.  Those  advantaged  by  such  training  readily  take  leadership  in  the 
work  of  their  churches  as  they  reach  mature  age.  The  good  accomplished  is 
beyond  computation. 

We  heartily  recommend  that  all  of  our  churches  undertake  the  main- 
tenance of  at  least  one  !B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  that  the  number  be  increased  as 
rapidly  as  possible  until  all  of  the  children  committed  to  our  care  by  Divine 
Providence  have  the  advantages  offered  by  this  work.  We  recommend  that 
the  churches  elect  the  officers  of  the  Unions,  publicly  installing  them  and 
recognizing  them  as  church  officers;  that  they  be  called  upon  for  regular 
reports  and  be  made  to  fully  realize  their  responsibility  to  the  church.  We 
further  recommend  that  each  individual  church  support  this  work  financially, 
regularly  defraying  the  expenses  of  its  local  Unions  and  contributing  to 
the  cause  in  the  State  at  large;  and  that  the  work  and  the  workers  have 
and  be  assured  of  having  the  sympathy  and  prayers  of  all  the  people.

REPORT   ON    WOMAN'S   WORK. 

The  Woman's  Work  in  North  Carolina  has  grown  rapidly  from  the  begin- 
ning and  although  the  contributions  are  not  what  we  would  like  for  them 
to  be  we  feel  indeed  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  serving  the  Master  and 
pray  that  we  as  women  of  the  S1outh  may  be  permitted  to  do  even  greater 
work  in  the  coming  year.  As  we  think  of  the  great  growth  we  realize  that 
it  has  been  accomplished  through  prayer  and  Mission  study  Our  women 
have  placed  the  importance  of  prayer  first  in  their  plan  of  work  and  have 
urged  that  each  church  put  on  special  mission  study  courses  that  the  cause 
of  missions  may  be  strengthened  in  the  hearts  of  our  women.  Many  classes 
have  been  held  during  the  year  and  seals  awarded. 

^Another  one  of  the  most  important  causes  for  our  growth  has  teen  the 
vast  amount  of  work  done  through  personal  service.  The  Master  is  reflect- 
ed in  the  lives  of  those  who  work  for  Him,  and  this  year  the  work  has  been 
so  organized  that  each  society  has  a  Personal.  Service  Chairman  and  all 
work  is  planned  and  done  in  an  organized  way.  It  has  proved  to  be  by  far 
the  most  efficient  way  to  carry  on  the  work. 

Number  of  visits  made  to  the  sick,  and  shut-ins,  cottage  prayer  meetings 
held,  Bibles  and  garments  distributed,  the  food  and  flowers  sent  are  aston- 
ishing. God  has  wonderfully  blessed  the  efforts  of  our  women  and  in  this 
new  organized  plan  much  more  will  be  accomplished  during  the  coming  year. 

Work  for  the  Master  is  a  worthy  cause,  and  it  is  a  glorious  thing  to  have 
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a  part  in  this  great  work.  The  women  of  the  Raleigh  Association  are  proud 
of  the  fact  that  they  have  helped  in  a  small  way  to  advance  the  cause  of 
Christ  and  have  watched  with  a  keen  interest  the  steady  development  of 
the  work  along  all  lines.  The  officers  of  the  Association  have  endeavored 
to  have  each  society  engage  in  Mission  study  and  Personal  Service  and 
strive  to  attain  every  point  on  the  Standard  of  Excellence. 

Our  annual  W.  M.  S.  meeting  at  Green  Level  was  one  of  the  most  help- 
ful  and  spiritual  our  Association  has  ever  held.  We  considered  ourselves 
indeed  fortunate  in  having  Mr.  and  Mrs.  L.  B.  Olive,  returned  Missionaries 
from  China,  hoth  of  whom  spoke  with  such  zeal  and  earnestness  the  entire 
body  resolved  to  do  more  for  Missions  and  help  carry  out  our  Lord's  last 
commission. 

Every  society  except  two  sent  representatives  and  reported  enthusiastic 
societies  throughout  our  Association.  AH  the  speakers  at  this  meeting 
brought  inspiring  messages  and  the  delegates  were  filled  with  a  burning- 
desire  to  do  more  for  Him  who  did  do  much  for  us. 

During  the  past  few  months  our  Association  has  sustained  a  great  loss 
in  the  death  of  our  beloved  Divisional  Superintendent,  Mrs.  M  W.  Buck, 
of  Burlington.  She  was  called  to  her  reward  after  giving  a  life  of  service 
and  beautiful  sacrifice,  and  in  her  going  the  Association  feels  keenly  the 
loss  of  her  kindly  service  and  help,  yet  her  influence  will  ever  linger  with 
those  who  knew  and  loved  her  best. 

At  our  Associational  meeting  a  Memorial  service  was  held  for  Mrs.  Buck 
and  fitting  tributes  were  paid  to   her  memory. 

At  our  annual  meeting  part  of  one  afternoon  was  devoted  to  the  young 
people's  work,  which  we  are  proud  to  say  is  increasing  in  interest  every 
year.  But  we  as  women  of  the  Raleigh  Association  realize  that  the  young 
people's  work  is  not  given  enough  consideration  and  they  do  not  have  enough 
time  to  discuss  their  work  therefore  it  was  decided  to  have  an  annual  meet- 
ing for  them  next  June  at  Meredith  College  and  to  have  a  Meredith  girl 
sponsor  each  society  throughout  our   Association. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  each  pastor  in  the  Raleigh  Association  will  lend 
his  influence  in  arousing  enthusiasm  among  his  young  people  and  send  a 
large  delegation  to  the  annual  meeting. 

We  realize  that  the  hope  of  tomorrow  lies  within  the  youth  of  today.  And 
may  we  as  Christian  workers  enlist  these  precious  souls  while  yet  their 
lives  are  young  and  plastic  and  save  them  for  the  Master  while  yet  there 
is  time. 

During  the  past  year  we  held  two  quarterly  W.  M.  S.  meetings  in  Raleigh, 
and  each  society  carried  its  problems  and  these  were  discussed  by  some  of 
our  most  able  workers.  The  same  plans  will  be  carried  out  this  year,  be- 
lieving more  can  be  accomplished  and  that  each  society  will  come  to  a  clearer 
understanding  of  the  work  being  done  in  our  Association. 

The  women  of  the  Raleigh  Association  earnestly  desire  the  co-operation, 
prayers  and  encouragement  of  the  men  of  the  Association  and  may  they 
help  in  a  larger  way  than  ever  before,  that  the  women  may  go  forward  dur- 
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ing  the  coming   year  in  a  bigger  and  better  program  for  the  advancement 
of  missions  and  may  every  phase  of  the  Lord's  work  prosper.

REPORT  ON  LAW  AND  LAW  ENFORCEMENT. 

Let  every  one  obey  the  supreme  authorities.  For  no  authority  exists  ex- 
cept by  the  will  of  God  and  the  existing  authorities  have  been  appointed  by 
God.  Therefore,  he  who  sets  himself  against  the  authorities  is  resisting 
God's  appointment,  and  those  who  resist  will  bring  a  judgment  upon  them- 
selves. A  good  action  has  nothing  to  fear  from  Rulers;  a  bad  action  has. 
Do  you  want  to  have  no  reason  to  fear  the  authorities?  Then  do  what  is 
good,  and  you  will  win  their  praise.  For  they  are  God's  servants  appointed 
for  your  good.  But  if  you  do  what  is  wrong  you  may  welli  be  afraid  for  the 
sword  they  carry  is  not  without  meaning.  They  are  God's  servants  to  in- 
flict His  punishment  on  those  who  do  wrong.  You  are  bound,  therefore,  to 
obey  not  only  through  fear  of  God's  punishments,  but  also  as  a  matter  of 
conscience. 

This,  too,  is  the  reason  for  you  paying  taxes ;  for  the  officials  are  God's 
officers,  devoting  themselves  to  this  special  work.  In  all  cases  pay  what  is 
due  from  you;  tribute  where  tribute  is  due,  taxes  where  taxes  are  due,  re- 
spect where  respect  is  due  and  honor  where  honor  is  due  Owe  nothing  to 
any  one  except  brotherly  love;  for  he  who  loves  his  fellowmen  has  satisfied 
the  law.  Thou  s'halt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thou  dost  thyself.  Dove  never 
wrongs  a  neighbor.     Therefore  love  fully  satisfies  the  law. 

This  I  say  because  you  know  the  crisis  that  we  have  reached,  for  the  time 
has  already  come  for  you  to  arouse  yourselves  from  sleep.  The  night  is  al- 
most gone;  the  day  is  near.  Therefore  let  us  have  done  with  the  deeds  of 
darkness,  and  arm  ourselves  with  the  weapons  of  light.  Being  in  the  light  of 
clay,  let  us  live  becomingly,  not  in  sinning  and  drunkenness,  not  in  lust  and 
licentiousness,  not  in  quarreling  and  jealousy.  No,  arm  yourselves  with  the 
spirit  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  spend  no  thought  on  your  earthly  nature 
to  satisfy  its  cravings.     Romans  chapter  13. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  Biblical  exhortation  as  regards  the  law,  we, 
your  committee  urge  upon  our  people  strict  obedience  to  the  law;  and  every 
possible  effort  upon  our  part  to  see  that  the  law  is  enforced.

REPORT  ON   BIBLICAL  RECORDER  AND   OTHER  PERIODICALS. 

Shortly,  we  will  observe  the  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
the  Biblical  Recorder,  which  was  first  issued  by  Thomas  Meredith  ninety- 
three  years  ago.  The  best  preparation  for  the  observance  of  that  epochal 
event  would  be  to  double  the  subscriptions  for  this  important  periodical. 

Thomas  Jefferson,  a  contemporary  of  Thomas  Meredith,  was  one  of  the 
ablest  men  ever  produced  by  this  or  any  other  country.  When  he  set  him- 
self to  the  task  of  forming  a  new  party  to  fight  for  the  rights  of  the  people, 
almost  his  first  act  was  to  establish  a  paper.  He  put  the  power  of  the  Press 
above  all  other  influences  in  our  National  Government.  Meredith  doubtless 
inspired  by  this  act  of  far  reaching  statesmanship,  conceived  the  idea  that 
nothing  would  so  surely  establish  and  maintain  the  principles  of  the  Bap- 
tist Denomination  and  its  work  for  the  Kingdom,  as  a  periodical  to  be  circu- 
lated among  its  members.  The  wisdom  of  his  course  has  been  justified  a 
thousand   times. 

The  key  to  the  growth  of  circulation  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  the  pas- 
tor. Of  course,  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  leaders  in  the  Church  counts, 
but  the  size  of  the  Recorder's  circulation  in. any  Church  may  be  estimated 
in  nearly  every  case  by  the  pastor's  interest  in  this   essential  periodical. 

We  earnestly  urge  that  this  Association  bend  every  effort  to  double  the 
Recorder's   circulation   in    our   churches   during   the   coming  year. 

We  also  commend  most  heartily  Charity  and  Children,  our  Orphanage 
publication.  It  has  a  large  circulation  and  is  an  influence  of  incalculable 
good  in  our  denominational  and  religious  life.  Sunday  Schools  particularly, 
should   co-operate  in  enlarging  the  circulation  of  this  valuable  paper. 

Without  enumerating  the  various  publications  of  our  denominational 
board,  we  take  occasion  to  say  that  they  are  without  exception  ably  edited 
and  attractively  prepared.  Churches  in  the  front  line  of  progress  are  avail- 
ing themselves  of  these  publications  with  great  benefit.

REPORT  ON  STATE   MISSIONS. 

As  we    approach  nearer  the  centennial  of  the  organization  of  our  State- 
Convention,  and  are  reminded  by  the  present  Centennial  Campaign,  of  the 
progress  that  has  been  made,  we  visualize  more  clearly  the  wisdom  and  pro- 
phetic vision  of  those  who  made  organized  work  in  our  State  possible  in  the 
day  of  small  things. 

State  Missions  has  had  for  its  goal  all  these  years  the  Evangelization  of 
the  people  of  the  State,  and  the  "Good  Hand  of  God"  upon  the  work  has 
indicated  that  it  has  been  pleasing  to  Him. 

We  like  to  do  'big  things  and  deal  in  big  numbers,  and  it  is  necessary  to 
have  large  funds  to  carry  on  the  work  of  our  great  enterprises,  but  if  we 
could  somehow  tabulate  and  visualize  the  lives  made  new  by  the  means  of 
State  Missions  and  count  the  blessings  brought  into,  and  passed  on  to  oth- 
ers, by  these  lives,  we  would  have  an  inexhaustible  source  of  rejoicing  and 
Thanksgiving. 

Without  dealing  in  figures  today,  let  us  think  of  the  thousands  of  dark 
corners  lighted  up,  and  the  thousands  of  crooked  things  made  straight  by 
the  spirit  and  ministry  of  S'tate  Missions. 

State  Missions  has  been  the  under-girding  and  inspiration  of  practically 
all  departments  of  our  work.  It  has  challenged  us  to  train  leaders  in  our 
schools  and  churches,  who  shall  keep  the  ranks  full  and  add  the  needed 
recruits   for  the  ever   opening  possibilities   and   increasing  responsibilities. 

The  changing  and  progressing  tides  of  human  development  and  interest 
call  for  different  points  of  contact  and  stress  of  emphasis,  that  find  their 
expression  in  developing  the  churches  in  their  teaching  and  training  work, 
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and  in  a  new  and  more  constant  line-up  of  all  our  church  members  in  co- 
operation, and  intelligent  expression  of  the  virtue  of  the  Gospel. 

State  Mission  work  is  endeavoring  to  assist  in  all  this  and  to  direct  all 
interest  toward  the  great  goal  of  sane  evangelism  for  all.  The  field  is  indeed 
white  unto  harvest,  and  we  must  not  be  weary  in  well-doing  for  in  due 
season  we  shall  reap.  We  have  been  reaping,  and  the  harvest  continues 
plenteous  with  yet  too  few  laborers. 

To  be  most  effective  in  soul-winning  we  must  show  our  faith  by  our  work. 
With  progress  being  made  in  so  many  ways,  we  need  to  turn  our  attention 
more  towards  a  definite  program  of  improvement  in  the  physical  equipment 
of  thousands  of  neglected  and  inadequate  church  buildings.  In  many  in- 
stances  consolidation  of  churches  would  solve  this  problem.  But  the  su- 
preme need  of  all  is  getting  each  member  to  realize  personal  responsibility 
and  to  learn  the  real  meaning  of  co-operation.  R.  H.   HERRING. 

The  report  was  read  by  Bro.  R.  H.  Herring  who  very  briefly  spoke  upon 
its  importance.     After  which  it  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON    HOME    MISSIONS. 

At  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  last  May,  the  Home 
Mission  Board  presented  its  eighty-second  annual  report.  The  workers  of 
the  Board,  independent  and  co-operative,  during  the  year  delivered  109.419 
sermons  and  addresses;  conducted  19,966  prayer-meetings;  made  171,239 
religious  visits;  added  to  churches  by  baptism  20,686  members;  total  addi- 
tions 36,233;  won  840  volunteers  for  Christian  S'ervice;  constituted  168 
churches;  built  or  improved  278  church  houses;  organized  406  Sunday- 
schools;  distributed  11,847  Bibles  and  Testaments,  circulated  1,651,204  pages 
of  religious  tracts. 

This  fine  record  is  worthy  of  all  praise  and  calls  for  grateful  thanksgiv- 
ing to  God  for  His  wonderful  favor.  But  for  the  lack  of  means  many  new 
fields  white  unto  harvest  would  have  been  entered. 

The  Convention  in  Louisville  instructed  the  Board  in  laying  out  its  work 
for  the  new  year  not  to  go  beyond  the  receipts  of  last  year  in  its  appropria- 
tions. This  called  for  drastic  retrenchment  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Board  the  first  cf  June.  In  one  department,  that  of  Independent  and  Direct 
Missions,  twenty-five  missionaries  were  dropped  and  similar  cuts  were  made 
in  all  departments.  It  is  enough  to  stir  stony-hearts — these  open  doors  in 
ripe  fields  and  no  laborers  to  enter  in  to  reap  the  harvest.  Let  us  pray  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send  more  laborers  into  His  harvest  through  the  lib- 
erality of  our  people. 

The  heavy  debt  on  the  Board  must  be  lifted  as  soon  as  possible  in  order 
that  this  great  task  of  saving  our  beloved  Southland  for  Christ  may  be  car- 
ried on  in  a  way  worthy  of  our  people,  so  numerous  and  well  able  to  accom- 
plish it  and  for  the  glory  of  God.

Board  and  its  work.  This  Board  has  been  the  great  unifying,  co-ordinating 
agency  of  Southern  Baptists,  and  probably  more  than  any  other  agency  has 
been  the  greatest  force  for  unifying  Southern  Baptists.

REPORT  ON   FOREIGN   MISSIONS. 

To  the  Raleigh  Association:  It  would  be  interesting  and  profitable  to  give 
statistics  as  to  the  work's  progress,  number  of  converts,  number  of  scholars 
in  schools,  Hopitals,  and  amount  of  work  done,  etc.,  but  I  failed  to  get  hold 
of  a  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. However,  a  letter  from  Dr.  Ray,  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  For- 
eign Mission  Board,  speaking  about  the  Board's  recent  meeting  in  Rich- 
mond, says:  "We  had  one  of  the  best  Board  metings  we  have  had  for  several 
years.  It  was  more  hopeful.  Our  income  was  just  about  the  same  as  it  was 
the  corresponding  date  last,  year,  but  our  debt  was  $157,000  less.  I  think 
the  Board  feels  we  have  turned  the  corner  towards  a  better  day."  This  note 
of  encouragement  is  sounded  in  an  opportune  time,  for  the  situation  had 
become  grave;  the  War  in  China,  and  the  break  up  of  the  Government  there 
caused  the  officials  to  decline  any  further  responsibility  for  the  protection 
of  foreigners  (Missionaries  included)  in  that  country,  which  in  turn  made 
it  seem  to  our  Government  officials  necessary  for  all  American  citizens  to 
come  out  of  the  Interior  parts.  Whereupon  many  of  our  Missionaries  felt 
that  it  would  be  expedient  to  come  home  and  wait  here  till  peace  was  estab- 
lished. That  has  produced  a  serious  situation,  for  it  seems  to  many  to  in- 
dicate that,  the  work  has  largely  broken  down. 

Moreover,  the  debt  that  has  been  forced  by  circumstances  upon  us,  has  also 
had  a  dispiriting  effect. 

If,  however,  it  becomes  an  occasion  to  turn  our  eyes  to  the  Lord  Who  can 
turn  evil  into  good,  and  seeming  failure  into  glorious  success  this  may  not 
be  a  calamity  after  all.  Of  course  there  are  other  fields  than  China  in  which 
we  have  work,  and  though  China,  the  greatest  field,  is  so  disrupted,  and  the 
work  greatly  hindered  there,  the  other  fields  are    not  so  affected,   and  the 
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good  work  goes  on  as  usual  in  them.  And  even  in  China  the  work  is  not 
stopped,  and  the  cause  is  not  lost.  It  is  a  great  testing  time,  but  the  pure 
gold  will  show  up,  and  the  dross  will  be  consumed.  The  true  Christians 
will  stand,  and  the  change  in  the  procedure  may  prove  a  God-send.  If  the 
leadership  can  be  shifted  from  the  Missionaries  to  good,  capable  Chinese 
leaders,  and  the  important  matter  of  self-support  be  realized,  it  certainly 
will  usher  in  a  brighter  day,  and  the  Gospel  will  spread  like  fire.  In  that 
case  the  Missionaries — those  now  waiting  in  the  port  cities  to  resume  their 
work,  these  in  the  Homeland  (some  of  whom  could  not  return  for  lack  of 
support),  and  still  other  new  ones — may  go  to  the  wide,  untouched  field* 
in  China  and  start  up  new  work. 

After  all  China  may  be  more  speedily  evangelized  when  God  in  His  mercy 
over-rules  this  calamitous  situation.  Let  us  have  faith  in  Him  and  pray, 
as  the  Lord  taught  us  to  do,  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  will  send  forth 
more  laborers— laborers  from  among  the  native  Christians  in  China  (there 
are  many  now),  and  others  from  this  dear  homeland,  and  other  Christian 
countries. 

Let  us  pray,  indeed,  for  a  great  revival,  a  greater  interest  in  the  salvation 
of  souls  in  this  and  other  lands,  for  it  is  evident  the  interest  has  been  wan- 
ing for  some  reasons. 

We  often  hear  it  said  that  the  Pastors  have  the  key  to  the  situation,  thus 
it  becomes  us  and  all  Christians  to  open  our  eyes  to  the  needs,  seek  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  to  keep  the  truth  before  the  people.  God  has 
committed  to  us  the  Word  of  Reconciliation,  and  called  us  to  be  witnesses 
at  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  S'amaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost 
parts  of  the  earth.  Yes.  He  gives  the  equipment.  We  are  prone  to  seek 
equipment  of  a  tangible  nature,  whereas  God's  provision  for  us  is  already 
at  hand,  even  the  Holy  Spirit  Himself  with  all  His  power.  So  that  the 
"Prospects  are  still  as  bright  as  the  promises  of  God." 

D.  W.  HERRING,  Chairman. 

Bro.  D.  W.  Herring  offered  the  report,  and  pending  its  adoption,  was  dis- 
cussed by  him  as  one  who  knows  the  needs  of  Missions  in  China.  He  be- 
lieved that  in  God's  divine  providence,  the  present  war  there,  which  neces- 
sitated the  return  of  the  Missionaries,  would  be  overruled  for  His  glory. 

The  report  was  further  discussed  by  Bro.  Bumi  Olive,  another  returned 
Missionary  from  China,  who  spoke  upon  the  work  accomplished  and  the 
tasks  facing  our  Missionaries  in  China.  Bro.  Olive's  address  was  perhaps 
the  outstanding  feature  of  the  afternoon  session.  Prayer  by  Bro.  C.  H.  Norris 
for  success  of  Missions  in  China. 

On  motion,  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT   ON    EDUCATION. 

The  ownership  and  operation  of  Christian  schools  and  colleges  is  esseutial 
to  the  progress  of  any  denomination.  Such  institutions  are  more  necessary 
now  than  ever,  because  the  general  level  of  culture  has  been  raised,  and  i  o 
leadership  can  get  very  far  without  broad   general  culture  and  the  best  of 
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specialized  knowledge.  This  specialized  knowledge  in  Christian  faith  ami 
doctrine  cannot  be  supplied  by  state  schools.  It  must  be  learned  in  schools 
maintained  for  the  purpose  by  people  who  consider  such  knowledge  indis- 
pensable- Moreover  the  time  has  come  when  laymen  and  women  nee<£ 
much  of  the  same  training  as  that  supplied  for  ministers  and  missionaries. 
The  proposition  that  we  must  educate  is  hardly  debatable.  It  is  a  more 
regrettable  situation  that  we  are  deeply  in  debt  and  not  able  to  enlarge  our 
institutions  at  this  very  time  when  we  are  in  the  midst  of  an  educational 
rebirth,  and  young  people  are  crowding  schools  of  higher  learning  in  untold 
thousands.  The  question  used  to  be  how  to  get  students  for  our  schools, 
now  it  is  how  to  get  schools  for  our  students.  Although  the  time  allotted 
for  the  Centennial  Campaign  in  this  Association  has  about  expired,  we  lec- 
oirmiend  thai  the  matter  be  pushed  still  further  in  the  case  of  persons  who 
are  able  to  do  a  better  part  than  that  which  they  have  already  indicated, 
and  that  pvery  Baptist  in  the  Association  be  given  an  opportunity  to  bear 
a  part.  Furthermore,  we  earnestly  urge  all  our  Baptist  schools  to  faith, 
fully  stress  Christian  life  and  culture;  for  it  is  to  their  personnel  of  stu- 
dents and  faculty  that  we  must  always  be  able  to  point  with  pride,  if  we 
would  win  for  them  the  hearts  of  our  great  Baptist  people.  We  urge  our 
people  to  patronize  our  Baptist  schools,  remembering  that  the  Christian 
s«  hool  can  in  the  nature  of  the  case  offer  the  most.

Brother  Elbert  Johnson  stressed  the  importance  of  our  Centen- 
nial Campaign,  in  what  it  means  for  our  denomination  in  the 
years  to  come.  We  must  have  trained  Christian  leaders;  the  world 
Is  calling  for  them  everywhere.  Brother  R.  N.  S'imms  in  his  usual  force- 
ful and  telling  manner,  spoke  of  our  Baptist  assets,  and  the  need  of  placing 
our  Baptist  Institutions  in  a  financial  situation  in  which  they  can  function 
to  their  best  advantage. 

On  motion  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT   ON    HOSPITAL. 

A  hospital  fostered  and  controlled  by  a  religious  body  should  have  but 
one  aim,  one  purpose,  and  that  is  to  serve.  This  was  the  dominant  motive 
that  moved  the  Baptists  of  our  State,  assembled  in  their  State  Convention, 
to  launch  the  movement  that  resulted  in  the  establishing  of  the  hospital  at 
Winston-Salem.  As  to  the  efficiency  of  the  efforts  of  those  who  have  the 
responsibility  of  carrying  out  the  purpose  of  the  Convention,  the  following 
facts  speak  for  themselves. 

During  the  past  year  500  charity  patients  were  cared  for  at  a  cost  of 
$27,250.00.  Of  this  amount  $14,475.00  was  received  through  the  Mother's 
Day  offering  in  our  Sunday  S'chools;  $7,000  came  from  the  Duke  Founda- 
tion; while  the  balance  $5,775.00  was  paid  out  of  the  operating  account. 
This  year  a  little  more  than  $15,000.00  was  received  through  the  special 
offering.     The  number  of  charity  patients  however,  is  expected  to  reach  600 
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during  the  year,  entailing  a  cost  of  at  least  $30,000.00.  The  superintendent 
writes  the  encouraging  word  that  he  is  hopeful  of  coming  to  the  end  of  the 
year  without  debt  en  operating  account. 

When  we  remember  that  it  takes  practically  all  the  money  received  from 
the  budget  of  our  co-operative  program  to  pay  the  interest  and  retire  the 
bonds  issued  for  building  purposes,  we  can  readily  see  how  splendidly  the 
hospital  is  being  operated. 

The  nurses  home  is  being  carried  to  completion.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will. 
be  ready  for  occupancy  by  December  1st.  It  will  provide  rooms  for  forty- 
five  girls,  and  in  addition  will  furnish  school  facilities  for  the  training 
classes.  This  will  make  available,  for  hospital  purposes,  twenty-one  beds 
now   being  occupied  by  nurses. 

The  past  year  has  been  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  hospital  as  to  mor. 
tality  rate.  The  death  rate  has  been  only  fourteen  per  one  thousand  pa- 
tients. When  we  are  reminded  that  in  the  country  at  large  the  rate  is  thir- 
ty-four per  thousand,  we  can  see  how  signally  blessed  we  have  been.  These 
facts  speak  in  the  highest  praise  for  the  efficiency  of  the  management,  the 
physicians,  and  nurses. 

It  is  clear  that  there  is  great  need  for  additional  money  to  care  for  the 
charity  patients.  Those  who  are  able  to  pay  should  be  encouraged  tc  go  as 
they  will  thereby  assist  in  caring  for  those  not  able  to  pay  and  will  them- 
selves receive  expert  treatment  at  as  small  cost  as  in  any  first  class  hos- 
pital. The  direct  way  to  aid  in  this  cause,  the  way  adopted  by  our  Conven- 
tion, is  through  the  Mother's  Day  offering  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  We  urge 
upon  our  churches  to  give  special  emphasis  to  this  plan  to  give  aid  to  the 
sick  and  suffering,  an  opportunity  which  comes  to  us  once  each  year.

THE  BAPTIST      CO-OPERATIVE    PROGRAM 

The  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  at  its  June  meeting 
adopted  $600,000  as  the  goal  for  North  Carolina  Baptists  to  raise  in  1928  for 
all  the  objects  included  in  the  Co-operative  Program,  except  the  Orphanage. 

This  objective  is  to  be  divided  equally  between  State-wide  and  S'outh-wide 
Gbjects  as  follows:

In  co-operation  with  the  other  Associations  in  the  State  we  recommend 
that  this  Association  adopt  the  above  ratio  of  division  of  its  funds  and  that 
it  set  as  its  goal  for  1928  $20,000,  which  is  a  little  more  than  the  Associa- 
tion raised  for  the  objects  included  in  the  Co-operative  Program  for  1926; 
that  this  amount  be  apportioned  upon  as  fair  and  equitable  a  basis  as  pos- 
sible among  all  of  the  churches  of  the  Association  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Associations  or  by  a  special  Committee;  and  that  each  church 
endeavor  to  raise  its  objective  by  making  an  every  member  canvass  Dec. 
4--11,  the  Southwide  date  set,  or  at  such  other  time  as  may  seem  best,  or 
to  raise  it  by  some  other  method  adopted  by  the  church. 

In  order  that  this  Every-member  Canvass  be  successful,  we  would  recom- 
mend further  that  the  most  thorough  and  prayerful  preparation  be  made, 
beginning  several  weeks  in  advance,  giving  information  about  the  objects 
included  in  the  Program,  and  thoroughly  indoctrinating  the  people  with  the 
idea  of  stewardship. 

We  also  recommend  that  a  Mission  Deader  be  elected  to  represent  this 
Association  in  its  dealing  with  the  general  State  organization,  and  that  this 
Mission  leader,  in  co-operation  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Asso- 
ciation or  a  special  Mission  Committee  to  be  appointed,  communicate  with 
each  loc'al  church  and  try  to  effect  a  simple  organization  consisting  of  a  Mis- 
sion Leader  and  ,a  Mission  Committee  of  four  others  at  least,  and  to  co- 
operate with  this  committee  in  every  possible  way  in  putting  on  and  suc- 
cessfully carrying  through  the  Co-operative  Program  for  1928.

Following  a  delightful  song  service,  devotional  exercises  were  conducted 
by  Bro.

At  this  time  Bro.  Theo.  B.  Davis  led  the  Association  in  prayer  for  the 
recovery  of  Bro.  Bunn  Olive's  boy,  Bro.  Fleischman's  child,  Bro.  Hare's 
mother,  and  for  consoling  grace  to  those  who  had  been  recently  bereaved 
by  death  in  the  community. 

The  Moderator  recognized  Bro.  A.  B.  Hunter,  our  former  Moderator,  and 
Bro.  Jack  Medlin,  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Raleigh. 

The  following  report  on  Sunday  Schools  was  received  by  the  Clerk  after 
adjournment  and  is  printed  according  to  request  of  Association. 

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS, 

Your  committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  to  do  some  special  work  in 
regard  to  Sunday  Schools  in  our  Association  reports  that  it  promptly  met 
and  organized  and  endeavored  to  arrange  with  a  ministerial  student  at  Wake 
Forest  College  to  prosecute  the  work  outlined  in  the  report  last  year.  After 
some  delay  he  undertook  to  do  it  and  did  visit  a  few  Sunday  Schools,  but 
became  discouraged  and  abandoned  the  work.     The  committee  was  not  able 
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to  make  any  other  satisfactory  arrangement.  We  have  conducted  some  cor- 
respondence with  the  various  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Association  with  respect 
to  bringing  up  the  Sunday  S'chool  enrollment  and  we  believe  we  have  accom- 
plished some  results.  The  record  so  far  obtained  shows  that  we  are  at 
least  100  ahead  of  last  year's  report  and  we  believe  that  when  the  reports 
from  all  of  the  Sunday  Schools  include  the  enrollment  in  the  cradle  roll 
and  home  departments,  as  they  should  do,  our  total  Sunday  School  enroll- 
ment in  the  Raleigh  Association  will  very  considerably  exceed  our  total 
church  membership  and  that  our  Association  will  thus  be  again  on  the  white 
record. 

The  figures  so  far  obtainable  indicate  that  the  last  year's  record  as  com- 
pared with  the  record  of  the  Association  ten  years  ago  shows  an  increase 
of  practically  45  per  cent  in  both  the  S'unday  S'chool  and  the  church  enroll- 
ments. We  have  2733  more  in  our  Sunday  Schools  than  we  did  10  years 
ago  and  2770  more  in  the  churches. 

This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  churches  and  S'unday  Schools  have 
both  been  maintaining  about  a  uniform  growth  and  at  a  very  thrifty  rate. 
However,  when  we  consider  that  the  Sunday  Schools, not  only  of  this  Associa- 
tion, but  of  the  world,  lost  tremendously  in  enrollment  during  and  after  the 
World  War  whereas  the  churches  were  not  so  affected,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  rate  of  growth  in  our  Sunday  S'chools  in  the  last  five  or  six  years  has 
really  exceeded  the  growth  in  our  churches.  Probably  this  ought  normally 
to  be  so.  At  any  rate  the  wonderful  comeback  of  our  Sunday  Schools  since 
the  great  depression  following  the  World  War  has  been  magnificent  and 
such  as  to  give  encouragement  even  to  the  faintest  heart,  and  to  give  a 
thrill  to  those  of  us  who  strongly  believe  in  the  abiding  vigor  and  power  of 
the  S'unday  School  as  a  tremendous  agency  in  the  world  conquest  by  the 
Gospel. 

We  need,  however,  more  active  cultivation  of  our  S'unday  School  cause  in 
the  Raleigh  Association  and  we  earnestly  urge  that  the  Association  authorize 
its  Executive  Committee  to  make  any  arrangement  it  can  which  it  deems 
reasonable  for  having  some  person  to  do  field  work  with  the  Sunday  S'chcols 
of  our  Association  during  the  ensuing  year  and  to  expend  such  sums  as 
may  be  deemed  reasonably  necessary  for  this  purpose. 

We  would  further  suggest  the  wisdom  of  appointing  a  Sunday  School  com- 
mittee again  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  work  during  the  coming  year.

REPORT  ON   ORPHANAGE. 

For  forty-two  years  our  Orphanage  has  been  making  answer  to  the  roll 
call  of  institutions  set  apart  to  carry  on  the  service  of  Him  "who  went  about 
doing  good."  The  last  annual  report  gives  the  number  of  children  present 
614,  of  these  114  are  at  the  eastern  branch  known  as  the  Kennedy  Home. 
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There  are  365  cared  for  with  their  own  mothers,  making  in  all  979.  From 
the  beginning,  for  shorter  or  longer  periods,  3200  children  have  felt  the 
helping  hand  of  North  Carolina  Baptists.  We  now  have  sixteen  cottages  at 
Thomasville  and  four  at  the  Kennedy  Home,  each  cottage  having  its  own 
dining  room  and  kitchen. 

The  health,  training,  and  well  balanced  education  of  these  children  engage 
the  heads,  hands  and  hearts  of  those  who  have  them  in  charge. 

The  training  ranges  from  the  kindergarten  through  high  school,  and  from 
simple  useful  labor  to  work  combining  the  skill  of  head  and  hand.  An  effort 
is  made  to  have  the  children  grow  up  in  a  Christian  atmosphere.  The  Pas- 
tor, in  addition  to  his  regular  work  teaches  the  Bible  and  several  training 
courses. 

Our  children,  all  our  children  are  our  greatest  asset,  and  the  only  hope 
of  the  race;  but  neglected,  they  become  our  liability  and  our  despair.  This 
is  particularly  true  of  the  children  at  the  Orphanage.  There,  we  open  to 
them  the  door  of  hope  and  turn  their  young  feet  into  safe   paths. 

The  Orphanage  like  all  our  institutions  is  suffering  from  debt.  This  can 
be  easily  handled  if  we  press  the  simple  program  followed  from  the  begin- 
ning, a  collection  once  a  month  from  every  Sunday  school  in  the  Associa- 
tion, and  a  great  thank  offering,  urging  one  day's  work  or  one  day's  income. 

For  the  next  three  years,  while  the  one  and  a  half  millions  are  being 
raised  for  our  schools,  this  is  of  utmost  importance.  The  Orphanage  can- 
not rely  on  big  gifts,  and  it  must  not  put  on  high  pressure  methods,  hence, 
as  never  before,  we  make  the  modest  request  that  a  once  a  month  collection 
be  taken  in  every  Sunday  school.  We  also  urge  that  a  club  of  Charity  and 
Children  be  taken  by  every  school.  The  paper  is  $1.00  per  single  copy,  and 
60  cents   a  copy  in  clubs  of  ten  or  more  to  one  address. 

In  order  that  the  Orphanage  may  keep  in  closer  touch  with  the  Sunday 
schools,  we  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  Orphanage  representative  by 
the  Association,  This  may  be  a  man  or  woman  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  the  management  at  Thomasville  in  touch  with  the  schools  in  the 
Association.  C.  H.  NORRIS.  Chairman. 

Bro.  C.  H.  Norris  offered  the  report  and  spoke  briefly  upon  its  salient 
features,  turning  the  discussion  of  the  report  over  to  Bro.  E.  N.  Gardner  of 
the  Orphanage.  Bro.  Gardner  spoke  interestingly  of  (a)  "Why  an  Orphan- 
age?" (b)  An  ideal  home  for  the  unfortunate  child;  (c)  A  wise  investment; 
(d)A  Kingdom  wedge.  Following  Bro.  Gardner's  address,  a  round  table 
discussion  developed  covering  a  variety  of  points  affecting  the  Orphanage, 
all  urging  a  liberal  contribution  on  Thanksgiving  Day. 

On  motion,  report  was  adopted. 

B.  Y.  P.   U.  REPORT. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  preached  the  gospel  with  fervor  and  power 
in  the  years  agone.  The  Master  has  graciously  bestowed  His  blessings  upon 
our  efforts  to  win  the  lost.  He  has  given  us  thousands  of  young  people  in 
our  churches.     With  the  coming  of   every  new  life  into  the  membership   of 
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a  church  comes  a  new  and  added  responsibility  to  that  church  to  nurse, 
nurture,  guard  and  train  it  and  so  far  as  possible  make  it  useful  in  King- 
dom work.  Every  new-born  soul  in  God's  kingdom  is  just  a  babe  in  Christ 
and  does  not  always  know  how  to  walk,  talk  and  work.  He  must  be  taught 
how  to  walk  the  new  path  he  has  chosen  in  Christ  Jesus,  how  to  give  testi- 
mony to  the  goodness  of  God,  and  how  and  when  and  where  to  work  for  the 
Master.  These  babes  in  Christ  demand  and  deserve  the  tenderest  affections 
and  gentlest  considerations  of  the  church  as  they  start  their  work  of  growth 
in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 

The  church,  then,  needs  to  exercise  the  closest  and  tenderest  watch-care 
over  them.  In  the  realms  of  service  where  the  church  functions  there  should 
be  a  sector  where  these  tender  and  beautiful  plants  in  the  garden  of  the 
church  may  grow  to  fruition.  A  denomination  without  a  training  depart- 
ment is  like  a  garden  planted  but  not  cultivated,  an  army  enlisted  but  with- 
out an  academy,  or  a  fort  to  train  soldiers. 

The  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  is  the  greatest  training  agency  of  the 
young  people  in  our  denomination.  Its  object  is  to  increase  the  spirituality 
of  the  young  christians;  to  train  them  in  all  essential  church  activities; 
their  edification  in  Scriptural  knowledge;  to  instruct  them  in  Baptist  doc- 
trine and  history;  to  enlist  them  in  all  forms  of  missionary  endeavor;  to 
help  young  Christians  find  themselves  in  kingdom  service;  to  cultivate  the 
missionary  spirit;  to  train  them  in  church  fellowship  and  in  social  and 
recreational  life.  This  is  a  great  aim  and  a  challenging  task.  We  shall 
save  our  churches  for  tomorrow  by  saving  our  young  people  of  today.  "Wis- 
dom has  fled  from  us"  if  we  neglect  longer  this  task  of  training  in  every 
church  in  our  State. 

To  accomplish  the  aforesaid  task  our  Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville, 
and  the  General  Board  of  our  Baptist  State  Convention  foster  this  work  of 
training.  In  the  State  we  have  two  state-wide  secretaries  in  the  field,  these 
being  Perry  Morgan,  General  Secretary,  and  Miss  Winnie  Rickett,  Secretary 
of  Junior  and  Intermediate  work.  We  also  have  a  field  worker,  Miss  Mar- 
guerite Harrison,  in  the  eastern  half  of  the  State,  and  another.  Miss  Mary 
Frances  Biggers,  in  the  western  half  of  the  State.  There  are  also  nine  Asso- 
ciational  workers  maintained  by  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  at  Nash- 
ville and  the  Associations  employing  them.  These  workers  conduct  training 
schools  and  institutes,  hold  Associations!  and  District  rallies,  conferences 
and  conventions.  Their  services  are  obtainable  for  work  in  city,  town  and 
country  churches. 

In  this  Association  there  are  55  unions  in  34  churches.  This  is  splendid, 
"but  we  must  remember  at  the  same  time  that  there  are  14  churches  in  our 
Association  which  have  no  unions  and  are  without  this  valuable  training 
service.  We  recommend  and  urgently  reauest  the  pastors  and  leaders  in 
churches  without  B.Y.P.U.'s  to  make  an  effort  to  organize  same  at  the  ear- 
liest possible  time. 

We  recommend  that  the  churches  elect  the  officers  of  unions,  publicly 
install  and  recognize  them  as  church  officers,  call  upon  them  regularly  for 
reports  and  make  them  responsible  to  the  church.     We  further  recommend 
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that  each  individual  church  support  this  work  financially,  prayerfully  and 
sympathetically. 

The  program  of  the  B.Y.P.U.  Department  is  the  program  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention.  It  is  one  of  enlargement,  enlightenment  and  enlistment. 
The  aim  of  this  organization  is  to  train  and  keep  our  young  people  in  sym- 
pathetic touch  with  and  in  line  with  every  movement  fostered  by  our  denom- 
ination. 

The  B.Y.P.U.  is  educational.  It  has  a  curriculum  of  twenty  books  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Bible  and  the  topics  in  the  B.Y.P.U.  quarterly.  These  books  deal 
with  such  subjects  as  New  Testament  stewardship,  training  in  church  mem- 
bership, methods  of  Sunday  School  and  church  organization,  Bible  study, 
Baptist  history,  doctrines  and  Christian  service.  The  work  is  truly  educa- 
tional and  is  bearing  rich  fruitage  from  year  to  year  in  preparing  our 
young  people  for  active,  intelligent  and  capable  participation  in  the  work 
of  the   churches  and   the  full   program   of   our   great   denomination.

REPORT   ON    MINISTER'S   RELIEF. 

Our  so-called  heartless  corporations  are  in  the  very  fore-front  of  recogniz- 
ing the  justice  of  providing  for  the  comfort  and  support  of  these  who  have 
given  their  best  years  in  faithful  service  to  the  promotion  and  success  of  its 
enterprises.  In  almost  every  walk  of  life  we  see  governments  and  institu- 
tions acknowledging  this  debt  through  gifts  of  stock,  bonuses  and  pensions. 
This  is  not  so  much  generosity  as  it  is  justice. 

While  the  church  did  not  lead  in  this  deserved  and  splendid  service  to 
the  worthy,  we  rejoice  that  it  was  quick  to  see  that  here  was  a  Christian 
grace  also.  Today  our  Southern  Baptists  are  undertaking  to  provide  a  com- 
petence for  the  old  disabled  soldiers  of  the  cross  through  its  Annuity  and 
Relief  Board.  No  one  class  of  our  helpless  and  needy  is  more  deserving  of 
h  lp  than  the  men  of  God  who  have  given  unselfishly  of  the  strength  of  their 
years  to  preaching  the  Gospel. 

We  very  earnestly  commend  this  department  of  our  benevolences  to  the 
churches  of  the  Raleigh  Association.  W  recommend  the  Annuity  depart- 
ment of  the  Board  to  all  our  pastors  as  the  cheapest  and  very  best  insur- 
ance. We  also  commend  to  our  churches  the  plan  of  placing  insurance  for 
its  pastor  in  the  Church's  budget.  Let  us  see  that  each  church  makes  a 
liberal  offering  each  year  to  the  work  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  PERIODICALS 

The  Biblical  Recorder  was  first  printed  by  Thomas  Meredith  ninety-four 
years  ago,  and  since  that  time  has  served  as  organ  of  the  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina.    It  contains  the  best  thought  of  the  best  thinkers  among  our  people. 

People  are  largely  influenced  by  what  they  read.  The  Biblical  Recorder 
seeks  to  bring  weekly  a  summary  our  our  Baptist  news,  local  and  general,  to 
our  people ;  it  seeks  to  give  the  achievements  among  our  schools,  our  churches, 
our  Sunday  schools,  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  W.  M.  U.  and  laymen's  work,  so  that  the 
reader  may  be  informed  as  to  the  best  method  of  doing  our  work.  It  presents 
letters  from  our  missionaries  at  home  and  abroad  and  so  informs  the  reader 
of  what  is  being  accomplished  through  their  contributions. 
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Never  before  was  there  a  time  when  our  boys  and  girls  stood  more  in 
need  of  pure  literature  which  will  instill  high  ideals,  create  a  desire  for  pure 
living  and  stimulate  the  readers  to  render  unselfish  service. 

The  Recorder  offers  help  for  the  development  of  the  spiritual  and  intel- 
lectual needs  of  every  young  church  member ;  it  seeks  to  present  high  ideals 
for  our  young  people,  real  help  to  the  development  of  Christian  character — 
character  which  will  react  for  good  in  the  future  lives  of  our  people. 

But  the  sad  fact  remains  that,  comparatively  speaking,  so  few  of  our  Bap- 
tist homes  receive  our  denominational  paper,  and  that  fact  more  than  any 
other  may  be  responsible  for  the  lamentable  truth  that,  while  Southern  Bap- 
tists leads  all  America  every  year  in  the  number  of  new  members  received 
by  baptism,  43  out  of  every  one  hundred  members  received  are  lost  to  the 
world  and  other  denominations  simply  because  we  do  not  more  fully  inform, 
enlist,  and  develop  them.  It  is  in  supplying  a  need  along  this  line  that  the 
Baptist  paper  finds  its  field  of  greatest  usefulness. 

There  are  600,000  white  Baptist  homes  in  our  Southland  into  which  no 
Baptist  paper  goes,  nor  any  distinctively  religious  paper,  and  there  are  more 
than  60,000  Baptist  homes  in  our  own  State  that  do  not  receive  our  own 
Baptist  paper. 

When  we  consider  the  low  price  for  which  our  paper  can  be  obtained  we 
are  astonished  that  so  few  of  our  people  take  and  read  it.  We  express  our 
sincere  appreciation  to  Brother  Livingston  Johnson,  the  editor,  for  his  stand 
on  all  moral  questions.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  passed  its  fifth  milestone  on  the  29th 
of  May  of  this  year.  During  this  time  it  has  grown  far  beyond  the  most 
optimistic  dream  of  any  of  our  denominational  leaders  to  one  of  the  leading 
Baptist  hospitals  of  the  entire  South.  That  which  seems  humanely  impos- 
sible is  accomplished  by  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  work  of  the 
Master.  It  is  now  about  in  position  to  reach  out  its  helping  hand  to  literally 
thousands  of  our  sick  and  unfortunate  of  the  State.  Ten  thousand  three 
hundred  people  have  been  treated  since  it  opened  its  doors.  It  is  impossible 
to  estimate  the  suffering  and  the  lives  that  have  been  saved  in  this  Christian 
institution.  Wonderful  testimonials  are  constantly  being  received  of  the 
physical  as  well  as  the  spiritual  blessings  from  the  many  patients  that  have 
been  treated. 

The  hospital  was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  giving  treatment  to  the  poor 
and  needy  of  our  entire  State  who  are  unable  to  receive  adequate  hospital 
and  medical  treatment  in  their  respective  communities,  and  they  are  now 
coming  from  every  part  of  the  State.  We  trust  that  it  may  grow  and  enlarge 
until  it  shall  be  able  to  care  for  all  such,  especially  in  our  denomination,  who 
wish  to  come.  Our  hospital  offers  the  best  in  the  way  of  equipment,  comfort, 
and  medical  attention  for  the  treatment,  cure,  and  restoration  for  those  who 
come  for  treatment.  There  are  many  refined,  Christian  cultured  women  who 
constantly  minister  to  the  needs  of  those  who  come.  It  offers  its  ministry 
in  the  spirit  of  love  and  prayer.  Those  who  minister  seek  the  guidance  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  of  the  divine.  The  many  Christian  physicians  who  are  members 
of  the  visiting  staff  gladly  render  their  service  to  those  poor  unfortunates 
without  money  or  price. 

The  last  fiscal  year  the  death  rate  was  fourteen  and  one-half  to  the  thou- 
sand that  was  treated.  This  was  lower  than  any  other  hospital  receiving  aid 
from  the  Duke  endowment,  and  this  includes  every  hospital  that  does  charity 
work  in  North  Carolina  or  South  Carolina.  Not  only  is  this  institution 
opened  to  the  indigent  of  our  State,  but  it  gladly  welcomes  those  who  are 
able  to  pay.     Here  they  may  not  only  receive  skilled  medical  attention,  but 
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be  surrounded  by  a  clean  Christian  atmosphere  which,  within  itself,  is  and 
should  be  conducive  to  the  recovery  of  those  who  are  under  care  and  treat- 
ment. 

The  nurses  home  has  been  completed.  At  the  beginning  of  this  fiscal  year 
there  was  an  indebtedness  of  $14,000.  The  Duke  Endowment  promised 
$5,000  if  the  hospital  would  raise  this  entire  indebtedness  this  year.  A  few 
weeks  ago  all  of  this  had  been  raised,  with  the  exception  of  $3,000.  and  the 
authorities  of  the  hospital  are  prayerfully  hoping  that  they  shall  be  able  to 
receive  from  the  general  contributors  of  our  denomination  all  of  this  amount 
before  the  close  of  the  year  in  order  that  this  entire  indebtedness  against 
the  nurses  home  can  be  liquidated. 

The  charity  patients  received  from  the  various  churches  and  communities 
are  supposed  to  pay  $1.50  per  day,  which  is  only  a  part  of  the  actual  cost  of 
caring  for  these  patients.  The  average  cost  of  maintaining  a  hospital  bed 
in  the  various  hospitals  throughout  the  country  is  approximately  $3.10  per 
day ;  so  you  see  that  $1.50  per  day  hardly  pays  fifty  per  cent  of  the  actual 
cost  of  paying  for  these  patients. 

It  is  the  prayerful  hope  of  the  hospital  authorities  and  those  who  are 
familiar  with  the  great  work  that  this  institution  is  doing  that  some  day  it 
will  have  an  endowment  which  will  be  sufficient  to  take  care  of  all  of  the 
expense  of  the  poor  of  our  denomination  who  wish  to  go  there  for  treatment. 

The  Baptist  Foundation  has  received  bequests  by  will  for  our  various 
denominational  institutions  since  its  incorporation  in  1922 — in  round  numbers 
$1,000,000.  I  do  not  recall  what  amount  of  this  has  been  bequeathed  to  the 
Baptist  Hospital,  but  a  very  generous  per  cent. 

Let  us  pray  that  this  great  institution  may  be  remembered  by  all  of  our 
generous  Baptists  in  their  contributions,  especially  on  Mother's  Day,  and  in 
all  their  gifts  in  life,  and  then  remember  in  their  wills  at  death.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

The  Home  Mission  Board  presented  its  eighty-third  annual  report  to  the 
S.  B.  C.  at  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  May,  1928.     In  part  it  says : 

"We  have  abundant  reason  to  thank  God  for  his  sustaining  favor  upon  our 
work  during  the  year  just  closed.  It  has  been  a  year  of  alternating  hopes 
and  fears,  of  toilsome  endeavor  and  joyful  achievements.  Floods  and  storms 
have  visited  many  portions  of  our  territory,  and  our  people  have  suffered 
financial  reverses,  but  out  of  it  all  there  seems  to  be  a  steady  and  upward 
trend  toward  greater  prosperity  for  the  whole  South. 

"Notwithstanding  the  drastic  retrenchment  in  our  appropriations  and  the 
loss  of  scores  of  workers,  the  favor  of  God  has  rested  upon  our  missionaries 
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in  a  wonderful  way.  Thousands  have  been  led  to  Christ,  progress  toward 
self-support  is  manifest  in  many  places,  and  the  outlook  is  encouraging.  We 
have  reaped  where  years  ago  we  sowed,  but  we  must  replenish  our  fields  and 
enrich  the  soil  with  better  treatment  and  culture  if  the  reaping  is  to  continue." 
The  varied  activities  of  the  Board  are  conducted  through  the  following 
departments:  Co-operative  Missions  (i.e.,  with  State  Boards);  Evangelism; 
Independent  and  Direct  Missions ;  Cuba  and  Panama ;  Mountain  Mission 
Schools ;  Southern  Baptist  Sanatorium,  El  Paso,  Tex, ;  Church  Extension ; 
Publicity.  The  workers  of  the  Board  during  the  year  delivered  73,617  ser- 
mons and  addresses ;  conducted  21,427  prayer  meetings ;  made  182,645  religious 
visits ;  added  to  the  churches  by  baptism  17,649 ;  enlisted  671  volunteers  for 
Christian  service;  constituted  105  churches;  built  or  improved  83  church 
houses ;  organized  292  Sunday  schools ;  distributed  14,611  Bibles  and  Testa- 
ments, and  circulated  1,311,715  pages  of  religious  tracts. 

Attention  is  called  to  a  volume  of  great  historical  value  to  Home  Missions, 
"The  Spiritual  Conquest  of  the  Southwest,"  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Dawson,  the  Home 
Mission  Board  Member  from  Texas.  Other  Home  Mission  study  books  can  be 
secured  through  our  Baptist  Book  Store  in  Raleigh.  We  urge  you  to  make 
use  of  the  splendid  supply  of  tracts  and  leaflets  on  all  phases  of  the  Board's 
work,  which  can  be  had  without  charge  on  request  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  804  Wynne-Claughton  Building,  Atlanta,  Ga. 

Since  the  report  of  the  Board  was  made  at  Chattanooga  the  defalcations 
of  its  treasurer,  C.  S.  Carnes,  have  been  revealed.  Mr.  Carnes  has  also  been 
captured  and  returned  to  Atlanta  to  face  the  charges  upon  which  indictments 
were  returned  against  him  by  the  grand  jury.  On  October  third  the  Promo- 
tion Committee  of  the  S.  B.  C.  met  at  Nashville  to  consider  this  tragedy  and 
recommend  action  in  respect  to  it  by  Southern  Baptists.  The  following 
paragraph  comes  from  their  resolutions  adopted  at  the  above  mentioned 
session. 

"We  believe  that  our  Southern  Baptist  people  are  deeply  touched  by  this 
unspeakable  tragedy,  and  that  they  stand  ready  to  unite  in  an  immediate 
effort  to  raise  the  entire  $953,000.  We,  therefore,  recommend  that  Sunday, 
November  11,  be  'set  aside  as  Baptist  Honor  Day,  and  that  on  that  Sunday 
our  people  be  asked  to  put  on  God's  altar  the  sum  of  $955,000  to  make  secure 
the  good  name  of  our  people,  and  honor  the  name  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour." 

Southern  Baptists  may  never  before  have  had  such  a  challenging  oppor- 
tunity to  do  something  that  will  rehabilitate  their  work,  strengthen  their 
own  morale,  and  encourage  Christian  people  everywhere  as  is  now  presented 
them  in  wiping  out  the  indebtedness  created  by  the  defalcation  of  the  Home 
Board  Treasurer  as  a  matter  of  preserving  the  honor  of  the  Baptist  name 
and  furthering  the  work  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

May  we  pray  earnestly  for  divine  guidance  in  this  matter  and  for  this 
work.  May  the  will  of  our  Master  be  sought  and  done  in  respect  to  the  work 
of  this  agency  as  a  unifying  force  among  Southern  Baptists.

At  this  time  Brother  G.  N.  Cowan  led  the  Association  in  a  fervent  prayer 
for  Brother  Bunn  Olive  and  family  as  they  returned  to  China  to  their  former 
work. 

REPORT  ON  GENERAL  PROGRAM 

The  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  at  its  regular  June 
meeting  adopted  as  the  goal  for  North  Carolina  Baptists  to  raise  in  1929  for 
all  the  objects  included  in  the  Co-operative  Program,  except  the  Orphanage, 
$700,000,  which  is  $100,000  more  than  the  goal  adopted  for  this  year.  This 
increased  goal  was  suggested  in  view  of  the  fact  that  our  State  will  not  go 
into  the  special  debt-paying  campaign  at  Christmas  as  authorized  by  the  last 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  but  in  lieu  of  that  we  are  hoping  to  raise  in 
thank  offerings  at  this  season  a  hundred  thousand  dollars  extra  for  the  whole 
Co-operative  Program. 

Each  dollar  sent  to  Walters  Durham,  Treasurer,  Raleigh,  that  is  undesig- 
nated is  divided  among  the  six  objects  fostered  by  our  denomination,  as 
follows :

In  co-operation  with  the  other  Associations  in  the  State  we  recommend  that 
this  Association  accept  as  its  part  of  the  State's  goal  $25,000,  which  is  based 
on  the  regular  ratio  of  increase  in  the  State's  goal — around  40  per  cent  in 
advance  of  what  we  gave  last  year.  We  recommend  that  this  amount  be 
divided  among  the  churches  of  the  Association  upon  as  equitable  and  fair 
basis  as  possible  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association,  or  by  a 
special  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose;  that  each  church  earnestly 
endeavor  to  raise  its  objective  by  making  a  thorough  every-member  canvass 
December  2-9,  the  South-wide  date  suggested,  or  at  such  other  time  as  each 
church  may  elect,  or  to  raise  it  by  some  other  method  adopted  by  the  church. 
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We  would  recommend  further  that  the  most  thorough  preparation  be  made 
several  weeks  in  advance  of  the  every-member  canvass  through  prayer, 
preaching,  and  instruction  of  all  the  people  about  the  objects  included  in 
the  program. 

We  would  recommend  also  that  a  simple  organization  be  set  up  in  the 
Association  consisting  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  a  special  committee 
appointed  by  the  chair  to  function  in  putting  on  the  every-member  canvass 
in  every  church  in  the  Association  and  in  conserving  the  results ;  that  a 
similar  organization  in  each  local  church  be  set  up,  consisting  of  a  committee 
from  the  board  of  deacons  or  a  special  committee  appointed  by  the  church 
to  act  with  the  pastor  in  directing  the  canvass  in  the  local  church.

Brother  Maddry's  address,  for  such  it  was,  constituted  another  notable 
feature  of  our  session.

Brother  G.  N.  Cowan,  acting  for  the  committee,  made  the  following  recom- 
mendations :  Delegates  to  our  next  Baptist  State  Convention — W.  H.  Rhodes, 
B.  G.  Early,  and  A.  V.  Council. 

Delegate  to  Southern  Baptist  Convention — R.  H.  Herring. 

Executive  Committee — W.  A.  Cooper,  John  D.  Berry,  C.  H.  Norris,  R.  L. 
McMillan,  Mrs.  George  Upchurch,  S.  W.  Oldham,  and  Mrs.  T.  B.  Davis. 

On  motion,  adjourned.     Benediction  by  Brother  C.  H.  Henderson. 


Thursday  Morning,  10:00  O'Clock 

Following  a  song  service,  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Brother 
S.  W.  Oldham  who  read  the  4th  chapter  of  II  Kings.  His  theme  was  "A 
woman's  wonderful  faith,  a  grace  needed  by  all  Christians."  Prayer  by 
Brother  A.  W.  Fleischmann. 

The  Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order.  Brother  Willie  Williams, 
Clerk  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association,  was  recognized  and  made  some  appro- 
priate remarks  concerning  the  work  in  his  field  of  usefulness. 

FOREIGN  MISSION  REPORT 

Christ  was  a  foreign  missionary  sent  from  God  to  save  this  sin-cursed 
world.  And  He  said,  "As  my  Father  hath  sent  me  into  the  world,  even  so 
send  I  you."  Hence,  if  we  belong  to  Christ,  we  are  forever  committed  to 
His  program  of  carrying  the  Gospel  to  every  creature  around  the  encircling 
globe. 

The  Lord  has  greatly  blessed  our  efforts  as  a  denomination  during  the  past 
year  on  all  the  fields  in  which  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  operating.  From 
all  lands  come  inspiring  news  of  gospel  triumphs.     A  year  ago  the  situation 
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in  China  was  chaotic  and  ominous.  While  the  situation  has  not  altogether 
cleared  up,  yet  conditions  are  much  better,  and  we  greatly  rejoice  that  many 
of  our  missionaries  have  been  enabled  to  return. 

The  Raleigh  Association  is  peculiarly  interested  in  this  phase  of  our  foreign 
work  at  present  because  of  the  fact  that  Brother  L.  Bunn  Olive  and  his  wife 
have  within  the  past  few  days  set  sail  for  China.  Brother  Olive  is  a  native 
of  the  section  in  which  we  are  meeting  today,  and  it  has  been  through  the 
generosity  of  this  church  and  other  churches  of  this  Association  that  it  has 
been  made  possible  for  him  to  return.  Brother  H.  H.  McMilland  and  his 
wife,  other  North  Carolinians,  have  recently  returned  to  their  loved  China. 
The  outlook  grows  brighter  each  day. 

And  then  the  situation  in  Rumania,  Africa,  Brazil,  Japan,  Italy,  and  other 
Latin-speaking  nations  is  becoming  more  hopeful.  But  for  the  crushing  debt 
on  our  Board  we  might  go  forward  more  rapidly  than  ever  before  in  our 
history.  We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report,  however,  that  the  Board  is  making 
substantial  decrease  each  month  in  its  indebtedness  of  over  a  million  dollars 
by  applying  to  it  ten  per  cent  of  all  its  receipts.  And  then  certain  properties 
in  the  home  and  foreign  lands  are  being  sold  as  rapidly  as  practicable  and 
the  proceeds  applied  to  the  debt.  And  then  there  are  special  gifts  from 
friends  for  the  specific  purpose  of  reducing  the  debt.  The  Board  reduced  its 
appropriations  for  next  year  to  a  minimum. 

The  tragedy  of  it  is  the  fact  that  there  are  hundreds  of  our  finest  mis- 
sionaries here  in  the  homeland  today  on  enforced  furloughs  and  still  other 
hundreds  of  young  men  and  women,  the  flower  of  our  land,  prepared  in  col- 
lege and  seminary  to  be  missionaries,  feeling  called  of  God  to  special  foreign 
mission  service ;  and  in  the  face  of  these  facts  hundreds  of  our  brethren  and 
sisters  to  whom  God  has  entrusted  this  world's  goods  sit  complacently  by 
doing  nothing,  but  let  this  awful  tragedy  drag  on  through  the  months  and 
years.  In  God's  name,  let  us  wake  up  and  wake  others  up  to  our  high  privi- 
lege of  being  co-laborers  with  Him  in  winning  this  lost  world  to  His  side 
and  service. 

There  were  12,542  baptisms  last  year,  which  was  457  more  than  was  re- 
ported for  the  previous  year.  For  this  evidence  of  God's  favor  we  thank 
God  and  take  courage.  Dr.  Solon  B.  Cousins,  Richmond,  Va.,  was  recently 
selected  by  the  Board  to  succeed  Dr.  J.  F.  Love,  who  died  a  few  months  ago, 
as  secretary,  and  it  is  believed  he  will  accept  this  important  position  for 
which  he  is  well  qualified,  it  is  thought.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DIGEST  OF  LETTERS 

Your  committee  craves  your  indulgence  in  a  report  quite  different  in  form 
to  that  usually  given  on  account  of  the  circumstances  of  this  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association,  which  is  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-third,  being  held  at 
Green  Level  Church.    The  one  hundred  and  third  was  held  at  the  same  place, 
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twenty  years  intervening,  giving  us  an  opportunity  to  retrospect  which  we 
trust  will  be  permissible. 

The  writer  has  been  a  member  of  the  Raleigh  Association  for  one-third  of 
a  century.  We  have  noted  many  changes,  some  of  which  we  are  truly  thank- 
ful and  some  others  we  deeply  regret.  In  former  days  it  took  the  better  part 
of  the  week  to  attend  the  Association.  We  were  not  in  the  great  rush  of 
today.  Today  we  are  in  session  only  part  of  two  days  (no  night  meeting), 
receiving  reports  and  tabulating.  In  former  days  when  we  were  not  so 
rushed,  besides  the  day  meetings,  three  and  sometimes  four  nights  were  given 
to  great  missionary  addresses,  evangelical  sermons,  and  often  cottage  prayer 
meetings  were  held  simultaneously  in  a  dozen  or  more  homes  covering  a  large 
territory,  resulting  often  in  a  revival  immediately  following  the  meeting  of 
the  Association.  Today  we  can  carry  on  our  business  at  home  to  within  an 
hour  of  the  time  of  meeting  and  get  to  any  place  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Association  in  time  for  the  meeting,  and,  often  the  case,  deliver  an  address 
or  take  part  in  the  particular  subject  assigned  and  return  with  very  little 
time  lost  from  business,  but  perhaps  there  is  a  great  loss  spiritually. 

Twenty  years  since  we  last  met  here !  How  quickly  it  has  passed.  What 
progress  has  been  made?  Have  we  done  what  was  expected  of  us?  How 
much  more  could  have  been  done  had  we  been  true  to  our  Master?  How 
many  have  passed  from  this  scene  of  action?  Some  whose  names  are  in- 
delibly written  in  the  history  of  this  Association,  who  helped  to  make  it  the 
power  it  is  today,  who  have  helped  to  strengthen  the  power  of  the  pulpit,  to 
broaden  and  deepen  the  influence  of  the  Sunday  school,  and  enliven  and 
deepen  the  spiritual  life  in  the  homes. 

The  four  officers  of  the  Association — N.  B.  Broughton,  Moderator ;  Rev. 
J.  M.  White,  Vice-Moderator;  S.  C.  Olive,  Treasurer,  and  J.  C.  Birdsong, 
Clerk — have  passed  on.  One  of  the  Executive  Board,  Rev.  A.  D.  Hunter; 
eight  of  the  seventeen  ordained  ministers,  viz :  Alvin  Betts,  J.  F.  Edmondson, 
D.  D.  Edwards,  J.  S.  Hagwood,  S.  C.  Hilliard,  A.  D.  Hunter,  E.  M.  Lassiter, 
and  J.  M.  White.  We  also  note  the  passing  of  many  of  the  active  laymen 
who  were  with  us  here  twenty  years  ago,  as  T.  W.  Blake,  G.  F.  Ball,  James 
Senter,  J.  M.  Broughton,  R.  S.  Stephenson,  E.  L.  Middleton,  and  W.  B.  Up- 
church.  The  last  named  was  our  host,  and  how  welcome  he  and  the  others 
made  us,  urging  and  begging  for  a  prolonged  session. 

At  that  meeting  of  the  Association  there  was  reported  a  total  membership 
of  4,485 ;  in  Sunday  school,  4,315 ;  baptisms,  315.

Of  all  the  churches  outside  of  Raleigh  there  was  only  one  that  had  preach- 
ing more  than  once  a  month — Apex,  which  had  services  twice  a  month. 

One  of  the  striking  changes  that  have  been  made  is  the  great  improvement 
that  has  been  made  in  the  church  buildings  of  the  Association.  Many  new 
buildings  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  ones,  many  remodeled  and  enlarged, 
with  commodious  auditoriums  and  well  arranged  classrooms  for  the  Sunday 
school.  Fourteen  new  church  buildings  have  been  erected,  nine  of  which 
have  been  built  of  brick.  All  have  been  greatly  enlarged  with  a  number  of 
classrooms. 

New  buildings  have  been  erected  at  Apex,  Caraleigh,  Cary,  Central,  Ephesus, 
Fuquay  Springs.  Holly  Springs,  Pleasant  Grove,  Pleasant  Plains,  Pullen 
Memorial,  Salem,  Southside,  and  Zebulon. 

The  following,  and  perhaps  others,  have  been  remodeled  and  enlarged : 
Shady  Grove,  Morrisville,  Garner,  Knights  Chapel,  Leesville,  Green  Level, 
Good  Hope,  Hepzibah,  Inwood,  New  Hill,  Swift  Creek,  Wendell,  and  Taber- 
nacle, increasing  the  number  of  rooms  from  about  65  to  308.  Value  of  church 
property  more  than  $625,000. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Brother  R.  N.  Simms,  chairman  of  the  Sunday 
School  Committee,  and  others,  a  special  Sunday  School  Enlargement  cam- 
paign was  inaugurated,  which  will  continue  for  this  week  throughout  the 
Association,  and  we  confidently  expect  the  Sunday  school  enrollment  to  be 
greatly  enlarged,  necessitating  more  room  being  provided.  Membership  was 
4,485,  now  8,397. 

Of  the  thirty-four  churches,  six  have  weekly  preaching  service,  thirteen, 
twice  a  month,  and  thirteen  once  a  month. 

The  reports  show  that  there  has  been  contributed  this  year  (seven  churches 
yet  to  report)  for  missions  and  benevolences  $36,000,  local  church  work 
$71,000.     Total,  all  purposes,  more  than  $107,000. 
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Twenty  years  ago  it  was  reported  that  the  Orphanage  was  caring  for  385 
children,  were  completing  the  Noah  Richardson  Library  Building,  also  the 
Infirmary  (or  Woman's  Building),  was  cultivating  158  acres  of  land  (35  in 
corn,  32  in  wheat,  40  in  peas,  12  in  oats,  10  in  barley,  5  in  sweet  potatoes, 
5  in  Irish  potatoes,  4  in  melons,  and  15  other  crops ) . 

This  year  it  is  reported  that  618  children  are  cared  for  at  Thomasville, 
117  at  Kennedy  Home,  and  282  with  "Mother's  Aid." 

Twenty  years  ago  Wake  Forest  College  had  an  enrollment  of  362,  this 
year  650;  Baptist  University  for  Women,  twenty  years  ago,  338,  this  year  500. 

Are  we  satisfied  with  what  has  been  done?  Can  we  do  more?  We  are 
passing  this  way  but  once :  should  we  not  avail  'ourselves  of  the  opportunities 
presenting  themselves  and  consider  them  privileges  and  do  all  that  we  can, 
and  when  we  come  to  the  end  of  our  work  here  have  it  said  to  us,  "Well 
done  thou  good  and  faithful  servant?" 

Brother  W.  A.  Cooper,  who  has  for  a  number  of  years  prepared  the  digest 
in  a  most  faithful  and  efficient  manner,  again  performed  this  duty,  and  in 
his  usual  helpful  manner  pointed  out  the  salient  features  both  as  to  strength 
and  weakness :  also  spoke  of  the  growth  of  our  Association  during  the  past 
twenty  years  since  we  last  met  with  Green  Level  Church.     Report  adopted. 

ORPHANAGE  REPORT 

On  November  11,  1885,  the  first  child  was  received.  The  last  one  enrolled 
February  1,  1928,  runs  the  number  up  to  2,639  since  it  was  opened  to  receive 
children.  There  are  616  in  Orphanage  now,  116  of  whom  are  at  the  Kennedy 
Memorial  Home. 

For  six  years  Mother's  Aid  work  has  been  in  operation.  We  are  now 
aiding  in  their  own  homes  300  children  with  70  mothers.  These  added  to  the 
number  now  present  in  the  Orphanage  .make  916  children  in  the  care  of  the 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  So  during  42  years  of  our  history,  counting 
Mother's  Aid  and  all,  we  have  helped  3,266  children.  Children  are  received 
between  the  ages  of  two  to  twelve,  and  dismissed  according  to  preparation, 
rather  than  age.  The  Orphanage  receives  from  50  to  100  applications  per 
month.  Most  of  them  are  turned  away  for  lack  of  room.  There  are  56 
women  and  22  men  who  devote  all  their  time  to  the  Orphanage.  The  expense 
bill  is  near  $600  per  day. 

Charity  and  Children  is  one  of  the  best  religious  papers  in  the  South.  The 
circulation  is  27.537. 

We  urge  that  three  things  be  done  in  our  Sunday  schools : 

1.  Take  Charity  and  Children  in  clubs  of  10  for  60  cents  each. 

2.  Take  once-a-month  offering  for  Orphanage. 

3.  Send  for  Thank-offering  envelopes  and  have  the  largest  offering  we  have 
ever  made,  doing  our  best  to  raise  the  $100,000  we  are  asked  to  raise  on 
Thanksgiving  Day.  Give  one  day's  labor  or  one  day's  income  for  this  great 
and  worthy  cause.

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After  presenting  the  report,  Brother  C.  H.  Norris  turned  the  discussion 
over  to  Brother  E.  N.  Gardner,  pastor  of  the  Orphanage  church.  Brother 
Gardner  spoke  of  the  duties  of  a  minister  at  the  Orphanage  church:  (a)  He 
must  preach  as  other  pastors;  (b)  He  must  teach  and  train  those  brought  to 
Christ;   (c)  The  children  must  be  prepared  for  leadership  and  usefulness. 

Report  adopted. 

Miss  Bettie  Council  presented  the  report  on  B.  Y.  P.  U. 

REPORT  ON  B.  Y.  P.  U. 

Some  one  has  said,  "We  shall  save  our  churches  for  tomorrow  by  saving 
our  young  people  of  today."  The  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  is  the  greatest 
training  agency  of  the  young  people  in  our  denomination.  Its  object  is  to 
increase  the  spirituality  of  the  young  Christians,  to  train  them  in  all  essen- 
tial church  activities,  their  edification  in  scriptural  knowledge,  to  instruct  them 
in  Baptist  doctrines  and  history,  to  enlist  them  in  all  forms  of  missionary 
endeavor,  to  help  young  Christians  find  themselves  in  Kingdom  service,  to 
cultivate  the  missionary  spirit,  to  train  them  in  church  fellowship  and  in 
social  and  recreational  life.  This  is  a  great  aim  and  a  challenging  task. 
"Wisdom  has  fled  from  us"  if  we  neglect  longer  this  task  of  training  in  every 
church  in  our  State. 

To  accomplish  the  aforesaid  task  our  Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville 
and  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  foster  this  work  of 
training.  In  the  State  we  have  two  State-wide  secretaries  in  the  field,  these 
being  Mr.  James  A.  Ivey,  General  Secretary,  and  Miss  Winnie  Rickett,  Secre- 
tary of  Junior  and  Intermediate  Work.  We  also  have  a  field  worker,  Miss 
Marguerite  Harrison,  in  the  eastern  half  of  the  State,  and  another,  Miss 
Mary  Frances  Biggers,  in  the  western  half  of  the  State.  There  are  also  four 
associational  workers  maintained  by  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  at 
Nashville  and  the  associations  employing  them.  These  workers  conduct 
training  schools  and  institutes,  hold  associational  and  district  rallies,  con- 
ferences, and  conventions.  Their  services  are  obtainable  for  work  in  cities, 
towns,  and  rural  churches. 

In  the  State  there  are  2.368  churches.  Approximately  1,150  churches  have 
Unions,  with  a  total  of  1,997  Unions. 

In  this  Association  there  are  52  Unions  in  18  churches.  This  is  splendid, 
but  there  are  in  our  Association  16  churches  which  have  no  unions  and  are 
without  this  valuable  training  service. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  educational.  It  has  a  curriculum  of  twenty  books  in 
addition  to  the  Bible  and  the  topics  in  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Quarterly.  These 
books  deal  with  such  subjects  as  New  Testament  stewardship,  training  in 
church  membership,  methods  of  Sunday  school  and  church  organization,  Bible 
study,  Baptist  history,  doctrines,  and  Christian  service. 

The  work  is  truly  educational  and  is  bearing  rich  fruitage  from  year  to 
year  in  preparing  our  young  people  for  active,  intelligent,  and  capable  par- 
ticipation in  the  work  of  the  churches  and  the  full  program  of  our  great 
denomination. 
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We  recommend  and  urge  the  pastors  and  leaders  in  churches  without  B.  Y. 
P.  U.'s  to  make  an  effort  to  organize  same  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

We  recommend  that  the  churches  elect  the  officers  of  Unions,  publicly 
install  and  recognize  them  as  church  officers,  call  upon  them  regularly  for 
reports,  and  make  them  responsible  to  the  church.  We  further  recommend 
that  each  individual  church  support  this  work  financially,  prayerfully,  and 
sympathetically.  Respectfully  submitted,

REPORT  ON   SUNDAY   SCHOOLS   MADE   TO   THE   RALEIGH   BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATION,  NOVEMBER  1,  1928 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Association  a  committee  consisting  of  John  D. 
Berry,  Marvin  Jones,  and  R.  N.  Simms,  chairman,  was  appointed  by  the  Asso- 
ciation to  keep  in  touch  with  the  Sunday  school  work  of  the  Association 
during  the  ensuing  year  and  seek  to  advance  its  interests.  The  committee 
has  been  quite  active.  In  the  spring  of  1928  Mr.  Perry  Morgan,  Sunday 
School  Secretary  of  the  State,  conferred  with  the  committee  in  regard  to 
putting  on  a  Sunday  School  Revival  and  Enlargement  Campaign,  and  the 
committee  then  took  the  matter  up  with  the  Moderator  and  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Association,  and  after  sundry  conferences  all  of  the  pastors 
and  superintendents  of  the  Raleigh  Association  were  invited  to  meet  at  Mere- 
dith College  on  June  7,  1928,  during  the  progress  of  the  pastors  school  at  the 
college,  and  consider  the  matter.  The  meeting  was  held  and  was  largely 
attended  by  a  representative  body  of  pastors  and  superintendents.  The 
matter  of  undertaking  such  a  campaign  was  considered  and  was  enthusiasti- 
cally advised  and  urged  by  the  pastors  who  had  had  experience  with  such 
campaigns  in  other  associations,  and  it  was  voted  unanimously  that  we  under- 
take to  have  such  a  campaign  in  the  fall.  Committees  were  appointed  to 
look  after  the  matter,  and  it  was  arranged  eventually  that  the  campaign 
should  be  conducted  from  and  including  October  27th  to  November  4th,  and 
it  is  now  in  progress.  Brother  Morgan  and  the  Sunday  School  Board  at 
Nashville  have  brought  to  us  a  corps  of  experienced  and  efficient  workers  who 
are  conducting  the  campaign  in  twenty  of  the  churches  of  our  Association 
and  also  in  the  Hayes-Barton  Baptist  Church,  which  belongs  to  the  Central 
Association.  The  progress  made  will  be  fully  reported  to  this  meeting  at  a 
later  hour  today.  Pine  progress  has  been  made  so  far.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
result  will  be  a  greatly  revived  and  enlarged  work  in  the   Sunday  schools 
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throughout  our  Association.  Great  tact  and  grace  are  needed  on  the  part 
of  those  who  are  proposing  new  and  in  some  cases  radical  changes  in  our 
plans  of  work,  and  also  on  the  part  of  those  to  whom  the  proposals  are  made, 
that  they  may  be  both  given  and  received  in  a  spirit  of  consideration  with 
eyes  and  hearts  open  always  for  better  things,  and  yet  with  a  knowledge  and 
appreciation  of  the  limitations  of  human  nature,  and  with  recognition  that 
there  is  wisdom  in  the  maxim  brought  down  through  the  ages,  that  some- 
times it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  and  progress  to  make  haste  slowly. 

The  Sunday  school  work  of  our  Southern  Baptists  has  made  great  progress 
in  recent  years,  and  it  was  never  in  more  competent  hands  than  at  present. 
Trained  and  experienced  minds  and  consecrated  hearts  are  giving  it  con- 
sideration. Matchless  plans  have  been  wrought  out  by  our  Southern  Baptist 
leaders,  notably  Messrs.  Arthur  Flake,  William  P.  Phillips,  and  W.  A.  Har- 
rell.  They  are  valiantly  aided  by  our  own  State  leader,  Brother  Perry 
Morgan,  who  is  a  bundle  of  energy  and  ability  and  devotion,  and  whose  admin- 
istration is  making  great  strides  of  progress  in  our  State. 

Time  was  when  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  weak  in  its  provision 
of  Sunday  school  literature,  both  in  lesson  treatises  and  in  plans  of  organiza- 
tion, but  that  time  has  passed,  and  now  we  are  strong  and  in  a  position  of  pre- 
eminent leadership  in  all  the  world.  Dr.  Hight  C.  Moore,  beloved  North 
Carolinian,  is  making  the  teaching  publications  of  the  Sunday  School  Board 
marvelously  attractive  and  efficient.     They  are  unsurpassed. 

The  Sunday  school  work  is  in  a  state  of  ferment  and  growth  and  develop- 
ment as  never  before.  It  is  realized  by  those  in  leadership  that  they  are 
dealing  with  a  live  and  vital  thing,  an  organism  and  not  an  organization,  and 
that  it  is  growing  and  developing  every  hour ;  that  no  man  knows  all  about 
the  work,  but  that  all  are  but  seekers  after  God's  best  plan  of  carrying  on 
this  department  of  his  great  work.  To  me  one  of  the  most  hopeful  things 
about  the  matter  is  this  attitude  taken  by  those  of  long  experience  and  high 
place  of  leadership.  Their  open-mindedness  and  willingness  to  learn  is  the 
best  guaranty  of  our  future  progress.  If  that  attitude  may  likewise  prevail 
among  those  in  lesser  stations,  limitless  progress  will  be  the  result.  New 
wine  may  not  safely  be  placed  in  old  bottles,  and  it  may  not  be  necessary 
that  this  shall  be  done,  nor  that  the  old  bottles  shall  be  broken.  Manifestly, 
however,  new  and  additional  bottles  must  be  provided  to  supplement  the 
capacity  and  achievement  of  the  old.  May  there  be  no  lack  of  containers 
for  the  immeasurable  product  which  seems  to  lie  ahead  for  our  work  as  it 
responds,  as  did  the  liquid  of  old,  to  the  behest  of  the  Master. 

Another  notable  achievement  has  been  accomplished  within  our  Association 
during  the  current  year.  The  superintendents  and  pastors  of  the  various 
Sunday  schools  in  the  Association  were  invited  to  meet  at  the  Tabernacle 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  July  8,  1928,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  an  associa- 
tion of  our  Sunday  school  workers  according  to  the  plan  put  forth  by  our 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville.  The  meeting  was  held,  and,  after 
full  consideration  by  a  very  representative  audience,  an  organization  was 
perfected  and  the  following  officers  elected,  to  wit:  Superintendent,  R.  N. 
Simms;  Secretary,  Miss  Theda  Green;  Group  Superintendents,  T.  E.  Brown, 
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of  Raleigh;  J.  T.  Allen,  of  Wendell;  E.  N.  Meekins,  of  Cary ;  Randolph 
Benton,  of  Apex ;  L.  Y.  Ballentine,  of  Fuquay  Springs.  These  group  super- 
intendents were  given  superintendence  of  five  groups  of  Sunday  schools  in 
the  Raleigh  Association,  as  follows : 

Group  No.  1 — Tabernacle  Baptist  Church,  Pullen  Memorial,  Southside, 
Pilot  Mills,  Caraleigh,  Garner,  Mt.  Zion,  Mt.  Olive,  Ephesus,  and  Inwood. 

Group  No.  2 — Knightdale,  Wendell,  Zebulon,  Central,  Bethesda,  and 
Hepzibah. 

Group  No.  3 — Cary,  Morrisville,  Reedy  Creek,  Mt.  Hermon,  Leesville,  Good 
Hope,  and  Sorrell's  Grove. 

Group  No.  4 — Apex,  Salem,  Green  Level,  New  Hill,  Swift  Creek,  Shady 
Grove,  and  Pleasant  Plains. 

Group  No.  5 — Holly  Springs,  Collins  Grove,  Fuquay,  Cannon  Grove,  Pleasant 
Grove,  and  McCullers. 

The  group  superintendents  have  oversight  of  the  groups  in  their  respective 
orders  as  listed  above.  The  grouping  was  arranged  by  a  committee  with  the 
endeavor  to  place  the  Sunday  schools  in  convenient  groups  according  to 
localities. 

The  Association  unanimously  voted  to  adopt  the  Standard  of  Excellence 
provided  by  the  Sunday  School  Board. 

Several  interesting  sessions  of  the  Association  have  been  held.  The  last 
one  occurred  in  conjunction  with  the  meeting  of  the  Sunday  School  Conven- 
tion of  the  Raleigh  Association  on  the  fifth  Sunday  in  September  at  Pleasant 
Plains  Church.  Action  was  taken  by  both  bodies  appointing  committees  with 
power  to  act  in  the  matter  of  merging  the  two  organizations.  The  next 
meeting  of  the  Association  is  due  to  occur  on  next  Sunday,  November  4th, 
and  will  be  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Enlargement  Campaign  meeting  at 
the  Tabernacle  on  Sunday  afternoon. 

Mr.  T.  E.  Browne  found  it  impossible  to  serve  as  a  group  superintendent 
of  Group  No.  1,  and  Mr.  W.  E.  Jordan  has  been  substituted  in  his  place.  Mr. 
Ballentine  is  taking  hold  of  the  work  of  his  group,  and  it  is  expected  that 
he  and  Mr.  Jordan  will  soon  show  fine  results  in  their  groups.  Messrs.  J.  T. 
Allen,  E.  N.  Meekins.  and  Randolph  Benton  have  already  accomplished 
notable  results  with  their  groups. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  organization  will  be  effective  twelve  months  in  the 
year  in  encouraging  our  Sunday  schools  to  attain  the  highest  excellence. 
Such  associations  are  accomplishing  wonderful  results  in  other  places,  and 
the  one  in  the  Raleigh  Association  should  occupy  an  outstanding  place  of 
leadership.  The  pastors  and  superintendents  have  been  most  cordial  and 
enthusiastic  in  their  support  of  the  work  thus  far,  and  it  is  urged  that  they 
utilize  as  fully  as  possible  the  services  which  may  be  rendered  by  the  Associa- 
tion and  its  workers,  that  they  welcome  the  visits  and  suggestions  of  the 
group  superintendents,  and  that  they  co-operate  with  them  in  the  advance- 
ment of  the  work. 

There  should  be  a  whole-time  worker  engaged  constantly  in  this  cause. 
Many  associations  have  been  able  to  bring  this  to  pass,  and  it  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  in  the  near  future  some  arrangement  can  be  wrought  out  that 
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will  put  a  man  on  the  field  to  work  among  our  Sunday  schools  and  help  us 
to  reach  the  thousands  who  are  in  our  territory  and  not  yet  enlisted  in  our 
schools. 

The  reports  made  last  year  showed  a  total  church  membership  in  our 
Association  of  8,647  and  a  total  Sunday  school  enrollment  of  8,591.  The 
reports  made  to  the  present  session  of  the  Association  by  29  of  the  34 
churches  show  a  church  membership  of  7,340  and  a  total  Sunday  school 
enrollment  of  7,670.  Because  of  the  new  care  and  consideration  given  to  the 
class  enrollment  and  the  effort  to  achieve  a  creditable  grading  of  the  classes 
and  Sunday  schools  according  to  the  Standard  of  Excellence,  many  class 
rolls  have  been  closely  pruned,  and  hence  the  enrollment  shown  is  less  than 
it  might  have  been,  but  we  believe  it  represents  more  nearly  the  active  depend- 
able members  of  the  Sunday  schools  than  any  previous  report. 

The  current  reports  of  29  of  the  churches  show  the  total  number  of  baptisms 
reported  from  the  Sunday  schools  as  239.  Last  year's  reports  showed  304. 
The  deferring  of  some  of  our  church  evangelistic  meetings  this  year  until 
after  the  session  of  the  Association,  where  they  were  held  last  year  before 
the  occurrence  of  the  Association,  is  to  be  taken  into  consideration  in  con- 
sidering these  figures. 

May  we  urge  that  our  people  throughout  the  Association  this  incoming 
year  reconsecrate  themselves  to  the  work  of  the  Sunday  school  as  a  great 
teaching  and  evangelistic  effort  more  thoroughly  than  ever  before.

REPORT  OF  W.  M.  U.  WORK   IN  RALEIGH  ASSOCIATION 

In  1888  a  small  group  of  women,  consecrated  to  God,  saw  the  possibilities 
that  lay  in  the  enlistment  of  the  hosts  of  devoted  women  in  our  churches  in 
definite  missionary  service.  It  was  with  courage  born  of  God  that  these 
women  ventured  into  untrodden  paths  organizing  societies  to  promote  mis- 
sionary activity. 

It  was  with  faith  founded  on  the  firm  belief  that  God  was  leading  that  they 
gave  themselves  to  the  task  that  they  might  spend  and  be  spent  in  the  work 
of  winning  the  world  to  Christ. 

In  forty  years  these  societies  have  had  phenomenal  growth.  In  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention  there  are  26,151  societies,  with  a  membership  of  more 
than  440,000.  In  North  Carolina  we  had  at  the  close  of  last  year  2,413 
societies,  with  a  membership  of  more  than  forty  thousand. 

In  celebration  of  our  Ruby  Anniversary  we  are  trying  to  increase  our 
membership  and  gifts  40  per  cent.  In  the  Raleigh  Association  there  are  25 
Woman's  Missionary  Societies,  8  Young  Woman's  Auxiliaries,  11  Girls'  Aux- 
iliaries, 8  Royal  Ambassadors,  12  Sunbeam  Bands.  There  are  nine  churches 
with  no  missionary  organizations,  and  only  six  churches  that  have  a  full 
graded  Union,  i.e.,  organizations  including  W.  M.  S.,  Y.  W.  A.,  G.  A.,  R.  A., 
and  Sunbeams.  So  we  find  our  Raleigh  Association  a  field  white  unto  har- 
vest, and  may  we  under  Divine  guidance  enlist  our  women,  boys,  and  girls 
in  this  victorious  service  that  shall  help  to  make  the  world  ready  for  the 
coming  of  our  King.

The  report  was  presented  by  Mrs.  John  D.  Berry  and  briefly  discussed  by 
Mrs.  S.  W.  Oldham  and  Brother  John  D.  Berry,  after  which  it  was  adopted. 

In  the  absence  of  Brother  L.  Y.  Ballentine,  there  was  no  written  report  on 
Christian  Education.  However,  the  Association  was  fortunate  in  having 
present  Dr.  Francis  P.  Gaines,  President  of  Wake  Forest  College,  who  spoke 
upon  Christian  Education,  a  message  which  thrilled  those  present,  and  was 
clearly  one  of  the  greatest  addresses  of  our  gathering. 

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE  AND  LIQUOR  TRAFFIC 

No  written  report  was  presented,  and  the  Clerk  was  authorized  to  secure 
and  insert  it  in  the  Minutes. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  goes  triumphantly  on  in  our  warfare  against 
intoxicating  liquors — "the  devil's  best  friend  and  God's  worst  enemy."  For 
generations  our  faithful  ministers  have  preached  with  unrelenting  courage 
against  this  great  evil.  In  the  public  school,  in  the  home,  and  in  the  Sunday 
school  the  truth  about  liquor  has  been  taught  to  our  people.  The  results  of 
this  preaching  and  teaching  have  manifested  themselves  in  the  enactment 
in  1908  of  our  State  prohibition  laws  forbidding  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors.  Later  in  1919  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  and  the 
National  Prohibition  Act  became  the  law  of  the  land. 

Intoxicating  liquor  is  today  an  outlaw.  Good  breeding,  education,  good 
business,  morality,  good  roads,  progress,  and  general  refinement  and  intelli- 
gence forbid  the  use  of  liquor.  It  belongs  to  a  lower  and  slower  generation. 
God  is  against  its  use.  That  is  the  main  reason  why  all  His  children  should 
be  prohibitionists.  He  says  three  words  about  it  which  should  never  be  for- 
gotten :  "Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong  drink  is  raging,  and  whosoever  is  deceived 
thereby  is  not  wise" ;  "It  biteth  like  a  serpent,  and  stingeth  like  an  adder," 
and  "No  drunkard  shall  enter  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven."  In  the  light  of  these 
three  utterances,  how  can  any  child  of  the  living  God  in  any  way  favor  this 
outlandish,  outlawed  traffic. 

Our  present  duty  is,  first  of  all,  to  abstain  from  the  use  of  it  ourselves. 
Second,  we  should  teach  our  own  children  and  all  whom  we  can  influence  to 
abstain  from  its  use.  Third,  as  good  citizens  we  should  in  every  case  obey 
the  law  and  seek  its  enforcement  with  reference  to  this  criminal  traffic. 
Fourth,  we  should  always  stand  for  the  election  or  appointment  to  public 
office  where  prohibition  laws  are  to  be  enforced  of  men  who  believe  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  law,  and  who  are  clean  and  honorable  enough  to  strive 
under  all  circumstances  to  live  up  to  their  oath  of  office.  A  red  fox  is  no 
suitable  animal  to  guard  little  pigs ;  a  blue-tailed  hawk  is  not  a  proper  bird 
to  take  care  of  little  chickens,  and  an  opponent  of  the  prohibition  law  is  not 
a  suitable  man  to  be  trusted  with  its  enforcement.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITALS. 

The  growing  demands  and  the  enlarged  service  rendered  by  cur  Hospital 
in  Winsion-Salem  have  demonstrated  the  need  of  healing  in  the  Christian 
program.  Literally  thousands  have  gone  from  every  part  of  the  state  seeking 
deliverance  from  the  bondage  of  deformity  and  disease,  and  they  have  been 
received  into  the  open  hearts  of  our  Home  for  the  sick.  Hundreds  of  these 
could  never  have  had  proper  hospital  care  had  they  not  gone  to  our  hospital, 
because  they  had  no  money  to  pay  for  this  service.  But  the  Hospital  took 
them  in,  and  scores  of  our  boys  and  girls  who  were  deformed  and  destined  to 
be  invalids  for  life  were  made  well  and  strong.  Many  fathers  and  mothers 
now  happily  care  for  the  family  around  the  fireside  who  would  have  been  in 
their  graves  had  the  hospital  not  heard  their  cry  and  taken  them  in.  Only 
eternity  will  reveal  the  blessed  results.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  in  the  six  years 
oi  Chrisfian  ministry  there  have  been  12,000  pat'ents  admitted  to  our  insti- 
tution. At  least  five  thousand  of  these  have  been  charity  or  part  pay  pa- 
tients. 

The  number  of  charity  patients  increases  each  year.  Last  year  they  cared 
for  345  free  and  1,053  part  pay  patients,  making  a  grand  total  of  1,3.80  who 
received  help  from  cur  institution.  Of  this  number  16  died  and  1,364  return- 
ed home  cured  or  improved.  Could  there  be  a  more  wonderful  proof  of  the 
approval  of  the  great  Physician  than  this  record?  If  human  suffering  con- 
stitutes a  call  for  Christian  service;  if  a  sick  moneyless  brother  needs  our 
sympathy  and  help;  if  human  life  is  worth  saving  at  all;  then  our  Hospital, 
which  saves  thousands,  is  a  part  of  the  program  of  our  Lord  and  is  worthy 
of  our  prayers  and  support. 

This  year  has  brought  an  even  greater  demand  than  ever  before  for  free 
service.  Not  less  than  1^500  will  call  on  them  during  the  year.  If  they  help 
all  of  these  poor  suffering  Baptists,  they  will  have  to  spend  at  least  $50,000. 
Indications  now  are  that  they  will  not  have  more  than  $15,000  from  Moth- 
er's Day  offering  and  they  will  get  about  $10,000  from  the  D'uke  Fund.     The 
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problem  is  how  shall  they  raise  the  other  $25,0(M)  necessary  to  care  for  those 
whom  the  churches  send?  The  Hospital  cannot  turn  them  a-way  to  die.  Our 
churches  would  never  stand  for  this.  The  institution  would  be  untrue  to  its 
mission  and  the  great  Physician  if  it  did.  But  how  can  they  take  them  if 
the  churches  fail  to  furnish  the  funds?  Our  churches  are  sending  more  pa- 
tients and  giving  less  money  each  year.  Surely  you  must  see  that  this 
course  will  soon  wreck  the  purpose  of  the  Hospital  and  destroy  all  possi- 
bilities of  helping  any  of  the  needy. 

Many  of  the  churches  in  this  Association  never  give  a  cent  on  Mother's 
Day  to  help  in  this  work,  and  yet  that  is  the  only  money  the  denomination 
gives  to  help  care  for  the  sick.  The  four  per  cent  from  the  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram goes  to  pay  the  bonds  issued  to  pay  the  incurred  expense  in  the  build- 
ing of  the  plant. 

The  Nurses  Home  has  been  built  a,nd  paid  for.  The  cost  of  this  fine  build- 
ing and  equipment  was  $47,500.00.  The  women  of  the  State  paid  one  half  of 
this  and  the  Hospital  took  care  of  the  rest  by  means  of  personal  gifts  solicit- 
ed from  friends,  $5,000.00  donated  by  the  Duke  Foundation,  and  loans  from 
the  operating  a'ccount.  No  church  was  asked  to  give  a  cent  to  this  splendid 
addition  to  our  equipment. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  would  urge  that  we  would  use  every  pos- 
sible means  to  lay  the  Hospital  on  the  hearts  of  our  people.  Plead  with  them 
to  pray  for  its  success,  to  contribute  to  its  charity  work  by  a  Mother's  Day 
offering,  and  as  far  as  possible  influence  those  who  aire  able  to  pay  for  their 
care  to  go  to  our  own  hospital  tha£  the  funds  they  pay  may  help  to  care  for 
the  Hospital  and  enlarge  its  opportunity  for  serving  the  hundreds  who  go 
without  money  or  price. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  this  Association  appoint  si  representa- 
tive to  promote  the  interest  of  our  Hospital  among  the  churches  and  that 
the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  forward  his  name  and  address  to  Rev.  G.  T. 
Lumpkin,  Winston- Salem,  N.  C.  Respectfully  submitted,

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS. 

Our  Saviour  said  to  his  disciples,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature."  So  we  are  to  understand  that  He  wants  the 
whole  world  to  hear  the  message  of  His  great  love  for  lost  sinners.  He  died 
for  all  men.  He  wants  them  all  to  know  his  plan  for  their  salvation.  The 
spirit  of  Christ  in  His  disciples  means  the  spirit  of  world-wide  missions 

But  the  Master  himself  outlined  the  work  when  he  said,  "Ye  shall  be  wit- 
nesses unto  me  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto 
the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth." 

We  should  not  treat  as  unimportant  any  part  of  this  great  command.  Just 
now  we  are  considering  one  part  of  our  obligation  to  evangelize  the  world, 
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that  of  our  Judea,  or  State  Missions.  By  this  we  mean  the  effort  to  make 
North  Carolina  christan,  and  in  addition,  to  make  all  of  our  people  the  best 
Christians  that  it  is  possible  for  them  to  be.  We  have  not  done  all  of  our  duty 
when  we  have  led  people  to  Christ.  All  of  our  people  need  to  be  taught, 
and  our  young  folks  need  to  be  trained  for  the  Master's  service.  The  mis- 
sion spirit  must  be  infused  into  old  and  young.  Hence,  the  various  depart- 
ments of  our  S'tate  Mission  program. 

Our  General  Board  has  the  oversight  of  all  the  work,  and  is  indispensable 
in  the  activities  of  our  denomination. 

But  we  have  handicapped  our  Board  by  withholding  our  money  Five  years 
ago^  we  were  providing  $150,000  for  state  missions.  This  year  we  have 
limited  the  expenditures  to  $89,000,  and  of  this  amount  the  Board  has  to  pay 
$15,000  interest  on  our  debts. 

Help  is  being  extended  to  83  missionary  pastors  who  are  preaching  to  165 
churches.  The  help  has  been  diminished  from  year  to  year  until,  in  some 
instances,  it  has  almost  reached  the  vanishing  point.  And  help  has  had  to 
be  denied  to  many  needy  and  worthy  places. 

Surely,  the  needs  are  great,  and  the  harvest  is  white,  and  in  some  in- 
stances, the  laborers  are  waiting;  but  we  are  not  making  it  possible  for  them 
to  enter  the  fields. 

If  we  fail  in  the  work  of  State  Missions,  we  can  not  hope  to  succeed  in 
other  phases  of  the  Master's  business  that  he  has  entrusted  to  us.  What 
answer  shall  we  make  when  He  asks  us  why  we  have  not  won  our  state  for 
for  him?  When  we  consider  our  comfortable  homes,  our  splendid  system 
of  roads,  our  modern  school  buildings,  our  business  and  manufacturing 
establishments^  our  fine  automobiles,  and  the  luxury  in  which  many  of  us 
live,  can  we  even  try  to  say  that  we  did  not  have  the  means? 

If  we  love  our  State,  and  if  we  love  our  Lord  and  His  kingdom,  shall  we 
not  rise  up  in  our  God -given  strength  and  take  North  Carolina  for  Jesus 
Christ?  Respectfully,

REPORT  ON    HOME   MISSIONS. 

Perhaps,  in  the  eighty-four  years  of  Home  Mission  Board  History  there  has 
never  been  a  more  tragic  year  than  that  which  has  just  closed.  The  "search- 
light of  pitiless  publicity  has  been  thrown  upon  all  the  affairs  of  the  Home 
Board,  and  has  called  attention  to  a  stern  and  strong  way  to  all  the  weak- 
nesses of  its  plans  and  programs,  its  method  and  operation  "  The  method 
and  means,  while  somewhat  embarrassing  and  most  expensive,  have  meant 
the  re-organization  of  the  work  and  such  a  replacing  of  the  emphasis  as  to 
make  the  H'ome  Mission  Board  the  sort  of  challenging  agency  and  enterprise 
Southern  Baptists  need  for  their  vital  problems. 

Just  a  little  over  a  year  ago  'Southern  Baptists  were  face  to  face  with  the 
staggering  disaster  of  the  defalcation  of  a  trusted  treasurer  in  the  amount 
of  $909,461.00.    It  became  necessary  to  abandon  the  usual  energetic  program 
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of  the  Home  Board  and  center  all  energy  to  the  work  of  rescuing  the  Board's 
resources  and  responsibilities  from  complete  collapse.  The  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  authorized  and  put  on  a  special 
appeal  to  the  churches  on  November  11  to  bring  to  the  Board  some  relief. 
This  one  effort  brought  in  a  total  of  $397,444.00  This  relieved  to  a  consid- 
erable extent  the  pressing  obligations  upon  the  Board. 

Dr.  Arch  C.  Cree,The  executive  secretary  of  the  Mission  Board  of  Georgia, 
was  asked  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  take  the  position  as  executive  sec- 
letary  of  the  Home  Board.  He  declined  the  position  as  a  definite  one,  but 
agreed  to  take  the  work  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Home  Board 
aiter  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  in  June,  Dr.  J.  B.  Law- 
rence, corresponding  secretary  of  the  Missouri  Baptist  State  Convention, 
was  chosen  as  the  new  executive  secretary  of  the  Board.  Dr.  Lawrence  took 
over  this  work  in  July,  and  has  entered  the  work  hopefully  and  at  his  best. 
Dr.  Lawrence  rightfully  requests  Southern  Baptists  to  forget  those  tragic 
days  when  such  dark  pages  were  written  into  our  history.  Let  the  triumph- 
ant words  of  our  great  President,  Geo.  W.  Truett,  who  speaking  for  Southern 
Baptists,  told  the  world  that  "Southern  Baptists  would  pay  every  dime  of 
their  indebtedness."  That  message  let  us  never  forget.  It  assures  one  and 
all  that  while  Southern  Baptists  might  have  their  money  stolen,  no  man  could 
filch  from  them  their  honor. 

Naturally  the  work  and  program  of  the  Home  Board  has  been  one  of  re- 
trenchment. The  department  of  evangelism,  Mountain  Schools  and  other 
departments  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  have 
had  to  be  abandoned  in  some  instances  entirely  and  in  others  greatly  crip- 
pled until  more  favorable  conditions  arise  for  their  re-organization  and  re- 
establishment. 

The  Department  of  Evangelism  lately  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Ellis  A. 
Fuller  has  been  discontinued,  but  not  before  it  had  rendered  a  great  account. 
The  work  of  Independent  and  Direct  Missions  under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
J.  W.  Beagle  continues,  and  as  he  himself  suggests  "in  spite  of  drastic 
changes  and  reductions,  these  underpaid  and  overworked  missionaries  (in 
this  department)  have  pressed  on  for  the  glory  of  God  and  the  salvation  of 
the  lost  in  a  heroic  way  and  the  visible  results  of  their  labors  reveal  the 
presence  and  favor  of  our  heavenly  Father."  Many  of  our  Moun- 
tain 'Schools  will  be  sold  the  proceeds  of  which  will  go  to  meet  the 
obligations  and  indebtedness.  Many  of  the  smaller  schools  will  be  trans- 
ferred or  eliminated,  in  order  that  more  adequate  support  can  be  given  the 
remaining  institutions.  Our  Jewish  Work  is  under  the  direction  of  Jacob 
Gartenhaus  and  the  work  is  most  challenging  while  our  worker  is  unsparing 
in  his  efforts  to  acquaint  his  own  people  with  God,  who  have  ever  "had  a 
zeal  for  Him,  but  not  according  to  knowledge."  Our  Church  Building  Loan 
Fund  under  the  direction  of  Arthur  J.  Barton,  and  so  long  as  "our  denomi- 
nation continues  to  evangelize  and  grow  as  it  should,  we  shall  continue  to 
have  the  church  building  problem,  and  surely  if  we  are  wise  and  far-sighted 
we  will  prepare  to  meet  this  problem  in  a  more  worthy  and  adequate  way." 
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Everything  considered,  we  verilyi  believe  Home  Missions  has  never  faced 
a  more  challenging  day.  True  it  is  that  Home  Mission  Board  suffered  more 
through  the  tragic  day  mentioned  than  any  other  of  our  Boards,  but  our 
assets  far  exceeded  our  liabilities  and  there  is  no  reason  to  grow  alarmed 
over  our  condition,  but  to  lift  up  our  eyes  and  view  the  "fields  white  unto  the 
harvest." 

Quoting  again  from  Dr.  Lawrence  we  may  well  take  heed  that  "our  church- 
es need  to  know  that  Home  Missions  is  ever  an  enlarging  field  of  service. 
This  field  cannot  be  defined  by  metes  and  bounds;  it  must  be  measured  in 
soul  values.  The  problem  is  to  keep  our  Southland  Christian.  The  task  is 
to  see  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  unit.  Our  duty  is  to  give  the  gospel  to  the 
stranger  within  our  gates.  The  problem  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  is  to 
evangelize  the  South  and  marshall  its  forces  for  world-conquest  for  Christ."

REPORT   ON    FOREIGN    MISSIONS. 

An  encouraging  item  in  Dr.  Ray's  report  to  the  last  Convention,  termed 
"Conquering  the  debt,"  was  given  in  these  words:  "We  are  glad  to  report 
a  further  reduction  in  our  debt  by  almost  $200?000.  The  debt  as  set  up  on 
cur  books  January  1,  1928  amounted  to  $1145,000.  By  the  first  of  January, 
1929,  the  debt  had  been  reduced  to  $961,200.17.  At  the  present  time,  May  1. 
1929,  the  debt  is  $802,560. 

"Our  plan  for  reducing  the  debt  is  to  apply  to  it  10%  of  all  receipts  from 
the  Co-operative  Program,  All  special  gifts  made  for  this  specific  purpose 
and  all  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  properties  owned  by  the  Board 
and  which  are  not  now  in  use  for  mission  purposes.  *  *  *  If  our  people  by 
their  gifts  will  pay  two  thirds  of  the  remaining  indebtedness,  the  Board  feels 
that  it  can  pay  the  other  one-third  out  of  the  sale  of  properties  it  holds  in 
foreign  lands  " 

He  calls  attention  to  the  necessity  of  re-enforcing  our  missionary  forces, 
now  over  strained,  saying,  if  we  do  not  re-enforce  we  shall  meet  disaster 
in  some  of  our  most  promising  fields.  There  is  no  question  about  whether 
we  need  more  foreign  missionaries.  We  need  them  every  wliere  in  all  the 
fields.  He  says,  "We  ought  to  send  out  150  new  missionaries  next  (this) 
year.  The  work  seriously  demands  them,  if  our  Southern  Baptists  would 
appraise  truly  the  fitness  of  their  message  for  the  prevailing  world  situation^ 
nothing  could'  keep  them  from  doing  that  much." 

The  extent  of  the  foreign  mission  work  of  our  Southern  Baptists  can  be 
imagined.  When  we  name  the  countries  in  which  they  are  carrying  en 
work, — they  are,  China,  Japan,  Africa,  South  America,  Mexico,  Europe,  and 
Palestine;  470  names  of  these  missionaries  appear  in  the  list  given  in  the 
last  report  of  the  Convention,  including  those  home  on  furlough  and  on  sick 
list. 
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Now  if  the  people  in  the  home  land  could  keep  in  personal  touch  with 
these  on  the  far  flung  battle  lines,  they  would  naturally  give  them  a  better 
support  by  their  prayers  and  their  contributions.  It  is  not  possible  for  any 
one  person  to  keep  in  touch  with  them  all,  but  they  may  have  friends  and 
acquaintances  among  them.  Then  the  W.  M.  U.  have  a  prayer  list  which 
gives  a  group  of  names  for  which  prayer  may  be  made  daily.  As  pastors  we 
should  ever  keep  our  folks  mindful  of  the  motive  that  urges  in  this  work, 
viz:  the  "love  of  Christ,"  and  "compassion  for  the  unsaved,"  two  in  one. 
Acts  16:9-10. 

And  also  the  goal,  preparation  for  the  coming  of  the  Lord  as  Matthew 
24:14:  "This  gospel  of  the  Kingdom  shall  be  preached  as  a  witness  unto  all 
nations,  and  then  shall  the  end  come."         Respectfully  submitted,

Bro.  D.  W   Herring  presented  this  report. 

Bro.  I.  M.  Mercer,  of  Meredith  College,  spoke  upon  the  causes  for  the  de- 
cline in  Christian  giving  during  the  past  five  years  as  being  the  lesult  of 
(a)  Church  Building;  (b)  The  prevalent  spirit  of  spending  in  order  to  live 
as  others  do;   (c)  Passing  through  a  transition  period. 

Mrs.  George  Upchurch  was  appointed  as  our  representative  on  Baptist 
Hospitals  as  outlined  in  her  report  on  Hospitals. 

Bro.  E  Gibson  Davis  spoke  on  Home  Missions,  Bro.  D.  W.  Herring  stressed 
(State  Missions,  and  Bro.  J.  M.  Hilliard  emphasized  the  importance  of  For- 
eign Missions,  after  which  the  reports  were  adopted. 

The  Moderator  announced  the  following  as  a  Committee  to  recommend 
delegates  to  our  next  State  and  Southern  Baptist  Conventions:  R.  H.  Her- 
ring, R.  L.  Councilman,  and  R.  P.  Hall. 

REPORT  ON   THE  CO-OPERATIVE   PROGRAM. 

"CO-OPERATION"  is  a  big  Baptist  word.  For  Baptists  recognize  no  au- 
thority over  them  but  that  of  their  Lord  and  Master.  In  order  that  they 
may  do  His  will  more  effectively  they  voluntarily  group  themselves  into 
churches,  associations  and  conventions  for  the  purpose  of  working  together. 
Their  success  in  the  past  through  this  method,  amply  justifies  their  contin- 
uing in  this  line  of  endeavor. 

In  order  to  provide  Missionary  funds  with  which  to  carry  on  dur  Mission- 
ary, Educational  and  Benevolent  enterprises.  Southern  Baptists  have  adopt- 
ed the  budget  method  of  financing,  or,  what  they  are  pleased  to  call,  "The 
Co-operative  Program."  By  this  plan  each  cause  or  agency  receives  its  pro- 
rata part  of  all  the  undesignated  funds  sent  in  in  proportion  to  its  needs 
and  each  giver  may  have  part  each  week  in  every  phase  of  our  great  denomi- 
national Program. 

At  the  June  meeting  of  our  General  Board  it  was  agreed  not  to  fix  any 
objective  for  the  Co-operative  Program  in  this  'State  for  1930,  but  rather  let 
the  different  Associations  fix  their  own  goals  to  be  raised  during  the  year, 
and  that  the  sum  total  of  all  the  Associational  goals  be  taken  as  the  object- 
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ive  for  the  State  Convention.  We  recommend,  therefore,  that  this  Associa- 
tion set  as  its  goal  for  1930  for  the  objects  included  in  the  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram $25  000.00,  and  that,  through  a  committee,  we  divide  this  amount  up 
among  the  churches  upon  as  fair  a  basis  as  possible  and  ask  the  churches 
to  underwrite  these  amounts,  if  they  will,  by  putting  on  a  thorough  every 
member  canvass  of  their  membership  in  November  or  December. 

We  would  recommend,  further,  that  our  pastors,  W.M.U.  leaders  Sunday 
School  and  B.Y.P.U.  workers,  deacons  and  all  others  active  in  the  work  of 
our  churches,  begin  at  once,  if  they  have  not  already  done  so,  to  make  the 
most  thorough  preparation  for  this  every  member  canvass  by  preaching  on 
the  objects  included  in  the  Program  and  by  spreading  information  about 
them  through  personal  conversations  and  the  distribution  of  informing  tracts, 
and  that  especially  these  who  are  asked  to  make  the  canvass  be  thoroughly 
trained  in  the  reasons  for  supporting  the  Lord's  Program  and  the  best 
methods  of  presenting  those  reasons. 

We  recommend  that  this  Association  accept  the  ratio  of  distribution  sug- 
gested by  our  iGeneral  Board  at  its  last  meeting,  namely;  fifty  cents  out  of 
each  dollar  given  for  South -wide  enterprises,  and  fifty  cents  for  our  work 
in  North  Carolina,  and  that  we  send  our  money  to  Walters  Durham,  Raleigh, 
Treasurer  Baptist  State  Convention  undesignated.  However,  if  any  church 
or  individual  should  feel  constrained  to  designate  their  funds,  their  desire 
will  be  carried  out  to  the  letter,  we  are  informed 

According  to  an  agreement  reached  by  the  General  Board  at  its  last  meet- 
ing, the  fifty  cents  out  of  each  dollar  allocated  for  use  in  North  Carolina 
will  be  distributed  on  the  same  ratio  as  this  year — 23  cents  for  State  Mis- 
sions; 23  cents  for  our  Baptist  Schools  in  North  Carolina;  and  four  cents 
for  our  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem.  The  remainder  of  the  dollar 
will  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  to  be  distributed  among  the  South-wide  and  world-wide 
objects  in  the  way  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  may,  deem  best,  which  is  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  last 
session  of  the  Convention  in  Memphis.  G.  N.  COWAN 

The  report  was  offered  by  Bro.  G.  N.  Cowan 

On  motion  adjourned  by  singing  "Blest  be  the  tie"  and  prayer  by  Bro.  R. 
H.  Herring.

"Oh,  that  I  knew  where  I  might  find  Him."  It  was  an  inspiring  message  and 
uplifting.

DIGEST  OF  CHURCH  LETTERS. 
REPORT  ON  DIGEST  OF  CHURCH  LETTERS. 

I  am  presenting  to  you  a  table  which  I  hope  you  will  compare  with  last 
year's  work  and  see  what  progress  your  church  has  made. 

A  very  discouraging  feature  of  the  work  of  giving  a  digest  of  the  letters 
is  the  tardiness  in  presenting  the  letters,  which  makes  it  impossible  to  give 
accurate  figures.  The  following  churches  have  failed  to  present  letters: 
Central,  Ephesus,  Good  Hope,  Mount  Hermon,  Mount  Zion,  Pilot,  Reedy 
Creek,  Sorrells  Grove  and  Wendell,  nine  or  a  fraction  more  than  one-fourth 
of  the  churches  not  reporting.  This  is  very  important  as  the  Association  at 
no  time  during  the  session  can  have  the  statistics  before  it  to  deal  intelli- 
gently with  any  situation  arising. 

The  twenty-five  churches  reporting,  report  299  baptisms,  which  is  34  more 
than  were  reported  last  year  by  all  the  churches 

If  the  nine  churches  not  reporting  with  the  same  members  as  last  year 
there  has  been  a  gain  in  church  membership  of  275— making  it  8957 — In  Sun- 
day School  enrollment  gained  143  making  8562.  We  are  disappointed  in  find- 
ing so  small  gain  in  the  S'unday  School  enrollment  after  the  special  work 
that  has  been  done  in  the  Sunday  Schools.  We  were  hoping  that  it  would 
rapidly  rise  above  the  church  membership.  The  per  capita  contributions  for 
Home  work  and  expenses  vary  considerably  in  the  different  churches — 
running  from  $1.75  to  $20.93 — and  for  objects  of  the  Convention  .07  cents  to 
$7  45.  These  facts  should  provoke  thought  and  enquiry  as  to  "why  the 
difference." 

I  note  the  number  of  Bapt'sms  reported  by  25  rhurches  to  be  299 — which 
is  a  smaller  number  baptized  in  this  Association  for  the  year  than  100  years 
ago — or  1822  when  there  were  nineteen  churches — with  a  membership  of 
1058  when  was  reported  391  baptisms. 

We  would  recommend,  Th^t  the  One  Hundred  ?nd  Twenty-Fifth  session 
be  celebrated  by  holding  for  th^re  dayis  and  two  nights  and  devote  only  the 
time  necessary  to  secure  statistics  and  ss  much  as  possible  m  giving  en- 
lightenment on  the  objects  of  the  Convention  through  addresses  by  the  best 
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speakers  obtainable;   and  sermons  one  day  and  two  nights,  and  seek  for  a 
truly  spiritual  meeting.  Respectfully  submitted,

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REPORT  OF  HISTORIAN 

Your  Historian  is  making  a  little  headway  in  gettng  together  some  of  the 
data  in  regard  to  the  early  history  of  Raleigh  Association. 

It  is  a  very  difficult  job  as  much  that  would  be  of  great  interest  was  never 
put  in  print  consequently  that  which  is  secured  must  be  gotten  from  old 
church  records. 

Much  credit  is  due  Brother  J.  C.  Birdsong,  who  was  a  clerk  of  the  Raleigh 
Association  for  years,  collected  one  of  the  most  complete  files  of  the  minutes 
of  the  Association  that  can  be  found.  This  file  of  minutes  can  be  found'  at 
the  S'tate  Library.  This  file  now  needs  the  records  of  about  twenty-five  an- 
nual meetings. 

We  are  endeavoring  to  get  much  of  the  data  in  hand  and  other  that  we 
do  not  have  in  shape  to  present  to  the  One  Hundred  and  Twentyfifth  session 
of  the  Association 

Following  is  the  list  of  the  Associations  in  North  Carolina  organized  before 
and  about  the  time  that  the  Raleigh  Association  was:  Sandy  Creek  1756, 
Kehukee  1765,  Yadkin  1790,  Flat  River  1794,  Neuse  River  1794,  Mountain 
1799,  Cape  Fear  1804,  Chowan  1805,  Raleigh  1805,  Country  Line  1806,  French 
Broad  1806.  Pee  Dee   (Culpepper)   1816. 

Baptist  Churches  in  Wake  County  in  the  year  1792  were  New  Li?ht  found- 
ed 1775  wUh  150  members.  Ordained  preachers  James  Kasserlin  and  James 
WTeathers.  Cross  Roads  founded  1792,  belonging  to  Kehukee  Association, 
S9  members;  minister  Zadoc  Bell.  Swift  Creek,  Kehukee  Association,  86 
members;  Minister  John  Moore,  Jr.  Wake  Union  founded  1792,  at  Suther- 
ljn's  Meeting  House,  given  to  all  denominations  by  a  Mr  Sutherlin  who 
lived  near.  W.   A.   COOPER. 

The  report  was  made  by  Bro.  W.  A  Cooper  who  called  attention  to  its 
most  important  features.  Due  to  the  report  being  incomplete,  several  of  the 
church  letters  being  absent  Bro.  Cooper  was  given  authority  to  fill  out  the 
report  at  a  later  date  and  turn  it  over  to  the  Clerk. 

On  motion,  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON    MILLS   HOME. 

One  of  the  greatest  assets  we  have  for  all  our  denominational  work  is  our 
Orphanage  work. 

The  44th  annual  report  ending  December  31,  1928,  shows  that  we  had  637 
boys  and  girls  in  the  Mills  Home;  507  of  these  at  Thomasville  and  130  at 
the  Kennedy  Home  There  are  262  cared  for  by  our  Mothers'  Aid,  making 
a  total  average  of  895  cared  for  by  the  more  than  390  Missionary  Baptists 
in  North  Carolina.  The  cost  per  child  in  the  Mills  Home  is  $25.12  per  month. 
The  monthly  cost  per  child  through  the  Mothers'  Aid  is  $6.03  per  month. 
It  cost  last  year  $210,040.30  to  run  our  Orphanage;  an  average  of  53  cents 
for  each  Baptist  in  North  Carolina. 

Your  committee  recommends: 
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1st.  That  we  take  Charity  and  Children  in  clubs  in  our  Sunday  Schools: 

2nd.  That  each  Sunday  School  take  a  once  a  month  offering  for  the  Or- 
phanage 

3rd.  That  all  pastors  and  superintendents  see  to  it  that  there  is  a  thank- 
offering  envelope  put  into  the  hands  of  every  Baptist  in  the  Raleigh  Asso- 
ciation that  we  do  our  best  to  lay,  upon  God's  altar  this  year  the  greatest 
thank-offering  we  have  ever  made. 

Let  us  remember  that  "no  man  is  ever  so  tall  or  straight  as  when  he 
stoops  to  lift  a  little  child."  C.  H.  NORRIS. 

Bro.  C.  H.  Norris  presented  the  report  and  pending  its  adoption,  Bro  M. 
L.  Kesler  of  the  Orphanage  spoke  of  the  importance  of  Mothers'  Aid;  the- 
problems,  purposes,  and  aims  of  the  Orphanage.  His  address  was  consid- 
ered one  of  the  best  of  its  nature  heard  at  our  Association  for  many  years. 

On  motion,  report  was  adopted. 

REPORT  ON   B.  Y.  P    U. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  preached  the  gospel  with  fervor  and  power 
in  the  years  agone.  The  Master  has  graciously  bestowed  His  blessings  upon 
our  churches.  With  the  coming  of  every  new  life  into  the  church  member- 
ship comes  a  new  and  added  responsibility  to  that  church  to  nurse,  nurture, 
guard  and  train  it  and  so  far  as  possible  make  it  useful  in  kingdom  work. 
Every  new-born  soul  in  God's  Kingdom  is  just  a  babe  in  Christ  and  does  not 
always  know  how  to  walk,  talk  and  work.  He  must  be  taught  how  to  walk 
the  new  path  he  has  chosen  in  Christ  Jesus,  how  to  give  testimony  to  the 
goodness  of  God  and  how  and  when  and  where  to  work  for  the  Master. 
These  babes  in  Christ  demand  and  deserve  the  tenderest  affections  and  gent- 
lest consideration  of  the  church  as  they  start  their  work  of  growth  in  grace 
and  in  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 

The  church,  then  needs  to  exercise  the  closest  and  tenderest  watchcare 
over  them.  In  the  realms  of  service  where  the  church  functions  there  should 
be  a  sector  where  these  tender  and  beautiful  plants  in  the  garden  of  the 
church  may  grow  to  fruition  A  denomination  without  a  training  department 
is  like  a  garden  planted  but  not  cultivated,  an  army  enlisted  but  without  a 
training  camp. 

The  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  is  the  greatest  training  agency  of  the 
young  people  in  our  denomination.  Its  object  is  to  increase  the  spirituality 
of  the  young  Christians;  to  train  them  in  all  essential  church  activities; 
their  edification  in  Scriptural  knowledge;  to  instruct  them  in  Baptist  doc- 
trine and  history;  to  enlist  them  in  all  forms  of  missionary  endeavor;  to 
help  young  Christians  find  themselves  in  Kingdom  service;  to  cultivate  the 
missionary  spirit;  to  train  them  in  church  fellowship  and  in  social  and  rec- 
reational life.  This  is  a  great  and  challenging  task.  We  shall  save  our 
churches  for  tomorrow  by  saving  our  young  people  of  today.  "Wisdom  has 
tied  from  us"  if  we  neglect  longer  this  task  of  training  in  every  church  in 
our  state. 
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To  accomplish  the  aforesaid  task  our  Sunday  School  Board  at  Nashville, 
and  the  General  Board  of  our  Baptist  State  Convention  foster  this  work  of 
training.  In  the  State  we  have  two  statewide  secretaries  in  the  field,  these 
being  James  A.  Ivey,  General  Secretary,  and  Miss  Winnie  Bdckett.  Secretary 
ri  Junior  and  Intermediate  work.  We  also  have  field  workers.  These  work- 
ers conduct  training  schools  and  institutes,  hold  Associational  and  District 
rallies,  conferences  and  conventions.  Their  services  are  obtainable  for  work 
in  city,  town,  and  rural  churches. 

In  the  State  there  are  2,281  churches.  Approximately  1,200  churches  have 
unions  with  a  total  of  2,112  unions.  There  are  1,067  Senior,  481  Intermediate, 
564  Junior  Unions  and  278  General  Organizations.  56  of  the  65  District  Asso- 
ciations have  an  Associational  B.  Y.  P.  U.  organization.  There  are  about 
48,576  B.Y.P.U.  members  in  the  S^tate. 

In  this  Association  there  are  51  Unions  in  16  churches.  This  is  splendid, 
but  we  must  remember  at  the  same  time  that  there  are  18  churches  in  our 
Association  which  have  no  Unions  and  are  without  this  valuable  training 
service. 

There  are  12  Junior  Unions  with  294  members;  12  Interdenominational 
Unions  with  286  members;  28  Senior  Unions  with  683  members,  making  a 
total  of  51  Unions  with  1263  members.     Six  General  Organizations. 

We  recommend  and  urgently  request  the  pastors  and  leaders  in  churches 
without  B.Y.P.U.'s  to  make  an  effort  to  organize  same  at  the  earliest  possible 
time.  The  State  B.Y.P  U.  Department  will  gladly  render  any  aid  possible 
to  this  end. 

We  recommend  that  the  churches  elect  the  officers  of  unions,  publicly  in- 
stall and  recognize  them  as  church  officers,  call  upon  them  regularly  for  re- 
ports and  make  them  responsible  to  the  church.  We  further  recommend  that 
each  individual  church  support  this  work  financially,  prayerfully  and  sympa- 
thetically. 

The  program  of  the  B.Y.P.U  Department  is  the  program  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention.  It  is  one  of  enlargement,  enlightenment  and  enlistment. 
The  aim  of  this  organization  is  to  train  and  keep  our  young  people  in  sym- 
pathetic touch  and  in  line  with  every  movement  fostered  by  our  denomi- 
nation. 

The  B.Y.P.U  is  educational.  It  has  a  curriculum  of  twenty  books  in  ad- 
dition to  the  Bible  and  the  topics  in  the  B.Y.P.U.  querterlies.  These  books 
deal  with  such  subjects  as  New  Testament  stewardship,  training  in  Church 
membership,  methods  of  Sunday  School  and  church  organization,  Bible  study, 
Baptist  history,  doctrines  and  Christian  service.  The  work  is  truly  educa- 
tional and  is  bearing  rich  fruitage  from  year  to  year  in  preparing  our  young 
people  for  active,  intelligent  and  capable  participation  in  the  work  of  the 
churches  and  the  full  program  of  cur  great  denomination  Let  us  rally  to 
the  need  of  trained  workers  in  the  service  of  our  Master.

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REPORT    ON    SUNDAY    SCROOLS. 

In  the  world  at  large  the  Sunday  School  work  continues  to  make  progress. 
It  has  steadily  gone  forward  since  the  great  sag-down  of  the  world  war 
period  and  is  today  more  vigorous  and  progressive  than  ever  before.  Those 
prophets  of  disaster  who  predicted  that  it  would  never  recover  from  that 
great  period  of  depression  have  been  proven  to  have  been  false  prophets, 
who  failed  to  take  God  into  account  and  who  failed  to  realize  that  an  enter- 
prise  having  His  favor  upon  it  could  not  be  defeated  or  permanently  sup- 
pressed. Regardless  of  the  death  of  men  and  the  downfall  of  nations,  His 
Kingdom  goes  marching  on. 

In  this  country,  and  particularly  in  the  Southland,  an  outstanding  fact 
has  been  and  is  the  great  growth  and  development  within  the  various  denom- 
inations of  their  own  denominational  organizations  and  plans  and  publica- 
tions for  carrying  on  the  Sunday  School  work;  and  consequently  a  diminish- 
ed importance  in  the  inter-denominational  organizations  and  enterprises 
Our  own  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  has  continued  its  splendid 
career  of  progress  and  has  been  and  is  continually  improving  all  of  its  pub- 
lications, and  is  continually  bringing  out  new  ones  to  better  serve  the  need. 
It  has  just  begun  the  issue  of  a  paper  called  "The  Challenge,"  which  is  in- 
tended for  the  use  of  the  young  people  of  our  churches  and  makes  a  most 
fascinating  appeal.  Its  lesson  helps  were  never  better  than  now,  and  are 
at  this  time  unsurpassed  by  those  obtainable  anywhere.  No  Baptist  needs 
today  to  apologize  or  make  excuses  for  the  lesson  helps  which  our  own  Board 
has  made  available  for  our  Sunday  School  teachers  and  workers.  On  the 
contrary,  we  can  take  the  most  commendable  pride  in  the  high  standard  of 
perfection  to  which  they  have  attained.  "The  Teacher."  the  magazine  help 
for  teachers,  is  unsurpassed.  The  Young  People  and  Adults'  Magazine  is 
most  readable  and  helpful.  It  is  fresh  and  progressive  and  inspiring,  and 
no  Sunday  School  worker  should  attempt  to  get  along  without  it.  "The 
Builder"  is  indispensable  for  superintendents  The  adult  and  young  people's 
quarterly  is  probably  without  a  peer,  and  the  teacher  who  undertakes  to 
let  his  pupils  study  that  without  his  also  studying  it  is  letting  them  have 
an  undue  advantage  over  himself. 

Besides  the  publications  it  is  putting  out,  our  Sunday  School  Board  is  ex- 
ercising wonderful  leadership  in  devising  better  plans  of  work  and  better 
architectural  plans  for  our  churches  and  Sunday  Schools:  and  in  publishing 
invaluable  bound  volumes  in  great  number;  and  in  furnishing  trained  work- 
ers and  supplying  them  to  places  where  they  are  needed;  and  rendering 
financial  aid  to  many  departments  of  the  Kingdom  work;  and  generally  it 
has  brought  fine  genius  and  talent  to  study  our  field,  our  situation,  circum- 
stances and  problems,  and  to  devise  plans  and  ways  of  work,  and  to  furnish 
inspiration  to  our  workers^  and  generally  to  lead  us  forward  in  a  great  ad- 
vance in  the  Kingdom's  cause.  Our  people  should  have  abiding  gratitude 
not  only  for  those  great  figures  of  the  past  and  those  pioneers  of  earlier  days, 
but  likewise  for  those  great  men  who  are  today  engaged  in  the  leadership 
of  our  work.  SHirely  no  denomination  has  more  cause  for  gratitude  than  we 
when  we  think  on  these  men  and  what  they  have  done  and  are  doing,  and  we 
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need  to  pray  God's  blessing  upon  .them  in  the  present  days  and  in  the  days 
to  come.  We  think  of  Dr.  I.  J.  VanNess,  that  great  business  man  and  leader 
in  the  work  of  the  Board,  and  of  Mr.  Arthur  Flake,  our  greatly  gifted  and 
efficient  Secretary,  and  of  his  associates,  Mr.  Harold  B.  Ingraham  and  Jasper 
N.  Barnette  (our  own  North -Carolinian),  and  of  that  superbly  talented  Leader 
of  the  young  people's  work,  William  P.  Phillips,  and  his  splendid  associate, 
W.  A.  Harrell,  and  of  our  own  beloved  and  gilted  Hight  C.  Moore,  now  Edi- 
tor-in-Chief of  their  publications.  And  surely  our  work  was  never  in  safer 
hands  or  blessed  with  surer  leadership. 

In  our  own  State  Perry  Morgan  has  been  making  good  in  a  splendid  way 
in  the  leadership  and  development  of  our  forces,  and  we  have  every  reason 
to  be  grateful  that  he  has  come  to  the  Kingdom  for  such  a  time  as  this 

In  our  own  Association  we  have  made  excellent  progress  during  the  last 
year.  In  July,  1928  in  accordance  with  the  wish  and  under  the  approval  of 
this  Association,  our  Sunday  School  forces  organ'zed  the  Raleigh  Baptist 
Sunday  -School  Association  and  elected  the  writer  of  this  report  as  General 
Superintendent  of  the  Association  and  Miss  Theda  Gieen  as  General  Secre- 
tary. Its  Group  Superintendents  are  John  D.  Berry,  Randclph  Benton,  E.  N. 
Meekins,  L.  Y.  Ballentine,  and  J.  T  Allen.  The  Association  has  held  meet- 
ings in  Raleigh,  at  the  Tabernacle,  and  at  Hepzibah,  at  Green  Level,  and 
Puquay  Springs,  Generally  the  attendance  has  been  excellent.  At  Hepzibah 
we  had  more  people  than  the  house  would  hold.  Many  stood  throughout  the 
service.  At  Green  Level  their  great  auditorium  was  practically  filled.  The 
meetings  have  been  a  source  of  great  inspiration  and  stimulus  to  the  workers, 
and  methods  of  improving  the  work  have  been  discussed  by  capable  and  ex- 
perienced persons.  The  reports  coming  up  to  this  Association  show  that  the 
present  enrollment  in  the  Sunday  Schools  of  this  Association  is  8738  Last 
year's  report  showed  a  total  enrollment  of  8419  and  a  church  enrollment  of 
8682.  This  year's  reports  show  a  church  enrollment  of  8992.  Durng  the 
year,  however,  we  have  not  paramounted  simply  enrollment,  but  have  placed 
the  greatest  emphasis  on  a  higher  grade  of  work,  and  much  advance  has 
been  made  along  this  line. 

An  enlargement  campaign  was  held  during  the  year  under  the  direction  of 
Brother  Perry  Morgan  and  a  great  corps  of  trained  workers,  and  this  gave 
great  impetus  to  the  work  in  many  places  and  resulted  in  a  canvass  wh'ch 
developed  many  prospects  for  enrollment  and  in  a  gradation  and  classifica- 
tion within  the  Sunday  Schools^  and  the  provision  of  better  class  rooms  and 
spaces,  and  the  multiplication  of  teachers.  Numbers  of  our  schools  have  gene 
forward  greatly  in  their  effort  to  reach  the  standard  of  excellence,  and  we 
now  have  in  our  Association  four  Standard  Sunday  Schools.  We  have  sev- 
eral others  that  have  closely  approached  the  standard,  five  of  them  lacking 
only  one  point,  and  which  we  hope  will  soon  be  fully  up  to  its  requirements. 

It  has  been  realized  for  some  time  that  we  could  not  hope  to  accomplish 
what  should  be  done  in  this  Association  without  the  employment  of  a  whole- 
time  worker.  The  Sunday  School  Board,  through  Bro.  Perry  Morgan,  found 
that  they  had  a  trained  worker  who  could  be  put  to  work  in  Wake  County, 
provided  the  Central  Association  and  the  Raleigh  Association  would  raise- 
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the  money  necessary  to  pay  one-half  of  his  salary  and  expenses.  The  Sun- 
day ScEbol  Board  at  Nahville  itself  agreeing  to  furnih  the  other  half.  Sev- 
eral meetings  of  the  pastors  and  superintendents  in  the  two  Associations 
were  held  and  the  matter  was  discussed.  These  workers  were  sent  back  to 
confer  with  their  people  and  see  what  could  be  done  about  it.  Finally  at  a 
meeting  held  in  the  First  Baptist  Sunday  School,  Raleigh,  the  representatives 
of  the  churches  in  both  Associations  there  present  voted  to  recommend  to 
tlie  two  Associations  that  they  undertake  this  work.  However,  when  the 
Central  Association  met,  it  was  not  read<y  to  take  this  action  and  failed  to 
do  so,  although  it  would  have  required  an  expenditure  of  only  a  little  over 
five  hundred  dollars  from  that  great  Association.  Since  that  time,  and  prior 
to  the  meeting  of  this  Association,  another  Association  of  the  State  has  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  the  Board  to  make  the  same  offer  to  it  and  it  has  as  we 
understand,  taken  the  worker  and  the  appropriation,  and  therefore  Mr.  Mor- 
gan informs  us  that  there  will  be  no  aprpopriation  which  he  could  make 
available  for  use  in  the  Raleigh  Association  before  next  June  or  July.  How- 
ever, we  are  informed  that  we  could  possibly  get  the  services  of  some  expe- 
ripnced  and  trained  and  capable  worker  to  work  in  the  Raleigh  Association 
alone  at  least  for  several  months,  if  not  for  a  year,  without  requiring  any 
great  expenditure.  Definite  statement  as  to  this  will  be  made  in  the  oral  dis- 
cussion of  this  report.  If  the  offer  of  the  Board  had  been  accepted  by  the 
Central  and  the  Raleigh  Associations,  it  would  have  called  for  only  abcut  five 
hundred  dollars  from  each  Association.  The  total  expenses  required  would 
have  been  about  twenty-one  hundrtd  ($2100  00)  dollars,  one-half  thereof  to 
be  paid  by  the  Board,  and  one-fourth  by  each  of  the  two  Associations. 

This  whole  situation  was  discussed  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Raleigh 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Association  at  Fuquay  Springs  on  Sunday,  October 
33,  1929,  and  after  an  open  parliament,  participated  in  by  many,  it  was  unan- 
imously voted  by  that  Association  to  recommend  to  this  Association  that  it 
make  arrangements  for  the  employment  of  a  worker. 

This  Committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  Association  take  such  ac- 
tion as  It  may  deem  proper  looking  to  the  employment  of  such  a  worker,  and 
that  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Association  be  authorized  to  select  and 
employ  an  appropriate  worker  for  such  time  as  it  deems  proper  and  that  the 
Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  suggest  to  the  various  churches  and 
iSunday  Sehoods  what  sums  they  think  it  proper  for  such  churches  or  Sun- 
day Schools  to  contribute  to  the  fund  necessary  for  this  purpose^  and  to 
take  such  steps  as  in  the  wisdom  of  the  Executive  Committee  seem  proper 
to  raise  the  necessary  funds,  and  to  appropriate  for  this  purpopse  such  funds 
as  may  be  available  to  it  and  as  it  deems  proper.  This  would  leave  the 
whole  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Committee  with  power  to  act, 
and  with  the  endorseemnt  of  this  Association  in  the  appeals  the  Executive 
Committee  might  make  to  the  several  Sunday  Schools  and  churches  for  the 
necessary  financial  aid. 

Undoubtedly,  the  work  cannot  be  advanced  as  it  should1  be  without  this 
step  being  undertaken.  Such  a  trained  worker  rould  maintain  a  means  of 
communication  between  all  the  Sunday  Schools  and  the  pastors  and  superin- 
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tendents  and  teachers  and  workers  at  all  times,  and  could  frequently  visit 
the  churches  and  Sunday  Schools,  and  aid  them  in  Teacher  Training  classes 
and  in  the  discussion  and  betterment  of  the  plans  of  work,  and  in  teachers' 
meetings  and  training  schools,  and  could  be  of  assistance  in  their  getting  up 
the  reports  from  the  various  Sunday  Schools  from  month  to  month  to  the 
Association,  and  in  keeping  the  records  of  the  standards  achieved  by  the 
various  Sunday  Schools  and  drawing  to  their  attention  repeatedly  what  they 
needed  to  do  to  fully  meet  the  standards  of  excellence.  And  such  a  worker 
by  addresses  and  by  correspondence  and  by  tactful  interviews  and  leader- 
ship could  train  and  lead  our  workers  cut  into  much  more  successful  efforts 
in  the  promotion  of  the  Kingdom  work.         Respectfully  submitted,

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  WORK, 

As  we  look  back  over  a  period  of  more  than  forty  years  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  our  Baptist  women  under  the  name  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union, 
and  see  how  the  leaven  has  grown,  our  hearts  are  made  to  rejoice.  We  lift 
our  hearts  in  praise  and  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father  who  has  permit- 
ted us  to  be  used  of  him  in  the  great  work  of  advancing  His  Kingdom  here 
on  earth. 

Last  year  we  celebrated  our  Ruby  Anniversary  and  set  our  goal  at  40  per 
cent  increase  in  gifts,  in  new  organizations  and  in  new  members.  The  Ra- 
leigh Association  failed  to  reach  the  goal  set,  but  we  were  greatly  blessed 
in  the  efforts  put  forth.  It  is  a  glorious  thing  to  have  a  part  in  any  worthy 
undertaking. 

The  chief  aims  of  our  Woman's  Missionary  Union  are  prayer,  study,  per- 
sonal service,  training  our  young  people,  and  stewardship  of  possessions. 

Nothing  seems  of  more  importance  to  the  Woman's  work  of  the  Raleigh 
Association  than  the  organization  of  our  young  people^  in  whose  hands  lie 
the  future  hope  of  our  denomination.  With  missionary  training  they  catch 
visions  of  usefulness  as  young  christians  and  easily  respond  to  calls  for 
service. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  for  our  Young  People's  Leader,  Mrs.  Gordon  K. 
Middleton,  who  through  her  training  and  her  experience  on  Foreign  Fields, 
is  peculiarly  fitted  to  interest  and  lead  our  young  people. 

Our  Mission  Study  Leader,  Mrs.  Chas.  E.  Maddry,  hopes  to  interest  many 
of  our  societies  in  mission  study  during  the  coming  year. 

A  new  office  in  our  organization  is  Stewardship  Chairman.  Mrs.  R  H. 
Herring  has  been  chosen  to  lead  us  and  through  her  help  we  hope  to  increase 
our  tithes  and  offerings. 

Mr.  S.  W.  Oldham,  our  faithful  Personal  Service  Chairman,  is  leading  in 
Christlike  living  with  regard  to  those  around  us. 

The  Raleigh  Association  has  five  churches  with  full  graded  Unions  They 
are  Cary.  Fuquay  Springs,  Green  Level.  Holly  Springs  and  Tabernacle. 
There  are  24  Woman's  Missionary  Societies,  9  Y.W.A.'s.  12  G.A.'s,  6  R.A.'s, 
and  12  Sunbeam  Bands. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  gave  last  year  $11,594.53.

J.  A.  Campbell,  of  Campbell's  College,  thrilled  the  Asso- 
ciation with  his  address  on  the  Centennial  Campaign  and  Christian  Edu- 
cation. 

REPORT  ON    MINISTERIAL    RELIEF. 

When  we  come  to  consider  the  faithful  old  preachers  of  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ,  the  labors  of  whom  we  now  enjoy,  we  at  once  have  before  us 
one  of  the  most  important  and  meaningful  subjects  of  the  Association  Be- 
cause^  if  the  preacher  does  his  duty  he  keeps  his  church  lined  up  with  the 
New  Testament  plan  of  propagating  the  gosped,  and  co-operates  in  sending 
the  gospel  around  the  world.  But  for  him  the  mission  cause  would  go  to 
pieces.  All  our  Mission  Boards,  State,  Home,  and  Foreign,  would  have  to 
go  out  of  business.  Churches  would  not  long  continue  to  function  in  the 
world-wide  plan  of  Jesus,  who  said,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature." 

His  influence  in  the  neighborhood  for  good  can  hardly  be  estimated;  his 
life  affects  for  good  every  enterprise  in  the  community.  His  mission  is  the 
highest  and  greatest  that  God  ever  gave  to  man,  therefore,  I  repeat,  that  the 
faithful  minister  is  the  key  to  the  ongoing  of  the  kingdom.  He  is  not  the 
whole  thing  to  be  sure,  but  he  is  to  the 'mission  cause  what  the  main  spring 
is  to  the  watch. 

What  about  the  educational  qualifications  of  the  preacher?  There  is  no 
set  of  men  better  qualified  to  do  this  work  than  the  preachers 

What  about  his  salary?  His  salary  in  many  instances  is  shamefully  small 
and  nearly  all  of  them  could  command  a  larger  salary  doing  something  else; 
but  God  has  called  them  to  preach  the  gospel  in  spite  of  a  salary,  and  they 
are  trying  to  be  faithful  to  their  calling. 

What  are  they  to  do  about  giving  their  children  some  education  beyong  the 
high  school?  Many  of  tbem  are  not  even  able  to  give  their  children  a  high 
school  education,especially  where  they  have  to  send  them  away  from  home. 
Many  more  are  not  able  to  send  their  children  to  college  and  oay  expenses 
out  of  their  small  salaries,  because  it  costs  to  send  one  boy  or  girl  to  college, 
one  year  anywhere  from  four  to  six  hundred  dollars.    But  he  has  to  try  to 
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educate  his  children  at  any  sort  of  a  sacrifice  or  he  and  they  will  be  looked 
down  upon. 

Why  don't  the  preacher  lay  up  something  for  the  rainy  day?  We  all  can 
clearly  see  that  it  is  impossible  to  lay  up  any  money  for  old  age  on  so  small 
a  salary.  Therefore  they  are  compelled  to  come  to  old  age  unable  to  keep 
the  wolf  from  the  door.  Of  course,  there  are  a  few  exceptions,  but  we  are 
talking  about  the  rule  and  not  the  exceptions.  Some  folks  might  say  the 
preacher  is  too  extravagant  in  his  business  affairs  but  as  a  rule  this  is  not 
so.  Our  preachers  manage  their  affairs  as  wisely,  or  more  so  than  any  set 
of  men  I  know. 

Granting  that  the  preachers  salary  for  the  most  part  is  too  small,  does 
not  the  denomination  in  their  contributions  to  old  ministers  relief  provide 
for  him  a  comfortable  living  in  his  old  age.  The  answer  is  all  too  plain, 
for  if  the  old  preachers  had  to  depend  on  this  source,  as  many  of  them  do, 
Lhey  would  be  reduced  to  the  mercy  and  charity  of  the  people.  These  are 
hard  things  to  say  but  yet  its  true. 

The  denomination  never  has  realized  its  duty  and  obligation  along  this 
line. 

The  cry  comes  up  to  us  from  these  faithful  old  soldiers  of  the  Cross.  How 
long?  Oh!  how  long?  Ye  Baptist  host?  Ye,  who  control  a  large  amount  of 
wealth  and  enjoy  many  luxuries  in  life  and  spend  large  sums  of  money  for 
chewing  gum,  candy)  movies  and  all  kinds  of  fine  silks,  fine  automobiles 
and  many  other  things.  How  long  I  say  once  again,  will  it  be  before  you 
will  come  to  see  and  to  do  your  duty  in  regard  to  these  faithful  men  of  God 
who  so  faithfully  served  us  in  our  churches,  in  our  Sunday  Schools,  in  our 
day  schools  in  our  communities,  and  in  our  homes  Why  not  take  some 
definite  action  to  do  something  in  a  worthy  way  for  our  retired  preachers.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE- 

We  hear  a  great  deal  these  days  about  our  prohibition  situation — how  bad 
it  is — and  there  is  just  ground  for  it.  We  have  not  reached  the  ideal  and 
we  have  not  prohibited  the  use  of  liquor,  but  the  United  States  of  America 
has  gone  on  record  as  favoring  the  extermination  of  the  liquor  business 
There  are  many  violations  of  this  law,  but  we  are  tremendously  better  off 
than  we  were  before.  There  are  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  who  have 
bank  accounts,  automobiles,  and  many  of  the  luxuries  of  life  who  would  be 
living  like  stray  dogs  if  we  had  open  saloons  today.  While  what  we  have 
is  very  unsatisfactory  we  are  making  great  progress.  There  are  many  young 
people  in  this  country  twelve  and  fifteen  years  of  age  who  have  never  seen 
a  saloon  and  there  are  many  who  have  seldom  seen  a  drunken  man.  When 
saloons  were  plentiful  every  boy  and  every  girl  could  see  drunken  people 
almost  any  day. 

There  is  a  movement  on  foot  to  make  the  man  who  buys  liquor  guilty  as 
well  as  the  man  who  sells  it  and  when  this  comes  to  pass,  and  it  will  doubt- 
less in  just  a  short  time,  we  will  have  more  liquor  drinkers  building  public 
roads  than  we  have  ever  seen  in  all  the  convict  camps  put  together.  We 
must  go  on  with  this  matter  if  we  are  going  to  be  Christians  and  if  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  to  come  in  the  world.  Christian  men  must  forever  stand 
against  the  liquor  business  in  all  its  forms  and  must  insist  on  the  punish- 
ment of  law  breakers 

There  is  scarcely  a  law  of  the  land  that  is  not  often  broken.  The  devil 
is  always  at  work  and  he  drives  his  slaves  into  committing  murder,  into 
stealing,  into  all  sorts  of  evil  practices  and  there  is  evidence  of  his  influence 
on  every  side,  but  the  world  of  righteousness  is,  marching  on.  We  are  going 
to  continue  to  grow  stronger  against  the  liquor  traffic  until  it  is  extermi- 
nated.

REPORT   ON    THE    BIBLICAL    RECORDER. 

For  nearly  a  century  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  been  the  organ  of  the  Bap>- 
tists  of  North  Carolina,  it  contains  the  best  thought  of  the  best  thinkers  in 
our  denomination. 

The  Recorder  promotes  the  things  that  shall  win,  it  seeks  to  aid  in  bring- 
ing in  the  reign  cf  Chris-.  Its  readers  are  the  best  assets  and  the  kingdom's 
best  friends. 

Considering  the  value  of  the  Recorder  to  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina 
It  is  surprising  how  few  of  our  Baptist  homes  subscribe  to  it.  It  is  estimated 
that  we  have  180,000  homes  with  a  membership  of  more  than  397,000  white 
Baptists  in  the  State  and  cnly  about  13  000  subscribers  in  the  State  to  the 
Recorder.  One  subscriber  to  every  14  homes  and  one  to  every  30  members 
of  Baptist  Churches. 

We  have  tried  to  imagine  what  would  be  the  achievements  and  efficiency 
of  our  denomination  in  the  St^te  if  the  Recorder  was  read  in  every  home, 
and  considering  the  price  it  costs  we  ought  to:  have  many  times  the  number 
of  subscribers  we  now  have.  Did  you  ever  step  to  think  how  little  it  cost 
to  have  it  come  into  your  home  every  week  in  the  year  a  little  less  than 
four  cents  a  week. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  and  efficient  groups  of  Baptists  in  the  world 
today  is  found  in  Sweden.  So  great  is  their  missionary  zeal  that  they  send 
out  one  foreign  missionary  to  every  600  members  in  their  local  churches. 
If  the  Southern  Baptists  did  as  well  in  proportion  we  would  have  5,000  for- 
eign missionaries  instead  of  the  446  that  we  now  have.  And  the  largest  fac- 
tor in  this  unusual  success  of  our  Swedish  Baptist  brethren  is  in  the  fact 
that  the  Swedish  Baptist  paper  goes  into  every  B'aptist  home  each  week. 

We  feel  thait  we  cannot  close  this  report  without  calling  attention  to  the 
fact  that  our  beloved  Editor  of  the  Recorder  has  been  in  feeble  health  for 
the  last  several  months,  but  am  glad  to  report  that  he  is  improving  some 
and  is  able  to  be  at  his  office  some  each  day.  But  tTfe  Lord  has  been  good 
to  him  even  when  he  could  not  get  to  the  office.  His  mind  has  been  as  clear 
and  strong  as  ever  so  that  he  has  been  able  to  keep  up  his  editorial  work 
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even  when  he  was  confined  to  his  home.  Am  sure  the  Baptists  of  the  State 
will  join  us  in  praying  that  he  may  soon  be  restored  to  his  health  and 
strength  again. 

We  would  also  recommend  to  cur  Baptist  folks  those  splendid  publications 
in  their  particular  departments  of  our  work — Charity  and  Children,  the  Home 
and  Foreign  Fields  and  other  fine  Baptist  literature.

SUGGESTED   REPORT  ON   THE  CO-OPERATIVE   PROGRAM    FOR 
DISTRICT   ASSOCIATIONS. 

The  Co-operative  Program  is  the  plan  by  which  Southern  Baptists  work 
together  in  promoting  and  supporting  the  cause  of  Christ.  The  objects  in- 
cluded in  the  Cb-operative  Program  are  State  Missions,  Home  Missions,  For- 
eign Missions  Christian  Education,  Ministerial  Relief,  Orphanages,  and  Hos- 
pitals. Through  these  various  lines  of  work  Baptists  are  ministering  to  the 
physical,  mental,  and  spiritual  needs  of  mankind  at  home  and  ar'ound  the 
world. 

In  the  Co-operative  Program,  proper  emphasis  is  placed  upon  each  and 
every  phase  of  denominational  work.  No  cause  is  neglected,  and  no  cause 
is  stressed  t'o  the  disadvantage  of  other  causes.  Through  the  Co-operative 
Program  a  unified  appeal  is  made  for  the  support  of  all  denominational 
causes.    This  is  advisable  for  several  reasons: 

1.  Each  cause  receives  its  just  part  of  the  money  given  by  our  people. 

2.  It  makes  the  Every-Member  Canvass  easy,  requiring  the  taking  of  only 
one  pledge  for  the  whole  Program. 

3.  It  simplifies  the  bookkeeping  task  of  the  treasurer  of  the  church. 

4.  It  enables  every  member  of  a  church  to  have  his  appropriate  part  in 
supporting  all  the  work  of  his  denomination,  within  the  state,  in  the  South, 
and  throughout  the  world. 

Your  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  members  of  our  churches  study  every  phase  of  our  denomina- 
tional work.  Every  Baptist  should  be  posted  on  all  the  great  causes  being 
fostered  by  his  denomination.  To  be  thus  posted  is  both  his  privilege  and  his 
duty.  Much  information  will  be  found  in  the  various  reports  published  in  the 
minutes  of  this  Association.  Every  Baptist  family  should  take  the  Biblical 
Recorder  and  "Home  and  Foreign  Fields."  Interesting  and  informing  litera- 
ture on  all  phases  of  denominational  work  may  be  obtained  by  writing  our 
State  Secretary,  C.  E.  Maddry,  Raleigh,  N.  C. 
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2.  That  every  church  in  the  Association  adopt  the  Budget  System  of 
Church  Finances.  Each  church  should  give  as  large  a  percentage  of  its  offer- 
ings as  possible  to  the  Co-operative  Program,  seeking  to  reach  the  standard 
of  50-50  distribution  of  its  funds  as  between  local  and  denominational  causes. 
An  Bvery-Member  Canvass  for  pledges  should  be  earnestly  made,  striving 
to  secure  a  liberal  pledge  from  every  member. 

3.  That  the  churches,  which  for  seme  cause  do  not  adopt  the  budget  sys- 
tem, make  a  liberal  offering  each  and  every  quarter,  at  least,  to  the  Co-oper- 
afive  Program.  Certainly  all  of  our  churches  and  people  should  have  a  part 
in  carrying  on  the  Master's  work.  G.  N.    COWAN.

A  large  per  cent  of  the  gifts  to  missions  in  our  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion comes  from  the  women  of  our  churches.  However,  the  purpose  of  our 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  organization  more  than  40  years  ago  was  to  stim- 
ulate the  entire  church  in  its  missionary  thought  and  activity,  as  well  as  to 
train  the  women  and  young  people. 

The  motive  underlying  our  missionary  work  is  to  love  God.  By  stead- 
fastness the  organization  is  proving  to  the  world  a  triumphant  faith  in  bur 
Divine  Lord. 
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Never  was  there  so  much  effort  being  made  to  train  our  young  people,  and 
never  was  there  such  an  apparent  lack  of  training  in  the  home,  in  the  school, 
and  in  the  church  as  today.  Let  us  bring  back  the  day  when  the  busy  moth- 
er felt  that  her  chief  duty  was  to  teach  her  children  the  things  of  God. 

The  achievements  of  the  W.M.U.  in  the  Raleigh  Association  during  the 
past  25  years  has  been  gratifying  indeed.  Not  only  do  our  records  show 
marked  advancement  in  contributions  and  in  numbers  enlisted,  but  interest 
has  grown  equally  well  in  mission  study.

North  Carolina  Baptists  are  this  year  completing  one  hundred  years  of  or- 
ganized effort.  At  the  very  beginning  our  fathers  made  plans  for  evangeliz- 
ing North  Carolina.  If  the  records  of  these  one  hundred  years  were  examin- 
ed, it  would  be  found  that  many  of  our  strong  and  generous  churches  in  the 
leading  towns  and  centers  of  the  state,  were  organized  and  planted  through 
the  sacrificial  labors  of  faithful  state  missionaries. 

Sometimes  we  hear  the  idea  advanced  that  soon  we  will  have  finished  the 
job  of  State  Missions  and  that  all  the  needy  and  promising  fields  "will  be  oc- 
cupied. But  with  the  ever  changing  conditions  and  the  rapid  growth  of  the 
state  in  industrialism',  in  good  roads,  in  public  education,  in  the  rapid,  shift 
of  the  population  from  the  country  to  the  town  and  city,  there  comes  with 
every  new  generation  new  opportunities  and  new  responsibilities  for  evan- 
gelizing and  saving  our  own  people.

In  the  percentage  division  of  our  co-operative  funds,  State  Missions  re- 
ceives twenty  cents  out  of  the  dollar.  In  addition  to  this,  all  fund*  gir«» 
the  Sunday  Schools  on  State  Mission  Day.  the  last  Sunday  in  October,  goes 
to  State  Missions  as  an  extra  amount. 

This  year  there  are  eighty-four  missionaries  in  the  employ  of  the  Board, 
serving  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  churches.  The  Board  is  caring  for  the 
Sunday  School,  W.M.U.,  B.Y.P.U.,  and  Student  Work.  This  year  we  took 
the  Indian  Work  among  the  Indians  in  Robeson  County  ancTthe  Cherokee  in 
Swain  County. 

The  task  is  greater  and  the  need  is  more  imperative  today  than  when  our 
fathers  began  the  work  one  hundred  years  ago.  According  to  figures  recently 
published  by  E.  P.  Aldredge  there  are  in  N|orth  Carolina"  at  present  nearly  a 
million  and  a  half  people  who  are  not  affiliated  with  any  church  organiza- 
tion. Since  about  48  per  cent  of  all  church  members  in  our  State  are  Bap- 
tists, then  the  responsibility  for  reaching  these  one  and  one-half  million 
people  and  winning  them  to  Christ  is  largely  ours.  This  great  multitude  of 
unsaved  and  unchurched  people  will  face  North  Carolina  Baptists  in  the  day 
of  judgment,  and  will  their  blood  be  on  our  hands?  If  we  are  to  save  our 
State  and  our  denomination  we  must  greatly  strengthen  our  State  Mission 
program  so  that  our  missionaries,  under  the  leadership  and  power  of  the 
"Spirit,  can  carry  the  gospel  to  every  unsaved  individual  within  our  borders. 
And  as  we  strengthen  our  home-base  we  will  be  in  a  better  position  to  ex- 
tend our  efforts  to  the  end  of  the  earth.        Respectfully,

REPORT  ON   HOME  MISSIONS. 

Bro.  O.  L.  Griggs  the  Chairman  did  not  have  a  written  report,  but  prom- 
ised to  prepare  a  report  in  time  to  have  it  printed  in  the  minutes.  It  was 
never  presented. 

REPORT  ON    FOREIGN    MISSIONS. 

The  blessing  of  God  has  been  upon  our  work  in  foreign  lands.  While 
there  have  been  many  difficulties,  yet  through  the  help  of  the  Lord  there 
have  been  many  encouragements. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  towairds  the  further  reduction  of  the  debt 
which  has  burdened  the  Board.  The  debt  was  reduced  $187  423,56  during 
the  year  closing  May  1,  1930. 

The  plan  for  reducing  the  debt  is  to  apply  10»  per  cent  of  all  receipts  from 
the  Co-operative  Program,  all  special  gifts  made  for  this  specific  purpose, 
and  all  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  properties  owned  by  the  Board 
which  are  not  now  being  used  for  mission  purposes. 

On  the  foreign  field  there  are  1407  churches  with  a  membership  of  161,- 
059.     The  native  contributions  amounted  to  $472,820.12. 
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Southern  Baptists  should  catch  the  inspiration  of  the  throbbing  life  of  the 
work  in  foreign  lands.  The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  great  revivals 
in  many  fields.  Thirteen  thousand,  two  hundred  and  fifty  baptisms  were 
reported,  a  thousand  more  than  have  ever  been  reported  in  a  single  year. 
Progress  along  all  lines  has  been  made  in  all  missions.  The  power  of  the 
gospel  has  been  demonstrated  everywhere. 

In  Africa  there  were  thirty  requests  for  the  eight  graduates  from  the  Theo- 
logical Training  School  last  June  There  was  a  great  revival  in  the  Lagos 
school  which  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  over  one  hundred  students  in 
the  upper  grades.  The  hospital  and  college  at  Ogbomoso  had  the  greatest 
year  in  their  history.  The  Nigerian  Baptist  Convention  made  fine  progress. 
It  has  now  200  churches  in  its  membership  practically  all  of  which  are  self- 
supporting. 

Jn  Argentina  there  are  59  churches  with  4,059  members.  These  churches 
gave  last  year  a  total  of  $41,083.00.  There  were  380  baptisms.  The  Publish- 
ing House  prospers.    It  published  1,520,000  pages  of  tracts. 

In  North  Brazil  the  work  has  grown  from  120  churches  with  6172'03  mem- 
bers to  149  churches  with  8,348  members  in  the  last  decade.  Ten  years  ago 
there  were  215  baptisms  during  the  year  last  year  there  were  876.  The  re- 
ligious life  in  the  schools  was  strong  during  the  year.  There  were  510  stu- 
dents in  the  College  and  Seminary  at  Pernambuco. 

In  South  Brazil  1930  marks  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  Bap- 
fist  work  in  Brazil.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  W.  B.  Bagby  were  the  first  missionaries. 
They  are  still  active  in  the  service.  One  of  the  greatest  revivals  ever  con- 
ducted in  Brazil  was  held  during  the  year  in  Rio  College.  One  hundred  and 
fifty  made  profession  of  conversion. 

Chile  is  the  newest  field  the  Foreign  Board  has  entered  in  Latin  America. 
There  were  special  evangelistic  meetings  held  in  every  church  in  the  country 
with  fine  results. 

In  Central  China  the  Soochow  field  had  the  most  encouraging  year  it  has 
ever  experienced.  At  Shanghai  splendid  meetings  were  held  in  the  North 
Gate  School  and  church.  Twnty-three  were  baptized.  In  Grace  Church  there 
were  41  baptisms.  At  the  Paoshing  Road  Compound  center  the  Ming  Jang 
Boys'  School  enrolled  248  students  and  the  Eliza  Yates  Girls'  School  enrolled 
240.  A  revival  was  held  in  this  center  in  which  97  were  baptized.  At  the 
opening  service  of  this  revival  20  were  baptized. 

in  interior  China  which  was  torn  by  war,  one  new  church  was  organized 
and  two  others  are  waiting  to  be  when  the  missionary  can  get  to  them.  The 
six  churches  in  and  around  Ohengchow  formed  themselves  into  a  Baptist 
Association.  The  Boys'  School  and  the  Girls'  School  at  Kaifeng  had  a  gcod 
year.  The  Boys'  School1  is  the  only  school  of  any  denomination  in  opera- 
tion in  the  whole  Province  of  Honan. 

In  North  China  on  account  of  the  warring  conditions  the  number  of  stu- 
dents was  reduced,  but  the  work  was  good  and  there  were  manv  conversions 
among  students.     Hospitals  were  interfered  with  but  helped  soldiers.

In  South  China  there  were  about  600  baptisms.  Pooi  To  Girls'  School 
celebrated  its  fortieth  anniversary  by  the  opening  of  a  new  building  which 
cost  $40,000.00.     This  building  was  given  entirely  by  the  Chinese. 

In  Hungary  the  Baptists  have  grown  in  ten  years  from  7,000  to  12,000  mem- 
bers.   They  baptized  last  year  763. 

In  Italy  1929  was  the  best  year  in  the  Italian  Missicn  work.  There  were 
294  baptisms,  an  increase  of  49  per  cent.  There  was  a  30  per  cent  in- 
crease in  the  amount  contributed  to  the  support  of  the  work. 

In  Japan,  the  Publishing  House  has  a  record  year.  It  published  1,750,000 
tracts,  250  000  books,  a  total  of  66,576  000  pages.  There  were  700  students 
in  Seinan  Gakuin  the  Boys'  School  at  Fukuoka.  There  were  forty  baptisms 
amongst  the  students.  The  Girls'  School  at  Kokura  had  400  students.  There 
were  67  converts  amongst  the  student  body  during  the  year. 

In  Jugo  Slavia  three  new  chapels  were  added  during  the  year.  The  Bap- 
tists have  grown  from  600  in  1932  to  1,148. 

In  Mexico,  the  Seminary  at  Monterrey  had  14  students,  3  in  graduating 
class.  The  Girls'  School  at  Chihuahua,  and  the  school  at  Culiacan  were  dis- 
turbed somewhat  by  the  revolution,  but  were  able  to  carry  out  a  successful 
year's  work.  A  chapel  building  was  erected  at  Rosita  through  the  aid  of  the 
Sarah  Hale  Church  Building  Loan  Fund. 

The  building  for  the  Woman's  Training  School  in  Bucharest.  Roumania, 
is  so  nearly  completed  that  it  was  possible  to  use  the  building  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  year  for  the  opening  of  the  school.  There  were  4,925  bap- 
tisms in  Roumania:  This  is  the  largest  number  ever  reported  to  our  For- 
eign Mission  Bioard  from  any  one  of  its  fields. 

In  Spain  the  Spanish  Baptist  Convention  was  organized  at  Barcelona.  The 
Spanish  Baptists  are  beginning  to  realize  their  responsibility  toward  evan- 
gelizing their  own  country.     They  had  107  baptisms. 

Thus  reads,  like  added  pages  of  the  Apostles  the  story  of  our  work  in 
foreign  lands.  Out  among  the  countless  hosts  of  lost  men  our  Father  ha* 
set  his  seal  of  approval  and  blessing  upon  the  labors  of  our  missionary  mes- 
sengers. He  had  kept  his  promise  to  be  with  those  who  Go.  The  needs  of 
the  unredeemed  world,  the  command  cf  our  divine  Saviour  the  favor  of  our 
Heavenly  Father  marvelously  manifested  upon  our  labors  in  all  fields,  should 
speak  with  irresistible  force  to  Southern  Baptists  "that  they  go  forward."

REPORT  ON    NORTH   CAROLINA   BAPTIST   HOSPITALS. 

With  gratitude  to  our  Lord,  the  Great  Physician,  we  bring  to  you  the  7th 
annual  report  of  this  work  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals.  In 
every  respect  this  has  been  the  best  year. 
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The  report  of  the  year  1929  shows  2,725  patients,  591  of  whom  were  full 
charity  and  1009  part  pay.  Hundreds  of  these  would  have  died  had  the 
Baptist  Hospital  failed  to  provide  Hospital  care  for  them  Only  eternity  can 
tell  the  number  of  lives  saved,  homes  preserved  from  the  ravages  of  death 
and  dissolution  and  children  from  the  tragedy  of  an  orphan's  life. 

A  number  <of  our  ministers  or  members  of  their  families,  missionaries, 
students  from  our  schools  and  scores  of  children,  who  went  to  them  bound 
by  deformities  and  crippled  with  disease.  All  of  these  except  a  very  small 
per  centage  were  sent  back  home  happy  and  well. 

Was  all  this  worth  while?  Is  good  health,  and  an  opportunity  to  live  and 
succeed  worth  while?  Is  saving  the  life  of  our  brothers  and  sisters  and  giv- 
ing them  back  to  their  families,  their  state  and  their  God  capable  of  greater 
service  worth  while?  Is  making  men,  women  and  children  well  and  happy 
while  worth?     Verily  our  Lord  thought  so 

The  Hospital  is  needing  equipment.  The  growth  of  the  institution,  the 
march  of  medical  science,  the  ravages  of  age,  all  challenge. us  to  put  the 
new  and  needed  equipment  in  to  keep  step  with  progress  But  the  question 
is  how  we  can  meet  the  overwhelming  demands  of  charity  that  take  every 
dollar  that  can  be  raised  and  keep  the  Hospital  up-to-date. 

Last  year  they  spent  $45,500.00  for  charity  to  help  them  meet  this  tremen- 
dous demand  They  received  from  the  denomination  on  Mothers'  Day 
$15,500.00  and  from  Duke  foundation  $8,750.00.  A  few  small  donations  sup- 
plemented these  offerings  but  over  $19,000  00  of  this  had  to  be  taken  out  of 
their  operating  account.  They  paid  their  bills  but  suffered  for  the  need  of 
equipment,  repair  and  help  to  do  their  work  effectively.  , 

This  year  up  to  June  first  forty  per  cent  of  their  patient  days  were  abso- 
lute charity.  This  is  only  54  per  cent  of  their  patient  days  brought  any 
revenue  at  all  The  others  were  charity.  The  amount  necessary  to  care  for 
this  increasing  demand  for  this  year  will  be  at  least  $60,000.00  And  yet 
they  cannot  let  their  sick  and  needy  Baptists  die.  What  is  the  solution  to  this 
problem?  Simply  this:  Our  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  must  take  the  Hos- 
pital seriously.  Only  one-fifth  of  the  schools  give  to  this  cause  and  many 
of  these  do  not  give  all  the  offering  on  Mother's  Day  They  take  a  special 
collection  after  the  Sunday  School  expenses  are  taken  cut  and  the  Hospital 
gets  the  remnant. 

We  must  have  a  larger  support  for  our  own  Hospital  Our  people  must 
learn  to  patronize  it  when  they  are  able  to  pay  for  the  service.  We  must 
put  the  Hospital  on  the  hearts  of  the  people  and  urge  them  to  support  it  in 
a  worthy  way      We  must  talk  about  it;  pray  about  it;  preach  about  it. 

And  lastly,  we  can  lead  our  people  to  remember  the  Hospital  in  their 
wills.  $15,000.00  left  as  endowment  will  care  for  a  bed  in  the  Hospital  for 
all  time  and  that  will  care  for  at  least  twenty-four  persons  a  year  until 
Jesus  comes  again      What  a  glorious  investment  in  human  life  and  health. 

Let's  put  our  Hospital  deep  down  in  our  hearts.  Let's  make  our  offerings 
reach  $25,000  0i0  next  year.  Then  the  Hospital  can  care  for  at  least  2,000 
of  these  needy  ones  who  go  to  them  without  money  or  price.  And  surely 
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our  Lord  will  not  forget   for  he  said,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  to  one 
of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."

Bro.  J.  M    Bronghton  presented  the  report  on  Christian  Education. 

REPORT  ON   CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION. 

Throughout  the  hundred  years  of  its  existence  as  an  organized  force,  the 
Baptist  denomination  in  North  Carolina  has  fostered  and  promoted  Chris- 
tian Education  was  emphasized  in  the  beginning;  it  occupies  today  no  lesser 
place  in  our  considerations  and  plannings. 

First  as  a  major,  undertaking  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  was  the 
establishing  of  Wake  Forest  College.  The  marvelous  growth  and  wide 
extending  influence  of  that  institution  have  justified  the  faith  and  the  vision 
of  our  early  leaders.  Throughout  this  nation  and  across  the  seas  the  gospel 
is  being  preached  by  men  who  received  their  college  training  at  Wake  For- 
est Hundreds  of  its  graduates  in  all  walks  of  life  are  today  exemplifying 
the  true  principles  of  Christian  citizenship.  Truly  Wake  Forest  College  has 
been  and  is  a  veritable  lighthouse  in  the  field  of  Chistian  Education. 

The  other  major  project  of  our  denomination  in  the  realm  of  Christian 
Education  has  been  the  establishment  of  Meredith  College.  During  its  third 
of  a  century's  existence,  this  great  institution  has  ever  exceeded  the  ideal 
and  vision  of  its  founders  in  its  growth  and  usefulness  Its  contribution 
to  education  and  Christianity  has  been  immeasurable.    Not  only  does  Mere- 
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dith  rank  at  the  very  top  as  an  educational  institution;  it  is  and  has  been 
throughout  its  history  a  vital  Christian  force  in  the  life  of  our  State. 

If  North  Carolina  Baptists  had  done  nothing  else  than  to  create  and  build 
these  two  institutions — Wake  Forest  and  Meredith  dedicated  to  the  sacred 
cause  of  Christian  Education — they  would  have  more  than  justified  their 
century  of  existence.  It  is  our  privilege  and  our  responsibility  to  maintain 
and  further  develop  these  indispensable  agencies  for  Christian  Education. 
Whatever  is  required  in  money,  sacrifice  and  prayer,  to  preserve  and  en- 
large these  institutions  will  be  given.  North  Carolina  Baptists  will  be  true 
to  the  faith  of  our  fathers. 

In  like  manner,  Chowan,  Campbell  and  Mars  Hill  Colleges  have  been  and 
are  vital  forces  in  our  program  for  Christian  Education  Through  these  in- 
stitutions every  section  of  the  State  is  reached;  and  in  them  hundreds  of 
young  men  and  women  are  being  afforded  the  highest  type  c*f  Christian 
training.  Wingate  and  Boiling  Springs,  though  limited  in  their  scope,  have 
faithfully  performed  a  similarly  worthy  task 

Education  alone  is  inadequate.  Character  building  ought  to  be  the  chief 
function  of  education.  Only  through  Christian  Education  can  this  ideal  be 
fully  realized  In  this  time  when  so  many  grave  problems  cry  out  for  so- 
lution, when  established  values  have  crumbled  and  material  foundations  are 
shaking,  when  unsuppressed  and  almost  uncontrollable  crime  threatens  the 
very  existence  of  organized  government  the  world  needs  more  than  ever 
the  highest  quality  of  spiritual  leadership.  To  supply  this  need  is  the  su- 
preme task  of  Christian  Education

on  the  subject. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

At  this  time  the  Association  was  favored  with  a  song  by  a  male  quartet,

Bro.  C.  H   Norris  spoke  upon  the  Fellowship  Program  of  our  Association. 

Bro.  iG.  W  Paschal  traced  the  growth  of  the  Baptist  denomination  in 
North  Carolina  from  the  earliest  history  to  the  founding  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  in  1830.  Brother  Paschali  is  perhaps  the  best  informed 
man  in  our  State  on  Baptist  history  and!  his  address  was  instructive  Bro. 
John  D.  Berry  spoke  briefly  on  the  history  of  Shiloh  Church,  the  oldest 
existing  Baptist  Church  in  North  Carolina.

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THURSDAY    MORNING— 10    O'CLOCK. 

Following  a  song  service,  Bro.  S'.  W  Oldham  conducted  devotional  exer- 
cises, reading  the  fourth  chapter  of  Second  Kings.

(a)  Her  hospitality,  (b)  Great  Home-maker,  (c)  A  Mother  in  deed" 

Song,  "Holy  Ghost  with  light  divine." 

The  Moderator  called  the  Association  to  order. 

On  motion,  the  Executive  Committee  were  requested  to  investigate  condi- 
tions at  Mount  Zicn,  Reedy  Creek,  and  McCullers  churches  and  report  at  next 
session  of  Association  as  to  conditions  of  these  churches  Are  these  church- 
es needed  at  these  places? 

REPORT  ON   ORPHANAGE. 

The  need  of  the  orphan  is  God's  benevolent  call  to  His  children  to  supply 
that  need^ 

The  unheard  cry  of  the  parentless  is  love's  whisper  to  us  for  our  best  to 
give  them  the  greatest  possible  chance  to  make  a  life  for  God's  glory. 

We  are  caring  for  270  children  in  their  own  homes  with  65  mothers.  So 
far  the  cost  of  aiding  these  children  with  t-heir  mothers  is  less  than  one- 
third  of  keeping  them  in  the  orphanage. 

Children  helped  through  mother's  aid,  at  the  Mills  Home  and  Kennedy 
Home  make  in  all  916  children  in  the  care  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  Dur- 
ing the  44  years  of  caring  for  children  in  our  orphanage,  mother's  aid  and 
all,  we  have  helped  2514  children. 

Children  are  received  from  the  ages  of  2  to  12  and  dismissed  according  to 
preparation  rather  than  age.  During  1929  the  cost  of  maintaining  634  chil- 
dren at  Kennedy  Home  and  Mills  Home  averaged  $282  31  per  year,  and 
$23.53  per  month. 

How  to  raise  money  for  the  orphanage: 

1.  Put  Mills-Kennedy  Homes  on  prayer  list 

2.  Devote  the  collection  of  one  Sunday  in  each  month  for  the  orphanage. 
3    Arrange  for  giving  by  classes. 

4.  Once  a  year  at  Thanksgiving  get  "Thank  Offering"  envelopes  from  the 
orphanage,  and  put  one  in  the  hand  of  every  member  of  the  Sunday  School 
and  church.  iGe-t  the  largest  possible  offering  from  each  of  them.  One  day's 
work  or  income  for  orphanage  should  be  stressed  The  once  a  month  col- 
lection in  the  Sunday  Schools  is  the  main  dependence  for  income,  so  stress 
same. 

Every  Sunday  School  should  take  "Charity  and  Children"  in  clubs.  Many 
cannot  give  this  year  as  much  as  they  have  been  accustomed  to  give,  so  for 
this  Thanksgiving  make  a  special  effort  to  get  a  contribution  from  every 
body.  REV   C.  H.  NORMS',  Committee. 

Rev.  C.  H  Norris  presented  the  report  and  following  a  few  brief  remarkg, 
he  turned  the  subject  over  to  Bro.  R.  D.  Covington,  Treasurer  of  the  Mills 
Home      Bro.  Covington  cavorted  his  hearers  by  the  manner  he  presented 
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his  feeling  appeal  to  the  hearers,  while  he  pointed  out  the  methods  used  at 
the  orphanage  to  develop  the  children,  morally,  mentally  and  physically, 
that  they  may  enter  upon  life's  duty  prepared  for  citizenship. 

Motion  made  and  carried  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  given  Brother  Coving- 
ton for  his  magnificent  address. 

On  motion  report  was.  adopted. 

REPORT  ON   B.Y.P.U. 

Raleigh,  N.  C,  October  28th,  1930. 

We,  the  Raleigh  B.Y.P.U.  wish  to  submit  the  following  general  report  on 
the  B.Y.P.U.'s  of  the  Raleigh  Association  for  the  year  1930  We  wish  to 
call  your  attention  to  our  meeting  as  of  April  6th,  1930,  which  really  begins 
the  B.Y.P.U.  year.  We  are  not  able  to  furnish  any  information  as  to  the 
activities  of  the  B.Y.P.U.  Department  from  the  last  Associational  Meeting 
up  until  the  above  mentioned  meeting,  but  on  April  6th,  1930,  Mr.  I.  O 
Brady  President  of  the  Raleigh  Association,  called  a  meeting  of  all  B.Y.P. 
U  's  in  the  Association  to  an  annual  Associational  meeting  at  Apex,  N.  C. 
At  this  meeting  the  following  things  were  taken  up  and  discussed:  At  eleven 
o'clock  the  morning  service  was  conducted  by  Rev.  James  A.  Ivey;  at  12:30 
lunch  was  seved  on  the  ground  by  the  Apex  B.Y.P.U.'s,  at  one  thirty  Miss 
Wilmer  Parker  of  Wendell,  conducted  a  Devotional  Service,  at  one  fifty  a 
meeting  was  called  to  order  for  a  period  of  business,  at  which  time  a  report 
on  time  and  place,  resolutions,  nomination  for  new  officers,  roll  call  of 
churches  and  recognition  of  officers.  Following  that,  we  had  a  few  remarks 
by  the  new  President  At  two  twentyfive  we  had  four  five  minute  talks  dis- 
cussing the  various  phases  of  B.Y.P|U.  work.  At  two  forty-five  a  Devo- 
tional Bible  Drill  was  directed  by  Miss  Ruth  Preslar,  of  Meredith  College. 
At  two  fifty-three  we  had  an  address  by  Mr.  Andrew  Morgan,  Western  Field 
worker.  At  three  fifteen  a  "Playet  in  Song"  conducted  by  the  Cary  B.Y.P. 
U  At  three  thirty-five  we  had  the  Installation  Service  of  the  new  officers, 
and  at  three  forty-five  we  adjourned  to  meet  again  next  year  in  Cary  about 
the  same  date. 

The  following  were  elected  as  officers  and  district  leaders  for  the  ensuing 
year:  Charlie  Herbert,  President;  H.  H.  Blaylock  Vice-President;  Miss 
Edna  Upchurch,  Now  Mrs.  L.  O.  Branch,'  Secretary  and  Treasurer;  Miss 
Olive  Johnson,  Pianist;  Mr.  Graham  King,  Chorister;  Mrs.  G.  T.  Rogers, 
Junior  Leader;  Miss  Evelyn  Rogers,  Intermediate  Leader.  The  district  lead- 
ers were  as  follows:  District  No.  1 — Mr.  I.  B.  Lake;  District  No.  2 — Miss 
Mabel  Oldham,  later  changed  to  Mr.  G.  Henry  Wright,  the  present  leader 
cf  that  district;  District  No.  3 — Mr.  Troy  Jones;  District  No.  4 — Mrs.  W. 
H.  Howell;  District  No.  5 — Miss  Lillian  Adams,  with  an  assistant  Mr.  Fred 
Hunt. 

The  next  meeting  of  importance  that  happened  was  a  meeting  called  by 
the  President  which  met  at  the  Gary  Baptist  Church  on  April  29th.  This 
meeting  being  the  regular  executive  meeting  of  the  Association  at  which 
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meeting  we  planned  for  five  District  meetings  to  be  held  in  the  near  future. 
The  officers  of  the  Association  and  workers  were  entertained  in  a  wonder- 
ful way  by  the  B.Y.P.U.'s  of  the  Baptist  Church.  They  were  served  a 
chicken  supper  at  this  nueeting 

Following  this  meeting,  five'  successful  District  Meetings  were  held  as 
follows:  Group  No.  1-2  met  on  May  25th,  at  Garner  and  Knightdale;  Group 
No.  3-4  and  5  met  on  June  1st,  at  Morrisville,  Green  Level  and  Holly  Springs. 
These  meetings  were  all  well  attended  and  what  we  would  term  succssful. 

Then,  we  find  ourselves  going  back  to  Cary  en  June  15th  at  two  thirty, 
at  which  time  we  had  another  'General'  Associational  Meeting  attended  by 
the  officers  and  B.Y.P.U.  members  of  the  Association  We  were  enter- 
tained in  a  wonderful  way  by  the  Cary  B,.y!p.U.'s.  Bev  E.  Gibson  Davis 
gave  us  a  very  wonderful  message  at  this!  meeting  The  theme  of  this  meet- 
ing being  "Growing  Through  Christian  Fellowship." 

Then  we  find  ourselves  drifting  on  until  August  21st,  at  which  time  we 
met  at  Lake  Myra  at  two- thirty  and  there  the  B.Y.P.U.'s  of  the  Raleigh 
Association  met  for  its  annual  picnic  This  picnic  being  attended  by  about 
cne  hundred  and  fifty  members.  This  was  a  basket  picnic  sponsored  by  the 
Wendell  B.Y.P.U.  In  fact,  they  were  more  or  less  responsible  for  the. suc- 
cess of  this  picnic. 

Our  next  meeting  was  called  together  on  October  5th  at  which  time  we 
had  an  Associational  Meeting  to  plan  the  programs  for  our  five  District 
Meetings'  which  have  been  held  recently  The  meetings  just  mentioned 
were  held  as  follows:  District  No.  3-4  and  5  meeting  as  follows:  Holly 
Springs,  Mount  Hermon  and  Apex;  District  No.  1  and  2  at  Pullen  Memo- 
rial and  Hepzibah 

The  above  takes  us  up  to  the  present  in  our  B.Y.P.U.  year.  This  does 
not  include  however  all  of  the  active  work  that  has  been  done.  We  might 
mention  here  just  a  few  things  that  have  been  accomplished  In  the  be- 
ginning of  this  year  we  set  our  goal  as  follows:  To  organize  fifteen  new 
Unions;  to  get  fifteen  more  Standard  Unions;  to  organize  five  new  General 
Organizations.  To  have  a  study  course  in  every  church  wbere  there  was  a 
B.Y.P.U. ;  to  award  five  hundred  study  course  awards;  to  get  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  subscriptions  to  the  B'.Y.P.U.  magazine  and  to  get  two 
hundred  members  to  become  tithers  in  the  B. Y.P.Union.  At  present  we 
cannot  say  just  how  far  we  have  gotten  toward  making  this  goal,  but  we 
wish  to  report  an  increase  of  about  twelve  new  Unions  and  one  Standard 
General  Organization,  nearly  every  church  having  had  a  study  course,  over 
five  hundred  B.Y.P.U.  awards,  a  number  of  B.Y.P.U.  magazines  being 
used  and  a  number  of  the  young  people  becoming  tithers  We  would  also 
like  to  make  mentions  of  this  particular  part  of  our  work  at  the  beginning 
of  this  year  we  set  up  a;  budget  of  about  $50.00  to  take  care  of  correspond- 
ence. To  date,  we  have  gotten  out  approximately  eight  hundred  letters  and! 
reports  at  a  cost  of  a  fraction  above  three  cents  a  piece. 

Before  this  report  goes  to  press  we  hope  to  be  able  to  draw  a  chart  to  be 
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printed  in  the  Association  Minutes  showing  the  actual  conditions  of  the 
B.Y.P.U.'s  in  the  Association. 

The  B.Y.P.U.'s  have  responded  in  a  wonderful  way,  and  are  really  doing 
some  worthwhile  work,  worthy  of  mention. 

We,  the  B.Y.P.U.  <of  the  Raleigh  Association  submit  the  above  report  to 
the  Raleigh  Association  meeti»g  at  Fuquav  Springs,  October  29th  and  30th^ 
We"  trust  that  with  the  coming  of  another  year  we  can  report  even  greater 
achievements  than  we  are  able  to  report  at  thisi  time.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

Most  interesting  meetings  were  held  by  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Association  from  month  to  month  up  to  last  June  These  occurred 
at  Fuquay  Springs,  Wendell,  Apex,  Knightdale,  Morrisville,  Hepzibah,  and 
Pullen  Memorial  Church,  Raleigh.  They  were  largely  attended.  At  Morris- 
ville some  persons  had  to  stand,  so  large  was  the  crowd.  There  was  also 
a  great  attendance  at  Knightdale  The  programs  were  interesting  and  help- 
ful and  stimulated  the  workers  who  heard  them.  We  are  sure  also  that  the 
mixing  together  of  the  people  from  various  parts  of  our  territory  did  us  all 
good.  We  came  to  know  one  another's  needs  and  worth  tetter.  The  exchange 
ideas  was  helpful.  The  social  intercourse  was  pleasant.  The  meetings 
should  be  continued. 

New  officers  were  elected  in  July.  Those  who  had  been  in  office  had 
served  for  two  years  and  desired  to  be  relieved.  Brother  Randolph  Bentoa, 
of  Apex,  was  elected  as  President.  He  has  been  busily  engaged  in  his  school 
work  and  has  not  found  time  to  take  up  the  presidency.  Tt  is  hoped  that 
he  will.  He  is  highly  capable  and  can  do  good  work  in  this  very  responsible 
position.  Miss  Theda  Green  (now  Mrs  Hodge)  was  the  faithful  secretary 
for  the  past  two  years.  She  was  aided  during  the  last  few  months  by  Miss 
Minda  Smith  who  has  recently  moved  to  Charlotte.  These  two  gifted  young 
ladies  contributed  largely  to  the  success  of  the  work 

We  believe  that  the  character  and  quality  of  teaching  that  is  being  done 
in  our  schools  is  at  the  highest  general  level  it  has  every  pttained.  The 
teachers  as  a  rule  are  better  trained  and  equipped  than  their  predecessors 
could  have  been  and  their  fidelity  and  earnestness-  could  not  be  excelled. 

We  trust  that  when  all  the  reports  are  in  at  this  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion the  totals  will  show  a  substantial  increase  in  the  Sunday  School  enroll- 
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merit  and  show  it  ahead  of  the  total  church  membership.  Whether  the  re- 
spective enrollments  stand  this  way  or  not,  we  know  that  the  actual  at- 
tendance at  the  meetings  of  the  Sunday  Schools  far  exceeds  the  attendance 
or  the  preaching  service.  This  ought  not  to  be  so.  How  to  remedy  that 
situation  by  bringing  up  the  attendance  when  the  Word  is  preached  is  one 
of  the  abiding  great  problems  for  our  consideration.  The  author  of  this 
report  recently,  on  invitation,  wrote  for  "The  Young  People's  and  Adult 
Magazine"  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  (September  1930  Number) 
an  article  on  "Men's  Classes'  and  the  Preaching  Service"  in  which  he  en- 
deavored to  give  some  suggestions  as  to  how  this  situation  might  be 
helped. 

If  a  further  personal  reference  may  be  pardoned,  the  writer  will  say  that 
recently  his  Sunday  School  class  celebrated  the  thirtieth  anniversary  of  its 
existence,  during  which  time  he  has  been  its  teacher,  and  this  caused  him 
to  give  some  reflection  to  the  past  and  to  make  comparison  with  the  pres- 
ent. Thirty  years  constitute  a  brief  period  from  the  standpoint  of  history 
but  they  comprise  a  large  part  of  the  adult  life  of  any  individual  The  last 
thirty  years  are  a  wonderful  period  in  the  life  of  our  denominational  Sun- 
day Schools.  In  North  Carolina  in  1899  there  were.  67,243  people  enrolled 
in  our  990  Sunday  Schools.  In  1929  we  had  329,900  people  in  our  2185  Sun- 
day Schools,  and  there  are  yet  many  more  today.  We  have  increased  five 
fold.  In  the  same  period  our  church  membership  a  little  more  than  doubled. 
But  we  have  not  grown  as  fast  in  numbers  as  we  have  in  efficiency.  All  of 
our  organized  classes  have  come  in  that  period.  All  of  our  grading  of 
schools,  likewise,  and  the  provision  of  splendid  literature  for  the  various 
departments  have  come  about  in  this  same  potent  period.  The  amount  of 
building  done  to  meet  the  enlarged  needs  has  been  marvelous^  Wonderful 
progress  has  been  made  in  teacher  training. 

The  growth  which  occurred  when  organized  classes  sprang  into  existence 
was  so  great  as  to  terrify  some.  They  thought  that  the  classes  would  be- 
come so  large  and  independent  as  to  constitute  a  menace  to  the  schools  and 
even  to  the  churches.  There  was  some  ca^ise  for  the  alarm,  for  wherein  ju- 
dicious leaders  had  charge  of  the  classes  they  were  capable  of  crippling  the 
larger  and  more  important  work  of  the  whole  school  and  the  church.  But 
wise  leadership  prevailed  and  the  classes  were  held  in  proper  relationship 
to  the  schools  and  we  outgrew  the  friction  of  a  troublous  period.  It  is  in- 
teresting to  note  that  today  the  pendulum'  swings  to  the  other  side  and  our 
foremost  leaders  are  now  raising  the  question  as  to  why  form,  additional 
organizations  to  do  church  wojrk  when  we  have  the  organized  Sunday  School 
classes  ready  to  hand  and  prepared  to  do  the  work.  Now  in  many  places 
such  classes  are  being  used  to  solicit  and  collect  the  pledges  of  the  mem- 
bers for  the  support  of  the  church  and  they  are  likewise  being  used  in  the 
various  other  departments  of  the  work  of  the  church.  The  stone  which 
builders  formerly  rejected  is  now  brought  into  a  place  of  high  honor. 

And  so  today  the  Sunday  School  means  more  than  ever  before.  It  is  larger,

more  useful,  more  efficient.  Perhaps  we"  are  yet  but  at  the  beginning  of  its 
Mghest  career.  We  may  be  quite  sure  that  our  Great  Leader,  whose  goal  is 
world  conquest,  would  have  us  beat  no  retreat  nor  even  "mark  time",  but 
His  voice,  if  we  would  but  hear  it,  is  surely  saying  to  us  as  it  did  to  Moses 
beside  the  barrier  of  the  sea,  "Speak  to  the  children  of  Israel  that  they  go 
forward."

DIGEST  OF  CHURCH    LETTERS. 

Owing  to  the  absence  of  Bro.  W  A.  Cooper  due  to  sickness  the  Finance 
Committee  made  a  short  verbal  report. 

On  motion,  the  Association  requested  thu:t  the  Moderator  and  Clerk  ex- 
press to  Brother  Cooper  their  appreciation  for  his  uritiring  services  render- 
ed along  this  line,  and  their  sincere  wish  that  a  loving  Father's  divine 
favor  rest  upon  him  for  many  years  to  come. 

Mrs .  D.  W.  Herring  spoke  upon  Woman's  Work  as  revealed  in  the  Bible. 

Bro.  G.  N.  Cowan  offered  special  prayer  for  our  sick  members  and  special 
thanks  for  the  restoration  for  some  restored  to  health. 

Bro.  O.  L.  Riggs,  Pastor  of  South  side  Church,  spoke  of  the  struggles  inci- 
dent to  liquidating  the  debt  of  the  Church  and  the  possibility  of  calling 
upon  the  churches  of  the  Association  for  help. 

On  motion,  the  Association  went  on  record  as  approving  the  resolution 
passed  by  our  last  session. 
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REPORT  ON  MINISTERS  RELIEF. 

Baptist  people  have  always  believed  in  a  divinely  called  ministry.  Before 
a  preacher  is  ordained  to  the  ministry,  great  care  should  be  exercised  and 
earnest  prayer  offered  to  God  by  the  Presbytery  in  behalf  of  the  man  under 
consideration.  Also  the  preacher  that  is  offering  himself  for  ordination 
should  know  that  God  has  called  him  to  preach  the  gospel.  Many  a  good 
Sunday  School  teacher  and  personal  worker  has  been  spoiled  by  setting 
him  apart  for  the  ministry. 

The  ministry  is  a  calling  that  means  self-denial.  He  has  entered  the 
calling  not  to  make  money.  It  is  not  a  money-making  business.  He  has  no 
time  for  that.  The  general  public  demands  of  him  that  he  shall  not  turn 
aside  to  make  money,  but  give  all  his  time  to  the  ministry  of  the  Word. 

It  is  the  only  calilng  shut  off  from  money-making,  therefore,  as  a  rule, 
the  preacher  lays  up  little  or  nothing  for  eld.  age. 

The  preacher  in  'God's  plan  I.  Cor.  9:4-9;  is  to  depend  upon  his  people. 
I  Tim.  5:18.  This  is  the  way  Jesus  lived.  The  Baptist  denomination  only 
in  recent  years  have  taken  any  organized  steps  to  care  even  in  a  small  way 
for  these  disabled  and  old  preachers. 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  located  in  Dallas,  Texas,  was  recently 
organized  for  this  purpose.    The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  has  two  features. 

First.  This  offers  monthly  allocations  for  all  needy  and  worthy  preachers 
and  their  widows  as  far  as  practicable.  The  funds  for  this  purpose  are 
from  two  sources.  First.  Three  and  one-half  per  cent  of  receipts  through 
the  Co-operative  Program.  In  additios  to  this  $500,000  given  by  John  D. 
Rockefeller  has  been  invested  in  the  Relief  fund,  and  the  interest  from  it  at 
four  and  one-half  per  cent  is  available  for  monthly  allocations.  So  that  the 
total  amount  available  for  this  purpose  monthly  is  practically  doubled. 

Total  amount  allocated  to  Old  Ministers  and  their  widows  last  year  in 
North  Carolina  was  $15,129  8.2.  But  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  sent  to  the 
Board  for  that  purpose  $6,311.31.  The  number  of  beneficiaries  in  North 
Carolina  last  year  were  64  men  and  63  women. 

The  other  feature  of  the  Board  is  its  Annuity  Plan,  of  offering  something 
like  insurance  under  the  relief  plan.  All  needy  and  worthy  misisters  and 
their  widows  are  eligible  to  aid  under  the  Annuity  plan  are  those  who  make 
certain  payments  varying  with  ages  and  untfer  sixty-five  year  old.  Those 
participating  in  this  plan,  at  sixty-eight  years  old,  or  whenever  they  be- 
come totally  disabled  before  that  age  receive  $500.00  yearly;  and  at  their 
death  their  family  receives  $300.00  a  year.  At  around  forty  years  of  age 
the  cost  is  $36.00  or  $38.00  per  year.  For  this  investment  the  income 
amounts  to  almost  that  of  a  $10,000  life  insurance  policy,  costing  about  four 
times  as  much.  Of  this  amount  the  ministers  pay  cne-fifth  and  the  denomi- 
nation pays  four-fifths. 

The  Board  is  trying  to  perfect  a  plan  whereby  participants  will  receive 
twelve  hundred  dollars  a  year.     The  invested  fund  in  this  department  is 
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$2,672  538.74.     For  further  information  in  regard  to  this  fund  write  Secre- 
tary T.  J.   Watts,  Athletic  Club  Building,  Dallas,  Texas. 

The  Board's  invested  relief  fund,  whose  interest  may  be  used  for  monthly 
allocations  is  now  $518,143.00.  To  this  has  been  recently  added  Mr.  Rocke- 
feller's $500,000  making  a  total  of  $1,018,143.00.

We  have  practiced  tithing  in  a  small  way  yet  there  are  many  to  be 
reached  and  a  greater  work  to  be  done. 

This  year  is  the  beginning  of  a  definite  organized  effort  to  bring  about  a 
stewardship  consciousness  among  our  women  and  young  people.  So  far 
we  have  been  able  to  reach  only  a  few  of  the  societies,  but  I  trust  the  com- 
ing year  we  may  do  some  real  worth-while  work  in  interesting  the  inactive 
members  of  our  churches  and  connecting  them  with  our  missionary  socie- 
ties, encouraging  them  to  give  first  themselves  to  the  Lord  and  His  service.
